(1) Military commissions established hereunder 

t - 

shall have Jurisdiction over all offenses 
including, but not United to, the fol¬ 
lowing : 

(a) The planning, preparation, initiation 
of waging of a war of aggression or a 
war in violation of international 
treaties, agreements or assurances, 
or participation in a common plan or 
conspiracy for the accomplishment of 
any of the foregoing. 

(b) Violations of the lows or customs of 
war. Such violations shall include, 
but not to be limited to, murder, ill- 
treatment or deportation to slave labor 
or for any other purpose of civilian 
population of or in occupied territory; 
murder or ill-treatment of prisoners 

of war or internees or persons on the 
seas or elsewhere; improper treatment 
of hostages; plunder of public or 
private property; wanton destruction 
of cities, towns or villages; or de¬ 
vastation not justified by military 
necessity. 

(c) Murder, extermination, enslavement, 
deportation and other inhuman acts 
committed against any civilian popu¬ 
lation before or during the war, or 
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persec - tions on political, racial or 
religious grounds in execution of, 
or in connection with, any- crime 
defined herein, whether or not in 
violation of the domestic laws of the 
country where perpetrated. 

(2) The offense need not have been committed after 
a particular date to render the responsible 
party or parties subject to arrest, but in 
general should have been committed since or 
in the period inmedlately preceding the 
ITukden incident of September 18, 1931. 

3* liEIIBERSHIP CP C0I5II3SI0N. 

a. Appointment . The members of each military 
commission will be appointed by the Supreme Connander for the 
Allied Powers, or under authority delegated by him. Alter¬ 
nates nay be appointed by the convening authority. Such 
alternates shall attend all sessions of the commission, 

and in case of illness or other incapacity of any principal 
member, an alternate shall take the place of that member. 

Any vacancy among the members or alternates, occurring after 
a trial has begun, may bo filled by the convening authority, 
but the substance of all proceedings had and evidence taken 
in that case shall be made known to that new member or 
alternate in open court before the trial proceeds. 

b. Number of Members . Each commission shall con¬ 
sist of not less than three (3) members. 

c. Qualifications . The convening authority shall 
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appoint to the commission persons whom he determines to be 
competent to perform the duties involved and not disquali¬ 
fied by personal interest or prejudice, provided that no 
person shall bo appointed to hear a case which he personally 
investigated, nor if he is required as a witness in that 
case. A commission nay consist of Army, Navy or other 
service personnel, or of both service personnel and civi¬ 
lians. One specially qualified member shall bo designated 
os the law member whose ruling is final insofar as concerns 
the commission on an objection to the admissibility of 
evidence offered during the trial. 

d. Voting. Except as to the admissibility of 
evidence, all rulings and findings of the commission shall 
be by majority vote, except that conviction and sentence 
shall be by the affirmative votes of not less than tv/o-thirds 
(2/3) of the members present. 

e. Presiding Member . In the event that the- con¬ 
vening authority does not name one of the members as the 
presiding member, the senior officer among the members of 
the commission present shall preside, or such other member 
as the senior officer may designate. 

4. PROSECUTORS. 

’ a. Appointment . The convening authority shall 
designate one or more persons to conduct the prosecution 
before each commission. V’/here offenses involve nationals 
of more than one nation, each nation concerned, in the dis¬ 
cretion of the convening authority, may bo represented among 
the prosecutors, 

b. Duties. The duties of the prosecutors are: 
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(1) To prepare and present charges and specifi¬ 
cations for reference to a commission. 

(2) To prepare cases for trial and to conduct 
the proxocution before the commission of all 
cases referred for trial. 

5 . POWERS AND PROCEDURE CF COlu'ISSIOHS. 

a. Conduct of the Trial . A comission shall: 

(1) Confine each trial strictly to a fair, 
expeditious hearing on the issues raised 
by the charges, excluding irrelevant 
issues or evidence and preventing any un¬ 
necessary delay or interference. 

(2) Deal sunnarily with any contumacy or con¬ 
tempt, imposing any appropriate punishment 
therefor. 

(3) Hold public sessions except when otherwise 
decided by the commission. 

(4) Hold each session at such time and place 
os it shall determine, or as nay be di¬ 
rected by the convening authority. 

b. Rights of the Accused . The accused shall be 
entitled: 

(1) To have in advance of trial a copy of the 
charges and specifications clearly worded 
so os to apprise the accused of each of¬ 
fense charged. 

(2) To be represented, prior to and during 
trial by a counsel appointed by the con¬ 
vening authority or counsel cf his own 
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choice, or to conduct his ov/ri defense. 

(3) To testify in hiw own behalf and have his 
counsol present relevant evidence at the 
trial in support of his defense, and 
cross-examine eacli adverse witness who 
personally appears before the cenrolssion. 

(4) To have the substance of the charges and 
specifications, the proceedings and any 
documentary evidence translated when ho 
is unable otherwise to understand then. 

c. Witnesses . The Commission shall have power:

To summon witnesses and require their 
attendance and testimony under penalty; 
to administer oaths or affirmations to 
witnesses and other persons and. to ques¬ 
tion witnesses. 

To require the production of documents 
and other evidentiary material. 

To delegate to the Prosecutors appointed 
by the convening authority the powers 
and duties set forth in (1) and (2), 
above. 

To have evidence taken by a special com¬ 
missioner appointed by the commission, 
d. Evidence. 

(1) The commission shall admit such evidence 
as in its opinion would be of assistance 
in proving or disproving the charge, or 
such as in the commission's opinion would

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havo probative value in the mind of a 
reasonable man. The commission shall 
apply the rules of evidence and ploading 
sot forth herein with the greatest li¬ 
berality to achieve expeditious procedure. 
In particular, and without limiting in 
any way tho scope of the foregoing general 
rules, tho following evidence may be ad¬ 
mitted: 

(a) Any document irrespective of its 
classification which appears to tho 
commission to havo been signed or 
issued by any officer, department, 
agency or member of the armed forces 
of any government without proof of 
the signature or of the issuance of 
the document. 

(b) Any report which appears to the com¬ 
mission to havo been signed or is¬ 
sued by the International Red Cross 
or a member thereof, or by a doctor 
of medicine or any medical service 
personnel, or by an investigator or 
intelligence officer, or by any other 
person whom tho commission considers 
as possessing knowledge of the matters 
contained in the report. 

(c) Affidavits, depositions or other 
signed statements. 
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(d) Any diary, letter or other document, 
including sv/orn or unsworn statements, 
appearing to the commission to con¬ 
tain information relating to tho 
charge. 

(e) A copy of any document or other se¬ 
condary evidence of its contents, if 
the original is not innodintcly 
available. 

(2) The connission shall take Judicial notice 
of facts of common knowledge, official 
government documents of any nation, and 
the proceedings, records and landings 

of mill ter;* >_r other agencies of any of 
tho United Nations. 

(3) A commission r.ay require the prosecution 
and tho defense to rake a preliminary 
offer of proof, -./hereupon the connission 
nay rule in advance on the admissibility 
of such evidence. 

(4) If the accused is charged with an offense 
involving concerted criminal action upon 
the part of a military or naval unit, or 
any group or organization, evidence which 
has been given previously at a trial re¬ 
sulting in the conviction of any cth^r 
member of that unit, group or organization, 
relative t- that concerted offense, may 

be received as prina-facie evidence that 
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the accused likewise is guilty of that 
of fens e. 

(5) The findings and judgment of a commission 
in any trial of a unit, group, or organi¬ 
zation with respect to the criminal cha¬ 
racter, purpose or activities thereof 
shall be given full faith and credit in 
any subsequent trial, by that or any 
other commission, of an individual person 
charged vdth criminal responsibility through 
membership in that unit, group or organi¬ 
zation convicted by a commission, the 
burden shall bo on the accused to establish 
by proof any mitigating circumstances re¬ 
lating to his membership or participation 
therein. 

(6) The official position of the accused shall 
not absolve him from responsibility, nor 
be considered in mitigation of punishnont. 
Further, action pursuant to order of the 
accused's superior, or of his government, 
shall not constitute a defonse, but may 

bo considered in mitigation of punishment 
if the commission determines that justice 
so requires. 

(7) All purported confessions or statements of 
the accused shall be admissible without 
prior proof that they were voluntarily 
given, it being for the commission to 
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determine only the truth or falsity of such 
confessions or statements, 
e. Trial Procedure . The proceedings at each trial 
will be conducted substantially as follows, unless modified 
by the commission to suit the particular circumstances: 

(1) Each charj. and specification will bo read, 
or its substance stated, in open court. 

(2) The presiding ner.bor shall ask each accused 
whether he pleads "Guilty" or "Not Guilty". 

(3) The prosecution shall rake its opening 
statement. 

(4) The presiding member nay, at this or any 
other time, require the prosecutor to 

state that evidence ho proposes tc submit 

« 

to the c orxii ssion, and the commission 
thereupon nay rule upon the admissibility 
of such evidence. 

(5) The witnesses and other evidence for the 
prosecution shall bo hoard cr presented. 

At the close of the case for tho prosecu¬ 
tion, the commission may, on motion of the 
the defense for a finding of not guilty, 
consider and rule whether tho evidence 
before the commission supports the charges 
against tho accused. The commission may 
defer action on any such motion and permit 
or require the prosecution to reopen its . 
case and produce any further available 
evidence, 
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(6) The defense nay nake an opening stntenent 
prior to presenting its case. The pre¬ 
siding member nay, at this or any other 
tine, require the defense to state v/hat 
evidence they propose to submit to the 
commission, v/hereupon the commission nay 
rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 

(7) The witnesses and other evidence for tho 
defense shall bo heard or presented. 
Thereafter, the prosecution and defense 
nay introduce such evidence in rebuttal 
as the commission nay rule admissible. 

(8) The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, 
shall address the commission. 

(9) The commission thereafter shall consider 
tho case in closed session and unless 
otherwise directed by the convening autho¬ 
rity, announce in open court its judgment 
and sentence, if any. The commission nay 
state the reasons on which the judgment 

is based. 

f. Record of Proceedings . Each commission shall 
make a separate record of its proceedings in the trial of 
each case brought before it. The record shall be prepared 
by tho prosecutor under the direction of the commission and 
submitted to the defense counsel. Tho commission shall be 
responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by 
the presiding member of the commission or his successor, 
shall be delivered to tho convening authority as soon as 









possible after the trial. 

g. Sentence . The* commission ii.ay sentence an 


accused, upon conviction, to loath by hangina or shooting, 
inprisonr.ent for life or for any less tor:*., fine or such 
other punishment as the commission shall determine to bo 
proper. The commission may also order confiscation of any 
property of a convicted accused, deprive that accused of 
any stolen property or order its delivery to the Supremo 
Core .under for tho Allied Powers for disposition as he shall 
find to be proper of nay order restitution with appropriate 
penalty in cases of default. 

h. Anwroval of Sentence . No sentence of a 

i 

military commission shall be carried into effect until ap¬ 
proved by the officer v/ho convened the corinission, or his 
successor. Such officer shal 1 have authority to approve, 
mitigate, remit in whole or in part, commute, suspend,reduce, 
or otherwise alter the sentence imposed, or (without pre- 
Judi ce to accused) remand the case for rehearing before a 
new military commission; but ho shall not have authority 
to increase the severity of the sentence. No sentence of 
death shall be carried into execution until confirmed by 
the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers. Except as 
herein provided, tho judgment and sentence of a commission 
shall be final and not subject to review. 

6.RULE MAKING POY/ER. 

Surm:lemontarv Rules and Forms. Each commission 
shall alopt rules and forms to govern its procedure, not 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof, or such rules and 









forns as nay bo prescribed by } the convening authority 
by the Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers.

TIEUTENANT OWENS: May it please the Commission. 
This trial involves five Japanese who are charged with the 
murder of 26 Chinese civilians, 6 Filipino civilians, the 
rape of throe Chinese women and one Filipino woman, the 
burning of the homes of two Chinese and the looting of the 
home of a third, the beating, torture, mistreatment of 
these Chinese Filipino civilians on the 30th and 31st of 
January 194-5 in the village of Tubud, Cebu, 

Philippine Islands* 

The evidence of the Prosecution will prove that 
these atrocities were committed by an organized patrol of 
Japanese troops, most of whom were from the Mizoguchi Butai 
commanded at the time in question by the Accused, Mizoguchi. 
That the other Accused were members of this patrol, and 
that all of the Accused wore members of the Mizoguchi Butai 
with the exception of Hirato, who although a member of the 
patrol, was not a member of the Butai. The evidence of 
the Prosecution will establish that Mizoguchi not only 
Knew of the operations of this patrol, but gave orders to 
the patrol for its action. In view of this evidence as to 
Mizoguchi, the Prosecution contends that ho should bo found 
guilty of the crimes committed by this patrol. This conten¬ 
tion holds true even though Mizoguchi did not give the 
orders to the patrol. Our contention is that Mizoguchi as 
commander of the troops of this patrol, was in a position to 

prevent the commission of these atrocities. Because he did 

* 

not prevent them, because he did not punish the participants 
in this action, he should be found guilty for his failure to 
act.

As to the rest of the Accused, this trial raises 
something a little new in the matter of War Crimes Trials, 

So thorough was this patrol in' its wholesale slaughter of 
the resident* of Tubud, that no residents are available who 
can tostify that each of the Accusod committed a particular 
atrocity. That each of the Accusod sot firo to ono of the 
houses in Tubud, beat, raped, or murdered ono of the victims. 
But this should not excuse any ono <f these Accusod. The 
Prosocution contends that any mernbor of a unit formed to 
do wrong, must be punished for the wrongs which that unit 
commits. This is no nor/ idea. The driver of a get-away- 
car from a bank robbery is not excusod simply because he did 
not commit the hold-up. Ho aided and abetted tho commission 
of the crime by hi3 making tho escape possible, and for this 
assistance ho is punished. And in the case of tho Accusod, 
when they havo been proved to be members of this murderous 
patrol, they should bo found Guilty for tho crimes which that 
patrol committed, regardless of whother they wieldod the 
saber, or merely guarded while somebody else took the life 
of one of tho victims. If the Accusod did nothing more than 
merely be prosont as members of tho patrol when thoso crimes 
arc committed, they should be found Guilty, fop by their 
prosonco tho possibilities for success of the patrol action 
were increased. The strength was added to the patrols 
through numbers. Therefore, tho Prosecution contends that 
all of the Accused should be found Guilty of the Charges 
and sontonced to death for this wanton rapo, pillage and 
murder committed by this butcher gong. 


















To simplify those Proceedings, each witness to be 
called by the Prosecution will give his or her entire 
testimony at one time, ovoh though the testimony may relate 
to more than ono of the Specifications. It is believed that 
the time saved by not having the Witnesses recalled warrants 
not having the testimony presented in the same sequence as 
the Specifications.

tied those members of our family. They tied us all around. 
They tied my father, brothers, cousins, and myself; all 
of us \/cre tied around together. This time those Japanese 
ordered my sister and mother to go upstairs again. At the 
time when those women gathered for upstairs, all of us 
were already downstairs. The Japanese soldiers began to 
tie our hands behind our backs — together in a circle. 

Then those women were taken upstairs. As soon as those 
women were already in tho upstairs, the Japanese officers 
order soldiers to box us again, 'Me were at that time down¬ 
stairs and wc were boxed again on our faces with rifle 
butts. They imposed to us the worst punishment at this 
time. They tied our nooks together in a circle, they tied 
our necks so hard and in such a way that none of us 
could breathe freely. As soon as our necks were already 
tied up in a circle, the Japanese punished us and ordered 
us to lay on the ground. At that time my father fainted 
several times.' First, when those women were already in 
the upstairs, Japanese who wont to the upstairs were four 
officers — no, three of them entered the house. 1fr hen they 
entered that house I heard the guns shoot. Later on, fol¬ 
lowing the gunshot, there was a commotion, screams from my 
brothers, sisters -- screams from my young brothers and 
sisters.

Q will you state the names of the four of you who 
were tied downstairs. 

A Yes, sir, my father, Uy Chum Sum, my cousin, Uy Tian 
Chong, my brother, Uy Sc Suan, and myself. 

0 You were saying that after the officers went upstairs, 
you heard a shot and a commotion rnd then some screams, 
v; ill you continue? 

A Around twenty minutes later I saw a Japanese officer -• 
one of the Japanese officers — leaning out of the window 
naked. I could see his upper part which was naked. Ho 
gave orders to the soldiers who wore downstairs to bring 
some more women, 

0 Did you understand that order? 

A Of course I could not understand Japanese, but I could 
tell it was an order because later on that same soldier 
brought with him two women. 


















Q Back to your house, two women? 

A Back to the house, 

Q Did you recognize those women? 

A Yes, sir* 

o Y'ho were they? 

A They wore the vives of my neighbors, Tan So Chiong 
and Khu Un Phi no, 

Q Do you know the names of theso two women? 

A Yo s, sir* 

Q ’’'hat were the names of tho wives of Tan Sc Chiong 
and Khu Un Phiao? 

First, tho name of tho wife of Khu Un Phiao. 

A Tan Yuan Ching. 

Q And tho wife of Tan So Chiong? 

A Khu Yok Pul. 

0 Did they go upstairs too? 

A They went upstairs too, 

0 Then what happened? 

A There was also commotion upstairs; I heard screams 
again. 

0 Did these three officers that were upstairs stay 
up there? 

A Well, they stayed up there at that time, 
n Did they stay up there? 

A Yes, sir, those women wore brought upstairs. 

0 After that, did they stay up there? 

A Yes, 

Q Go ahead. 

A Later on, the officer came out and ordered four Jap¬ 
anese soldiers from that group to go up. Four Japanese 
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soldiers went upstairs at this time, I believe they 
raped the women there*, because — 

CAPTAIN GREER: I object to that statement, 

Colonel 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Just r. 'moment, may it please 
the Commission, the. witness is about to explain his 
previous remark. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Let us have the witness explain 
his remark as to why ho believes the women wore raped. 

0 (By Lieutenant Gill) V/hy do you think the women 
were raped? 

A Because when these four Japs came down, their clothes 
were not well arranged. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I ask the Commission to have 
that testimony either stricken from the record or to give 
it whatever probative value it may have. That is almost 
a catastrophic assumption. I do not wish to interrupt 
the proceedings before this Commission with objections 
in regard to hearsay or unsubstantiated statements or 
impressions of the witnesses or the beliefs of the witnesses, 
but I ’wish to go on record so that you will not think I 
am falling down on my job, by letting you know that-it is 
understood these things arc being s"id -- 

COLONEL HAUSE: The witness will continue and 
the Commission will accept the testimony for its probative 
value. 

The Commission will take a ten-minute recess. 

(Short recess) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that 
all members of the Commission are presont, together with 
the Accused, Defense Counsel, and Prosecution. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (CONTINUED) 

(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

0 Mr. Eng, you were saying that you thought the four 
women upstairs, including your two sisters, had been raped t 
by the appearance of the four Japanese soldiers that came 
down from upstairs, "’ill you continue with your story 
from there? 

A At this time other Japanese -- four in all again -- 
went upstairs, and so on, until the whole group of the 
Japanese had participated. All the Japanese took turns 
in the same way, until all the Japanese had done, 
o Is there any other thing that happened that makes 
you think the women upstairs were being raped? 

A Yes, sir. 
q What? 

A Another thing happened, 
q Y/hat was that? 

A That was prior to the rape, that I believe I heard 
my sister shouting, "He was thrown" -- I believe that 
might bo my one-year-old brother who was thrown from the 
window• 

CAPTAIN GREER: Arc we talking about rape or 
about the killing of a small child? Will the reporter 
read the last question and answer. 

(Whereupon the question and answer were road.) 
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CAPTAIN GREER: I object to thr.t, Colonel. 

That Is out of this world. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission realizes the wit¬ 
ness has difficulty with the language; therefore, *'e foci 
we will go along with him and hcr.r what h has to say. 
CAPTAIN GREER: Sir, will you ask him -- 
COLONEL HAUSE: Ycu have difficulty understanding 
what lie says; ho has difficulty trying to say what he 

re~nsv 

CAPTAIN GREER: I cannot sec a tie-up between 
the oucstion and answer here, He says he believes there 
was a one-year-old baby thrown out of th v window -- did 
he sec the baby? Nothing is tied up. I realize the • itnes 
has a language to contend with -- 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
all of these events will be tied up before the witness 
leaves the stand. Without direct questions and short and 
simple answers, the story will never be gotten out of the 
witness. 

COLONEL IL.USE: The objection is overruled. 

The witness will continue. 

Q (By Lieiitenant Gill) V.'ill you go on and. tell us 
what else happened upstairs that makes you think your 
sisters were raped? 

A: Some of those Japanese who came down from upstairs, 

their clothes were not buttoned, well. Their hair were 
not well arranged — were disarranged, 

9 Did you hear any noise from your sisters or any of 
the women upstairs? 






A Onco in a whilo I hoard screams. 

Q What kind of screams were they, could you tell? 

A As if they were afraid of something. 

Q Now, going back to the four mon tied up downstairs, 

how long did you remain tied up downstairs? 

A Around throe or two hours. 

Q Then what happened? 

A Then we all of us v/ero brought to the house of 
Tan Se Chiong and Khu Un Hong. 

Q And what happened to you there? 

A They told us to kneel down in front of tho house of 
Tan Se Chiong. Then — shall I continue, sir? 

Q Right. 

A Then at this time the Japanese boxed us again. 

Q Boxed you again? 

‘A Yes. There I saw also my neighbors who v/ero tied 
up to the posts and to the trunks of the troes — to tho 
posts of the house and the trunks of the trees; I saw 
some neighbors were also tied up around there. 
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Q Will you state the names of the neighbors that you 
saw? 

A. Yes, sir. I saw Ang Siao Chiat, Uy Seng Kee, Lim Tion 
Yao, Lim A. Chao and E. Tee, 

Q Do you recall anybody else being there? 

A There were several others, of course, but I don't 
know their names, 

Q Was there a man by the name of Khu Un Say? 

A Yes, sir, and another one, Tan Juan Kiang, 

Q After you were tied out there in front of the house, 
did you ever see your sisters again? 

A Yes, sir, 

Q Will you describe to the Commission the time end place 

where you next saw your sisters? 

A I saw my sisters, my two listers, the big one, and 
' the wives of my neighbors, Ton Juan Kiang, and Khu Yok Pui, 
accompanied by the Japanese to the house of Tan Se Chiong, 
where we were, 

Q About what time was this? 

A It was nighttime, around — 

Q How long after you were taken from your house? 

A One hour later. 

Q Will you describe the appearance of these women to

the Court? 

* t 

A }Ces, sir. Their faces were swollen up. They were 
weeping at that time. Their hair were not well arranged. 
Their clothes were very dirty. 

Q Were their dresses in good order? 

A'' In disorder. 
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Q Will you state the namos of tho neighbors that you 
sav;? 

A Yes, sir. I saw Ang Sino Chiat, Uy Seng Keo, Lim Tion 
Yao, Lim A. Chao, and E. Tee. 

Q Do you recall anybody else being there? 

A There wore several others of course, but I don’t 
know thoir names. 

Q Was there a man by the name of Khu Un Say? 

A Yes, sir, and^ another one, Tan Juan Kiang. 

Q After you vrere tied out thorc in front of the house, 
did you ever see your sisters again? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you describe to the Commission the time, and place 
where you next saw your sisters? 

A I saw my sisters, my two sisters, the big one, and 
the wives of my neighbors, Tan Juan Kiang, and Khu Yok Pui, 
accompanied by the Japanese to the house of Tan Se Chiong, 
where we were. 

q About what time was this? 

A It was night-time, around — 

Q How long after you were taken from your house? 

A One hour later. • 

Q Will you describe the appearance of these women to 
the Court? 

A Yes, sir. Their faces were swollen up. They were 
weeping at that time. Their hair were not well arranged. 
Their clothes were very dirty. 

Q Were their dresses in good order? 

A In disorder. 
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Q And your mother was not there, is that correct? ^ 

A That is correct. 

Q Neither was your little brother, Uy Se Uy? 

A No, and Uy Se Tuan, and my young sister, Uy Ai Khing. 

Q Did you remain tied up in front of the house all evening? 

A All evening, sir. 

Q What happened to you the next morning. 

A The next morning — first, the Japanese looted every¬ 
thing from the house of Tan Se Chiong, and also our house. 

Then the Japanese brought us to a stream about 100 meters 

from the house of Tan Se Chiong. We were told to kneel down 

in rows, then one by one were taken to the front of the 
stream and bayoneted to death. 

Q How many men were in that group? 

A There were around — I could not estimate very well — 

approximately there were around thirty, including us all, 
in all around thirty. 

Q Are you speaking of the Japanese? 

A Those who were killed. 

Q Around thirty were killed? 

A Those who were killed were less than thirty, but 
around that number. 

Q Who was the last person that they tried to kill? 

A Myself. 

Q Will you describe what happened to ^ou? ’ 

A Yes, sir.) This time the Japanese soldier took me 
to the stream. First, they wanted to bayonet me but maybe 
the officer had changed his mind because later on he 
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ordered the soldier to drag me away from those dead per¬ 
sons,. about twenty meters from them away and told me to 
kneel down there. Then the officer himself drew his sword 
and struck at my neck. 

Q Will you show the Commission exactly where he struck 
your neck? 

A Yes, sir. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show the Witness 


pulled his collar down and showed the back of his neck to 


the Commission. 

Q Is that the wound that you received at that time from 
the officer? 

A Yes, sir. 

q Did the officer believe you dead then? * ■ 

A Ye s, sir. 

Q How long did you remain by the stream? 

A Around 24 hours. 

Q Were all of the rest of the people that were there ‘ 
dead? 

A Not all, sir. Uy Seng Keo; he is 3till alive. 

Q He is alive now? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Was he bayoneted? 



A He was too bayoneted. 
Q What did you do? 


A After around 24 hours, when I recovered my strength, 


I got,to my feet and wont to my house. 

Q What did you find in your house? 

A I saw my mother dead on the floor.

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the Commission. 
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the officer? 
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Q Did the officer believe you dead then?

first night when the Japanese entered the house. 

Q What brother and what sister told you that? 

A My brother, Uy So Suan, and sister, Uy Ai Khing. 

Q Were they the two that accompanied your mother and 
sisters upstairs originally on the night of the 30th? 

A They v r ere • 

Q And they witnessed the shooting of your mothor, is 
that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q < Do you know what happened to your small ono-year-old 
brother, Uy So Uy? 

A Through some information later from those neighbors, 

they told us that they saw my ono-year-old brother’s bones 

were found behind the kitchen outside of the house. 

Q If your brother had been thrown from the upstairs' 
window where your sister and mother were taken, would he 
have fallen to the ground by the kitchen? 

A (No response by the Witness.) 

Q Mr. Eng, you just stated that your neighbors told you 
that they found the bones of your little brother outside 
the kitchen, is that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q If your brother had been thrown from the upstairs’ 

window that night, would he have landed on the ground 
where they found the bones? 
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A t t the time when that one year old brother was 
thrown from the window, ny mother and sister wore already 
in the upstairs. 

Q I know that. Now, if your brother had been dropped 
fr->n the upstairs' window, would ho havo fallen whore 
your neighbors found him? 

A I can't understand that question, sir. 

Q Your neighbors told you tint they found the body of 
your one year old brother outside the window of your house 
in the roar of the house by the kitchen, is that correct? 

/ Yes, sir. 

Q All right, if lie had fallen or had been dropped from 

the upstairs' window, would he have fallen where they 
found him? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Describe the appearance of y >ur h >use on your return 
on the first day of February? 

/ Yes, sir. Our house — I could not find anything 
there in the house because practically everything there 
in the house was already looted. 

Q Wore you rissing any more money? 

A Yes, sir. Our thirty thousand cash in posoH which 
was placed in the trunk. In other words, we lost every¬ 
thing, cash rnd ■'■11 the things and clothes and sore mer¬ 
chandise. 

Q What typo of merchandise? 

A Rice, clothes, dry goods — those things. 

Q This was from the house of your father, Uy Chum Sum, 
is that correct?

A Yes, sir. 

Q On the night of the thirty-first, after the Japanese 
officer tried to behead you when you were lying by the 
stream, did you notice any fires in the vicinity? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did you see? 

A I saw a house at the distance that was burning. 

Q Do you knov/ v/hose house that was? 

A It seems to me it ms the house of Tan Se Chong. 

Q Who told you that? 

A Later, our neighbors told me that the house of Tan 
Se Chong was burnod down. I saw that also. 

Q Do you have any idea v/hy the Japanese acted this my 

towards you and your family and the other people that you 
described as having been killed? 

A I don't know, sir.

Q Were you a guerrilla? 

A No, sir. 

Q Did you ever contribute funds to the guerrillas?

Q Did you know if any of your neighbors were anti- 
guerrillas?

q In other words, did the Chinese of Tubud take part in 
guerrilla activities in any respect?

'by tho spring, were they the sane people who wore tied up 
with you tho previous evening in front of tho house of 
Tan So Chiong and Khu Un Hong?

A Yes, sir, throe of then, sir (pointing to three), 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Will tho record show that the 
Witness has just pointed out the Defendants Hirato, Katsuki, 
and Scnuki. 

q V/ill you tell the Court whore you saw this rnn and 
what you saw hir. doing? (Pointing to Hirato.) 

A lie was present at the spring, 

Q At the bayonetting? 

A Yes, sir, he participated in this killing. 
q V/hore did you see this nan? (Pointing to ICatsuka,) 
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A Srno thing, sir. 

Q He was nt the spring? 

A He was at the spring. 

Q These throe nen were at the spring? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q All three of then. 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did you rccognizo any of them at olscwhc.ro at Tubud 
on the 30th to 31st? In other words, did you sec any of 
these r.cn any place except rt the spring? 

A I saw one, 

Q Where did you sec- hin? 

A But I an not sure about that, he is not hero. 

Q He is here? 

A But I an not so sure about that. There were, of course, 
rt th-t tine, onny Japanese there, but they are not here 
at this tine. 

Q You think you rccognizo a fourth, but you are not sure? 

A I recognize these three positively. 

Q Do you have a relative by the nano of Uy Pit Yak? 

A Yes, sir, 

Q Whore does ho live? 

A In Cebu City? 

Q Where is he at the present tine? 

A He is a pedler, a traveling nerchnnt fron plncc-to- 
place. 

Q Do you know whore he is at the present tine? 

A I could not tell, sir. 

Q Did you ever discuss with him the events that you 
have just described to the Conrission? 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q Dll he know anything about It? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did ho know about It? • 

A He told no that those Japanese soldiers we vt to

Hin;jldnilia from Manbaling to conduct a mopping-up oporotion. 

CAPTAIN GREER: May it please the Commission, I 
make the sane hoersay objection. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The objection is overrule*. 'The 
Prosecution nay continue. 

(The Witness, continuing.) 

A At that tine, Uy Pit Yak, lived near the house of the 
Japanese in Manbaling. 

Q Where is Mnnbaling? 

A Throe or four kilometers from Cebu City, 

Q Is that on the road to Minglanilla? 

A Yes, south, 

Q What else did Uy 'Pit Yak tell you that he knew about 
the events that took place in Tubud? 

A Uy Pit Yak told ne his Japancso friend by the nane 

« 

of Silata told hin or related the story to hin that he — 
the Japanese soldier, Silata — participated in the nassacre, 
he raped several women, he took cash and gold, and port of 
the gold he gave to his women friends. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: At this tine, if it please the 
Commission, I have a statement, a sworn statement of Uy 
Pit Yak, taken at Cebu City on the 25th of October, 194-5* 
by Lieutenant Nelson and 2d Lieutenant Henry F, Marshall, 
which I would like to road into the record with the 
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permission of the Commission. It has been impossible to 
locate Uy Pit Yak, He has been subpoGnr.d for a consider¬ 
able poriod of tirie and wo have not been able to locate 
him in the provinces. 

C/PTAIN GREER: The Defense will object to this 
so-called statement at this tine for the following 
reason; first, this nan was available for the questioning 
by Lieutenant Nelson and h£ is presumably still alive, and 
if he is going to core in here — or' if ho is going to ranko 
a statement that is going to cone in here to help condemn 
these non, wo ought to have at least the opportunity to 
cross-examine. He is presumably alive and, I presume, a 
citizen of Cebu like those other Chinese citizens. Ho 
can be secured as easily as any other witnesses in the 
Philippine Islands. Now, I have read through this state¬ 
ment. The statement doesn't look particularly damaging. 

It seems a little fantastic in spots, referring to open 
admission of guilt by a person not present here. I have 
questioned Captain Nelson who was then Lieutenant Nelson 
of the War Crimes Investigation Section. He was the person 
who conducted the investigation of this incident in Cebu. 

I hovo no reason to doubt the veracity or the integrity of 
this officer but I do have reason to doubt his ability as 
an investigating officer. If you*decide to overrule our 
bjcction, I wish that you would ask the Prosecuting 
Counsel to call Captain Nelson to this stand and let him 
tell the story. There arc a few other questions I would 
like to ask Captain Nelson at that time. That is all. 

LIEUTEN/NT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
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the Defense Counsel has the privilege at any tine to coll 
a Witness. If he desires to c^ll Captain Nelson ho nay do 
so, I will bo gl^d to produce Captain Nelson. 

COLONEL H/UFE: Objection is overruled regarding 
the introduction of this prp^r n s evidence, in that it 
roots tho requirements under which this Commission works. 

If you so desire to coll Captain Nelson as a Witness, it 
is your privilege. Tho statement will bo received by the 
Commission. 

C/.PT /IN GREER: May I ask the President of tho 
Comrissi'n if it is not his opinion that horring this testi- 
.-•'ny frn tho lips of Captain Nelson, then Lieutenant 
Nelson, who presumably took this statement, would give a 
greater amount of authenticity in the statement of Mr. Eng's 
relative in its present form. 

COLONEL IT.'USE: Is the Defense familiar with the 
Letter, "General Headquarters Supreme Cor.ir.endor for the 
Allied Powers" dated 5 December 194 5, "Regulations Govern¬ 
ing the Trials of ’ccused War Criminals". 

CAPT/IN GREER: Yes, sir. 

COLONEL II/USE: Tho Prosecution will road tho 

statement. 

LIEUTSN/NT GILL: At this tine, I read: 
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"RESTRICTED 

"UY PIT YAK, after having been duly sworn, tostifiod at 
the office of the War Crir.es Investigating Dctachnont, 7-2 F. 
Ranos Street, Cebu City, Cebu, P. I., on 25 October 194-5, as 
follows:

"A UY Pit Yak, 20 years old and Chinese. 

"Q ’/That is y^ur occupation? 

"A A nerchant by occupation. 

"Q VThat is your addross? 

"A 3 Inus Street, Cebu City, Cebu, P. I. 

"Q Whore wore you living in January and February, 194-5? 

"A In Manbaling district, Cebu City, Cobu, ?. I. 

"Q Was there any stroot address at that point? 

"A No, thero are not street nunbers or nones there. 

"Q What was your occupation in January and February, 194-5? 

"A I was not working. I was an evacuee fron Cebu City. 

"Q In Manbaling in January and February, 194-5* did you have 
an opportunity to observe the Japanese troops stationed 
thero? 

"A Yes, sir. 

"Q Handing to you Exhibit "B", do you know what it is about? 

"A It is a sketch of the main highway and railroad track 

v/hore they pass thru Manbaling. 

"Q Whore were they living? 

"A There was a group of Japanese soldiers living in the 
house narked #1 on Exhibit "B" and their nur.ber varied 
frer: ten to nore than twenty. 
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"Q 7/ere they Japr.nosc Any or Navy troops? 

"A Arny. 

"Q Do you know to v/hat branch of tho Amy they belonged? 

"A I do not know but most of tho tiro I saw then they 
v/orc working transporting bullets. 

"Q Did they have an officor-in-cha.rgc of the group living in 
the houso narked #1 in Exhibit ’’B"? 

"A Yes, sir, but I do not know the nano. 







LIEUTEN/NT GILL: /.t this tir.c, I would like to 
state that the exhibits nentioned in this sto.tor.icnt 
refer to exhibits in the record of -n investigating toon 
and Prosecution is not planning to introduce these exhibits 
into evidenco. 

COLONEL H/USE: The Connission will take n ten- 
ninute recess. 


(Short recess.) 

















COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Mc.y it please the Commission, 

all members of the Commission are present, together \;ith

the Accused, the Defense Counsel and the Prosecution. 

,rT e arc ready to proceed. 

COLONEL IL'.USE: Proceed. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: I uas reading from the statement 
of Uy Pit Yak. (Continuing reading) 
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"Q Was there more than one officer at this house? 

"A Yes. At times there were three and at tines there were 

four. 

"Q Do you know the names of any of then? 

"A I do not know. 

"Q Do you know the names of any of the enlisted men living 
in the house marked #1 on Exhibit "B"? 

"A I do not know their names. 

"Q Could you give us a personal description of the appear¬ 
ance of any of the throe officers who lived in this 
house? 

H A Yes. The one whon I think was the loader was about 5'6" 
tall, medium build but husky, about 140 pounds weight, 
had a straight thin mustache all across his upper lip, 
no glasses, thin face, about 35 years old, no scars 
and wore an insignia of two stars on one bar which I 
believe a first lieutenant's insignia in the Japanese 
Army. I cannot describe the other two officers because 
I did not see them often enough and there were many 
changes among then. 

"Q Did you know any of the enlisted non well enough to give 
us a description of their appearance? 

"A I cannot describe any of the soldiers. 

"Q Where else in Manbaling were Japanese troops stationed 
at that time? 

"A At a house marked #2 on Exhibit "B". 

"Q About how many were stationed in the house marked #2? 

"A I would say more than thirty. 

"Q Were they the sane kind of troops as those who lived 
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in the house narked #1? 

"A No, sir. I have soen thon repairing broken anti-air¬ 
craft guns. I think that was the kind of work they 
did. 

"Q Were they under the sane three officers who lived in 
the house narked #1, on . . djibit U B"? 

"A No. In the house narked #2 on Exhibit "B" thoy had 
only one officer and ho was in-charge of thon. Hi3 
nano was Capt. SILATA. 

"Q Do you know what his first nano was? 

11 A I do not know. 

"Q Please describe Capt. SILATA. 

'•A He was about 23 years old, about 5* 6" tall, big and 
husky, weighed about 150 pounds, handsome face, had 
two gold teeth in the upper front part of his mouth 
separated from each other by other teeth, no mustache, 
no glasses, and no scars. 

"Q How did you find out the name of that officer was Capt. 
SILATA? 

"A Because I asked hin his r^ne one tine and he told me 
his nane was Capt. SIL4TA. He knew a little English 
and he also wore an insignia of two stars on one bar 
the sane as the other officer I described. 

"Q Do you know the nane of any of the soldiers who lived 
in the house narked #2 on Exhibit "B'*? 

**A I do not know the names of the onllstod men in this 

house and I can only describe one of then. He had lost 
his right eye and wore a white patch on it. He was 
about 5' 4-" tall, very thin, weighed about 110 pounds, 
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about noro than 30 years old, no mustache, no glasses, 
no other scars, and wore two-star insignia which is a 
first class private in the Japanese Army. 

"Q Where else in Manbaling were troops living at that time? 

"A At the house marked #3 on Exhibit U B". 

"Q About how many troops were living at that point? 

"A About fiftoon. 

"Q Were there any officers in-charge of this group? 

"A They had no officer. This group was under the chargo 
of the officers in the house narked #1 on Exhibit "B". 

They had the sane work as those in house marked #1. 

"Q Do you know the names of any of the men who stayed in 
the house narked #3 on Exhibit "B"? 

"A No, sir. 

"Q Could you give a personal description of any of the 
soldiers living in the house marked #3? 

"A Yes. I can only describe one soldier frou that house, 
who used to guard. He was about 5 ' 5 " tall, weighed 
about 130 pounds, about 27 or 28 years old, full beard 
on his lower jaw and thick mustache 0V1 the upper lip, 
no glasses, no scars and wore a three-star insignia 
fer superior private. 

U Q Please show me on Exhibit M B" whore the house you were 
living in is located? 

"A It is located on the point marked #4. 

"Q Did anything unusual happen on 30 January, 1945? 

"A On that day at about 9:00 A.M. four truckloads of sol¬ 

diers from houses marked #1, #2 and #3 on Exhibit "B" 
drove away on the main road in the direction of Minglanilla. 







This was tho first tine I had seen then doing like this, 

I watched then what they were doing. Thore were from 
seven to ten of then in each of the four trucks. Sone 
of tho soldiers remained behind in each of the throo 
houses. Capt. SILATA r.nd the throo officers from the 
house narked #1, including the one I described, wont 
in the truck with tho troop. I also noticed in tho 
trucks three more Japanese who wore sabers and who night 
have been officers but I had not seen then before and 
I do not know whether they were actual officers. SILATA 
and the officers from the house narked #1 wero wearing 
their sabers. Tho one-oyed Japanese soldier I have 
described did not go and the soldier from the house 
narked #3 whom I have described did not go with the 
trucks. 

Q When did they return to Hanbaling? 

A At about ?:00 P. H. the next day, January 31, 194-5, I was 

looking out the window in ny house when I saw the sane 
trucks and the sane soldiers and officers return to 
Manbaling coning down tho nain road fron the direction 
of Minglanilln. They got out of the trucks and went 
to the houses narked #1, #2 and #3» 

Q Did you ever find out whore they had been on 30 and 31 
January 194-5? 

A Yes. At about 4:00 P. M. the following day, February 1, 
1945, I was in a snail whiskey store along tho road in 
front of our house. Capt. SILATA who was there drink¬ 
ing told ne in a mixture of English, Japanese and Visa- 
yon that while these four truckloads of soldiers had 







gono they had killed many Filipino and Chinese guerri¬ 
llas at Tubud. Tubud is the nano of a snail group of 
houses just off the main road near Minglanilla. SILATA 
also said that they got rings from the Chinese in Tubog 
which they would givo to their girl friends. Ho also 
said that they had found some pre-war Philippine cur¬ 
rency in Tub\;d which they had torn up and they would 
do the sane to any Philippine currency which they would 
find in Manbaling. SILATA also said they had raped wo- 
r.on in Tubud, In saying this he used the word "lugos" 
which is the Visayan word for rape. 

4 lid ho soy anything else? 

A Na nore. 

4 Were you the only one present during this conversation 
with SILATA? 

A Yes, I was the only one. 

4 Was SILATA alone when he cane in the store? 

A Yes. 

Q lid all of this conversation take place in the whiskey 
stare? 

A Na. It started in the whiskey store. I was there when 
SILATA entered. After he had been drinking for a while, 
he cane to ny house with me where he told ne the things 
that I have just mentioned. 

| fa you know what has became af SILATA? 

A I do not know. 

f la you know the names of the units of any of the Japanese 
living in the houses narked //W, #2 and //6? 

A I do not know. ■. 
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"Q How long did SILATA stay at your house when you had this 
conversation and at what tine did he go hone? 

"A He stayed at ny house only about ton ninutes after wo 
went there fron the whiskey store. It was about 5:00 
P. !!. when he loft as the rest of the tine had boon 
spent in the whiskey store. 

"Q Did you talk with any Japanese after that incident hap¬ 
pened in Tubua, other than SILATA? 

M A Yes. On the day following ny conversation with SILATA, 
on February 2, 194-5* at about 10:00 A. I!., I had a snail 
conversation with a Japanese soldier on a road in front 
of ny house. I do not know the none of tho soldier and 
I could not accurately describe hin. Ho told ne that 
he had been one of the soldiers who had gone to the 
Minglanilla area on January 30 and 31 * 194-5 whore thoy 
had held a "juez do cochillo", which is the Visayan 
phrase for sunnary execution without trial, on certain 
Chinese and Filipino guerrillas who were found in that 
area. 

"Q Did ho tell you how many persons had been killed by 
then? 

"A He only told ne that he hir.iself killed two by bullets. 

"Q Did this soldier tell you anything else that norning? 

"A No nore. 

U Q Are you sure you can not describe in detail this soldier's 
appearance? 

"A No, sir. 

"Q Did you at any latartine have a conversation with any 

other Japanese regarding what happened in the Minglonilla 
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area? 

"A No, sir. 

"Q You have described to no the officers who were in the 
trucks when they went to Minglanilla. Refreshing your 
r.enory, I will ask you if you romenber having also seen 
in the trucks that day, 30 January 1945» a Japanese 
officer who was quite fat, with whito rinned glasses 
and had a nodiun-slzed nustacho on his upper lip? 

”A Yes. Now that you have given no tho description of the 
officer, I rononber that he was one of tho throe officers 
who was living in the house narked #1 as shown on 
Exhibit ”B” at that tine. He was in the trucks when they 
left for tho Minglhnilla area on January 30, 19‘’-5. 

"Q Could you give us any further description of this officer 
now that you ror.enber hin? 

"A He was a littlo bit taller than I an, I would say ho 
was about 5* 4" tall, fatter than the other officers, 
quite wide on the hips, about 40 years old, no scars 
that I renenber, and I beliovo he wore a one bar and 
one star insignia which signifies for a second lieute¬ 
nant in the Japanese Amy, 

"Q Is that all you know concerning this natter? 

"A Yes, sir.”

' Y ° S ’ dterENANT GILL: Let the record show that the 
witness printed to the Defendant known as Shigemosa Hirato.

o You don’t know any other ones? 

A No, sir. 

Q How many Japanese officers and enlisted men were 
present during this so-called massacre? 

A Around 40, sir. 

Q Did you recognize any of the throw or four Japanese 
soldiers who cane into your house the first time, around 
4:00 o’clock in the afternoon of 2PJanuary 1945? Pid you 
nrtico any of those? 

A No. 

0 Did ycu recognize any of these who came back the 
second time that same day in 1945? 

A I could not toll, 

o Have you ever seen this nan right hero (indicating)? 
A I have not, sir, 

0 Have you ^ver sc^n this wound ~n thu side of his 

face? 
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A No, sir* 

LIEUTENANT GILL* Lot the record show that the 
Defense Counsel is pointing to Yoshioka. 

Q (By Captain Greer) But you state you have soon 
this nan, Hirata (indicating)? 

A Yes. sir* 

Q What was his rank? You identified hin positively* 

You have already given us information about othor soldiers 
and ranks — why do you hesita- -7 
A Ke wore a Japanese uniform at the tine. 

Q Was this Captain Silata? 

A I could not tell, 

Q When you identified this non up here in Manila, with 

this other relative of yours, Uy Pit Yak, in *£he presence 

of Lieutenant Kaczka and Licutonanb Bcabner, did you 
identify him as this nan, the sane person being Captain 
Silata? 

A Yes j I identified hin. 

q As either an officer or an enlisted nan in the Imperial 
Japanese Army? Why do you hesitate — you identified hin. 
Was he an officer or an enlisted nan? 

A At that tine Lieutenant Nelson did not ask ne about 
that — what should I classify hin? 

Q Was he the nan who hit you on the back of the neck 
with a sword? 

A Not he, 

Q Ho was not the nan? Was he present when you were 
struck in the back of the neck? 

A Yes, sir. 
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0 ’9hat tine rf night was it? V’as it in the afternoon? 
A No, sir, it was in the nerning. 

Q "'hat tine? 

A I could not calculate.

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LIEUTENANT GILL; I ronlizejth-t the Defense 
Counsel will go to cxtroncs on cross-oxanination, but I 
do not believe that the Defense Counsel should be allowed 
to intimidate the witness ns for os he is going at the 
present tir.o. ' 

COLONEL F/llSE: The Defense Counsel is cautioned 
not to intimidate the Witness.' The witness is confused. 

CAPT/IN GREER; It is that confusion I an trying 
to illustrate for you, Colonel. 

Q Do you know whnt kind of n uniform he wns wearing? 

A Japanese uniform, something like dark green. 

Q Could it have been blue? Grey? 

A Blue? 

Q There is a great deal of difference in the uniforms 

worn by armies and navies. Now, I want you to toll the 
Commission what color of uniform this nan wore when you 
positively identified him at the scone of the execution. 

A What do you call '■.hot color? (Indicating.)

Q Now, can you recognizo a Japanese non-commissioned 
officer if you saw him in uniform? 

A (No response by tho Witness.) 

Q If you saw a Japanese non-commissioned officer, would 
you rocognize him, would you know by his markings on his 
uniform what he was in the Imporial Japanese Army? 

A I could not toll very well about that, sir. 

Q Well, do you remember whether or not this nan-— I 

don't know whether ho is Captain Silata, or a soldier by 
the name I don't know what — did ho have any markings on 
his uniform? 

A I could not remember now, sir. 

Q Was it daylight? 

A Daylight, of course. . ' 

Q Did you get a good look at him? 

A We were very afraid to look at their faces because 

once they discovered that, they would slap us. 

Q They refused to let you look at them?

Q Did any of them have a brassard wrapped around them? 

t No, I didn't see that? 

Q You didn't see any of these men wearing that? 

A None. 

Q Did you notice a bandage on the heads of any of 
these men, bandaged heads? 

A None, sir. 

Q How did these men arrive in Tubud? Did they walk in, 

ride in trucks, or come in carabaos? 

A I could not tell whether they came in carabaos, because 
it was actually one kilometer from the rain route. 

Q Were you there when the first four man-.came in the 
afternoon of the thirtieth? 

A These men, you mean? (Pointing to the Accused.) 

Q The first four Japanese in your father's house? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Were you there again when they came in the evening? 

A Yes. 

Q And how many soldiers came there at yourfather's 

house that night?

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Q How many, for instance, are related to your family? 

A To our family? 

Q Yes. 

A (No response by the Witness.) 

Q How many of th^se thirty families or. related to you? 

A N-.ne. 

Q How many of the people in Mnmboling are related to you? 

A Only one. 

Q v/ho is that? 

A Uy Pit Yak. 

0 No other Chinese women are related to you? 

A None 

Q Or related to any other members of your family? 

A None, sir. 

Q Are you a relative of the Shu Chun family in Mambaling?

A I don't know Shu Chun. 

o Did you have n relative in the Shu Chin family at 

Mambaling? 

A Uy Pit Yak. 

Q Is he a member of that family? 

A He is my relative. 

Q N nv when you and Yak came here to Manila to identify 
these people, in what language did you speak? 

A Chinese. 

Q Any particular dialect? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What dialect? 

A Amoy. 
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Q Were any other Chinese interpreters of the Amoy 
dialect present at that tine? 

A None, sir. 

Q Did you do interpreting for your relative, Yak? 

A I. 

Q You did? 

A Yes, I. 

Q Has anyone nskod you to cone up hero to testify 
because of the official subpoena fron the Prosecution? 

A I bog your pardon? 

Q Has anybody else except the Prosecution, Lieutenant 

Gill, through the formal channel of subpoena, asked you 
to- testify in this case? 

A You ncan to say, asked no to cone up here? 

0 I renind you that you are under oath at this tine. 

You oust tell the truth. 

A Who askod ne to cone up here? 

Q Yes. 

A First I filed an affidavit with Lieutenant Wilbert — 
the very first tine — nobody asked ne to file an affidavit 
-- I myself, filed on affidavit. Later on, I was interviewed 
by Lieutenant Nelson who was in Cebu at that tine, and later 
on I received order from the Military Commission to ask ne 
to come down here. 

Q Nov/, no other Chinaman or Chinese woman asked you to 
cone up here to testify. 

A Nobody. 

Q Mo one threatened you or tell you that something 
would happen to you if you didn't cone up to testify?

Q Are you a very wealth/man? 

A No. 

Q You had thirty thousand dollars in your house there? 
Was any part of that yours or did that belong to your 
father? 

A That is my father’s money. 

Q You worked for your father? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did he pay you? 

A He paid me in the form of salary, 
o How much? 

A 100 pesos a month during peacetime. 

Q Do you believe that all Japanese officers and 
soldiers should be hanged? 

A Those who have conritted crimes should be hanged. 

Q Now, do you believe that those who have not commit¬ 
ted crimes should also be hanged? 

A Those who have not committed crimes should not be 

hanged.

Q Now, Mr. Eng, if I brought 40 to 50 Japanese soldiers 
and officers into this courtroom dressed in the uniform 
similar to those worn by these men, could pu identify 
them again? 

A I could identify them. 

Q The three that you have identified? 

A Yes, I could. 

Q Do you practice any religion? 

A Yes. 
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Q What religion? 

A Christian. 

Q rhnt do you mean by Christian? 

A Catholic. 

Q Hnvo you been baptized? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q You understand the meaning of mortal sin? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Do you understand that if you perjure yourself under 
oath, you commit a mortal sin? You understand that? 

A Of course. 

Q Now, do you think they will punish you for that? 

A Yes. 

Q You do. If you tell a lie on this stand you think 
God will puhish you?

Q v'hich ono bayoneted? 

A I could not tell very exactly. 

Q Well, was it that nan on the end, did he bayonet? 

A He did also# 

Q Which one of your friends did he kill? 

A I could not tell exactly, because all the soldiers 

who were present at the stream took part in the killing. 

o All of then did? Do you remember seeing him actually 

bayonet sdnobody? I am talking about this non. (Pointing to

Katsuka.) Did you see him boy*net anybody? 

A Yes, sir. 

o Did you see this nan bayonet anyone? 

A Yes, sir. 

0 You don't know who he bayoneted. 

A No, sir. 

Q Did you see this nan bayonot anyone? 

A Yes, sir. 

* Who did he bayonet? 

A I don't know, sir. 

Q Do you know whether any members of your family have 
been working for the Japanese? 

A None, sir. 

Q None had been v/orking for them? 

A No. 

Q Do you know whether any members of your family had been 
forced to work for the Japanese, first forced to go into the 


































rice fields and bring rice to the Japanese? 

A While we wore in Cobu City. 

Q They forced you to do that? 

A To work in the airfield. 

Q < Were you, or was any nember of your family ever 
forced to procure food for the Japanose? 

A Nono, sir• 

Q Now, did these Japanese steal any carabaos, pigs, 
chickens when they loft your house or the vicinity of 
your house on the 30th of January? 

A Yes, they did. 

Q Did anyone see them leave? Did you see then leave? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Did they go in a truck? 

A From the house of Tan Se Chong wo could not see the 
route of the trucks. 

Q You don’t know whether they loaded the carabaos on 
the trucks? 

A That is right, I don’t know. 

Q But you know that thoy did steal some? 

A Yes. 

Q How many chickens did they steal?

Q These three (pointing toward Hirata, Katsuka, and

A He identified only Hirata. 

Q ,fr r.s it Sirota or Hirata? 

A I don't know his nano. 

Q You have stated, that'it was against the rules cf 
the Japanese fer ycu to gaze upon their faces during this 
trouble there at Tubud, is that correct? 

A I realize it because several tines I was slapped when 
I looked at their faces. 

Q You were slapped when you locked at their faces? 

A Yes. 

o Did this nan ever slap you for looking at his free 

(pointing to Accused)? 

A I could net tell, 

0 Did the nan there on the second bench from the end 

slap you for looking at his face? 

A I could not tell. 

Q 'That was the total length cf tine that you gazed 

upon these three soldiers during the Tubud incident on 
the 30th and 31st of January, 194?? 

A I saw then on the 31st,

Q How long did you actually look at this man and at 
the man on the second bench on that side (pointing to 
Hirata, Katsuka, and Senuki). Did you look at him one 
second?

Q Hew many times — several times? 

A I looked at them like that (indicating).

LIEUTENANT GILL: The Defense Counsel has mis¬ 
interpreted the last answer of the witness. The witness 
answered the question, thefc each tine he looked it was a 
natter of seconds, not a total elapsed tine. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Do you renenber how many tines 
you looked at this nan?

Q And they didn't kill you, although they tried, is 

that correct? 

A (Witness nods in the affirmative.) 

Q Do you know that there are at least two kinds of 



Japanese'rifles? 

A I don’t know, sir. 

q Will you describe the rifle carried by this man 
(pointing to Hirata). 

A He carried the ordinary Japanese rifle — fixed bayonet. 
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Q Was that the long Japanese rifle cr shert? 

A I cannot tell, but longer than carbine-, , 

Q What size was the weapon this nan carried (pointing 
to Katsuka)? 

A The sane. 

Q What was the weapon that this nan carried (pointing 
tc Senuki)? 

A The sane, 

Q Have ycu ever nadc any statements to anyone that 

yc u would avenge the deaths of the nenbers cf your family? 
A Tc whom? 

Q To anyone. 

A I did not, but I filed affidavit with CIC, in Cebu 
City. 

Q Did you ever know a person by the nano of Onishi, 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A I do net, sir. 

Q Did you ever know a nan named Kanura? 

A I don't know, sir. 

Q You do not know a nan naned Kanura? 

A No, because I an not a Japanese collaborator — 
ccllabcrntionist. That is why I don't know. 

Q Have you ever been in Minglanilla? 

A Yes. 

0 How many tines? 

A How nany tines? 

Q Yes. 

A Many tines, sir. 
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Q Well,Ad you ever sec any Japanese Infantry soldiers 
in Llinglanilla? 

A Yes, sir.

A No investigation. 

Q Do you know whether any Japanese officer or enlisted 
nan questioned any of your friends or relatives in Tubud 
ccncerning this incident? 

A Nr. 

Q You don’t know? 

A Nobody questioned. 

C You are sure of that? 

A No Japanese ever esked'ne questions. 

Q Will you please repeat your question? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Read that back* 

(Whereupon record v/as read as requested.) 
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Q Did any Japanese soldier or officer ask sny of your 
friends or relatives questions about thet incident? 

A About thrt incident? None. 

Q Did you see a one-eyed soldier or sailor or civilian 
at the scene of the incident at Tubud? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q Did you see a m8n who was either e soldier, a sailor, 
or a civilian, with only one eye, at the Tubud incident? 
i A civilian? 

Q Did you see a civilian? 

A I cannot understand your < uc stion, sir. V'ith the group? 
Q Yes* 

A None, sir. 

Q Do you know a men by the name of Sido? 

A Sido? Is he a Japanese or American? 

Q lie is a Filipino, I believe, with some Japanese blood, 
and he was murdered for being a collaborator. 

A I co not know. 

Q Did you know his family? 

A I do not know. 

Q Did you know any Sidos who lived in Tubud? 

A I do not. 

Q Did you know any Sidos who lived in kinglanilla? 

A No. 

Q Do your know a collaborator by the name of Adlawan? 

A I do not know, sir. 

Q Did you sec- any civilians present at the Tubud incident 
who were assisting the Japanese? 

A No, sir. 
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Q Nobody v?es there who helped the Japanese? 

A None. 

Q Only Jspenesc officers end enlisted men vere present? 

A That Is right. 

Q Were there any Jepsncse Naval officers or Navy personnel 
present? 

A I do not know what is Navy, what is Army. I have no 
knowledge about that. 

C Had you ever seen any of these men in Tubud or tlinglanilla 
before? 

A Those? Never, sir. 

Q Did you know anything about Major Mizoguchi's command 
up at. Cebu City? 

1 No, sir. 

Q Do you know that he commanded several thousand troops? 

A I do not know, sir. 

Q Did your relative, Yak, ever tell you he did? 

A No, sir. 

Q V'ho treated you for your wounds, Mr. Eng? 

A Dr. Leyson and Dr. Lim. 

CAPTAIN GREER: No other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will adjourn until 1330 
this afternoon. 

(Whereupon at 1140 hours 8 March 1946, the Commission 
recessed until 1330 hours, f March 1946.) 
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A£ TER NOON SESSION 

The Commission convened, pursuant to noon recess, at 
1330 hours, f March 194f, 

LI'UTINAI'T GILL: May it please the Commission, all the 
members of the Commission ere present together v.’ith the 
Accused, Counsel for the Accused end Prosecution Counsel. 

Is the Defense through with his cross-examination? 

CAPS AIK GRLIR: I have some other questions I can ask 
now or after redirect examination. 

COLONEL KAUSE: Ask them now. 

LIEUTINANT GILL: Mr. Eng, I would like to remind you 
that you.are still under oath. 

A Yes, sir. 

UY SE LMG 

the witness on the stand at the time of recess resumed the 
stand and was further examined and testified as follows: 

CROSS-EXAMINATION (Cont'd.) 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Did you make a report of the incident in question to 
the military police, the Japanese Kempei Tei? 

A No, sir. 

Q Did anyone else, as far as you hnow? 

A None of us made any report to the military police. 

Q /s far as you know, was there any other incident in any 

way similar to this one toward, the end of January or the first 
part of February, 1945? 

A In the same place, sir? 

Q Yes. 
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None, sir. 


Q In other words this was the only incident of that 
kind that took place in the small Barrio called Tubud near 
Minglanilla? 

A That is right, sir. 

Q Now, I want you to look once more at these three Japa¬ 
nese soldiers. 

(Whereupon the three of“*the Accused stood up.) 

These are the three soldiers that you have identified 
as being present at the slaying of the Chinese people earlier 
in the morning of 31 January, 194-5. There were approximately 
40 or 50 other Japanese soldiers and Japanese officers dressed 
in approximately the same uniform as these men wore. Is 
there anything about any one of these men that would cause 
a reaction in your mind or that would fix the identity of 
one of these men particularly in your own mind and not any 
of the others of the 40 or 50 remaining soldiers? Do you 
understand? 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Reporter will read back the question. 
(Whereupon the question referred to was read by the 
Reporter.) 

t 

(Whereupon the following Accused were indicated and 

I 

requested to stand: Klnzo Sanuki, Takichi Katsuka and 
Shigemosa Hirato.) 

A There were around 40 Japs, of course, at that time, but 
any reaction of them I could not remember at all. 

Q Do you remember any of the other Japanese who were 
present at that incident? 
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A If those Japanese, if they ere present here now probably 
I can also identify them. Are there some more Japanese? 

Q Yes, there are 40 or fO who supposedly committed, this 
crime end we have been able only to identify these three. 

Have you identified any more in LUPOW? 

A I don't know LUPOW. I can identify the soldiers if you 
bring them to me. 

Q How many soldiers did you confront at LUPOW the first 
tine you were brought here from Cebu to identify these men? 

A I think there were around 7 Japanese for me to identify 
the first time I crme to Manila. 

Q And out of the 7 you have identified,positively, these 
three, is that correct? 

A That is correct. 

CAPTAIN GREFR: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Prosecution? 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q Mr. Eng, you say that you identified, positively, these 
three people. Did you not also identify other Japanese at 
that time? 

A I-could not remember now, sir, but I should like to see 
the faces of these Japanese. 

Q Did you ever identify any other Japanese except these 
three as being present 1 * 

A I could not remember that, sir. 

Q Do you remember asking me this morning during the recess 
about another Japanese? 
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A Yes, sir. 

Q Had you previously identified that Japanese? 

A Yes, sir. ^ 

Q Where did you identify him? 

A Before Lieutenant Raczka. 

Q Then you identified another Japanese besides these three? 

A I identified them, too, but I don't know how many of them 

I have identified, but I believe I have identified several 
Japanese, but I don't know how many in number. Since you pre¬ 
sented those Japanese now there, I can tell only three. 

Q Can you tell the difference between the insignia of a 
Japanese officer and a Japanese enlisted man and Japanese non¬ 
commissioned officers? 

A I am sorry I cannot tell because I have no knowledge 
about that. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by the Commission? 
Apparently none. 

Any further questions by the Defense? 

RECROSS EXAMINATION

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Can you tell the difference between the uniform of a 
Japanese officer and the uniform of a Japanese enlisted man? 

A I cannot tell you very definitely about that because some 
Japanese officers used to wear khaki, others green; there are 
more that used to wear another color; that is why I could not 
tell you definitely about that. But why I could tell they are 
officers is because they have a long sword, but sometimes also 
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the officers do not carry the sword with them. 

Q In other words, if an officer did not carry a sword, 
you would not be able to recognize him as rn officer? 

A Ye s, s ir . 

Q I ask you once more, Lr. Eng, mes this men an officer? 
(indicating Shigenasa Hire to) 

A I don't know, sir. 

Q Did he carry a sword at the execution? 

A He errried a rifle at that time. 

Q He did not carry a sword.v 

A Yes, sir. 

COLONEL KAUSE: There appears to be no further questions, 
the witness will be excused. 

(Witness excused) 

LIEUT!KANT GILL: The Prosecution calls as its next wit¬ 
ness Krs. Sai Yu. 

SAI YU 

colled as a witness by the Prosecution, being first duly sworn, 
was examined and testified as follows through Interpreter 
Florence Leung: 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Prior to the introductidn of the testi¬ 
mony of this witness, the Prosecution would like to enter into 
a stipulation with the Defense Counsel concerning the correct 
names and spellings of the Def>ndents. 

At this time the Prosecution and the Defense stipulate 
that the Defendant identified as Shigemoss Hirato in the 
Charge is one and the same person as Shigenasa Hirataj that 
the Defendant known in the Charge as Te.kichi Katsuka is 
actually Tekichi Katsuta; that the Defendant known as 
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Kinzo Senuki is actually Kinzo Sanuki; that the Defendant known 
as Seiroku Yochioka is actually Soiroku Yoshioka; that'hereafter 
the Defendants will be called by their proper namos and they 
admit that they are one and the same people as designated by 
the names so stated on the Charges, 

COLONEL HAUSE: There being no objection the record will 
be corrected from now on to conform to the names as changed. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: At this time the Prosecution would like 
to swear in additional interpreters. 

(Whereupon Florence Leung and Francisco Kho were sworn 
as Chinese Interpreters.) 

LIEUTENANT GILL: If it please the Commission, if the 
Commission will take a five-minute recess, we can enter into 
a stipulation regarding the testimony of this witness with tho 
Defense. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will take a five-minute 
recess. 

(Short rocess) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session* 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Let the record show that 
all members of the Commission, the Defendants, Cpunsel 
for the Defense, and Counsel for the Prosecution are 
present. 

At this time the Prosecution would like tho 
reporter to read to the Commission stipulation entered 

into by the Counsel for the Prosecution and the Defense, 

« 

the testimony of Sia Yu. It is requested that it be 
entered into the record. 

COIDNEL HAUSE: If there is no objection, it will be 
so entered. 

CAPTAIN GREER: There is no objection. *• 

COLONEL HAUSE: The reporter will please read it. 

(Whereupon, the reporter read the stipulation as 
follows: It is stipulated between the United States 
of America and the Defendants, Jlro Mizoguchi, Shigemasa- 
Hirata, Tckichi Katsuta, Kinzo Sanuki and Seiroku 
Yoshioka, through the Counsel for the Prosecution and 
Defendants that the testimony of Sia Yu would be in 
substance as follows, if she were to testify before 
the Commission: Sia Yu, a Chinese woman, 62 years old, 
presently residing at 956 Magdalena Street, Manila, was 
living in January 194-5 with her son, Khu Un Phiao, at 
Tubud, Cebu Island, Philippine Islands. On the after¬ 
noon of 30 January 1945, four Japanese soldiers entered her

house asking for cigarettes and wine. Present in the house 
at that time were the following members of her family: 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Let the record show that 
all members of the Commission, the Defendants, Counsel 
for the Defense, and Counsel for the Prosecution are 
present. 

At this time the Prosecution would like the 
reporter to read to the Commission stipulation entered 
into by the Counsel for the Prosecution and the Defense, 
the testimony of Sia Yu. It is requested that it be 
entered into the record. 

COLONEL HAUSE: If there is no objection, it 
will be so entered. 

CAPTAIN GREER: There is no objection. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The reporter will please read it. 

(Whereupon, the reporter read the stipulation as 
follows: It is stipulated between the United States 
of America and the Defendants, Jiro Mizoguchi, Shigeipasa 
Hirata, Takichi Katsuta, Kinzo Sanuki and Seiroku 
Yoshioka, through the Counsel for the Prosecution and 
Defendants that the testimony of Sia Yu would be in 
substance as follows, if she were to testify before 
the Commission: Sia Ku, a Chinese woman, 62 years old, 
presently residing at 956 Magdalena Street, Manila, was 
living in January 1945 with her son, Khu Un Phi a©, at 
Tubud, Cebu Island, Philippine Islands.. On the after¬ 
noon of 30 January 1945, four Japanese soldiers entered her 
house asking for cigarettes and wine. Present in the house 
at that time were the following members of her family:

After the Japanese wore given cigarettes and 
wine, they searched the horse. All the members of the 
family were herded into kitchen. The Japanese carried 
cut all of the valuables they could find, Khu Yok Pui 
and Tan Yuan Ching were questioned by the Japanese and 
wore slapped when they could not understand them. The 
Japanese then left the house and joined more of the soldiers 
who were outside. The Japanese soldiers returned sometime 
in the night, bringing the tv/o sisters of Uy Se Eng with 
them. The members of the household wore all in the kitchen, 
luany Japanese were in the other part of the house. One . 
of the Japanese came to the kitchen and ordered one of 
Uy Se Eng’s sisters to come with him into the other part 
of the house. He pointed a bayonet at her when she hesi¬ 
tated. She went with him and returned sometime later 
crying. She said that she would have to die. The Chinese 
interpretation of such a statement- is that the person has 
been raped. The Japanese soldiers then took the other 
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sister of Uy Se Eng, from the kitchen into another part 
of the house. When she returned some minutes later, 
she also was prying. The Japanese then took the first 
sister again. Sia Yu is unable to recall how many times 
these two sisters were taken from the kitchen into the 
other part of the house. 

During this time, the male members of the house 
were underneath the house. Sia Yu could hear them being 
beaten. The next morning these men who had been held 
under the house were led away from the house by the Jap¬ 
anese soldiers. Her son, Khu Un Phiao, told her that ho 
had found the bodies of these men in a swamp of Tubud. 

Sia Yu can recall the names of the following as having 

( 

been in the group of 14 or 15 Chinese civilians held under 
the house* Khu Un Say, Tan Bon Bing, Uy Se Eng, Uy Seng 
Koe, Ang Sing, Uy Se Suan, and Tan Keng. The Japanese 
continued to guard the houso the rest of the day, allowing 
no one in it to eat. The wife of Alfonso Tan was brought 
to the house by the Japanese during that period, and was 
called in from the kitchen to another room whore only 
Japanese soldiers wore. She returned from that room after 

i 

a few minutes. She was in tears. 

About 6:00 o'clock that evening, the Japanese 
soldiers led Tan Bon Peng, Khu Yok Pui, Tan Bon Liong, 
and Tan Yong Guat out of the house toward the stream near 
the houso. Other soldiers then led Tan Yuan Ching, Khu E. Piak, 
Khu Yak Sin, Khu Piak Lim, and Khu Le Tuan out of the 
house to the same stream. The Japanese soldiers 
led her toward that same stream at the rear of the group. 

i 
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By the time Sia Yu reached the stream t the members of 
the group which had preceded her were lying on the stream^ 
bank. The Japanese pushed her to the ground and one of them 
shot her on the back of the neck, Sia Yu can exhibit a scar 
from this shooting. She regained consciousness in the 
night. She saw that her house was burning, and she wandered 
around in a daze the rest of that night. She felt the 
bodies of those on the stream bank and knew that they were 
dead because they were cold. She could not find the body 
of Khu E Piak, She hid in a house in Tubud for five days, 
at the end of which time she was found by her son, Khu Un 
Phiao, who took her to Binabagan, It was there that she 
saw Khu E Piak, He had nine wounds on his body, which he 
said were the result of his having been bayoneted by Jap¬ 
anese soldiers, Sia Yu cannot identify any of the Accused 
as being among those at Tubud at £he time in question. 

She advised that the Japanese soldiers do not allow the 
civilians to look at them and, for that reason, she did 
not look at the Japanese soldiers. She indicated that 
so far as she knew, none of the victims were guerrillas, 
nor had any of them given any assistance to the guerrillas. 
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LIEUTENANT OWENS* The Prosecution calls as Us next 
witness Khu Un Phlao. 

KHU UN PHIAO 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution, having first 
been duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows* 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
(BY LIEUTENANT OWENS) 

Q State your name, age, and nationality? 

A My name is Khu Un Phiao, 36 years old, Chinese. 

Q What is your present residence and occupation? 

A I am living at 956 Magdalena Street, Manila* 

Q What is your occupation? 

A Merchant* 

Q Where did you live in January, 19*5? 

A Tubud, Mlnglonilla* 

Q On the Island of Cebu? 

A Yes. 

Q What was your occupation then? 

A At the time I was selling little things. 

Q Describe to the Commission what took place in Tubud 
on January 30th and 31st, 19^5* 

A In 1945, January 31, in the morning, I came from Barili. 

Q What time of day was it? 

A About 9 o'clock in the morning. 

Q Had you been in Tubud the previous day, January 30th? 

A No. 

Q When you arrived in Tubud, what happened to you? 

A Before I arrived in Tubud I was arrested. 
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Q Who arrested you? 

A Six Japanese soldiers. 

Q How did you know they were Japanese soldiers? 

A By ”het they talk. 

Q The way they talk? 

A Yes. 

Q v 'hy were you arrested? 

A I do not know. 

Q Vhet did they do to you after you were arrested? 

A They search whet I have brought with me, the merchandise 

which I brought with me they searched. 

Q Then whet did they do? 

A They took some things; they take away my nephew that 

was with me. 

Q What is his name? 

A His name is Tan Eon Ping. 

Q Wes your nephew asked any questions by these Japanese 

soldiers? 

A They did not ask any questions jonly they told Ten Bon 

Ping to lead them where the Chinese were living — to show 

where the Chinese were living. 

Q Will you repeat the answer, Reporter? 

(Whereupon the answer referred to was read by the Reporter. 
Q What did the Japanese next do to you? 

A They released, me. 

Q And where did you go? 

A I proceeded to my house and was arrested again the second 
time. 
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Q Who arrested you the second time? 

/ Two Japanese. 

Q /nd what did they do to you? 

A They brought me to the top of the hill in a house. 

Q 1 hat did they do to you? 

A They used that house as a provisional camp and they took 
again the things I have — those things that rcncine-d by the 
first time — they took them away again. 

Q And then v;hat did you do? 

/ After they took my things they released me again. 

Q And whet did you do after you were released? 

A I proceeded again to my house, but I got the wrong way 
and I was again arrested by two Japanese end brought to another 
camp. 

Q Were these Japanese who arrested you the third tine the 
seme ones who had arrested you before? 

A No. 

Q How many Japanese were there in the group who arrested 
you the third time? 

A Two arrested, but they brought me to the camp where there 
were more than 10 Japs there. 

Q That was the next thing you did? 

A They let me work. 

Q How long did you work? 

/ I worked from about 1C o’clock in the morning until 

about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Q Whet type of work? 

A. I ga+hered corn for them besides the Filipino captives. 
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Q When you finished work, whet did you do? 

A They released me with those Filipinos. 

Q And where did you go? 

A I went up the hill end net Valentina Tan with her husband 
thet was about 7 o’clock already. « 

Q V'het physical condition was Valentina Tan in? 

A Valentina Tan was badly wounded in the beck of the neck. 

Q v'hpt did she say had happened, to her? 

A She told me all thet happened to her whole family — my 

brother and those families were ell killed in the brook. 

Q Did she say what treatment she had received? 

A She told me that she was shot. 

Q That she was shot? 

A Yes, and her son was also killed. The whole body, the 
dresses were all blood-stained. 

Q After you had talked with Valentina Tan and her husband, 
vhat did you do? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q After you had talked with Valentina Tan and her husband, 
what was the next thing you did? 

A We hide together on the side of the hill. 

Q Kow long did you stay there? 

A Until about 10 o'clock at night when I left* 

Q Where did you go next? 

A About 9 o'clock I saw ouf 1 house, burning. 

Q You saw your own house burning? 

A At about 10 o'clock I left them and went to Binabagan. 

I left Binabagan at dawn in the morning. 
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Q Were you able to tell whet caused your house to oe on 
fire? 

A I do not know, but I believe the Jcpenesc set the house 
on fire. 

Q Can you tell the Commission whet makes you believe the 
Japanese set it on fire? 

A Because I heerd from those captives that arc around the 
house that the house was surrounded and all the families 
were killed. As told me by Valentina Tan,I know our house 
was surrounded by the Japanese end so I believe the house was 
burned by them, because the families were all killed. 

Q then you arrived at Binabogan, did you find your son, 

Khu E. Piak? 

A No. 

Q When was it you found him end where? 

A When I arrived in Binabagan that morning, I net a Chinese 
friend who told me that my brother-in-law is in Cv.enos looking 
for a house to transfer the family. 

Q Go ahead. 

A So I went to tell them that our families were killed and 
we don't need to look for a house no more, and they follow me 
to where I was in Binabagan, end the next morning I heard from 
the Filipino evacuees that my son, who is still alive, he was 
picked up by two Filipino couples in Cuenos. 

Q And did you find him there? 

A On the third day I came back to Cuenos and. found him 
there. 

Q What physical condition was he in? 
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A He hod nine wounds, bayonet wounds in the body. 

He was seriously wounded} the face is very thin and he 
ccn hardly speak# 

Q Did he tell you who wounded him? 

A He told me the Japanese soldiers who come to our house 
wounded him and his mother, brothers, and all killed, and 
my sister. 

Q What was his mother*s name? 

A His mother*s name is Se Yuan Ching# 

Q Who else did he say had been killed? 

A His brothers.* 

Q Their names? 

A Khu Piak Lim and Khu Yok Sin. 

Q Any others? 

A The sister, Khu be Tuan. 

Q And any other? 

A The aunt, Khu Yok Pui, the grandmother, Sia Yu, Ten 
Bong Bing, Tan Bon Yok, Tan Yong Guat, and the two Uy Se Eng 


sisters

Q Did he tell you who wounded him? 

A He told me the Japanese soldiers who came to our 
house wounded him and his mother, brothers, and all killed, 
and my sister.

A His brothers.

Q Their names? 

A Khu Piak Lim and Ihu Yuat Sin. 

Q Any others? 

A The sister, Khu Le Tuan. 

Q And any other? 

A The aunt, Khu Yok Pui, the grandmother, Sia Yu, Tan 
Bon Ping, Tan Bon Yok, Tan Juan Guat, and the two Uy Se Eng 
sisters. 
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Q Were there any others? 

A That is all what I have mentioned. 

Q Do you see any of the Japanese soldiers you saw at 
Tubud on January 31st, 1945, this room now? 

A Yes. 

Q Point to the ones that you saw in Tubud on January 31st. 

A All of them. 

Q All of them? 

A Yes. 

Q Will all of the five Accused please stand? 

(Whereupon the five Accused stood up.) 

Q Tell the Commission where this first man was seen by 
you? 

A He was in the third time when I was arrested; I was 
brought to him. 

Q And where was he? In a building? 

A In a building. 

Q What building was he in? 

A That was a big house in Tubud. I can still locate the 
place near the road in Tubud. 

Q What was he doing in the building? 

A He was managing, he was commanding all of these soldiers. 
Q How could you tell that? 

A Because he was the one arranging all this, was sitting 
behind a desk giving orders. 

Q How long did you see him there? 

A I have seen him several times. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Let the record show that the Accused 
to which the witness pointed was Mizoguchi. 
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Q Tell the Commission where you saw this man? 

A I saw him the first time I was arrested. 

Q What was he doing? 

A He had a rifle and he held the rifle against me with 
the other five. 

Q Were the other five soldiers? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see him at any other time that day? 

A No. 

Q Where did you see tho third man? 

A The third time, too. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Let the record show that the witness 
pointed to tho Accused, Hirata. 

Q You saw him the third time you were arrested? 

A Yes, sir. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Lot the record show that the witness 
pointed to the Accused,Katsuta. 

Q What was he doing at that time? 

A He was leading all the civilian captives to work for 
them. 

Q Did you see him during the entire time that you were 
working for the Japanese on that afternoon? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see him at any other time that afternoon aside 
from when you were working? 

A I have seen him that afternoon, but not always because 
I am working. I am coming and going; I have seon him always 
but not the whole afternoon. 
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Q Where did you sec this man? 

A The third time I was orrested. 

LIEUTENANT OVENS: Let the record show that the Accused 
pointed to by the witness is Sanuki. 

Q Vb.rt was he doing rt thet time? 

A Doing the seme work as the third men. 

Q Did you see him ct eny other time thet efternoon then 
the third time you were orrested? 

A No • 

Q Where did you see the lest men? 

A The first time I was errested. 

(The ritness referred to the Accused Yoshiale.) 

Q Is there anything ebout this men thet helps you to 
remember him? 

A They were ell searching what I hed brought with me. 

Q Is there anything ebout his appearance thet helps 
you to remember him? 

A I con recognize him by the face. 

Q Whet did he do to you? 

A He didn't do anything, only he took ny things away from 
me. 

Q Did you see him at eny other time? 

A In the efternoon when I sew him bringing two goats end 
some corn with several civilian-captives to the place where 
I was arre.sted the third time. 

Q Were you or any of the other people who lived, in Tubud 
guerillas or did you give any assistance to the guerillas? 

A None. 
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Q You hove already described that you were arrested three 
different times by the Japanese soldiers on the 31st of 
January, 1945• Will you tell the Commission hov; far from 
Tubud you were when you were first arrested? 

A From my house? 

Q From your house — how far were you from your house? 

A The first rrrest? 

0 Right, 

A It was about 1-1/2 kilometers, 

Q The second arrest, hov; far were you from your house? 

A It was less than a kilometer, 

Q And the third arrest? 

A And the third arrest, it was already on the other side 
of our house and was about 50 meters from our house, 

Q Do you recall when you were talking with Valentine 
Tan after you had finished working for the Japanese on the 
31st of January, 1945» that she told you about her son having 
been killed? 

A Yes. 

Q Did she tell you the name of the son who was killed? 

/ She told me that her eldest son was killed, but I forgot 

his name already, 

Q Do you know how old he was? 

* 

A Who, Valentina, or the son? 

Q The son, 

A I don’t know; he was very young, but I don’t know how 
old. 

Q Did she tell you that any other mistreatment had been 
given to her besides her being shot by the Japanese? 
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A No* 

LIEUTINANT OWENS; The Prosecution has no further 
questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Defense? 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GRIER) 

Q Do you know c. Chinaman by the name of Lng fron Tubud 
who testified here in this courtroom this morning? 

/ I know his name; he is Uy Se Fng. 

Q Have you talked to him cbout this case? 

A No. 

Q You have never triked to him about this case? 

/ I have talked to him before but not today* 

0 When did you talk to him about this case? 

A I couldn't remember the date. 

Q What-did you say to him when you talked to him cbout 
this case? 

A Wh:t happened to him, also, what happened to us, we 
will go together and we will make the report to the CIC 
together too. 

Q You both reported to the CIC together? 

A Yes. 

Q Did any other Chinamen or Chinese woman threaten you 
or in any way intimidate you in Cebu? 

A Pardon, please? 

Q Did any Chinaman or Chinawoman threaten you or in any 
way intimidate you? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, the 
Prosecution objects to that question because there is an 
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inuendo as he hr.s previously testified as to intimidation. 
There v?ill be no objection to the question if the Defense 
Counsel will rephrase the question. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Does the witness know whet intimidation 
means? 

THI V.'ITNrSS: I don't know. 

COLONEL HAUSE: I thought not. -Rephrc.se the question 
so that there is r reasonable chance of the witness being 
able to understand the question. 

Q Did anyone ask you to testify in this case? 

A No. Why should I be asked? My family was killed. No 
one has to ask me to testify. I did it myself. 

Q Well, I understand that your family was killed and I 
am very sorry for that fact but here we are to determine 
the truth in this case. 

A Yes, because my family were all killed. 

Q The recognition of these men, was that made just because 
your family was killed and they happened to be members of the 
Japanese Imperial Army, or did you actually see them there? 

A I want that they should be punished as they were guilty. 
Q You went them to be punished because they are guilty? 

A Yes. . , 

Q In other words, you did see them on the 31st? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see any of the soldiers? 

/ I have seen plenty of soldiers. 

Q Did you know that there was an Onishi Infantry Group 
in Minglanilla? 

A I don't know. 
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Q Do you know a. £ergcrnt lurana? 

A No.* 

Q The Japanese soldiers here did not question you, is 
thrt correct? 

A No, they did not question me. 

Q How did this women, Mrs. Ten -- did she tell you that 

the Japanese hrd questioned her? 

A £he did not tell ne thrt the Japanese hed questioned 
her. 

Q Did rnybody in Tubud say thrt they hrd been questioned 
by the Jrprnese? 

A No. 

Q Did cnyone in Tubud who res still r.live sry thrt they 
saw any of those who are dead being questioned by the Japa¬ 
nese? 

A No. Nobody told me. 

Q At what tine of the night did you see your house burning? 
A At about 9 o'clock. 

Q Were the Japanese soldiers still present in Tubud at 
that time? * 

A Thc-> were still present. 

0 They were still present? 

A Yes. 

Q At this house in which you saw Major iiizoguchi, did 
you notice any carabao, chickens, pigs or large quantities 
of rice? 

A Yes. Chickens, pigs, goats rnd also our merchandise, 
our rice, our soap, plenty of things were taken from our 
house. 
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Q Did you notico any Japanese automotive equipment — 
strike that. Did you notice any Japanese trucks? 

A I have seen one truck loaded with foodstuffs; I don’t 
know where they sent the truck, 
q Did you see that during the day? 

A Yes. 

Q Was there much American air activity at that time? 

A I didn’t see any. 

Q You didn't see any planes strafing at that time? 

A No. 

q Was there much travel on the roads between Cebu and 
Minglanilla at that time during the day? 

A X do not know. 

Q Do you know of any other incident similar to this 
in which people were killed, women were raped, houses were 
burned and livestock stolen that occurred in Tubud at or 
around the end of January, 1945? 

A There were several families who were killed; most of 
them were Chinese. 

Q Several families were Killed* most of thorn were Chinese? 
A Yes. 

Q Now, did this take place on the 30th, the 31st, the 
1st of February, the 2nd of February or when did it take 
place? 

A That thing I did not see, but I heard that they took 
them on January 31st. 

Q You hoard that this all happened on the 31st of January, 
1945? 

9 

A Yes. 
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Q You say thet you sold little things'? Did you deal 
in opium? 

A No. 

» • ** 

Q Are you e wealthy men? 

/ Not so verlthy. 

Q How much are you worth in Filipino pesos? 

A When? 

Q Right now. 

A Now, very little only. 

Q Kow much? 

A A few hundred pesos. 

Q How much were you worth rt thet time? 

A When our house wc.s burned? 

Q Yes. 

A My own property ves more or less 20,000 pesos Filipino 
money, not Japanese money. 

Q You testified thrt you sew Mejor Mizoguchi the third 
time you were errested because you were brought into his 
presence. Did eny questioning take- piece when you end I.le^or 
Mizoguchi met at thet time? 

A No questions given to me. 

Q v het uniform wes Major Mizoguchi weering rt thet time? 

A He wes weering khaki with boots on. 

Q Did he hevc his sword cttcched to his belt? 

A Yes, he had a long sword. 

Q You are positive thet it res Mizoguchi? 

A I don't know his name; I only know by his free now. 

Q Cen you distinguish between Japanese army officers end 

Japanese army enlisted men? 













A I cannot distinguish. 

Q In other words, you co’..ldn't tell whether the men you 
freed the third tine you were arrested wes a Major, c. Colonel, 
o Generrl, or a Privote? 

A I could not tell you only, I only know thet they ere 
Jepencse soldiers. 

Q Now, hov; long were you in Major Mizoguichi's presence? 

A From rbout 10 o'clock in the morning until 5 o'clock 

in the rfternoon, but not elweys in his presence beccuse I 
wes given work to go out end trke corn end everything for then, 

Q Vhot wes the totel length of time thet you were in his 

presence, expressed in ninutes fron 10 o'clock in the morning 
until 5 o'clock in the efternoon? 

A Veil, I don't remember, besides I hrd no wetch on me 
at that time• 

Q Now, the first time you were arrested, you sew this men 
Hirete. Are you positive you saw Hiretc? 

A Yes. 

Q Whet uniform wes he wearing at that time? 

A He v;es wearing e green uniform, a. Japanese soldier uni- 

f 

form. 

Q And v?rs he carrying a sword? 

A No. 

Q v rs he carrying a rifle? 

A Rifle. 

Q '’hat wes his rank? 

/ I do not know. 

Q Was he an officer? 

A I do not know. 
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Q V'rs he p non-comr.issioncd officer? 

A I do not know* 

Q 'hat did he say to you rt that time? 

A He stopped me end took riy things end serrehed me; he 

did not sey cnything. 

Q Whet time of dey wes thet? 

A About 9 o'clock in the morning. 

Q Jenuery 31st, 194f? 

A yes. 

Q What time did you leave thet snail village — the nene 

of it starts with a "B" — I believe you referred to it in 
direct exeminction. Do you see it. on here? 

(V hereupon e mep v:es shown to the witness.) * 

A The neme of the villrgc is Eerilli. 

Q You left the villege of Brrilli on the 31st of January, 

1945 ? 

A I did not ler.ve it on the 31st; I didn't se.y thet. 

Q Whet did you se.y? 

A I left 2 deys before. I vent there to sell some things 

end the 31 st I erme fror. Minglanilla to Ma.ndoa somewhere 
there. 

Q You just erne a short distance on the morning of the 
31 st? 

A Yes. 

Q How far did you cone? 

A About 3 kilometers. 

Q Did you walk? 

A Walk; even that 60 kilometers from Barilli I walked. 
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Q You rre sure it w?s 9 o'clock in the morning? 

A About 9 o'clock. I didn't have a watch but it is 

rbout 9 o'clock. 

Q How long after the sun was up? 

A It ves already up. I have seen the sun already up. 

Q How many hours has the sun been up? 

A I don't know, the sun is quite high already. 

Q The third tine you were arrested, now you recognized 
the /ccused Katsuta? 

(Katsuta stood up) 

In what uniform was he dressed? 

A He was wearing khaki. 

Q Are you positive of that? Are you sure he wcsn-'ti r-.v >• 
grossed In'a green uniform? 

A The other one, that one (indicating), was wearing green. 

Q Which one? 

A The one sitting wearing khaki now. 

(Indicating Hirata) 

Q Hirata was wearing a green uniform? 

A Yes. 

Q /nd this nan at the far end, Katsuta, what uniform- was 
he wearing? 

A Khaki. 

Q Now, the third time you were arrested you noticed 
Eanuki. Y-het uniform was Senuki wearing? 

A The same. 

Q Green? 

A Same as the other one. 

Q Khaki? 
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Q You are positive of that fact? 

A Yes. 

Q Thank you. Now, how was Sanuki armed? 

A He has also a rifle. 

Q Did he have a long Japanese rifle or a short Japanese 

rifle? 

A Long Japanese rifle. 

Q Do you know that there are two Japanese rifles, a long 
rifle and a short rifle? 

A I have seen only a long one. 

Q You have never seen a short one? 

A I have never seen a short one. 

Q Now, the last person that you positively identified as 
being present in Tubud is Yoshioka. Is this the man? 

A Yes, he came to Tubud. He was the first man who 
arrested me, about 5 o*clock in the afterhoon. When I was 
to be released he came with a few civilians who brought 
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Q He released you in the afternoon? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you happen to notice this very heavy scar on 
his face? 

A I did not notice that. 

Q Now, how many Japanese soldiers would you guess 
there were present in Tubud on the 31st of January, 194-5? 

A You mean all the Japanese? 

Q How many? 

A More or less 40 Japanese and several groups. 

Q Did you hear Mr. Eng testify this morning in this 

Courtroom? 

A I did not hear him. 

Q Could you hear me? 

A I heard you talking, but I do not know all what you 
said. 

Q Do you know that Mr. Eng said that there were forty 
soldiers in Tubud on the 30th and 31st? 

A Yes. 

Q You do know that he said that? 

A I do know that, 

Q Did you count them — did you make a mental note? 

A I didn*t count, only an estimation, more or less 40 , 

soldiers in several different groups. 

Q Were there any soldiers dressed in light blue uniforms? 
A I have not seen any. 

Q Were there any soldiers who were brassards like the 
one the bailiff of the Court has on his left arm? 

A No. 
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Q Do you practice any religion? 

A Me? We belong to the Buddhists. 

Q You are a Buddhist? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you believe that it is wrong to tell a lie? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you tell a lie to avenge the death of members 
in your family? 

A I would never tell a lie. 

Q You would never tell a lie? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever been in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you ever seen any of these persons in Mambaling? 

A Before the executions? 

Q Yes. 

A No. 

Q After the executions? 

A No, I did not see them. After the execution I never 
come to Mambaling. 

Q You didn't know they were stationed in Mambaling? 

A I did not know it. 

Q Did you make any report of this to the Kempei Tai? 

A To the Japanese Kempei Tai? 

Q Yes. 

A No. 

Q Did the Kempei Tai come to you or to any other person 
in Tubud and ask questions about this execution? 

A After the execution we ran away to Balambang. That is 
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about 60 kilometers from Cebu. 

Q For your information, they wore stationed elsewhere. 

In other words, they were not garrisoned in Minglanilla 
or in Tubud, Can you give the Commission any reason 
why these five people should travel from Mambaling to 
kill members of your family and members of other Chinese 
families in Tubud? 

A I did not know. I do not go there to kill them. Only 
I know they were loading foods and everything what they 
can bring with them that they can eat. 

Q As far as I know, you have testified only that those 
persons — some of them — removed articles from your 
person, is that correct? 

A They removed our articles. 

Q You did not soe them commit any other crime? 

A I did not see them kill my family — the members 
of my family. 

Q Now, did anyone else tell you that Major Mizoguchi 
is the one who directed the killing of your family? 

A Yes. 

Q Who? 

A Uy Pit Yak. 

Q Did he say that a Captain Silata also committed that 
crime? 

A He told me that the Japanese soldiers — one of the 
Japanese soldiers — did. 

Q Was it Major Mizoguchi? 

A I don't know who, but someone. 

Q Where did Yak live? 
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A Pardon, please? 

Q Where did this Mr. Yak live? 

A Mnnballng 

Q When did you see him? 

A After the liberation of Cobu. 

Q After the Anericans landed? 

A Yes. 

0 Have you ever been called upon by the CIC or any 
other r»rcup of American officers to identify these 
doc pic before? 

A I T'a3 called here in Manila, 

n ’-hen? 

A I forget the day, when fcieutcnant Nelson can^ 

0 Did you identify these non for Lieutenant Nelson 
at that tine? 


Yes. 

o Wore there any other men present? 

A There v/cro sene more present there* 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no further questions. 
LIEUTENANT OWENS: The Prosecution has no 


further questions. 


COLONEL. KATJSE: Any questions by the Commission? 
Appearing there are no further questions, the 
witness nay be excused. 


(Witness excused) 

LIEUTENANT GILL: The Prosecution calls as its 
next witness Khu E Piak. May it please the Commission, 
as the Commission can see, this boy is a very small bey 
just starting to school and ho was called to give testimony 
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only as to the wounds that ho has received. The Com¬ 
mission has received evidence from the other witnesses 
concerning the wounds of this boy. The Prosecution is 
merely calling him at this time as a witness to show the 
Commission those wounds. With the Commission's indulgence, 
the Prosecution would like to ask this boy a few leading 
questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are you going to swear him? 
LIEUTENANT GILL; With no objections, I was 
going tc affirm him. 

COLONEL HAUSE: No objections by the Defense, 
he will bo affirmed. 

CAtfftAIN GREER; No objections.

COLONEL HAUSE: He will be affirmed. 

Whereupon he was affirmed through Interpreter 
Florence Louong. 

KHU E. PIAK 

being first duly affirmed was called as a Witness on 

behalf of the Prosecution and testified as follows} through 
Official Court Interpreter Florence Leuong. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

0 Do you know the difference between right and wrong? 

A Yes, sir. 

0 How old are you? 

A Eight years. 

Q 7/ere you bayoneted by the Japanese? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Was this about a year ago? 

A No, sir. 
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Q V/erc you living in Cebu ..hen the Japanese did ti is 
t( ycu? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you stand up and show these gentlemen the 
wounds that the Japanese gave you? 

A (He shews Connission those wounds.) 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Lot the record shew that 
the boy has these bayonet wounds, two cn his chest and 
stomach, one on his side, cno on his beck, twe cn his 
nra. and four on his right leg. 

EY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

Q Do you see any Jrpancse in this room that did that 
to yr u? Have you ever seen any of these men before? 

A I cannot identify then. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: ^ have nc further qucscicns. 
CAPTAIN GREER: No questions c 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL EAUSE: 

Q V.T.en did this happen? 

A I do net remember, sir# 

Q How was this done by the Japanese? With a bayonet on 
the rifle? 

A Yes, sir, bayonet cn the rifle.

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let tho record show that nil 
the members of the Commission, together with the Defen¬ 
dants, Counsel for the Defense and the Prosecution arc 
present. 

ALFONSO TAN 

called as a Witness on behalf of the Prosecution, having 
first been duly sworn, was examined and testified as 
follows, through the Official Court Interpreter: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS: 

Q State your name, age, and nationality. 

A Alfonso Tan, 32 years old, Chinoso. 

Q What is your occupation? 

A Merchant. 

Q Where do you live now? 

A Tres de April, Cebu. 

Q Is that Cebu City, on the Island of Cebu? 

A Yes, Cebu City. 

Q Where were you living in January, 1945? 

A Tubud, Minglanilla. 

n t Where were you on 30 January 1945? 

A At that period, I was in Cf*mp No.'8* 

Q How far is that from the village of Tubud? 

A Five kilometers. 

Q When did you return to Tubud? 

A Thirty-one cf January. 

0 What time of day? 

A One o’clock. 
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Q In the norning or in the afternoon? 

A Afternoon. 

Q Wliat did you sec when you arrived in Tubud? 

A Whon I a.rrivod ot ny resldenco, I was arrested by the 

Japanese. 

2 How many Japanese? 

i There were five, to four of then. 

1 Were they Japanese soldiers? 

A Yes. 

i'' How do you know? 

They carried rifles and sabers. 

Q Why wore you arrested? 

I don’t know what was the reason they arrested mo. 

0 After you were arrested, what did the Japanese lo 

:-ith you? 

* I was taken to a nearby house and instructed to pound 
tone rice. 

How long did you have to * rk pounding rice? 

A I pounded rice for nearly three hours end it happened 
that one of the Japanese civilians knew mo and asked ne 
whether I was in the Oriental Gloss Palace before, rnd I 
told him, '’Yes.*' 

Q And then what happened? 

A And he released me.

Q where did. you go? 

A I went to a swamp and hid myself. 

Q What did you see and hear while you hid there? 
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A I sow firo in the distanco nnd hoard rifle shots 
and sh'Utint,* 

Q Could you tell where the fire came from? 

A I believe it was the house of Khu Un Phiao. 

Q Why was it burning? 

A I don't know. 

Q Did you see your wife while you were hiding? 

A Shortly after that I saw my wife came with gun 

wounds on her neck, 

Q What is your wife's name? 

A Valentina Cabarrubias Tan. 

Q What did she tell you had happened to her? 

A She told me she was arrested in Khu Un Phiao's 
house and was raped and later on she escaped with the 
Khu Un Phiao family. 

Q Did she tell you who arrested her? 

A She told me she was arrested by the Japanese. 

Q Did she say why she was arrested? 

A She did not mention anything why she was arrested. 
She said she was only arrested. 

Q Did she tell you where she was held when she was 
raped? 

A Sho said she was raped in Khu Un Phiao*s house. 

Q How many others were there in the house with her 

who were Chinese or Filipino civilians? 

A She did not mention about other civilians while she 
was held in that Khu Un Phiao's house, but she related 
to me that she had been raped in that house and later on 
they were brought out and executed. 

Q Did she tell you whether there were any others who 
had been raped by the Japanese? 
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A She mentioned some of them being raped during that 
time, 

Q Did she tell you what happened to your son? 

A Before she received the rifle wounds, our three 
months' old baby was bayoneted three times and died 
instantly. 

Q What was ycur son's name? 

A Robin Tan. 

Q Did she toll you approximately how many were in the 
group with her who wero taken out to be executed? 

A She told me there were around twelve tc fourteen of 
them that were being executed. 

Q Did she toll you if any others besides herself 
escaped execution? 

A She did not mention that. 

Q After you hod this conversation with your wife, did 
/ou become separated from horj 

A On that night we were together hiding in that place. 

% Did you later become separated from her? 

A On the next day, a group of Japanese, of two or three 
Japanese soldiers,were searching a round the swamp, and wo 
noticed that and wo had to separate. 
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Q Did you ever see your wife again after you were separated 
from her at that time? 

A I have never seen her again, 

Q Havo you learned what happened to her? 

A Lator on, I heard my wife was arrested with my 17 months* 

old son and my brother-in-law and my mother-in-law and some 
other companions were brought to a house and were later 

i 

executed and the house was burned. 

Q What was 7>ur son*s name? 

A Nicholas Tan. 

Q What was your brother-in-law’s name? 

A Antonio Cabarrubias. 

Q What was your mother-in-law’s name? 

A Paz Cabarrubias, 

Q Do you remember if Eleuteria Tan was also in the 
group executed and burned. 

A I can't recall it. 

Q Where were these people executed and burned accord¬ 
ing to what you heard? 

A They were executed at the nearby place of Khu Un Phiao's 
house. 

Q Was that in the village of Tubud? 

A Yes. They were brought to a small house on a hill on 

February 4 and they were executed and burned. 

Q How far was this house from Tubud? 

A It was around 300 to 400 meters. 

i 

Q When you were arrested in Tubud, and when you were 
hiding from the Japanese, how many Japanese soldiers did 
you see? 

A There were more than ten, • 
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Q Do you see in this courtroom any of the Japanese that 
you saw in Tubud during that period? 

A I was arrested in a short time so I couldn't remember 
very well the faces, identify their faces. 

Q Do you mean that you were not able to look at them? 

A I cannot decide my identification. • 

Q Were any of the people that you heard were killed by 

the Japanese soldiers guerrillas, or had they given 
assistance to the guerrillas? 

A Those who were executed, they were not guerrillas; 
they don't give any assistance to the guerrillas. They 
were law-abiding civilians. 

Q Did your wife tell you that anyone else escaped execution 
besides herself? 

A She didn't mention that. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS* The Prosecution has no further 

questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE* Any questions by the Defense.

CAPTAIN GREERi I have a few questions. 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER* 

Q Did you say, Mr. Tan, that you saw some soldiers probing 
in the ruins of those houses, seemingly looking for the 
bodies sometime after the incident? 

‘ A During the time I was arrested, I don't know anything 
about that. 

Q This was the day after the incident? 

A The incident took place on January 31st. 

Q Did you see any Japanese soldiers investigating in the 
f general vicinity at any time after that? 

A No, I didn't see any. 
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Q Are you sure that you can't recognize any of these 
men In the room as persons wh were there at the inci¬ 
dent on the 31st of January 1945? 

A I cannot decide that because I had no time to 
observe thorn while I was pounding the rice. 

'I Will you say that tnore were about 40 Japanese offi¬ 
cers and soldiers in Tubud that day? 

A Well, I arrived at ny house and I was arrested by 

more than ten Japanese. I don't kn^w the rest of then. 

Q At what tine were you arrested? 

One o'clock. 

In the afternoon of the 31st? 

A Yes, sir, the 31st. 

Want tine did the Japanese leave Tubud that day? 

A They left on February 4th. 

2 They did not leave until February 4th? 

A Yes. 

3 Do you know Lt. Colonel Onishi of the Japanese Imperial 
Army? 

A. I don't .v/iow him. 

Do you know a Sgt. Karaura? 

A No. 

'I Can you distinguish between Japanese Apny officers 
and enlisted nen? 

A No; I an a merchant; I don't know anything about these 
military things. 

1 Did yon live on the Island of Cebu during the entire 
Japanese occupation? 

A Yes, sir, I do ny business thero. 

Q Did you see any officers present when you were arrested 













at one o*clock In the afternoon and takon to this house 
to pound the rlco? 

A When I was pounding the rice I noticed the Japanese 

wore irregular uniforms, not regular uniforms, so I could not 
distinguish whether they were officers or soldiers. 

Q Now, were some of those men dressed In lChakl uniforms? 

A Some were wearing khaki and some were woaring different 

colors and some of them were nude. 

Q You mean some wore in shorts? 

A Yes, in shorts. 

Q Were any of them dressed in blue or deep grey uniforms? 

A Yes, some of then were dressed in that color. 

'J How many carabaos and pigs and chickens did you notice 

around that place that afternoon? 

A I didn r t count them. 

Q Were there some present? 

A Yes, there were some but I didn*t bother to count them. 

Q Are you related to a non colled Piao? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever talked to him about this case? 

A No. 

Q Do you know the non’ 

A Yes I know him. 

Q Do you know a person by the name of Eng’ 

A Yos. 

Q Is he a relative of yours? 

A No. 

Q Is ho a friend of yours? 

A Not exactly a friend, but on acquaintance# 

Q Are you rolated to a man named Yak; he lives in Mambsling? 
A What is the full name? 
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r > Uy Pit Yak. 

A Yes, I know him# 

* Heve you ever talked to hin about this case? 

A No.

^ Ur. Tan have you ever been asked to identify the men 
in this room before you cano here this afternoon? 

A Yes. 

Q Could you identify thon at that tine? 

A I have never identified then because I was not sure, 

Q Now, was Mr. Eng present when you identified then? 

LT. GIILs May it please the Commission; nay I have 
the reporter read the last question of the defense counsel? 

(V/hereupon tho reporter read back the last question of 
the defense counsel.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: I an sorry; I should have said 'when you 
were asked to identify then. 

A Yes. 

He was thore? 

A Yes. 

'c Did he identify any of those present in this courtroom 
now? Did Mr. Eng identify any of then? 

A I don’t know because we weren't in the sane placo when 

we were told to identify then. 

C/PTAIN GREER: No further questions, 

COLONEL H/USE: Any questions by the Connission? 

There being no further questions, the witness will bo excused. 

('WITNESS EXCUSED) 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Connission will recess until 0830 
hours tomorrow norning in this sane room.

0 Do you recognise any of these Japanese in tho room 
as living in that district, too? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you point out to tho Commission any of the 
Japanese that you knew were living in that district on 
the 30th of January. 

A That one, Katsuta, Yoshioka and Sanuki. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Lot the record show that the 
v/itness pointod to Katsuta and called him by nano; two, 
Yoshioka, and called him by nano; and three, Sanuki, and 
called him by nano. 

Q (3y Lieutenant Gill) Was there plenty of food to 
eat in Manbaling on tho 30th of January, 194-5? 

A No food — food was scarco. 
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Q Very scarce? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know what the Japanese troops were eating? 
A Yes, they wore eating corn, not grinded. 

Q Did you see anything unusual happen on the 30th of 
January, 1945? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you describe to the Commission what you saw. 

A In the morning, about 8:00 A.M., on Jam ry 30, '-945, 
I saw two truckloads full of Japanese soldiai. a bound for 
Minglanilla. 

Q How do you know they wore bound for Minglanilla? 

A Private Katsuta told me they were bound cn a mopping 
operation. 

i LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show she again 

pointed to the Accused, Katsuta. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) When did he tell you this? 

A Before the truck left. 

Q You say there were two truckloads of soldiers. Did 
both truckloads load up there? 

A No. When the two trucks arrived at Mambaling, one 
truck \v--.i already full and one was empty. 

Q One truck was full, and one empty? Did you recognize 
any of the treops in the truck that was already full? 

A Some of the troops belonged to Major Mizoguchi, sta¬ 
tioned in Cebu City. 

Q Stationed at Cebu City, and you have seen them before 


is that correct? 







Q Did you recognize any other of the Japanese soldiers 
as not being members of the Mizoguchi troop? 

A Yes, sir, 1 think some belonged to the Kempei Tfci. 

Q Kempei Tai? 

A Yes, sir* 

Q Did the soldiers stationed in Mambaling get on this 

empty truck? \ 

\ 

A Yes. 

Q Did you recognize any oth .r people as getting on that 
. truck besides Katsuta? 

A I recognize their faces, but I don't know their names. 

Q Did you^see any of th<*se Defendants on that truck? 

A Katsuta Vnd Sanuki. 

\ 

Q Did you s\?e Major Mizoguchi at that time? 

\ 

A Yes, but hp did not board a truck. 

Q Will you teJLl the Commission what you saw him doing? 

A Before the truck left, Captain Takaha silt ordered the 
Private to take a pieco of paper to the Major's house. 

When the Private came back, the Major was with him already. 
Then the Major had a talk with the Captain. The Captain 

v/as bringing with him a paper, bslug* -bigger than this 

* 

(indicating). It seemed me that it was a map, and 
the Major was giving .directions, using his fingers. 

Q How close were you to the Major and the rest of the 
soldiers at that time? 

A It was about the place v/here that Chinaman is sitting 
down (pointing to man in audience).

Q And what does that mean? 

A This is Spanish, meaning killing people without 
duo course of law*

Q Did he say what kind of people they had killed? 

A Ho 3ald civilians, including men and women of 
Chinese families. 

Q Did you see any of the other Japanese sitting here 
returning with Katsuta? 
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A Yes. 

Q You mean, Sanuki? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the troops that returned the same time that 

/ 

Katsuta returned have any booty with them, any loot? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Whet did they have? 

A They took with them, four carabaos, pigs, goatE, chickens, 
and two bundles of clothing. 

Q Were these carabao on a truck, or how ci' c. fcno;> c >mo 
back? 

A They were on a truck. 

Q Did all of the soldiers return at the same time that 
you saw leave? 

A No. 

Q Do you know of any other so-called "mopping-up" opera¬ 
tions that the llizoguchi garrison participated in at any 
time? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Will you tell the Commission what other times you 

know about? 

A It was between the thirtieth of January until February 
4. The Mizoguchi troops were constantly going back and 
forth to Minglnnilla. 

Q Do you know where in Kinglanilla they went? 

A Tubud. 

Q How do you know they went to Tubud? 

A That private told me it was Tubud end it was about one 
kilometer from the central highway. 
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^ You mean that Private Katsuta told you that? 

A Yes. 

Q Did he tell you when ho returned or before ho loft? 

A When he returned. 

/ 

Q You pointed out another person as being a nonber of 
the Mizoguchi Butai — nanely, the Defendant Yoshioka — 
did you seo hin on the trucks on the Doming of the 30th? 

A No, I -did not see hin. 

. Q Could fco have been on the trucks and you not have seen 

hin? 

A Maybe so, bocauso when the trucks loft, I saw only 
the four guards stationed. 

Q In other words, after these troops left, only four 
nenbors of the Mizoguchi Butai in Manbaling were loft? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Was Yoshioka one of these guards? 

A No, he wasn't one of those guards. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi leavo at that tine? 

A Yes, sir, ho left for Minglanilla. 

Q Did he leavo v;ith the troops originally on tho 30th? 

A No. 

Q Did you soe hin after the troops had left? 

A Yes, until noon of that day. 

Q Did you soe hin on the afternoon of tho 30"th?, 

A No. 

Q Did you sec hin the following day? 

A No. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi have a personal car of his own?

b Did you take any steps, or did your not-ior take any 
sbops to seek his release from the Kempci Tai? 

A Yes, sir. 

b Will you explain to the Commission what your mother 

or what you did in order to secure your brother's release? 
A Well, when ny mother knew about it, ny brother being 
captured by the Kempci Tai, wo went to Major Mizoguchi and 
asked him to do something to release my brother.

You have testified you saw two 
truckloads of soldiers leaving Manbaling sometime around

A Yes, sir.

A It was somewhat like that arnored car (pointing to a truck 

parked outside the courtroom) e 
2 Do you moan a deep green? 

A Yes, sir, almost exactly like that arnored car 

(pointing to truck again). 

* How nany Ker.pei Tni members were in the truck? 

A I think thne were about more thon twelve. 

Q And hew did you identify then as Konpei Tni? 

A Because they did not belong to Major Mizoguchi's 
troops and there wore no other troops stationed in the 
city, except Major Mizoguchi's troops and the Kenpei Tni.

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Q Did those Kempei Tai have any particular marking on 
thoir uniform that would distinguish them from Major L'izo- 
guchi's troops? 

A No. 

Q They did not have a brassard? 

A No. 

Q Were you familiar with all the troops in and abo\. t 
the vicinity of Cebu City?

Q How mahy of Major Mizoguchi's mon could you recognize 
if you had seen them? 

A I can recognize their faces, but I do not know some 
of their names. 

Q How many men w^re there under Major Mizoguchi's com¬ 
mand? 

A In Mambaling?

A There v/ere many. 

Q How many? 

A Sorry, I can't tell you. 

Q V/ould you say there were around 4,000? 

A In Mimbaling I think it is at least — 

Q I don't mean all of them living right in the houses 

in Mambaling, but I mean — 

A All of his troops? 

Q All of his troops numbered hov; many people? 

A I do not know about that, but according to what one 

of the Sergeants told me, he was the commander of all the 
southern forces stationed there. 
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Q One of his Sergeants told you he v/ns commander of all 
the forces stationed in and around Cebu City?

Therefore, this Commission will 
stand adjourned until O 83 O Y'ednosda.y morning, at which 
tine it will convene in Courts, n 2-A. 
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(Whereupon, ct 1000, 9 March 1946, the Comrission 
wns adjourned until O 83 O h^urs, 13 Ifarch 1946*) 
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PROCEEDINGS 

The Commission convened at 0830 hours, 13 March 
194-6, at Court No. 2-A, High Commissioner's Residence, 
Manila, P. I. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 

Let the record show that Lieutenant Colonel Boykin has 
been ordered to the hospital and will not be present in 
the session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Aside from the absence of 
Colonel Boykin, may it please the Commission, all the 
members of the Commission are present, together with the 
Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel for the 
Prosecution. There is a quorum of the Commission present. 

COLONEL HAUSE: You may proceed. 

CAPTAIN GREER: May it please the Commission, 

the recess that was requested last Saturday and granted by 
the Commission for the purpose of giving the Defense time ' 
to interview the witnesses who were to be brought from 
Leyte, has already been taken. In the meantime the wit¬ 
nesses from Leyte have not as yet arrived. The latest 
information that I could get on these witnesses is that 
they are aboard the U.S.S. SULLIVAN and were in the harbor 
at Tacloban on the 9th of March. The witness procurement of¬ 
ficer assures me that they will be delivered this week. 

We intend to proceed with the case, however, without ask¬ 
ing for another delay at this time, by calling, first of 
all, two witnesses who were previously on this witness 
stand as witnesses for the Prosecution, and then by pro¬ 
ceeding with the Japanese witnesses who are now available. 
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Then we will call each one of the five Accused to the 
stand. After all of this testimony has been completed, 

I hope that we will bo able to continue with these other 
people who are being brought here from Leyte, 

The Defonso would like to call as its first 
witness, Uy Se Eng, 

UY SE ENG 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Mr, Eng, is this the man you have identified as 
Silata or Hirata (pointing to Hirata), the person who was 
present on the 31st of January during the time your friends 
were being murdered by the Japanese? 

A Yes, sir, I testified him as Silata, 

(Whereupon, the Accused, Hirata, stepped before ' 
the witness.) 

Q Do you see the Accused, Hirata*s, teeth? 

A Yes, sir, 

Q What do you notice about his teeth? 

A Ho has gold, 

Q How many gold teeth doe© ho have? 

A He has one gold tooth, but I identified his face 
with Pit Yak. 

Q Pit Yak is an entirely different problem. All I want 
to know is how many gold teeth did ,the man you positively 
identified have. 

A I could not remember that, sir, because the first time 
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when I v/as brought to identify him, I identified him right 
away. At that time he was not askod by the officer to 
open his mouth ever. It was later on, the second time I 
was brought by Lieutenant Raczka, together with Pit Yak, 
asked him to open his mouth, and that is the time I discov¬ 
ered he had gold teeth. 

Q Now you stated on this witness stand that you did see 
this man on the 31st of January during the fubud killing, 
is that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Wien was the next time that you saw this man? 

A No more, only that time. 

Q When was the next time you saw him? 

A Only the 31st in the morning. 

Q Weren't you called to identify him at some later date? 
A Later, of course, here. 

Q The only identification that you made of this person 

* 

was here in this stockade? 

A No, down there. 

Q In Lupow No. 1? 

A I don't know the name, far from the city, about 48 
kilometers; I identified him there. 

Q The next time you saw him, in other words, after the 

31st of January? 

A Yes, sir, the next time, 

Q How many persons were brought out in front of you? 

A I could not remember, sir. I think there were around 
ten or seven. I could not remember very well* 
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Q And this nan was one of then? 

A One of then. 

Q Was Pit Yak, with you at that tine? 

A No, sir, ho was not. 

Q Have you ever seen this nan (pointing to Hirata) again, 
in Cebu City? 

A I don't know, sir. I could not renenber. 

Q Do you renenber naking a sworn statenont — by that 
I nean a statenent under oath ~ in which you said that 
you did see this nan, Hirata, in Cebu City? 

A Not in the City, in Tubud, Minglanilla, sir, on the 
33tst of January. 

Q That was the only tine? 

A That is the only tine, sir. 

Q On page 71 of the record of this case, I asked you 
this question, "Question ~ I don't want your answer, 
naybe. The Commission wants to know, was it green, was 
it blue, was it khaki or was it woolen?" The "it" referred 
to was the uniform that you saw Hirata or Silata wearing 
on the morning of the execution. Your answer to that 
question was "Answer — I could not tell exactly because 
at that tine I was in trouble, very much, because we were 
worried about our lives." Now, on page 72 of the record 
in this case, after further questioning, you described 
this uniform worn by Hirata or Silata as being a green 
uniform. Have you ever, Mr. Eng, under oath, testified 
that the Japanese uniforms that you saw on those soldiers 
that morning were an entirely different color? 

A I renenber entirely different color. 
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COLONEL HAUSE: Will you rephrase that question. 
What do you mean by "an entirely different color”? 

CAPTAIN GREER: A color other than green, sir. 
COLONEL HAUSE: Do you understand the question? 
WITNESS: I understand. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The witness may answer. 

A (By the witness) I told you that the majority of 
them were in green color, but at that time Silata — I 
could not remember his name very well — wore green. 

Q On page 74 and 75 of the record in this case you 
positively identified the Accused, Katsuta, and Sanuki, 
as being present during the execution of your friends 
on the 31st of January, 1945. Do you remember making a 
statement of this nature under oath before Lieutenant 
Nelson of the War Crimes Investigating Department, that 
the only persons you could accurately describe were the 
officers who were present? 

A I asked at that time only Lieutenant Nelson, where 
are those three officers who led the group to Tubud. 
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Q DidDyou state that the only persons you could accur¬ 
ately describe were the officers who were present? 

A I told Lieutenant Nelson that I could also identify 
those three Japanese officers if they were in a group. 

Q I am making reference throughout this testimony, 

Mr. Eng, or throughout this questioning to the following 
sworn statement. It is the one made by you on tho 23rd of 
October, 1945* in Cebu before Lieutenant Nelson who is now 
Captain Nelson. When you wore on the stand previously you 
testified that it was dark on tho night of the 30th of 
January when you were in your father's home. You said it 
was dark upstairs where the women were supposedly kept; 
that it was also dark downstairs; that tho Japanese did 
not bring any means of illumination with them. During the 
course of that some testimony, you said that you saw tho 
Japanese soldiers arranging their disarranged clothing as 
they came from the room which held the women. Can you 
explain to us, Mr. Eng, how you could see in the dark? 

A Wo could still see those Japs. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: If it please the Commission, 
this line of questioning is proper for cross-examination of 
this Witness on direct testimony. The purpose of tho testi¬ 
mony at this time may be used to impeach tho credibility 
of the Witness and the Defense had an opportunity to ques¬ 
tion him along ;Jihese lines on cross-examination. If he 
cares to argue on this point, he may do so in his closing 
argument. If he calls this Witnesses his own Witness, he can¬ 
not refer to questions previously asked on direct- examina¬ 
tion and now attempt to get a new line of answering .as if 
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he were cross-exomining this Witness. Therefore, I object 

to this questioning on direct testimony which should hove 

been properly done in cross-examinotion. If the Defense 
Counsel wishes to moke on argument, ho nay do so in his 

closing argument. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The objection is overruled. How¬ 
ever, I should caution the Defense that in his questioning, 
he should not repeat questions that hove been asked the 
Witness on provious occasions. They have already been 
brought out and you have asked a couple of questions that 
were answered previously, the some answers were brought out 
this time. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Yes, sir. Will you read the 
question and answer? 

(Record read.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: In the same sworn statement made 
before Lieutenant Nelson, Mr. Eng, do you remember identi¬ 
fying the insignia of one of the Japanese Officers present? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What did you say about that insignia? 

A I saw two Japanese officers with insignia, one two 
star and one stripe. 

Q What did yov soy that you thought that non was? 

A I don’t know, sir. I don't know what is the rank, 

I saw only the insignia. 

Q Didn't you say you thought it was some particular 
rank in the Japanese Army? 

A I thought that. 

Q But you can't remember now what rank you thought you 
told Lieutenant Nelson it was, is that it? 
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LIEUTENANT GILL: I object to that question 
entirely. Again the Defense Counsel is putting words into 
the Witness* mouth that were never there. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection sustained. 

CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Do you remember making the statement in Cebu City 

under oath on the 23rd of October, 1945* before Lieutenant 

Nelson of the WCID? I quote, "I believe they were infantry, 

at least they were ground troops." The reference being 

mode to the persons present at the execution in question 
in this case. 

CAPTAIN GBEER: Will you read that to the Witness? 
(Record ror.d.) 

A Yes, sir. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would like to ask the Commission 
to take Judicial notice of the following technical manual 
published by the United States War Department TM-E 30-480. 

It is a technical manual on all the arms of the Imperial 
Jupt-noso Arny, Will the Commission take Judicial notice 
of the information contained. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will take Judicial 
notice of the information contained. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
the Prosecution objects to this line of questioning until 

the Defense Counsel shows what line of reasoning he is 
going to use after the questions have boon asked. 

COLONEL HAUSE: What does the Defense intend to 

bring out? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Sir, this man was present and he 
described the arms that the soldiers who were there happened 
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to be carrying. Now, I boliuv© that these are replicas 
of the two weapons in question—rather, I intend to show 
the Commission that these men were armed with one typo 
rifle which happens to be the short type Japanese riflo, 
the other type is the long rifle used by the infantry. 

Both are pictured here. 

(Referring to picture.) 

You see one picture at the top of the page and the 
second one pictured here — 

LIEUTENANT GILL: The reason the Prosecution 
objects to it is they are exact replicas, they are the 
sane type of arms. The relative size of these weapons 
are not portrayed and the pictures ore not enough to give 
the Witness an idea as to what he is testifying to. In 
other words, you would have to bring both rifles into 
Court and ask hin to testify as to both sizes. Tho 
Commission knows that to most people in military service, 
a rifle is a long rifle; a carbine is a short rifle. The 
Witnoss has testified that it was longer than a carbine. 

He said, "The long rifle." Until we have both guns 
actually in Court, I do not believe the Witness is quali¬ 
fied to testify as to the relative size of the rifle. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The objection is sustained,, 
until you produce the rifle. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Yesterday,I contacted the G2 
Intelligence Section of the Armed Forces, Western Pacific Head¬ 
quarters, They were unable to give me any information as 
to how I could secure these two weapons. I have now 
asked the administrative people who run our office to see 
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if they can secure two of these weapons so that I might 
bring them in to show the Commission. I want you to know 
that I have made an attempt to secure the weapons, 

COLONEL HA USE: The Commission will take judic¬ 
ial notice of that, but is of the opinion that the rifle 
cannot be identified sufficiently and accurately enough 
from the ordinary pictures in a book unless you are quite 
familiar or almost a professional in their use and nomen¬ 
clature, The objection of the Prosecution is sustained. 

If you can produce theso rifles in question, the Commission 
will be very glad to hove them identified, 

CAPTAIN GREER: This may necessitate the recalling 
of Mr. Eng, because before this cose closes I will got two 
of those rifles if there are any in the world. 
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(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q Mr. Eng, the Defense Counsel has reference to a state¬ 
ment you made to Lieutenant Nelson in October or November 
of 19^5 in Cebu. In that statement I made reference to 
the fact that you identified insignia of two of the three 
officers present at the time of the execution. What weapons 
were those officers carrying? 

A These two officers carried no rifles, but swords, 
with them — long swore’s — but strange to say, the one 
officer supposed to be the highest carried a carbine with 
him. I told Nelson about that. Ho carried a carbine — 
American rifle. 

Q Did you not also say in this statement that sometimes 
these persons had rifles with them? 

A Sometimes. j 

0 In other words, they did not at all tines carry swords? 

A Not at all times did they carry swords. 

Q And that sometimes they had rifles, is that correct? 

A Yes, sir, that is correct. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Being there are no further 
questions, the witness will be excused. 

(Witness excused) 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense wculd like to call 
as its second witness a former witness for the Prosecution, 
Khu Un Phiao. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will take a ton- 
minute recess. 


(Short recess) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
members of the Prosecution are present, the Defendants, 
the Defense Counsel and the Prosecution Counsel are present. 

KHU UN PHIAO 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, having first 
been duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Mr. Phiao, I'm Just going to ask you a few questions 
about this case. First of all, do you knew whether or net 
any of.the- members of your family, or your neighbors, there 
in TAbud who were murdered by the Japanese had been working 
that day, the 30th of January, 194-5, for Japanese i$ the 
rice fields? 

A I do not know. 

COLONEL HAUSE: You do not kn*w? 

A (By the witness) I do not know, 

CAPTAIN GREER: How many officers were in the 
house the third time you were arrested? 

A I do not know whether they were officers or not,* *. 

\ 

QAt that time did one of those officers or the one \ 
officer who was present steal your shirt? 

A All what I know is it was a Japanese soldier who had 
a long sword. 

Q Did he steal your shirt? 

A Pardon me? 

Q Did an officer or a soldier in that house steal your 
shirt -- take your shirt away from you? 
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A The second tine, when I was arrested, 

Q The second time? 

A Yes, not the third time* 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi (poifctiDg to the Accused, Major 
Mizcguchl) present the second time you were arrested? 

A No, he was not thero* 

CAPTAIN GREER* (To the Accused) Will all of 
you stand up, please. 

(Whereupon, the Accused arose*) 

Q (By Captain Groer) Did you identify all five of those 

men, the Accused (pointing) in a room in this stockade 

sometime before you cane into this courtroom? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Was this person present? Captain Walsh, will you stand 
up? 

(Whereupon, a person in the audience arose.) 

A Yes, sir. 

Q He was present? 

A He was• 

Q Now, at that time, do you remember how many other 
'Japanese were placed in front cf you? 

A Three or four other Japanese. 

Q In other words, a total of — 

A About 8 to 9. 

Q 8 or 9? Did you make the following statement under 
dath on the 1st of November, 1945, at Santa Cruz, Manila, 
before an officer known as Prudenzio V. Castillio, a First 

i 

Lieutenant, Infantry, in the Philippine Army — I quote, 

”1 do not remember their physical description. All I 
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remember is that they wore a uniform of the Japanese Artnyy? 
Now, that will Just take a "yes" or "no" answer. 

A Yes, sir. 

Q You made that statement? Thank you very much, Mr. Phiao. 
CAPTAIN GREERi That is all I have. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No questions by the Prosecution. 
COLONEL HAUSE: There being no further questions, 
the witness will' be excused, 

(Witness excused) 











LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission .at 
this tine, will the Reporter show that the person pointed 

out by the Defense Counsel in the Courtroom identified 
by the Witness was Captain Walsh. 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like t.o call 
as his next Witness, Captain Matthew Wish. 

CAPTAIN MATTHEW WAISH 

called as a Witness on behalf of the Defense being first 
duly sworr was examined and testified as follows. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Will you state your name? 

A Matthew Walsh. 

Q Are you a ^member of the U- S. Amy? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What is your rank? 

A -aptnin, $MC. 

Q Have you been associated with tm-, Defense Section of 
the War Crimes here in Manila? 

A Yes, for the past thre^ months. 

Q Were you ever assigned officially as a Defense 
Counsel in this case? 

A For a period of a week. I relieved Captain Murtaugh 



who was regularly assigned Defense Counsel. 

Q Are you at ^11 prejuaiced in regard to this~*uase? j 

A No. - 1 

f J 

Q tfere you present, Captain '-'clsh, ^t a meeting held 
here in the s tockade son-time before this trial, took 
place in ohich the person who just identified you, Mr. Phiao. 
was present? 
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A Yes. 

Q Was Lieutenant Bootner also present? 

A Yes, he was. 

Q Was the interpreter Ishikowa present? 

A Yes, he was. 

Q How many Chinese civilians were in the room at that time? 
A Two. 

q Do you remember one of then as a man by the name of 
Uy Pit Yak? 

A I don't recall either one of the names; all that I 
could recall is that one could speak English and the other 
could not. 

Q Now, which one could not speak English, do you recall? 

A I don't recoil their names. 

Q Do you remember the physical description of then? 

A No, I could not recall; I just sot across the table 

for twenty minutes. 

Q Did one of those Chinese persons act as on Interpreter? 

A Yes, he did. 

Q N~vv, at that tine, how many Japanese prisoners of war 

or civilian interpreters were brought into the room? 

A Eight or nine. 

Q And among the eight or nine were all of the five 
Accused present? 

A They were present and an Ordnance Captain in the Jap¬ 
anese Army from Cebu was present, Ishikawa, and one or 
two others, I believe. 

Q Now, at that time, how many persons did the Chinaman 
who could not speak English identify? 

A He identified one. 
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Q And who wes that one? 

i 

A I cannot recall at present* 

Q H many persons did tfefc other Chinaman identify to 
tho best A your knowledge? 

A To tho host of ny knowledge, most of the identification 
was done by the ono who could not speak English. We spent 
quite a time with him indicating tho different Japanese 
and asked him if ho could reDcnber these men end he indica¬ 
ted one nan who was not Ilizoguchi and not the Ordnance 
Captain, who he was — I don't lecell at tho present tine 
— and most, of tho identification was to sue if this certain 
Chinanan could identify any of the Defendants* After we 
finished with him, the other Chines j wa^s ^sked If he could 
idontify certain onos and without making a positive identi¬ 
fication ho believed this was the one and that **as the one, 
and ho stopped at Ishikawa and almost made a positive iden¬ 
tification of him as one of then.

A No, we Just said it wasn't a very good identification, 
which was the general Consensus of opinion. 

CAPTAIN QUEER: Thank you very much. I have no 
other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by tho Prosecution? 
LIEUTENANT GILL: No questions. 

COLONEL HAU5E: Any questions by the Commission? 
There appear to be none. Witness excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to.call as 
its fourth Witness, Yoshitaka Aoki.

called as a Witness on behalf of the Defense being first 
duly sworn was examined and testified as follows through 
Interpreter Ogita.

A Yes,

^ Now, were you always at the house on those days? 

A Yes, 

Q Now, was this house that you referred to located in 
Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q In other words, it was not located in llambnling?

Q Did you see Major Hizoguchi (pointing at Major 

Mizcguchi) at his billet on January 30th 1945? 

A Yes, I saw him, 

Q Did he leave the billet at any tine on the 30th of 
January?

Q Do you know where he v/as going? 
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A Ho was going to the Defense Conference. 

what tine did ho return? 

A Ho cane back around 11 o’clock, 

Q Did he go out again that day? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know whore he went then? 

/. He went to the Aruy Headquarters. 

Q Which Army Headquarters, 

A Fourteenth Army Headquarters, 

Q What time did he return? 

A Five o'clock. 

Q Was the 35th Array Headquarters located in Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you sure that Major Mizoguchi did not go to the 

35th Army Headquarters? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Just a minute. May it please 
the Commission, I request at this time the Commission warn 
the Defense Counsel about putting answers to the questions 
in the Witness' mouth in advance. The Witness originally 
testified as to the place the Major went. Nov;, the Defense 
Counsel is asking a leading question to get him to retract 
his answer, perhaps. I object to that line of questioning. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection sustained. Will the 
Reporter read back the question. 

(Whereupon the Reporter read back the question.) 

Q Was the 35th Army Herdquarters located in Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know whether or not Major Mizoguchi visited 

that Headquarters on the afternoon of the 30th of January? 

A Yes. 
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Q Did Major Mizoguchi stay at the house in Cebu the 
night of the 30th of January, 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see him leave the billet in Cobu City on 
January 31? 

A Yos, I saw him. 

Q 'Do you happen to know where he went? 

A Yes, I know. 

Q Wh«rc did he go? 

A He went to Ponta to attend the Defense Conference. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would like to have the trans¬ 
lation corrected in the last remark, Colonel. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Was the official interpretation 
correct? Will the Reporter read the question and answer? 

(Whereupon the Reporter read the last question end 
answer.) 

INTERPRETER OQITA: May I ask him the question 
over again? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Yes. 

(Whereupon the question was put again to the Witness.) 
A He went to Ponta to transmit the message about the 
Defense Conference to the members of the Unit. 

Q About when did he return to Cebu City? 

A About 5:30. 

Q Did you see Yoshioka (pointing to the Accused) in 
Cebu City on January 30th or 31st 1945? 

A Yes, I saw him. 

Q Do you know what he was doing most of the time on 

those two days? 

A He was at his duties? 
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Q What was he doing? Was he standing, guarding, 
riding, or what? 

A He was writing documents, 

Q Did you leave Cebu City at all on the 30th or 31st 
of January? 

A No, 

Q Have you ever been to Minglanilla or Tubud? 

A No, 

Q What did you do before you became attached to the 
Army as a houseboy? 

A I was a student, 

Q Hrve you raped anyone? 

A No.

Q Have you killed anyone? 

A No. 

Q Did you know any Chinese in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Where did they live? 

A They were living at theedge of Mambaling.

Q Was that house located near the former command post 
of Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q Was any member of the Chinese family that we are talking 
about ever arrested by the Kempei Tai of Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you ever see Eustaquia Kho, the girl of that family? 
A Yes, I have seen her. 

Q Was she friendly with any of the Japaneso soldiers or , 
officers? 

A Yes, she was friendly. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi over leave the house when he was 
not in complete uniform? 

A No. 

Q Was there much air activity towards the end of January 
1945 ? 

A Yes. 

Q Did any trucks leave the louse in Cebu City on the 30 th 

of January sometime in the morning? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Nothing further. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by the Prosecution? 

• CROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Whoro were you born? 

A Was born in Japan. 

Q How long did you live in Japan? 

A Until March'1944. 

Q Where did you learn to speak English? 

A I don't understand English. 
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Q You said that you knew a Chinese family in Mambaling. 

Did that family operate a business of any typo? 

A Yes, they were in business. 

Q What did they sell? 

A They sold bananas and whiskoy. 

Q Did you ever steal any bananas from their store? 

A No. 

Q Did you ever threaten to slap any member of that family? 
A No. 

Q How did Major Mizoguchi go to the defense conference 

/ 

on the 30th of January? In other words, how did ho travel, 
in what type of conveyance? 

A He went by automobile. 

Q Whose automobile? 

A Major Mizoguchi's own automobile. 

Q How did he go to Ponta? 

A He went likewise by automobile. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any further questions? 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) Aoki, did you ever got any bananas 
out of that store and tell that girl that you would pay her 
later? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember ever paying for those bananas? 

A Yes. 

Q What time of day did Major Mizoguchi leave for Ponta 
on the 31st, do you remember? 

A He left at six o'clock. 
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Q Was it just beginning to got light at that time? 

A Yes. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

Q (By Major Gavin) How do you remember timo so distinctly 
on those two dates? 

A I can tell because it was oither before a meal or after 
a meal, so I know generally. 

Q How far did you go in school? 

A Altogether eight yoars; in other words, two years of 
intermediate school. I went through the second grade of 

I 

intermediate school. 

Q Where was Major Mizoguchi on the 1st of February 194-5? 

A He was in Cebu. 

Q Did ho leave his headquarters any time that day? 

A No. 

MAJOR GAVIN: That is all I have. 

COLONEL HAUSE: If no further questions, the witness is 
excused, 

(Witness oxcusod.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call as its 
next witness Captain Kiichi Kinoshita. 

KIICHI KINOSHITA 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows through 
Interpreter Morisato: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) What is your name? 
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A Kiichi Kinoshita. 

Q How old aro you? 

A Forty-three. 

» 

Q How long have you been in tho Inporial Japanese Amy? 

A I have served 23 years. 

Q What Is your rank? 

A Captain. . 

Q To what organization were you attached in January of 1945? 
A I v/as serving in the headquarters of the 35th Army. 

Q Where is that located? 

A In Cebu City. 

Q Did you attend security conferences held by Major General 

Manjome? 

A Yes, I attended. 

Q How often were these held? 

A These conferences were held on the 5th, 10th, 15th, 20th, 
25th, and 30th of each month, 

Q Did you attend one of those conferences on January 30, 
1945 ? ‘ 

A Yes, I did. 


> 
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Q Did you ever miss one of those conferences? 

A I attended every one of them. 

Q When did you attend the first conference? 

A Tho 5th of December. 

Q And when was the last conference that you attended 
held? 

A The 10th of March, 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi attend these conferences? 

A Yes, I met him at the conferences. 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi at the conference held 

on the 30th of January, 1945? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Was that conference held in the morning or the afternoon? 
A It was before noon. 

Q Do you recall seeing Major Mizoguchi on January 30th 
at any time besides at the conference? 

A Yes. 

Q Where was that? 

I 

A ifi the staff room of the 35th Army Headquarters. 

Q What time of day was that? 

A It was approximately 3:00 P.M. 

Q Do you remember what he was doing in that conference 
room? 

A He was talking over shipping transportation with two 
or three of the staff members. 

Q Do you happen to recall tho names of any of. those 
staff members? 

A Yes, I remember. 

Q Can you name any of them for the Commission? 

A I do not know their first names, but they were staff 
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officers Obata, Guginotc, and Watanabe. 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi on January 31, 194-5? 

A No, I did not see bin. 

Q Do you recall seeing any of the other defendants 
on January 30th or 31st, 1945? 

A I did not see then* 

Q How long have you known Major Mizoguchi? 

A I have known him from tho 5th of December to the 16th 
of March the following year. 

Q vhen did you again see him after the 16th of March, 

1945? 

A I met him in tho Leyte Prisoner of War Camp. 

Q What do you think cf Major Mizoguchi as a Japanese 
officer? 

A To my opinion, he is a well-cultured, strict military 
disciplinarian, and a fine officer. 

Q Would you describe him as being religious? 

A Yes, he was very religious, and at all times 

he carried with him a symbol of God over a foot long, and he had 

much faith, I believe he still carries that with him. 

Q Do you know Hirata (pointing to the Accused, Hirata)? 

A Yes, I know him. 

Q Dc you know Sanuki'(pointing to the Accused, Sanuki)? 

A I did net know him until he cane to Leyte Prisoner of 

War Camp. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, ,

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COLONEL HAUSEi When did you know hin? 

CAPTAIN GREER i I think ho answerod that he ! :> 
did knrw hin after they were all prisoners of war tonether 
at Leyte ±n the prison camp. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Did you know hin down in Cebu? 
CAPTAIN GREERi No, sir. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you know Sanuki before you wore 
o#ptured dr before you were a prisoner of war? 

A No, I did not know hin. 

Q Did you know Katsuta before you were a prisoner of war 
(pointing to Accused, Katsuta)? 

A No, I did net knew hin. 

Q Did you know Yoshioka before you were a prisoner of war? 
A No, I did not know him. 

Q When did you first hear of the killing of about 30 
Chinese at Tubud on January 30th and 31st in 1945? 

A After I was in Leyte Prisoner of Whr Camp, It was on 
approximately the 10th of November, an'American officer 
cane to me and I heard from hin, 

Q Can you recall that officer's name? 

A 2nd Lieutenant Marshall* 

COLONEL HAUSEs The Commission will take a ten- 


minute recess. 





COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will be in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
the members of the Commission aro present, together with 
the Accused, Counsel for the Defense, end Counsel for tho 
Prosecution. 

I would like to remind the witness that he is 
still under oath. 

(Whereupon the interpreter reminded the witness 
that he was still under oath.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: Will the reporter read the lest 
question and answer, 

(Whereupon the reporter read the last question 
and answer.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (CONTINUED) 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Y/ho was responsible fer the killings at Tubud on or 
about the 30th or 31st of January, |945? 

A I do not know the person. 

Q Was there a Japanese Army Garrison at Minglanilla? 

A Yes. 

Q What organization in the Japanese Army was garrisoned 
at Minglanilla? 

A A unit from the Onishi uuit ' ras stationed there. 

Q Who is Onishi that you mentioned? 

A He is Lieutenant Colonel Onishi, I do not remember 
his first name. 

f 

Q What unit of the Japanese Army dees he command, or 
did he command? 

A I have forgotten the number of the battalion, but he 
commanded a battalion in Cebu City. 
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Q To which branch* of the Imperial Japanese Army did 
Lieutenant Colonel Onishi and the members of his command 
belong? 

A Infantry* 

Q Captain, do you know why you wero originally charged 

as an Accused in this case? 

A No, I do not know the reason. 

Q Have you ever seen this man before (pointing to Cap¬ 
tain Nelson of the War Crimes Investigation Detachment^ 
present in the courtroom)? 

A No, I have not seen him. 

Q Did you holp Lieutenant Marshall investigate this 
case while you were a prisoner of war? 

A Yes, I assisted him. 

Q Did you discover any factual information that assisted 

Lieutenant Marshall in completing his investigation? 

A While I was in Leyto, Lieutenant Marshall approached 
me and stated, "1 don't believe that you are in any way 
connected in this case, but I am looking for the man 
responsible for this crime," and so I pledged my help 
to him. One or two days later we rode about to the camp 
in an automobile looiclng for these people. I have not seen 
Lieutenant Marshall since. That is the extent cf my help 
in this case. 

Q When did you first know the Accused, Hirata (pointing 
to the Accused, Hirata)? 

A I believe it was the 25th cf December, 

Q Captain, the charges «fl*his case against you have 

been dropped. Do you know any reason for that? 
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LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

I see no reason for the relevancy of this question; there¬ 
fore, I object to it on the grounds of irrelevancy. I 
don't believe, as a matter of fact, that<there is anybody 
in this courtroom that knows the reason why those charges 
were dropped, except myself. The reason they were dropped 
I do not care to divulge with the Commission or anyone 
else, at this time. At some future date it will be able 

I 

to be stated, but as far as asking this question I an sure 
that any answer the witness would give will not be at all 
relevant to the issues in the case. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Let the witness answer the question 
A (By the witness) I believe it was because it was 
found cut that I had no connection with this case. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would like to state for the 
record at this time that as far as I know, neither Captain 
Kinoshita or Aoki are now being charged for any other war 
crime. If the Prosecution has any information they would 
like to give to the Commission at that tine, it is alright 
with mo. I have no ether questions of this witness. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Prosecution? 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q V/here were you born, Kinoshita? 

A Tonita Village, Asakuchi Gun, Okayama prefecture. 

Q How far did you go in school? 

A I finished two years of intermediate schooling and 
attended two years of agricultural supplementary course. 

Q When did you first go into ordnance work? 
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A October 1, 1941. 

Q Have you remained in ordnance work since then? 

A Yes. 

Q -’/hen rid you go to Cebu? 

A August 9, 1944. 

Q Whore did you cone from? 

A I wont from tho Island of Leyte. 

Q Were you on Leyte at the tine the American forces 
originally invaded Leyte? 

A I was in Cebu at that time. 

Q Was Major General Manjcmo controlling, tho commanding 
officer of your unit at that time? 

A No, I was net under his command. 

Q You testified that you wor*t tc the Security Conferences 
in Cebu, hold by General Manjcme between 5 December and 
tho 10th of March, 1944 and 1945. YTio commanded you to 
go to these meetings? 

A Tho substitute commander of Army Headquarters. 
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Q Who was your Immediate commanding officer? 

A Major General Sosaku Susuki. I mean Lieutenant General. 

Q Were you in charge of all ordnance outfits on the 

island of Cebu? 

A No, I v/as not in entire command but the orders 
came from Leyte. 

Q Did you have h,'.y superior ordnance officers on the 
island of Cebu? 

A I was a senior officer in the ordnance. The work is 
done through Instruction from the staff officer Sugimoto. 

Q Referring you to the security conferences that you 
attended, wore all of these conferences hold by Major General 
Manjomo? 

A Yes. 

Q Were all of these conferences of a similar nature? 

A As for the main points they were similar. 

Q Were they all hold in the morning? 

A From approximately the 20th of February 1945 it was 
conducted during tho night. Before that it was held before 
noontime• 

Q Did the same officers always attend? 

A Generally unit commanders attended. Sometimes representa¬ 
tives attended. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi present at all of these meetings? 

A Yes, ho was present, 

Q Do you recall what Major Mizoguchi said at the meeting 
on the 25th of January 1945? 

CAPTAIN GREER: I object to that question, Colonel. 

How could the man possibly remember what he said on a certain 
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day? He hasn’t testified to anything like that during direct 
examination, I am perfectly willing to let Lieutenant Gill 
pound any kind of questions at Captain Kinoshita but lot's 
not ask him to perform a — 

COLONEL HAUSE: The objection is overruled and the 
witness may answer the question. 

A Ho spoke on rations, I remember his bringing into the 
conference' a net full of the potatoes from the mountains. 

Ho spoke to General Manjome about this and I remember it well, 
Q What time was the meeting on the 25th of January over? 

A I don't remember it to the minute but I think it was 

approximately 11 : 30 , 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi on the afternoon of the 
25th of January 194-5? 

A No, I did not see him in the afternoon, 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi at the conference hold by Major 
General Manjome on the 5th of February 194-5? 

A Yes, he was present, 

Q What did he discuss with the Major General that day? 

A I do not remember what Major Mizoguchi said but I do 

remember what Major General Manjome spoke about, 

Q What time was that meeting over? 

A I do not remember the exact time either, but I believe 

it was around 11 : 30 , 

\ 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi after that meeting : on the 
same day, the 5th of February? 

A No, I did not see him. 
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Q Did Major Mizoguchi discuss anything with General Manjome 
on the 20th of January 194 5? 

A I do remember he did speak about something to him, but 
I do not know as to the context. 

Q What time was that meeting over? 

A I believe this was over about 11:30. 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi onlhat afternoon? 

A No, I did not. 

Q Whore were your offices located? 

A It was located in Cebu City on the northern edge of the 
town towards the airfield. 

Q Was this in the direction of Mingla lilla? 

A No. 

Q How close was your office to the office of Major General 
Manjome? 

A Riding by automobile around, it was approximately three 
kilometers; in a straight line it would be about two kilometers. 

Q Did you drive to these conferences usually? 

A When I wont by automobile a chauffeur drove me and at 
times I rode in a three-wheeled motorcycle with a side-car, 

Q How did you go to a conference on the 5th of February 1945? 
A I went by passenger car. 

Q How did you go on the 10th of February 1945? 

A By passenger car. 

Q How did you go on the 30th of January 1945? 

A By passenger car. 

Q Since you have become a prisoner of war have you discussed 
this case at great length with Major Mizoguchi and the other 
defendants? 
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A I did not speak with Major Mizoguchi at great length 
about this, but in Leyte we were both called by Lioutonant 
Mar shall, so v/e both attended in a wire enclosure. There 
wore three desks in there. 

Q Did Lieutenant Colonel Onishi attend these conferences 
that you have discussed? 

A Yes, ho attended, 

Q Was ho present at the conference on the 25th of January 
1945? 

A Yes, ho was there. He was only absent once. He used 
to sit right alongside Major General Manjome, so I remember 
it well. 

Q When was he absent? 

A I do not remember the exact date, but I believe it was 
around the 25th of February or the 5th of March. 

Q Do you know what units of the Japanese Army wore stationed 
in Marabaling Province, the district? 

A I do not know the details. 

Q Do you know what units were stationed in Mambaling? 

A I do not know v/hat unit was stationed there. The 8th 
Battalion of the Sea Transportation Unit v/as stationed there, 

I believe some ether units were stationed there also, but 
I do not know. 

Q Who commanded the 8th Battalion of the Sea Transportation 
Unit? 

A Major Mizoguchi. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show 

pointing to the Defendant Hirata. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Do you know this man? V/hat is 
his name? 
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A Shigemasa Hirata. 

Q Did this man work for you? Was this man your subordinate? 

A He was my subordinate after the 1st of February. 

Q Whore did he live? 

A Do you mean Hirata? 

Q Yes. 

A He was in Mambaling. 

Q What kind of unit did ho work with? 

A He worked for the Ordnance Detached Depot. 

Q Were you responsible for that ordnance outfit, that depot? 
A Do you mean after February 1st? 

Q At any time. 

A After February 1st I was responsible for it, 

Q Who was responsible for that outfit prior to 1 February 

1945 ? 

A Captain Kosaka. 

Q Was Captain Kosako an ordnance officer? 

A I do not remember. 

Q Was Captain Kosako a subordinate of yours? 

A No. 

Q V/as this ordnance outfit in Mambaling before 1 February 

1945 ? 

A It was there prior to February 1st. 

Q So there was another outfit in Mambaling besides the Sea 

Transportation, 8th Battalion, is that correct? 

A Yes, there was this Ordnance Branch Depot, and that 
was where ammunitions were kept. 

.Q And you were responsible for that outfit after 1 February, 
is that correct? 
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A Yes. 

Q As-you were responsible for all ordnance units on the 
island of Cebu, why were you not responsible for this particular 
ordnance unit prior to 1 February 1945? 

A I did not say that I was the commander of ordnance in 
Cebu; I just said I was the senior officer. 

Q As senior officer, was it your responsibility to look 
after the actions of all ordnance outfits on Cebu? 

A The staff hands down instructions to me and I am their 
adviser concerning ordnance matters, 

Q Who was the non-commissioned officer in charge of this 
ordnance outfit in Hambaling? 

A Master-Sergeant Hirata. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record.show the witness pointed 
to the Defendant Hirata. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) What was his rank on the 1st of 
February 1945? 

A He was a Technical Master-Sergeant of ordnance. 

Q Was he stationed in Ilambaling on the 30th and 31st of 

January 1945? 

A According to reports to Staff Officer Sugimoto from Hirata 
which I read, Hirata brought the two officers to the defense 
conference from Pangdan and on his way back he brought back 
ammunition on his truck. This is on the night of the 30th. 

Q Did you see Hirata on the day of the 30th, the night of 
the 30th, or any time on the 31st of January 1945? 

A I did not see him on the 31st, but I read of his outline 
of his actions through the reports. 

Q Did you see him on the 2s t of February? 
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A I met him on the eveninp of the 1st, 

Q Where did you meet him? 

A I met him at the army headquarters in Cebu City, 

Q On the evening of the 1st of February 1945? 

A Yes, 

Q Was that the first time you saw him? 

CAPTAIN GREER: I object to that question, Colonel, becaus 
the man has already testified, I believe, that he met him 
sometime in December 1944,- That was long before this, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: I don f t believe there is any testimony 
about his previous meeting -— 

COLONEL HAUSE: The witness will answer the question. 

A (By the Witness) As I mentioned before, the first time 
I met him was about the 25th of December of the year before, 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Where is Onishi now? 

A He is here, 

Q Have you seen hira? 

A I have seen him, 

Q Where is Captain Kosal:o? 

4 

A Captain Kosako died in battle on Eeyts. 

q Do you lmovr the movements of the Onishi Butai on the 

island of Cebu during the months of January and February 1945? 

\ 

LIEUTENANT GREER; I object to that question as there 
has been no foundation laid as to his knowledge of the Onishi 
Unit, excent that their headquarters was in Cebu City and 
they had a detachment in flingianilla. 

LIEUTENANT GILL; That certainly was defintoly put .into 

evidence for cross examination, 

* p , 

COLONEL HAUSE: It does not seem as though that should be 
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in part of the evidence. Rephrase the question. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Are you familiar with the location 
of the various units of the Onishi Butai on the island of Cebu 
during the months of January and February 1945? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Will the reporter read both of those 
questions? 

(Questions read,) 

A (By the witness) I do not know the details, but I will 
mention what I know. The headquarters of the Onishi Butai 
is located in Cebu. One company was in Pangdan as security 
guards. In Minglanilla there were 14 or 15 guards — 
guard detail with an NCO in charge. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Was there any unit of the Onishi 
Butai stationed in Mambaling during those months? 

A I do not know. 

Q Was there any member of the Hizoguchi Butai stationed 
in Kinglanilla during those two months? 

A No. 

Q How many Japanese troops was Major Mizoguchi reponsible 
for? 

A I do not know how many. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi 1 s unit responsible for the rations 
of the Japanese troops on the island of Cebu during those two 
months of January and February 1945? 

A I do not think he was responsible, because there was a 
supply depot in Cebu City. 

Q Were the individual units garrisoned in the various 
districts and barrios of Cebu responsible for procuring their 
own rations at that time, during the months of January and 
February 194 5? 
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A The rations were obtained from their mother unit, but 
at times vegetables were bought from neighboring markets, 

Q Then you were able to procure fresh vegetables and 
produce during the months of January and February 1945? 

A I do not know that very well. 

Q What was the general food situation of the Japanese 

troops during these two months? 

» 

A I do not know about the other units, but I will tell 
you about the Ordnance Units and the Array Headquarters, 

Q Go ahead* 

A This is about the Army Headquarters. There was enough 
rice, wheat, and canned goods to last until August, even 
if we ate a normal amount of rations. As for the Ordnance, 

I learned this through reports, after February — 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Hay it please the Commission, does the 
Commission care to recess? 

COLONEL HAUSE: As soon as we have this answer, 

A (Continued) Y/e had eno^'L rice, wheat, and canned 
goods to last up until August , even if we ace normal 
rations. 

Q October 1945? 

A Yes. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission at this time will recess 
until 1330. 

(Whereupon, the Commission recessed at 1145 Hours.) 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 

(The Commission convened pursuant to noon recess 
at 1330 hours.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will be in 

session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

all the members of the Commission are present, together 
with the Accused, Counsel for the Defense and Counsel for 
the Prosecution. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Proceed. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: At this time, I would like to 
swear in a new interpreter for these Proceedings. 

(Whereupon T/3 Yoshiyuki Motoyoshi was sworn in as 
Official Court Interpreter.) 

KIICHI KINOSHITA 

The Witness on the stand before the noon recess was 
recalled to the stand and was examined and further testi¬ 
fied as follows. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Will the Interpreter remind 
the Witness that he is still under oath. 

(Whereupon the Interpreter reminded the Witness he was 
still under oath.) 

CROSS EXAMINATION (CONT’D.) 

BY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

Q Kinoshitaj this morning you testified thero was 

plenty of food up through August or October of 1945 for 
your units, your Ordnance men and Army Headquarters, even 

if they ate normal rations, is that correct? 

A Yes, it is correct. In regards to this I would like to 
make the statement about supplementary food also. In Bantang, 
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near the ammunition depot vicinity there, the former 
commander had been running a vegotabld garden for his own 

use and also had 40 pigs, about 150 chickens and all those 
were being raised by our own units so I don't think there 
would be any deficiency in the supplementary rations also, 

Q Did the civilian populace in Cebu during the month of 

January and February, 1945, have plenty of food to eat? 

A I don't know much about the Filipino civilians in 

Cebu, but the Japanese civilians had plenty of food, oven 
more than the Army personnel. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREERs 

Q Captain Kinoshita, did American pianos tomb and 

strafe the City of Cebu in January, 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you consider it dangerous to drive in a motor¬ 
cycle or a car through the streets of Cebu City proper? 

A I think it is dongercu's evec^V dri”a-a-eundc ju City 
proper* 

< ^ * 

CA1*J?/.IN GREER: I hand you what I hope will be 
accepted as Defense Exhibit "A". This is a map of Cebu 
City and I intended to introduce it at a later date, but 
if the Captain here is able to identify it as an accurate 
portrayal of the City of Cebu, we will introduce it now. 

LIEUTEN/NT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
the Prosecution v/ill stipulate that it is an accurate mop 

of Cebu City for all practical purposes. It will not stip¬ 
ulate as to what is on the map, however. 
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COLONEL HAUSE : The ledgend.on tho B*P- is-suffi¬ 
cient to guarantee its accuracy. 

CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q It is correct, Captain? 

A I an not too familiar with it. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I hand this to the Reporter and 
ask hin to nark it for identification as Defense Exhibit 
"A", and the Prosecution will stipulate as to its authen¬ 
ticity as a city nap. 

(Whereupon the nap was so narked by the Reporter.) 
COLONEL HAUSE: There being no objection, the 
nap will be accepted into evidence as Defense Exhibit "A". 

Q Was your headquarters located in Cebu City? 

A It was located on the northern edge of Cebu City, 
near the mountains. 

Q Where was Major General Manjone's headquarters? 

A It was on the other side of the mountains fron tho 
place where the Arny Headquarters was. \ 

Q Was it in Cebu City? 

A It was in the back of the big building which v/as a 

provincial building. 

Q Was it in Cebu City? 

A Yes, within the city. 

• ✓ 

Q How long did it take you to drive fron your head¬ 
quarters to Major General Manjone's headquarters? 

INTERPRETER OGITA: Driving, you mean by automo¬ 
bile? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Yes. 

A Approximately ten minutes by automobile. 

(At this tine the Defense introduced another exhibit.) 
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LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
nr.y I ask the Defense Counsel tho purpose of this oxhibit 
at this timoT 

CAPTAIN GREERi There seems to be some confusion 

in the cross-examination about tho command function of Major 

General Manjone. In other words, although ho wa$ not the 

immediate commanded of Major Hlzoguchl,. ho was charged 

with tho responsibility of dofonding Cebu, in th® 

event the Americans landed. That is the reason that these 

conferences were held. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Do you intend to introduce 
this at this tine? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Yos, I thought this would show 
the command channel of ell of the unite, end I really 
intended to have it introduced to Major Uizoguchi; I did 
not anticipate you would bring up this question until you 
cross-oxaninod Major Mizoguchi. As long as it came up at 
this timo, I think it will elucidate or explain tho command 
channel to the members of tho Commission. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Tho Prosecution objects at this 
tine to the attempt to introduce this into tho record as 
evidence because it feels that this Witness is not suffic¬ 
iently qualified to identify nil command channels. Whereas 
Major General Kcngone, whom apparently the Defense intends 
to cell, the Commanding General should be the one to 
identify this and offer it inta evidence at that time. 

COLONEL HA USE: Ask the Witness if he understands 
this and if it is correct. 

(The Witness) 

A I am n^t very familiar with the chain of command. 
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CAPTAIN GREER: Shall I Just have hin testify 
ns to this section where he cones down to, "Ordnanco"? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Yes, then introduce it at the 
proper tine to sonoone who is fnnilior with the entire 

set up if you desire to introduce it. 

CAPTAIN GREER; Do you want to object to ny 
having hin trace the chain of connond ns far ns tho 
"Ordnance" referred to? — If it please the Comission, 

I will strike the entire lino of questioning and I will 

introduce thio at a little later date, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Granted. 

CAPTAIN GEEE^: 

Q When did the Americans land on the ‘Island of Cebu? 

A I wasn’t there. 

Q Who was to take connand of all troops on the Island 
of Cebu in the event of an American landing? 

A Major General ManJone. 

Q Now, up until the tine of that event, would all of the 

units in Cobu, not specifically Major Manjono's command, 
continue to function under this separate connpnd? 

A Yes, 

Q Captain, you have described Hircta as a technician. 

In your opinion, was he a very capable technician in ord¬ 
nanco work? 

A was a capable non-connissioned officer in the field 

of ammunitions. 
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Q VJas he over decorated by the Japanese Army fer his 

efforts in supplying ammunition? 

A I do not kne w. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no further questions. 
COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by the Commission? 
Appearing there are no further questions, the witness is 
excused. 

(V'itness excused) 
CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call 
as its next witness Major General Takco Monjone. 

TAKEO MANJOME 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows, through 
Official Court Interpreter Morisato. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q What is your name? 

A Takeo Manjone. 

Q What is your rank? 

A Major General. 

Q What was your command in January of 1945? 

A In January 1945, I was in command cf 174th Independent 
Infantry Battalion and the Onishi Unit. 

Q General Manjone, what is your unit? 

A The ?8th Infantry Brigade. 

CAPTAIN GREER: At this tine I would like to 
introduce as Exhibit B for the Defense a chart shewing 
part cf the organization of the Japanese Amy units of the 
Ieland'”of Cebu. I have endeavored tc place units that nay

cor.e tc the attention of the Commission in 'this case on 
this chart* New, Major General Manjone has never soen 
this chart before, but I think he can identify it as a 
proper command ctmncol. The point I want to emphasize 
is that it does net include all of the units. It just 
includes those that I think may be coming into this case. 

THE ‘ TTNESS: Are those units those that were 
to come under my command after March the 26th? 

Q Right. 

A There are parts cf them that were already in my 
command. 

CAPTAIN GREER: The exhibit has already been 
narked. ’'Exhibit B" and I would like to mark it in evidence. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Appearing there are no objections, 
it will be so accepted* 

(Defense Exhibit B was narked 
and received in evidence.)

I remember that Major Mizoguchi cone, because 
when he did come he brought a substitute food fer rice 
which was made out of potatoes, and he explained this 
substitute to the group*

A Nc, he made it hiriself and he experimented himself 
and he brought this product to explain tc the other peoplo.

the mountain and showing it to the peoplo, 
n why did he bring a potato from the mountain? 

A Ho introduced this potato tc the people because he 
thought that in case of a food shortage this potato could 
be eaten as a substitute, as the Mizoguchi unit had 
experimented with this potato. 

Q Were you short cf rations on the Island of Cebu during 
the months of January and February of 1945? 

A There was no rice shortage; there was some shortage 
of meat and vegetables. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi present at a meeting you hold on 
the 5th of February, 1945? 

A I do not remember clearly, but probably he was because 
he was usually present. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Nc further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 
Commission? 

MAJOR GAVIN: Yes, Colonel. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

(BY MAJOR GAVIN) 

Q General, did you hear about the deaths at Tubud on 
the 30th and 31st of January? 
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A I first hoard about it when the trial started. 

Q Do you mean just rocently? 

A Yes. 

COLONEL HAUSE: There being no further questions, 
the witness is excused.

KINZO SANUKI 

one of the Defendants, being first duly sworn,, was examined 
and testified as follows in his own behalf through Interpreter 
Morisato: DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) V/hat is your name? 

A Kinzo Sanuki# 

Q How many years were you in the Japanese Army? 

A Two years, seven months. 

Q How old are you? 

A Thirty-six years old# 

Q V/hat is your rank? 

A Leading Private# 

Q Are you married? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you have any ehildren? 

A I have five children. 

Q Where do they live? 

A They are living in Nagasaki Prefecture. 

Q Have you heard from them since Nagasaki was struck 

by the atomic bomb? 

A No, I have not heard, 

Q To which unit were you attached on January 3 , 1945? 

A I -vas in the Maritime Transportation Unit. 

Q ’What were your duties? 

A I was a guard at the junction of Ponta and Cebu otreet 

i 
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Q Is that a three-pronged road junction? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did you have that jot? 

A From the 9th of January 19*5 to the 26th of March 194 5. 

Q When were you captured? 

A 23rd of September 194 

Q Where were you captured? 

A San Fernando, Cebu island. 

Q Did you ever live in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q When was that? 

A From 26 September 1944 to 9 January 1945* 

Q Did you know any Chinese people in Mambaling? 

A Yes. * 

Q Who were they? 

A I do not know their names. 

Q What did they do? 

A They were selling bananas and whiskey. 

Q Was there a girl in that family? 

A Yes. 

Q How old was that girl? 

A She was about 20 years old, 

Q Is she Eustaquia Kho who testified here a few days ago? 

A Yes. 

Q How well did you know her? 

A I would just nod my head whenever I met her in the morning 
or night. 

Q Have you ever spoken to her? 

A No, I have not especially spoken to her. 
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Q Did you have any trouble with these Chinese people? 

A No. 

Q Do you know whether or not they were pro-Japanese? 

A Yes, they were prp-Japanese# 

Q Did you ever have any trouble there with any Japanese 
people ? 

A No. 

Q Did you have plenty to eat while you were stationed at 

Marabaling? 

A We had plenty to eat# 

Q Did you have plenty to eat while you were stationed at 
Ponta? 

A We had plenty to eat at Ponta# 

Q Did you ever go out on any food foraging expedition? 

A No. 

Q Where were you on the 30th of January 1945? 

A I was at the .junction of Ponta guardhouse, 

Q Can you tell the Commission what you did on the 30th of 
January 1945? 

A Yes, I can. 

Q Will you please tell them? 

A On the 30th of January l?' 1 5 I awoke at about 6:30 a.m# 

I ate around 7*30 and at 9*00 a.m# I relieved the guard and 
it was during 10:00 a.m. that Corporal Sato and attached 
civilian Harimoto from Ponta headquarters went through to 
buy vegetables. At about 3*00 p.ra. both of them came back 
and at 3*00 p.m. they left some potato stems and pumpkins 
at the guardhouse. 

Q How long were you on guard duty? 
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A Twenty-four hours. 

Q When did you go off guard duty then? 

A Thirty-first of January, 9*00 A,'r. 

q What did you do after 0?00 on the 31st of January 19 4 5? 

A I rested from 0900 to 1200 and from 1300 under Master 

Sergeant Nagashima’s command I dug a trench near the guardhouse. 
Q Did you leave Ponta on the 30th or January 194*?? 

A No, I did not leave ^onta on that date. 

Q Did you leave Ponta on the 31st of January 194-5? 

A No, I did not leave Ponta on the 31st. 

Q Did you see Eustaquia Kho, the Chinese girl from the 
'banana store, on either of those days? 

A No, I did not. 

Q v/ere you living in Marabaling or at Ponta at that time? 

A At Ponta junction. 

q Did you go to Mambaling on either of those two days? 

A No, 1 did not. 

Q Did you ever go to Tubud, which is a part of Minglanilla? 

A No, I have not. 

q vYas the Accused Katsuta also on guard with you at the 
% 

same time? 

A Yes. 

q Did he go anywhere on those days, to the best of your 
knowledge? 

A He did not go anywhere. 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi on the 31st of January 19 4 5? 

A Yes, I saw him. 
q Where did you see him? 

A On the 31st of January at around 6:30 a.m, he passed in 
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front of the guardhouse in an automobile with three Spanish 
girls. 

Q Will you desoribe the uniform or uniforms that you wore 
on those days, the 30 th and the 31 st? 

A Do you mean the color, sir? 

Q Yes. 

A They were lighter than these (pointing to his fatigue 
clothes). 

Q Were they green? 

A Light green. 

Q Did the uniform have long pants or short pants? 

A From 0900 30 January to 0900 31 January I wore long 

trousers and long sleeved shirt. 

Q Then did you change your uniform? 

A Yes. 

Q What uniform did you then put on? 

A I changed into shorts and half-sleeved shirt. 

Q ’What color were they? 

A Same color. 

Q What type rifle did you carry? 

A A type .44 carbine.

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Q Is the bayonet on that weapon removable? 

A No, It cannot be removed. 

Q Did you carry a sword. 

A No. 

Q Can you describe for the Commission the way in 
which certain witnesses identified you at the Prisoner of 
r, ar Camp in Leyte? 

A At the Leyte Prisoner of War Camp, I think it was 
the 10th of November at around 2 P. M. All members of 

the Mizoguchi Unit were assembled in one spot. Thirty- 
two members gathered and Major Mizoguchi made us lino up 
in two separate ranks and ho told us, "All those who 
were in Mambaling, step forward." Aoki and I stepped for¬ 
ward. An American officer and a Chinese girl were there 

when we stepped out and the Chinese girl pointed at me 
from the side. She looked around and that was all. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi give a command something like 
this, "All soldiers who have ever lived in Mamba.ling, step 
forward"? 

A No, he told us that anyone who was ever in Mambaling 
to step forward. 

Q Did you ever have a khaki uniform either coat or 
trousers? 

A No, I did not have a khaki uniform. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 
COLONEL HAUSE: Examination by the Prosecution. 

CROSS EXAMINATION

Q Where is Ponte? Show me on the map where it is near.

A They were very friendly when we would meet then 
along the road, they would nod their heads, and when we 
would go in to buy bananas and whiskey, they would be 
very friendly toward us and also we would visit then. 

Q Where did you visit them? 

A Tho Japanese soldiers always visited their store. 

Q Then, you consider anybody pro-Japanese that smiles 

at you and nods their head and is nice to you when‘you buy 
things, is that correct? 
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A I believe it that way. 

Q On tho 29th of January, 194-5, what wore you doing? 

A I was off duty on the 29th of January. 

Q What c\id you do? 

A I was off duty from guard duty so fron 1300 I dug 

trenches, as usual, 

Q Did you dig trenches on every day that you were 
off guard duty? 

A Yes, I dug trenches whenever I was off duty fron 
guard duty. 

Q Were there r.any trenches around Ponta? 

A We dug then ourselves after we went there. 

Q Were there a lot there on the 30th of January? 

A There were three. 

Q Thero were three trenches? 

A Yes. 

Q How long were the trenches? 

A One was three neters, 

Q How wide? 

A Width, one netor. 

Q How many men were stationed at Ponta? 

A There were 12. 

Q V/hen did you go to Ponta? 

A The ninth of January. 

Q It took you 21 days or throe weeks to dig three 
trenches? 

A It took pore than three weeks. 

Q You stated that :>n the 31st, you saw Major Mizoguchi 
pass Ponta in a car with three Spanish girls, is that 
correct? 

A Yes, that is the truth. 
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<3 E&dr you, know : ;thoD? 

A I did not know they wore Spanish at that time, but I 
heard from others that they were Spanish* 

Q Who told you they were Spanish^ 

A Superior Private Kcneko told ne about this. He is a 

person who relieves ne on guard duty, 

% 

Q When did ho tell you thatt 
A On that day, he spoke to ne about it, 

Q Was he on guard duty at the tine that the Major 

passed you? 

A He .was quartered very close to the guard house and 
he was visiting ne at that tine, 

Q Would you recognize these people if you sow then 
again? 

A That was the first tine I had seen then so I cannot 
state definitely, 

Q How old was the oldest girl? 

A I believe around 17 or 18, 

Q How old was the youngest girl? 

A About 15 or 16, 

Q Then there were three Spanish girls between the ages 

of 15 and 18 in the car with Major Mizoguchi, is that 
correct? 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would like to make an objec¬ 
tion here, Colonel, at this tine. I let my mind wonder a 
second. I was not under the impression that that was what 
the Witness had testified to. 
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COLONEL HAUSE: Will the Reporter rend bnck the 

answers to those last two questions? 

CAPTAIN GREER » {, I think he is • only* tnIking about 
the ages of two Spanish girls, so there is another — 

COLONEL HAUSE: He asked about the oldest and 
the youngest and ho mentioned three. Please rend the 
questions again. 

(Questions and answers road.) 


COLONEL HAUSE: That is a trivial objecti n and 
wasted a lot of tine. Will the Prosecution continue? 

(By the Witness.) 

A The other‘person appeared to be their parent and she 
was approximately 40. years old. 

BY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

Q Have you discussed this case at great length with 
Major Mizoguchi and the other Defendants? 

A No, I did not. 

Q Did the Defense Counsel, Captain Greer, give you a 
Japanese list of questions and answers that he was going 
to ask you here today and go over that list with you and 
the other Defendants? 


A No. 


Q Did you have any questions and answers concerning the 
testimony you have given today handed you and read to you 
by the Defense Counsel? 

A I have the papers, but I do not understand English. 

Q Have you had it translated into Japanese for you by 

anyone? 

A I had the interpreter translate to me once. 


Q Did you go over that testimony with the other Defen¬ 
dants?

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Q Then you have never discussed this case with nny of 
the other Defendants, is that correct? 

CAPTAIN GREER: I object. Ho didn't soy thnt. 
He said ho didn't go over those particular questions with 
the other Defendants.

(Question read.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Witness will answer tho

A That was the only tine. I have not spoken with any 
of the others. 

Q Did you ever kill civilian Chinese? 

A No. 

Q Did you 6ver participate in the rape of any Chinese 
wonen? 

A No. 

Q On the 30th of January, 1945, did you believe the • 
Japanese would win the war against tho United States? 

A Yes, I thought the Japanese would win until around 
the 30th of January. 

Q What were you doing cn the 15 th of January, 1945? 

A I do not renenbor exactly what I was doing on that 

day, but that was r.y day off also and I believe I was 
digging a trench. 
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What wore you doing on the 18th of January? 

A I wna on guard duty on the l8th. 

Q ’That tine did you go on guard,', duty? 

A I wc<nt on duty 0900 of the l8t.h up until 0900 of tho 
19th. 

Z Did anything unusual happen on your t~ur of duty 
between the 18th and the 19th? 

A There was not anything unusual. 

r : What was unusur.l about the 30th tha^t you ronenber so 

vividly? 

A It was tho first tine that we sow Major Kizoguchi 

with wonon on his car so I ronenber the 33»st well. We 

all laughed^about it. 

9 In which direction was Major J’izoguchi going? 

A He was headed toward the Ponta Headquarters• 

Q Is thnt on tho road to Mir.iglanilla? 

A No, it was at the foot of tho nountnins of Ponta. 

Z What tine of day was this? 

A Morning; 6 : 30 . 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Six-thirty in the rorning? 

No further questions. 

COLONEL HA USE: Are there any questions by the 
Commission? 

MAJOR GAVIN: Yes. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission*, will take a ten- 
ninute recess. 

(Short recess.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session* 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
the members are present, together with the Accused, Counsel 
for the Defense, and Counsel for the Prosecution. 

7/ill the interpreter remind the witness that he 
is still under oath. 

(Whereupon, the interpreter reminded the witness 
that he was still under oath.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: Does the Defense have any further 

questions? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Yes, sir. 

COLONEL HAUSE: You may proceed. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION

n Is there a hospital near Ponta? 

A Yes, in Ponta. 

Q Whore was it set up? 

A It was at a place about 50 or 60 meters away from 
the Ponta headquarters. 

0 During all of the time that we were preparing this 
case, did I ever permit you or any of the other Accused 
to discuss questions of fact concerning the case? 

A No, you did not permit us. 

Q Did you go on guard on the odd cr the even days of 

the month? 

A In January it was on the even days, 2,'4, 6, 8, 10, and. 
so forth, 

Q And then you were off guard duty on the odd days, 
is that correct? 
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A Yes. 

^ CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

(BY MAJOR GAVIN) 

Q Do you know what an American carbine looks like? 

A Nc. 

Q When did the deaths of Tubud first come to your 
attention? 

A I hoard from an American officer when I was at the 
POW camp in Leyte. 

Q You never heard of the deaths while you wore down 
the coast of Cebu City? 

A No, I have never heard. 

Q Waild the deaths of 30 people be a regular occasion 
cr something unusual? 

A It is an unusual occasion. 

Q During the month of November 1944, what were your 
guard dates, odd or oven? 

A In November, I was an orderly for Major Mizcguchi. 

Q Did you hear of any fires in Tubud? 

A No. 

Q How far away were you from Tubud on January 31st? 

A I do not know the distance. 

Q Hew far from Minglanilla were you? 

A I do not know that also. 

Q Approximately. 

A I cannot even estimate because I do not know. 

COLONEL HAUSE: What don't you know? You don't 
know the distance, you can't estimate the distance, or you 
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don't know where the town is? 


A I do not know where Minglanilla is. 

(BY COLpNEt.HAUSE) •' 

Q Did you hear anything about houses being burned down,’ 
down in that neighborhood? 

A No. 

Q You never saw any light in the sky at night? 

A No. 

Q That was on the 30th and 31st of January? 

A No, I did not seo. 

COLONEL HAUSE: No further questions. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would like to have him point 
out which one of the weapons referred to on page 90 of 
Technical MnntiAl E30-480, dated 1 October 1944, published 
by the War Department, United States of America, with 
which he was armed. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Can you identify the weapon 

v;ith which you were armed 6n this page (showing the book 
to the witness)? 

A This one. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Pointing to Model 44 (1911) 6.5 
millimeter, cavalry carbine showing bayonet folded and open. 
No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Witness excused. 

(Witness excused) 

CAPTAIN GREF.R: I would like to call the Accused, 
Katsuta, to testify on his own behalf. 

For the purposes of the record, all those men 
have had their rights explained to them and they have 
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elected to take the stand. 

COLONEL HAUSE; Proceed. 

TAKICHI KATSUTA 

first being duly sworn, was examined and testified in his 
own behalf as follows, through Interpreter Ogitas 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q What is your nano? 

A Tokichi Katsut^a. 

0 How old are yoill? 

A I am 30 years old. 

Q What is your rank? 

A Leading Private. 

Q Hew long have you boon in the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Three years. 

r : To what organization wore you attached? 

A The Eighth Maritime Transport Battalion. 

Q When did you arrive in Cebu? 

/ 

A 31st of July, 1944. 

0 When were you stationed at Marabaling? 

A 26 September 1944 until 9 January 1945* 

'j Whore did you go on the 9th cf January, 1945? 

A I v/ent to the junction at the entrance of Ponta. 
r . What were your duties at Ponta? 

A Guard duty. 

9 Is that the three-pronged junction? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did you remain on that guard duty? 

A From 9 January until 26 March. 
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Q V/hy did you leave on the 26 th of March? 

A The Americans had landed, so we took our positions. 

Q Did you leave Ponta after January, 194-5? 

A Up until March 26, 194-5, I was in Ponta. Around tho 
middle of Pobrua.ry I went to Marabaling for a haircut. 

Q Is that tho only time you went to Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi ever come to Ponta? 

A Yes. ' < 

Q Did he come to confer with his subordinates on January 
31, 1945? 

A Yes, he cane. 

Q Did he have any women with him on that occasion? 

A Yes. 

Q What were you doing when Major Mizoguchi arrived in 
Ponta? 

A I was standing guard at the junction. 

Q V/hy do you say that v/as the 31st of January, 1945? 

A I was on duty on the even days, and on the 30th thoro 
v/as a security conference in Cebu and on tho following 
day Major Mizoguchi always came to confer with subordinates. 

Q In other words, every time they held a security con¬ 
ference in Cebu, tho Major would come the next day to explain 
how the fortications were to bo made? Is that correct? 

A Yes, that is correct. 

Q Was Sanuki attached to that Ponta Guard Unit during 
that same period? 

A • Yes, ho was in charge of the unit. 









Q Was he on duty when Major Mizoguchi arrived on the 
morning of the 31st of January 1945? 

A He was at the guard house where the men stayed and 
rested between rotations. 

Q Did he have charge of the guards? 

A Yes, he was in charge. 

Q Did he go after the Japanese soldiers when it was 
time for them to come on duty? 

A The Japanese soldiers who are to relieve the men are 
at that place. 

Q Was Sanuki at Ponta on January 30» as far as you know? 
A Yes. 

Q Did you go on guard together at 9 o'clock of the 
morning of the 30th of January, 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q When did you come off guard duty? 

A Nine o'clock in the morning of the 31st. 

Q Did you hear any of the soldiers talking about 

three women being with Major Mizoguchi that morning? 

A Yes, I saw it. 

Q What did they soy? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: If it please the Commission 
the Witness just said ho saw these women, so why ask him 
what anybody else told him. He testified to his best 
knowledge that he saw these witnesses. I can't see the 
reason for the repetition of these questions anyway. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Will you read the question that 
was objected to? 

(Record read.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: Your objection is what? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: I don't see the point in the 
extra question. He has already testified that hfe' S nctually 
saw them. The Defense Counsel is asking for hearsay testi¬ 
mony to support these facts. 

COLONEL HAUSE: I would like to caution the 
Defense that we would like to stick to facts that pertain 
directly to this Charge and Specifications, and minor 
immaterial matters we don’t want to be bothered with. Wo 
have major problems. We want to find out whether the 
Accused are guilty or innocent. We want to get to it 
without so many irrelevant facts entering into the 
case. 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Did any of the men make any remark about the throe 

women being with Major Mizoguchi that morning? 

A Yes, they were saying that the commander wont to 

* 

Ponta with three women. 

Q Did they describe the women? 

A They just said that women were on the car. 

Q Have you over been to Minglanilln? 

A No, I have never been there. 

Q Do you know anything about Minglnnilla. from the 
Chinese — strike that. Did you know anything about 
the killihg of some Chinese in Minglanilla on 
January 30 and 31 of 1945? 

A I don't know anything about it. 

Q Do you know the Chinese girl wh^ testified in this 
case, Eustaquia Kho? 
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A Yes, I know her. 

Q Was she friendly with the Japanese soldiers? 

A Yes, she was friendly. 

Q How well did you know her? 

A I saw her all the time; in the morning and in the 
evening. 

Q Did you see her after you left Mambaling 
on the 9th of January, 1945? 

A I haven ; t seen her until we were in the prisoner of 
war camp in Leyte. 

Q Can you speak Chinese? 


Can you speak any of the dialects of the Chinese lang¬ 


uage? 


C~n you speak English? 


Spanish? 


Q Did you ever talk with this girl? 

A . No, I haven’t especially talked with her. 

Q What do you mean you haven't "Especially talked to her"? 
A I haven’t talked to her but I have exchanged greetings 

✓ 

such as, "Good morning" — salutations. 

Q Did you ever get drunk in the banana shop in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q What kind of rifle did you carry? 

A I had Type 44 caliber carbine. 
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Q I hand the Witness Technicnl Manual TM-E-30-480, dated 
1 October 1944 by the Yfcr Department, United States of 
America, nnd refer tn Page 190 of this locument. I ask 
you to point rut which of those weapons you carried os 
your normal weapon? 

A (The Witness pointed to Figure 172, Model 44,"19H, 

65 MM Cavalry Corbine,,showing bayonet folded and open.) 

Q Con the bayonet be removed from that rifle? 

A No, it cannot be. 

Q Did you ever stalk through the streets of Mambaling 
with blood on your trousers? 

A No, never. 

Q What kind of uniform did you wear on the 30th of 
January, 1945? 

A It was green, a little lighter than the one I am 
wearing now. 

Q Did it have long sleeves or short sleeves. 

A During the daytime I w*s wearing the half sleeve. 

Q Were the trousers long or short.

A I was wearing long trousers. 

Q Did you wear loggings? 

A No. 

Q Did you over have a skin disease?

A Yes, I had some on my leg. 

Q You didn’t wear leggings? 

A Yes. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no further questions. 
COLONEL H/USE: Questions by the Prosecution? 
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CROSS EXAMINATION

Q What language did you use to greet Eustaqula Kho with? 

A I said, "Good Morning" in Japanese. 

Q Did she answer you in Japanese? 

A She Just nodded her head. 

Q Did you know that Eustaqula Kho spoke Japanese? 

A I do not know. 

Q Do you speak Visayan or Tagalog? 

A No. 
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0 Pc- you remember Eustaquia Kho testifying th~t sho 
saw you return frr v. Hingl nilla. with bleed on your 
trousers and m your bayonet?

9 (By Lieutenant Gill) Did you know this nan (pointing 
to Defendant, Hirata) in Hambaling? 

A No. 

Q '/hen did you first see him?

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A At the PO’" Camp in Leyte. 

r Do you know what a Juez d.e Cochillr. is? 

A I do not know what that means, 

C Hew do you happen to know thc.t Major Mizoguchi at¬ 
tended r. security conference on the 30th of January, 1945? 

A There was always a meeting on the 30th. 

" How dkl you know that? 

A Mootings were, hold every month on the 5th, 10th, 15th, 
20 th, 25 th, and 30 th. 

9 How did you know that? 

i» I was taught that meetings were held on those days. 

Q v -ho taught you that? 

A I heard that meetings were held in Cebu around that 
time. 

COLONEL HAUSE: V'ould. you let me know when you 
have a breaking point? 

LISUTENiAT GILL: I can stop right now if you

COLOPEL HAUSE: The Commission will adjourn 
until 0830 tomorrow morning in the sane place.

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PROCEEDINGS 

The Commission convened at 0830 hours, 14 March 

194-6, at Court No* 2-A, High Commissioner's Residence, 
Manila, P. I. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
all the members of the Commission are present, with the 
exception of Colonel Boykin} the Accused and Counsel for 
the Defense, and Counsel for the Prosecution are present. 
COLONEL HAUSE: You may proceed, 

Takichi ICatsuta, the Accused on the stand at the 
time of recess, resumed the stand and was further examined 
and testified as follows, through Interpreter Iwanaga: 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Will you remind the witness 
he is still under oath. 

(Whereupon the interpreter reminded the witness 
he was still under oath.) 

CROSS-EXAMINATION (CONTINUED) 

,$BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q Did you know any Japanese who were members of the 
Onishi Butai? 

A . I do not know. 

^ Have you ever heard of Minglanilla? 

A I have heard the name. 

Had you heard the name on the 30th of January, 1945? 

A No. 

Q Had you heard the name, Tubud, on the 30th of January, 
1945? 

A No, I did not. 
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<i When did you join the Mizoguchi Futai? 

A On July 19, 1944. 

Q Did you join them in Cebu? 

A No, I joined here in Manila. 

Q When did you go to Cebu? 

A July 31, 1944. 

Q Where were you stationed when you first went to Cebu? 
A In Cebu City near the pier. 

Q V/hen did you move to Mambaling? 

A 26th of September, 1944. 

Q What were your principal duties between September 26, 

1944 and the 1st of January, 1945? 

A Until November 15, 1944, I was the orderly for 
Takahashi. On November 16th I quit the orderly and came 
under the command of Master Sergeant Nagashima, and from 
the 17th of November, 1944, I took up my guard duty. 

Q Did you continue to guard until the 1st of January, 
1945? 

A I continued my guard duty until March 26th, 0900, 
1945. 

Q Who is Takahashi? 

A He was planning for shipping transportation. 

Q What was his connection with the Mizoguchi Butai? 

A He was officer of the Mizoguchi unit. 

Q Was he an aide or staff member of the Mizoguchi 

outfit? 

A I do not know that very well. 

Q While you were his orderly, did he spend a great 
time in the headquarters of Mizoguchi? 








* 


A Yes, he did, 

Q Was he the Chief of Staff or Adjutant of Mizoguchi 
in Mambaling? 

A I think he was something like an Adjutant. 

Q Between the 26th of September, 194-4, and the 30th 
of January, 1945# did you go outside of the city limits 
of Ceba or Mambaling at any time? 

A About the middle of February I went out to Mambaling 
to get a haircut. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Will the Reporter read the 
last question again, 

(Whereupon, the Reporter read the last question 
and the interpreter put the question again to the witness.) 
A No, I did not go to Cebu and I did not go to Mambaling 
until February. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
apparently the witness did not understand the question. 

I will rephrase it for the interpreter. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Between these two dates, 26th 
of September, 1944, and the 30th of January, 1945, did 
you ever at any time go beyond the city limits of Cebu 
or beyond the city limits of Mambaling in any direction 
on the highway? 

A I never went outside of the city limits of Cebu in* 
that period. However, I did go outside of the city of 
Mambaling because I was at Ponta. 

Q Did you leave Mambaling to take up your guard duties 
at Ponta? 

A Yes, because I went to pull guard duty at the entrance 


of Ponta. 



Q And did you return at the end of that guard duty 
to Mambaling? 

A No, I was in Ponta until March 26th. 

Q What did you do on the 15th of January, 1945? 

A I was off duty from guard that day, 

Q Did you ever go outside the city of Ponta or 
Mambaling on any patrols for any purpose? 

A No, I did not. 

Q Did ynu see any American air activity in December 
of 1944? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you notice any air activity in January of 1945? 
A Yes, there were air raids continuously, 

Q Was there air activity in February of 1945 ? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see or hear of any guerilla activity on 
Cebu during the months of January and February, 194 5? 

A I have never seen or heard. 
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Q Did you ever see or hear of guerrilla activities on 
the Island of Cebu at any time? 

A I heard of guerrilla activities at the Sanction of 
Ponta two or three days before I went to do guard duty 
there. 

Q What was done to combat the guerrilla activities in 
Cebu? 

A I never took part in those things so I do not know, 

Q Did you ever hear of any guerrilla activities in the 

TIambaling area? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN GREFR: May it please the Commission, I 
am not going to object, I will sit here and listen all day, 
but I fail to see the pertinence of this line of question¬ 
ing. 

COLONEL HAUSE: What is the Intent of the ques¬ 
tion? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: The Witness has testified that 
he has never heard of Minglanilla, Tubud, and he never 
heard of guerrilla activity at any time in this area. As 
the matter is a matter of general knowledge in the commu¬ 
nity, then it will cast doubt upon the credibility of 
this Witness. That has been the purpose of this testimony 
at the present time. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Has there been any proof that 
these people were guerrillas at Tubud, or that was a 
guerrilla affair? I understand that it was just the 
massacre of some innocent people and had nothing to do 
with the guerrillas. 
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LIEUTENANT GILL: There has been some testimony 
to the effect that the Jaoenr.se asked questions concern¬ 
ing guerrilla activities. 

CCLCNFL HAUSE: Stick more to your subject tb*n 
— to what we have before us. 

BY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

Q Katsuta, do you know why the Chinese people on Cebu 
were persecuted by the Japanese? 

CAFTAIN GREER: I object to that question, 

Colonel, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection overruled. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Colonel, would you like to 
hear ny reason for the objection? 

COLONEL HAUSE: No, I don*t need any reason. 

The question is a fair question and at this time an 
objection would seem to be out of order. I assume you 
8rc objecting on the question that was asked. We don*t 
want to be interrupted unless it is a point well taken. 
BY LIFITENANT GILL: 

Q What was the answer? 

THE WITNESS: 

A I do not know, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions, 

CCLONFL HAUSE: I would like that last question

CAPTAIN GRFER: I would like to take exception 
to the ruling of the Commissi or on my objection to 
point as a matter of record.

I don't believe it 5s necessary at any time for either 
Counsel to take exception to the Commission's ruling, 
as these records are subject to two reviews before final

COLOm HAUSE* Correct, 

BY LIEUTENANT GILL: 

Q Katsuta, did you mean you do not know why the Chinese 
were persecuted, or that you did not know that were per¬ 
secuted? 

A I have never seen them persecuted* 

LIEUTENANT GILL* No further questions. 

COLONEL TTAUSEs Are there any further questions? 
CAPTAIN GREER* No questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE* Are there any questions by 
the Commission? There being no further questions, the 
V/itness is excused, 

0 (fitness excused.) 

CAPTAIN GPEER: The next member of the Accused 
to take the stand will be Seiroku Yoshioka, 

SEIROKU YOSHIOKA 

called as a Witness on behalf of the Defense, having first 
been duly sworn was examined and testified as follows 
through Official Court Interpreter:

BY CAPTAIN GREER:

Q What is your name? 

A Seiroku Yoshioka, 

/ 
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Q How old are you? 

A Thirty-three years old, 

Q How long have you been in the Imperial Japanese 
Army? 

A About four years, 

Q To which branch do you belong? 

A Maritime Transport Battalion, • 

Q Were you a member of that battalion on the 30th and 
31st of January, 1945? 

A Yes, 

Q Did you live in Mambaling? 

A Yes, 

Q Have you ever been to Minglanill?? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever been to Tubud? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any Chinese in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know them? 

A They were in business. 

Q How well did you know these Chinese in Mambaling? 

A I have been to their banana store and I have also 
purchased from them. 

Q Did you know a Chinese girl in that banana store? 

A Yes. 

« 

Q Do you know her name? 

A No, I do not know her name, 

Q Is she the same Chinese girl who testified in this 
case last week? 
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A Yes* 

Q How did you become acquainted with her? 

A She was,very friendly with Sergeant Takimoto; that 

is how I know her, 

Q Where was Sergeant Takimoto stationed? 

A Until January 9, 194-5, he was in Mambaling, but 
after that, he went to Cebu, 

Q Did this girl ever visit Sergeant Takimoto in his 
quarters In Mambaling? 

A Yes, 

Q Was Sergeant Takimoto in love with this girl? 

A Yes, 

Q Did you ever see this girl come to Sergeant Taki¬ 
moto’s quarters? 

A Yes. 

Q How many times? 

A I have seen her about three times, 

Q Have you seen her three times in his quarters? 

A Yes, 

Q How can you be positive that this girl was in 
Sergeant Takimoto’s quarters two or three times? 

A Sergeant Takimoto and I were living in the same 
room. When the girl cane in, I went outside, 

I 

Q Did you go outside each time she came to visit 
Sergeant Takimoto? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did she usually stay? 

A Prom about 40 minutes to approximately one hour, 

Q Did this girl come to see Sergeant Takimoto in 

Cebu City? 
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A Yes. 

Q Did Sergeant Takinoto try to make arrangements to 

have her moved from Monbaling to Cebu City when your 
headquarters moved from Monbaling to Cebu City? 

A The girl wanted to go to Cebu City when Sergeant 
Takinoto was transferred there, but Major Mizoguchi did 
not permit this. 

Q V/hat preparations had she made to move to Cebu City? 
A She even packed her clothes and she tried to leave 
alone. 

Q Could Sergeant Takinoto speak Chinese? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know any Chinese people in Cebu City? 

A No. 

Q Hew long did you live in Monbaling? 

A From September 26, 1944, until January 9* 1945; on 

the tenth of January we moved to Cebu City. 

Q What were your duties in the Maritime Transpor 
Battalion in Mambaling and in Cebu City? 

A Office work, 

Q Did you ever go on any patrol? 

A No. 

Q What did you do on January 30 and 31st cf 1945? 

A On January 30th and 31st of 1945* I was in Cebu 

making up a document for the month of January, concerning 
all the details of the Maritime Transport: Battalion. 

Q Was that an inventory report for the Battalion’s 
activities in the month of January? 

A Yes. 
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Q Did you live in Cebu City at any tine on either 
January 30th or 31st 1945? 

A Never, 

Q Do you know anything about tho killing of sene 
Chinese at Tubud on January 30th and 31st, 1945 ? 

A Yes, 

Q Where did you first learn about it? 

A Around November 10, 1945* at the POW Canp on Leyte, 

I first heard from an American officer when we were 
being interrogated, 

Q Who told you about it? 

A An American officer, 

Q Had you ever heard about this affair before you were 
told about it at the Leyte PCW Canp? 

A No, 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi at his headquarters in 

Cebu City on the 30 th of January? 

0 

A Yes, I sow hin, 

Q What tine of day did you see hin? 

A In the morning; I saw hin about 7:30 and also I saw 
hin about 11 : 30 . 

Q Did the Major stay in his office that morning? 

A The morning around 8 o'clock he went to the defense 
headquarters for a Security conference. 
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Q Y/hat time did he return to the office? 

A He came bad: around eleven o'clock in the morning, 

Q Did he usually return from the security conferences 

around that same time? 

A Some time he comes back earlier but on that day he 
came back around eleven o'clock, 

Q Did the major stay in his office after eleven o'clock 
that morning? 

A He was in his office for a while after eleven o'clock; 
then he went back to his quarters for lunch. He said that he . 
was going to the Army Headquarters in the afternoon, 

Q Did you see the major again on that day? 

A Yes, around 2 j 30 in the afternoon I saw him leaving for 

the Army Headquarters, 

Q Did you happen to see him return from the Army Headquarters? 
A ’ Yes, I saw him, 

Q Do you recall what time that was? 

A I think it was around 1500• 

Q Did you see the major on the following day, the 31st of 

January 1945? 

A Yes, I saw him, 

Q Do you know where he was going? 

A He went to Ponta to transmit the details of the defense 
conference, I have a correction on the time he came back 
from the Army Headquarters the day before. He came back around 
five o'clock, 

CAPTAIN GREERj Change that from 15C0 to 1700, 

Q (By Captain Greer) You say that he went to Ponta to 
transmit the information he received from the security 
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conference the day before. What time did he leave for Ponta? 
A He left around six o'clock in the morning, 

Q How did he travel? 

A He left by automobile with three women and one soldier 

who was on the look-out for air-raids. There were about 
five or six on the automobile. 

LIEUTENANT GILL* If it please the Commission, may I 
have the answer read back? 

COLONEL HAUSE* We will take a ten-minute recess. 

(Short recess,) 

COLONEL HAUSE* The Commission is in session. Let the 
record show that during the intermission the Commission moved 
from Court Room 2-A to Court Number 1 due to the noise, 
LIEUTENANT GILL* May it please the Commission, all 
the members of the Commission are present, together with 
the Accused, Counsel for the Defense and Counsel for the 
Prosecution. 

CAPTAIN GREER* Will the reporter read the last question 
and answer? 

(Record read.) 

Q (By Captain Greer) Was it light at that time? 

A Yes, it was light. 

Q Had the sun already risen? 

A Just before the sun came up, 

Q Was it customary for Major Mizoguchi to pass on the 
information that he received at the security conferences to 
his subordinates on the following day? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you recall at what time he returned to Cebu City 
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on the 31st of January 1945? 

A came back around 5:30 in the afternoon. 

Q Did you see the major after that? 

A Around six o'clock I finished the preparation of the 
inventory for the month of January so I took it to Major 
Mizoguchi, 

Q Will you explain what the monthly report is? 

A This report is a compilation of detailed matters pertaining 

to transportation of our Maritime Transportation Battalion, 

It covers a period from the 1st of January until the 31st 
and such inventory must be submitted to Major Mizoguchi every 
month at the end of the month, 

Q Did you always submit that report on the final day of the 
month, or did you sometimes submit it on the first day of the 
following month? 

A It is always finished by the end of the month and it is 
always submitted to Major Mizoguchi on the last day of the month 
CAPTAIN GREER: I will ask the Witness to stand and have 
the right side of his face turned so that each member of the 
Commission can see the very noted depression on the man's 
right rear jaw, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Now, Yoshioka, how long have you had 
that facial disfigurement? 

A When I was five years old, due to infection of the teeth, 

I had an operation, 

CAPTAIN GREER? 1 have no other questions, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Prosecution? 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Owens) What day of what month did 
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Eustaquia Kho first visit Sergeant Takimoto in his quarters? 


A I do not know the date? 

Q ’.7hat day of what month did Eustaquia Kho visit Sergeant 
Takimoto in his quarters for the second time? 

A I forgot that day; I remember the third time. 

Q V/hat day of what month was the third time? 

A It was on the 1st or 5th of January 1945* 

Q What time of day was the first visit made? 

A It was around four or five o'clock in the afternoon# 

Q Arid the second visit, what time of day? 

A That too was around four or five o'clock in the afternoon# 
Q And the third visit? 

A I think it.was around six o'clock in the afternoon. 

Q Can you recall a fourth visit? 

A I do not remember a fourth one. 

Q Do you know that the reason Eustaquia Kho visited 
Sergeant Takimoto was because she had been threatened with 
the claim that her brother would be turned over to the Kempei 


Tai? 

A That is not the reason. That girl and Sergeant

were very friendly since September of 1944, 

Q How do you know that they were friendly? 

A Sergeant Takimoto and I were sleeping together. 


Takimoto 
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Q I repeat my question. How do you know that they 
were friendly? 

A Like I said, Sergeant Takimoto and I were sleeping 
in the same room and two or three times this girl came 
over to visit hia, and they were very friendly, and each 
time I left the room I know that they were together, 

Q Can you recall the conversation that took place 
between Eustaquia and the sergeant before you left the 
room on these occasions? 

A I didn't hear any conversation because as soon as 
she came in I left the room, 

Q How do you know that Eustaquia came to Cebu City 
to visit-the sergeant? 

A I know because ifchen I was working in the office, 
she came to look for him, 

Q What day of what month? 

A I think it was in the early part of February, 

Q Did she tell you why she had come to see him? 

A No. 

Q You have testified that Eustaquia wanted to move 
to Cebu City, How do you know that? 

A When Sergeant Takimoto was leaving he told me that 
the girl wanted to move, too, 

Q Have you any other reason for believing that 
Eustaquia wanted to move to Cebu City? 

A Sergeant Takimoto told me, but I do not know any 
other reasons, 

Q Do you think that whatever God you believe in would 
approve of your testimony when you said, under oath, that 
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Eustaquia Kho wanted to move to Cebu City v/hen the 
only reason you have for even thinking such a thing 
was what you heard from another individual? 

A Because Sergeant Takimoto said that the girl wanted 
to leave with him on that day; I testified to that. 

Q You have testified that Eustaquia packed her 
clothes. What reason have you for making that statement? 
A Sergeant Takimoto told me on that day. 

Have you any other reason for believing that Eusta¬ 
quia packed her clothes? 

A No. 

Q Do you know whether or not the Sergeant asked 

Eustaquia to marry him? 

A I dp not know whether he asked her or not, but 
Sergeant Takimoto told me that she told him that she 
will marry him, that she wanted to marry him. 

>2 Did Sergeant Takimoto tell you whether or not 

he wanted to marry her? 

A No, he did not say he wanted to marry her, 

Q Did he tell you why he did not marry her when she, 
according to him, wanted to marry him? 

A I dc not know about that. 

'■ii ’./here is Sergeant Takimoto now? 

A He died. 

Q Did you see him die? 

A I did not see him die, but around the 25th of 

February, 1945, he died at the positions, 

Q And the first time that Eustaquia visited him in 
the Sergeant's headquarters, where did you go after 
you left? 

« 
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A I went outside and went a little ways from the house. 

Q Hov; long did you stay away from the house? 

A I was about 10 meters away from the house, and I was 

outside from 40 minutes to 1 hour. At any rate, I always 
stayed out until the girl left the house, 

Q What did you do during that time? 

A Nothing, 

Q How many entrances were there to the house? 

A There are two. 

Q Was Takimoto's quarters on the first or second floor? 
A On the second floor. 

Q Could a person leave those quarters by either the 
front or rear entrance without your knowing it if you were 
stationed in front of the house? 

A Yes, it is possible that I would not know. 

Q And the second time that Eustaquia visited, where 

were you during the time of her visit? 

A I was v/ith Sergeant Takimoto. 

Q During the entire length of the visit? 

A When the girl* came in I always went out. 

Q Where did you go when you went out? 

A Phfc first and second times I went to the office, 

which is close by, 20 or 30 meters away. 

<5 What did you do in the office? 

A I worked, I wrote documents. 

Q Did you do the same thing at the time of the first 
visit? 

AA Yes. 

Q On the third visit, when she arrived at the quarters, 

what did you do? 

A I went and loafed outside. 
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Q Where did you loaf? 

A The girl's house was right next door to the house 
where we stayed. She always entered fron the back stair¬ 
way and when she cane, I went outside and I was about 10 
neters away fr^n the house on the other side. 

Q Do you mean you v/orc in front or cn one side of the 
house where Sergeant Taklnoto's quarters were? 

A There is a rowd in front of the house and thore 
was a ro'? of •v.fcssV’ on the otfier ‘ side*^ the road. I went 
on that side. 

Q You went across the street that runs in front of 
Sergeant Taklnoto's quarters, is that right? 

A No, I did not cross the street. 

Q Did you go into a building during that tine, or did 
you just stay in the street during the t'ne that this 
visit was going on.? 

A I was on the road. 

Q You have said that Eustaquia entered by the rear 
entrance to Sergeant Taklnoto's quarters. Did she also 
leave by that way? 

A Yes, she left fren the rear. 

Q Did Eustaquia*s house have both a front and rear 
.v entrance? 

v;\ * 

• A Yes, there were doors in front and also in the 
rear. 

Q So it would be possible for her to go fron her 
* house to the Sergeant's quarters without once appearing 

i 

j on the street, is that correct? 

! A Yes. I do not know whethc r she left from her own

rear door, but v?hen she came into Sergeant Takimoto's 
building, she came up through the rear door# 

• Q To go back again, at the time of the first visit 
made by her, what did you do during the tine the visit 
was going on? 

A I went to the office# 

Q And the second time? 

A I went to the office# 

Q And the third time? 

A I was on the road on the other side of the house 
next to ours — on the road# 

Q When I asked you the question the first time — whnt 
were you doing during that first visit—you said you 

i 

were loafing, that you didn't do a thing; the second 

time I put the question to you, you said you were working 

* 

\ in the office; the third time I asked you the question, 
you first started out loafing, then working — do you 
actually remember what you did during the time that first 
visit took place? This question pertains to the first 
visit that was made. When I first asked you what you did 
while that first visit was going on, you said you were 
loafing, that you did nothing. 

A I said I went to the office# 

Q The second time I asked you the question, what you 
were doing, you said you were working in the office. 

A The time I was loafing was only the third tine# 

Q And the third time I asked you the question, you 
first said you were loafing and you stuck to it that you 
were loafing. Now, are you really sure about what you were 
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doing during the tine that first visit was made? 

A The first tine the girl made the visit, I went to 
the office. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: (To the Interpreter.) Did 
he give you an answer to the question — "Did you really 
know what you were doing during that time"? 

INTER PRETER: Yes. 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS: 

Q Will you repeat — are you sure of what you were 
doing during the timo of that first visit? 

A Yes, I am sure I was working. 

Q You have testified that the length of these visits 
was from 40 to 50 ninutes — how do you knew that? 

COLONEL HAUSE: The testimony, I believe, was 

40 to 60. 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS: 

Q Forty to sixty; how do you know that? 

A The third tine that she visited Sergeant Takinoto, 

when I was loafing outside, she was there about an hour. 
Q You said you were loafing outside this first tine? 
INTERPRETER: I said the third tine. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: Excuse me. 

BY LIFUTENANT OWENS: 

Q How did you know the entire tine she was in that 
room — could you Bee into the room and see her all 
that tine? 

A I was outside an hour, then when I returned to 
the roon, Sergeant Takinoto told ne that she had just 
left. 
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Q Then you did not see her go yourself? 

A I did not know when she left. 

Q On the second visit, how did you know that the 
length of time was from 40 to 60 minutes? 

A I did not say on the second visit she stayed 
between 40 and 60 minutes — that was about the third 
visit. 

Q On the second visit, how long did she stay? 

A I do not know how long. 

Q When you returned to the room, was she there at 
the time of the sdcond visit? 

% 

A No, she was not there in the room. I went back 
from the office after about an hour or an hour and a half. 
She was not there. 

Q And at the time of the third visit, how do you 
know it lasted from 40 to 60 minutes? 

A I know, because Sergeant Takinoto told me, 

Q Did you see her leave? 

i 

A I did not see her leave, 

* i 

Q About how long was it between the first and the 
second visits? 

A I do not know how many days. 

O' Approximately? 

A I do hot know,. 

Q One week — two weeks --throe weeks — a month? 

A I am not one who is always thinking about women; 

I do not know the number of days; I just left the room 

when she came to visit Sergeant Takinoto. 
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Q Approximately how long was it from the second to 
the third visit? 

A I do not know that definitely either* 

Q Approximately? 

A The third visit was around the fifth of January* 

Q Approximately how long between the second and 
third visit? 

A I do not knew* 


\ 
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Q Do you know any men in ary other Japanese units, which 
units were stationed at Cebu City, at Mainbaling, or at 
Ponta, other than the Mizoguchi Butai? 

A In Ponta, there was only the Mizoguchi Butai, the 
headquarters were there. In Mainbaling, one part of the 
Mizoguchi unit was there until January 9 > and on the 10th 
transferred to Cebu. About 200 meters south of us there 

i 

was a branch ordnance depot. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Tho Commission will take a ten- 


minute recess. 


(Short recess) 

COLONEL HAUSE; The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT WENS: Lot the record show that all 

0 

the members of the Commission are present together with 
the Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and the Prosecution 
Counsel. 


CAPTAIN GREER: Has the witness been reminded 
that he is still under oath? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Will you remind the witness that 
he is still under oath, 

(Whereupon, witness was remined that he was still 
under oath by Official Interpreter Morisato.) 

LIEUTENANT (HENS: Will you read back the last 
question and answer? 

(Record read as requested.) 

(BY LIEUTENANT OWENS) 

Q Was this ordnance depot in Mambaling? 

A Yes, this was approximately 200 meters away from our 
camp and about 200 meters north there was a supply depot 
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and also about 600 meters to tiie south there was another 

* 

unit, the name I do not know. In Cebu there were many 
other units, but I do not know the names of the units, 

Q Did you know any members of the Onishi Butai in Cebu 
City? 

A I do not know a single person, 

Q Approximately how many members of the Mizoguchi Butai 
remained in Mambaling after January 9? 

A I do not know aftor January 9* 

Q How many men of that butai transferred with you to 
Cebu City from Mambaling? 

A Approximately 30 members, including the civilians 

attached to the Army, moved with mo, 

Q How many had been there before you moved? 

A V/e were the first, there 'i.ere no others before us, 
LIEUTENANT OWENS: (To interpreter Morisato) 

Repeat that last question to the witness, 

(Last question was repeated to witness by Inter¬ 
preter Morisato.) 

A Approximately 30 civilians. Is this the 9th? 

Q Before the 9th. 

A There was a little over 40 persons before v/e transferred. 
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Q So there were ten left after the transfer? 

A I don't know the exact number but the remainder went to 
the entrance of Ponta to do guard duty, 

Q Were any members of the Mizoguchi Butai left in 
Mambaling after you yourself left? 

A The ones who were with us were not left behind, 

Q When you left Mambaling on January 9th were there any 

members of the Mizoguchi Butai who remained at Mambaling? 

A There were none left behind. We transferred to Cebu on 
the 10th. 

Q Did you have an opportunity to talk with men attached to 
this Ordnance Depot or any other unit other than the Mizoguchi 
Butai in January or February 194?? 

A I have not spoken to anyone, I had no opportunity, 

Q Was it common to have executions of Filipino and Chinese 

civilians on the island of Cebu while you were there? 

A I do not know anything about that, 

Q Do you mean that you heard of no executions of Chinese or 
Filipino civilians on the island of Cebu? 

A Yes, I have not heard of any cases, 

Q So if such a thing did happen to your mind it would be a 
rare occurrence, is that right? 

A Yes, it would be a rare occurrence, 

Q And yet you say that you heard of no killings of Chinese 
or Filipino civilians on the island of Cebu? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see Major Mizoguchi on the 12th of January 1945? 

A I do not know, I do not remember. 

0 Did you see him on the 7th of January 1945? 
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A He was at the office on the 7th of January. 

Q How do you remember that? 

A That was before we moved from Mambaling to Cebu and he 
was always there at the office. . 

Q Then the reason why you can remember he was there on the 
7th of January was simply because as a practice he was in his 
office in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q And it is not because you can recall the 7th of January 
194-5 and the actions that took place on the 7th of January 1945 
and what Major Mizoguchi did on the 7th cf January 1945 ? 

A It is not because of anything like that, 

Q Did you remember if you saw Major Mizoguchi on the 15th 
of January?. 

A He attended the defense conference on the 15th. 

Q What time did he leave the office? 

A He left in the morning but I do not remember the exact time. 

Q Who was with him when he left? 

A He went alone. 

Q Are you sure he went alone? 

A Yes, I am. 

Q What time did he return? 

A I do not know the time of his return, 

Q What did you yourself do on that day? 

A I was working in my office. 

Q What sort of papers were you working on in the office on 
the 15th of January? 

A There are many kinds of documents so I don't remember the 
exact kind of documents that I was working on that day. 
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Q You were able to recall what kind of documents you were 
working on the 30th and 31st of January? 

A I remember the 31st of January because that was the day 

when I make out the inventory of the works performed by the 
Maritime Transportation Unit for the month of January, 

Q Where was Major Mizoguchi on the 19th of January 194-5? 

A I do not know where he was, 

Q And the 21st of January 1945? 

A He was in Ponta on.the 21st, 

Q Hov do you know that? 

A He went to Ponta to relay the information that he had 
gathered from the defense conference, 

Q Did you go with him to Ponta? 

A No, I did not accompany him. 

Q How do you know he went to Ponta? 

A 20th is the day for the defense conference and the next 

day, the 21st, would be the day that he goes to Ponta to relay 

the information of the conference, 

q How do you know ho went to Ponta? You say it would be; 
how do you know that is what happened? 

A Major Mizoguchi always comes to the office just before he 
goes to Ponta to make the trips. 

Q How do you know that he went to Ponta? 

A He stated that he was going to Ponta to relay the 
message of the conference. 

Q Have you any other reason for believing that he went to 
Ponta than this statement of his? 

A I have no other reason besides that. 

Q When you and the other of the Accused were confined at 
the prisoner of war camp at Leyte, did you ever discuss this 
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case at length with the other Accused? 

A No. 

Q After the 9th of January 1945, do you know whether Major 
Kizoguchi returned to Mambaling to stay overnight? 

A I don't believe that he stayed overnight. He was always 
at the office in Cebu, 

Q Could he have stayed overnight and you not know of it? 

A His billet was separate from mine so I do not know 

whether he actually slept in it or not, but he was always 
on duty at the office, 

Q So he could have made the trip and you not know of it, 
is that not true? 

A I wouldn't know about that. It is possible that I do 
not know about that because we do not sleep together. 
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Q Did yen knew if Major Mizoguchi nad.e a visit to 
Minrlanilla. at any tine? 

A V '. 

Q Do you mean you do not know if he node such a 

visit, or that he did not noke such n visit? 

A I do not know* He did not speak about Minglanilla, 
so I do not know about it. 

Q Do you know whether or not Eustaquia Kho and her 
fnnily evacuated from Manbaling? 

A No, I do not, 

Q v’ns there anyone present with you and Sergeant 

Tnkinoto when Eustaquia Kho nade the visits to Sergeant 
Takinoto’s headquarters? 

A No, there was no one else. 

Q What was the extent of guerrilla activity on Cebu Island 
while you were there? 

A I do not know anything about guerrillas. 

Q Do you know the Accused, Hirata? 

A I net him in the prisoner of war canp in Leyte, 

Q Do you recall what convefsation you had with him 
about guerrillas on Cebu Island? 

A I have not spoken to him about guerrillas, 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: The Prosecution has no further 
questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Has the Defense any further 
questions? 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Yoshioka, did you sleep in the sane ro~n with 
Sergeant Takinoto in Manbaling? 
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A Yes. 

Q Did you talk, as soldiers usually do, about the 
women that you dated? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Sergeant Takinoto ever describe any of the par¬ 

ticular details of his affair with Eustaquia Kho? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

I object to the word, "affair". Ther' has been no proof 
before the Commission that there was any affair carried 
on between Eustaquia Kho and Sergeant Takinoto. I 
believe the Defense Counsel can rephrase the question. 

COLONEL HAUSE: It is very true that there has 
been an implication. It is just as well to have the 
Witness answer the question. The objection is overruled. 
BY THE WITNESS: 

A He often spoke about her v?anting to be'cone- his wife. 
SY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Did he discuss the presents that he had given to 
her or that she had given to him? 

A No, he did not say anything about that. 

Q Did he ever tell you he had to threaten her to 

receive any affection from her? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Just a moment, I object again 
to this question. May it please the Commission, there 
has b^en no proof or any evidence presented that there 
was any affection bestowed by Eustaquia Kho upon 
Sergeant Takimoto, 

CAPTAIN GREER: Befotfe you make the ruling, 
Colonel, if a woman visits a man in his quarters I think 
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it is quite logical to presume die didn't go there to 
piny bridge. I believe thnt is n good enough foundation 
for this line of questioning. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

I an sure the Connission will take recognition of the 
fact that norcly because a wonan visits a nan in his 
quarters, it does not nean thnt she is going to bestow 
her affection or anything else upon hin. Maybe, it would 
happen in the case of the Defense Counsel, but not or¬ 
dinarily, 

CAPTAIN GREER: I object to that statement, 
COLONEL HAUSE: Will you read the question, 

please? 

(Question read.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: Can you rephrase that question? 
BY CAPTAIN GREFR: 

Q Did he tell you that he had to threaten her? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection overruled. Proceed, 

BY THE WITNESS: 

A He did not say anything like that, 

BV CAPTAIN GREER: 

<5 Yoshioka ,have you ever raped anyone? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever killed anyone? 

A . No. 

* ,«/*** 

Q Have you ever burned down anybody's house? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever stolen anything from the Chinese civ¬ 
ilians on the Island of Cebu? 
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A No. 

Q Were you more or less a headquarters' clerk for 
Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the Major make It a practice of letting you know 
where he was when he left his cormond post? 

A Not necessarily to me, but he told someone in the 
office. 

Q Is it not true that in the Imperial Japanese Amy 
in garrison and on the battlefield, the cardinal rule 
among all soldiers is that they know the whereabouts of 
their immediate commanding officer? 

A ' Yes. 

Q Yoshioka, do you keep a diary? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you keep it daily? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you always done this? 

A Yes, I kept it up until the Americans landed, when 
I burned them. 

Q Do you have a diary right now? 

A Yes, this diary has been kept since I came into the 
prisoner of war camp. 

Q Is that since September of 1945 when you surrendered 
to the American Forces? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
at this tine I object to the Defense Counsel opening up 
questioning that should have been done on direct examina¬ 
tion. He is exceeding the scope of redirect examination. 
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He is only pemitted to cover new evidence and other types 
of material brought out in the cross-examination. Here is 
an attempt to brine out now evidence again. The Prosecution 
objects to his cxceedinp his scope. 

COLONEL HAUSE: What are you proposing to prevo? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Colonel, I an not aware of any 
ruling of that nature in the jurisdiction or procedure we are 
folltolhg boforo these Connlssions. I would agree with the 
esteemed member cf the Prosecution if wo wore trying 
this before a Court. I an trying to prove to you that 
Yoshioka^fho is b very overage Japanese person, is at least. 

z i 

methodical enough to keep a running (account of dates 

and events. There seems to have been some dohbt raised by the 
cross-examination as to how he would remember the visits of 
this women and how he would remember the dates, etc., of 
certain events. Yoshioka la a comparatively simple person 
and I think that the diary he has kept probably helps 
refresh his mind. If you are not interested in knowing 
about that or the other members of the Commission are not 
interested, if the Prosecution objects to that, I am per¬ 
fectly willing to satisfy then and terminate that line 
of questioning. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The objection of the Prosecution 
is overruled and the 7/Jtness will answer the question. 

,BY THE WITHFSS: 

A Mo, it was not the month of December, but it was 
from the 10th of November that I started writing, and it is 
a very simple log. It is 'vritten very simply, just for 
myself to refresh my memory. 
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BY CAPTAIN GREFR: 

Q Do you have the diary with you? 

A Yes. 

Q Will you show it to the Comission, please. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: flay I sec it first, nay it 
please the Commission? 

COLONEL HAUSE: It means nothing to the Commis¬ 
sion, if it is written in Japanese, 

CAPTAIN GREFR: I don't want you to bother to 
look at it — 

COLONFL HAUSE: Hoy; do you know it is a diary? 
CAPTAIN GREFR: Will one of the official inter- 
preters please read a few pages of that book to ascertain 
what it is? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Is there any objection by the 
Prosecutior ? pick out two pages at random and read them to 
the Commission. Keep track of that page you had there 
at first, whore you ha-ve it marked with your ,finger, 

INTERPRETER MORISATO: Do you wont a translation, 

sir? 

COLONEL HAUSE: I want you to read it and tell 
me what you think it is. Is it a diary or just a note¬ 
book? 

INTFRPR r TER MORISATO: It is a diary and it has 
the date listed and clear for that day, Friday probably, 
as the case may be. There is one entry in here — he is 
wondering when the time of his return to Japan will be. 

He is'just trying to show me the date he has entered of 
the days — 
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COLONEL HAUSF: Is It a diary, day-by-day, or is 
just days of importance? 

INTERPRETER MORISATO: It is a diary. Some of 
these days there is just one line indicating clear or 
cloudy days, and on some, it is fairly elaborate* 

COLONEL HAUSE: All right* 

CAPTAIN'GREERs I have no other questions, 

Colonel. 

COLONEL HAUSF: Are there any questions by the 
Commission? 

MAJOR GAVIN: Yes, Colonel. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMISSION 
BY MAJOR GAVIN: 

Q Yoshioka, are you very fond of your family? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you ever spoken of them to your Japanese 
soldier friends? 

A Yes, I have spoken about my family. 


Q Have you ever spoken about them to friendly Filipinos 
on the island of Cebu? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever spoken about them to Fustaquia Kho? 

A No, sir, 

Q Talking about the Maritime Transportation Corps Battalion 

that you were part of, in general what were their wcrk? 

A Sir, do you mean my duty in the battalion or the battalion 
itself? 

Q Battalion itself. 

A Its duty was shipping and transportation during operations, 

Q Why was a sentry needed at a road junction in Ponta? 

A I do not remember the exact date but I believe it was 
around the 6th or 7th of January messengers from the Ponta 

headquarters sent a message to Mambalingjon their way around 
the junction they were attacked and one messenger was killed 
and another was wounded around his neck. 

Q Who attacked this messenger? 

A tie don't know, 

Q Were they guerrillas? 

A I do not know whether they were guerrillas or not. 

Q As a result of this, then, the Maritime Transportation 
Battalion whose work was transportation by water had to put 
an interior guard on a road junction inland? 

A That was one reason and another was that this forked 
road v/as between Ponta and Mambaling' and security was placed 
there. 

Q Where were you when the Chinese were murdered? 

A I don’t know because I haven't heard about the murders. 



MAJOR GAVINi Nothing further, 

CAPTAIN GREERi I have a couple of questions I would 
like to ask, 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) Yoshioka, do you know whether or 
not the fortifications at Ponta,in the vicinity of Ponta, 
were being constructed before January 1 of 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you store ammunition there in preparation for the 
expected American amphibious attack? 

A I am not an ordnance man so I do not know the exact 
details but I believe they did, 

Q On the 26th of March when the Americans landed, did 
the Maritime Transportation Unit people occupy those dugouts, 
foxholes, trenches, and so forth? 

A 7/e v/ent to our positions, 

Q 7/hat was your first line of defense on Cebu? 

A Do you mean Ponta? 

Q Yes. 

A I don't know that clearly, 

CAPTAIN GREER* May the record show that I am holding 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey Map of the island of Cebu 
in front of the Commission and calling to their attention tte 
fact that the area being discussed, Ponta, is located in the 
foothills to the mountains and is only a very short distance 
from the shore of the island of Cebu, Militaristically 
speaking, it would be the logical point for an infantry 
commander to establish what we refer to as an outpost line, 

I have no other questions, Colonel, 
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COLONEL HAUSEj Appearing there are no further questions 
the Witness is excused. 

(Witness excused,) 

The Commission will adjourn until 1330. ~ 

(Whereupon, at 1130 hours, v a recess was taken until 
1330 hours, 14 March 1946.) 













AFTERNOON SESSION 

The Commission convened at 1330 hours, pursuant 
to noon recess in Court No. 1, High Commissioner's Resi¬ 
dence, Manila, P. I. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in sossion. 

Let the record show that Major Gavin has boon 
detailed on another board by paragraph 2, Special Orders 16 , 
Headquarters', ATWESPAC, APO 707, 13 March 1946, and will 
no longer sit as a member of this Commission and has boon 
excused by verbal order of the Commanding General. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that 
there arc still three members of the Commission present, 

i 

which constitute a quorum in these proceedings. Those 
members arc present, together with the Accused, Counsel 
for the Dofonse, and Counsel for the Prosecution, 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Defense may proceed. 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defcnso would like to call 
a3 its first witness this afternoon Shigcmasa Hirata. 

SHIGEMASA HIRATA 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, having been 
first duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows, 
through Interpreter Ogita, in his own behalf. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q What is your name? 

A Shigcmasa Hirata. 

Q How old arc you? 

A 26 years old, 

Q Were you a member of the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 
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Q Hoy; long have you boon a member of the Imperial 
Japanese Army? 

A Approximately six years. 

Q’ What is your grade? 

A Technical Master Sergeant. 

« 

Q To v/hich branch of the Imperial Japanese Army do you 
belong? 

A Technical. 

Q To v/hich service of the Imperial Japanese Army v/ere 
you a member? 

A I v/as in the Technicians. 

Q What kind of a Technician? 

A ‘ Ammunitions. 

Q Were you then attached to the Ordnance Section? 

A Yes, Ordnance Depot. 

Q Where v/ere you stationod during the month of January, 
1945? 

A In Mambaling. 

Q Were you in charge of the unit in Mambaling? 

A I was the head of the Ordnance Depot. 

Q Was that a unit of the 35th Army? 

A Yes. 

Q Who v/as your commanding officer? 

A Captain Kosako. 

Q How many men were under your command? 

A Ten, including myself. 

Q What were your duties at Mambaling? 

A Transportation and supply of ammunition ordnance materiel. 
Q Where was the ammunition depot from which you secured 
the ammunition?

A Paired an. 

Q Where did you bring this ammunition? 

A To Mambaling, 

Q What would you do with it after you brought it to 
Mambaling? 

A After I brought it to Mambaling they wore sent to tho 
positions in the mountains behind Cebu, 35th Army positions, 
and also they were shipped to islands such as Leyte, Negros, 
and Mindanao. 

Q How was this ammunition transported on tho Island of 
Cebu? 

A Trucks• 

Q How often did you make trips to Par^dan for ammunition? 

A Three or four times a week. 

Q Did you go with the trucks that went for the ammunition 
on every trip? 

A Yes. 

Q - What time of day did you make trips to Pangdan? 

A In the middle of January we went in the mornings. 
However, after the middle of January we went in tho evonings, 
around six o'clock, 

Q Why did you change the time of your departure after 
the middle of January? 

A Around the middle of January the bombing by the Allied 
planes became very severe. Around that time one of our 
trucks was destroyed in a collision when American planes 
dive-bombed and the driver became excited. So after that 
time we made our trips during the night. 











Q What is the distance from Mambaling to Pangdan? 

A Approximately 20 kilometers. 

Q Is Minglanilla on the road between Mambaling and 
Pangdan? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you over driven through Minglanilla? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you over stopped at Minglanilla? 

A No. 

Q Do you know if there are any other Army units stationed 
around Minglanilla? 

A Yes, I know, 

Q To what organization did they belong? 

A Onishi unit, 

Q Were they located right in Minglanilla or did they 
live outside Minglanilla? 

A In Minglanilla. 

Q Did you ever see any members of the Onishi unit 

t 

around Minglanilla? 

A Yes, I have seen them, 

Q Did you know any members of the Onishi unit that were 
stationed in Minglanilla? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you name any of them for the Commission? 

A I know Sergeant Kiraura. 

Q Do you know any of the others by name? 

A First Lieutenant Hamanouye. 

Q How did you know that Sergeant Kimura was stationed 

at Minglanilla? 








A

Sergeant Kimura used to belong to the security 
boards, which was Abothe ammunition dump in Pangdan. 

Q How do you know ho was transferred to Minglanilla? 

A V/hen Sergeant Kimura was being transferred from ' 

Pangdan to Minglanilla, First Lieutenant Azuma asked me 
to take Kimura to Minglanilla on trucks, 

Q Do you know where Tubud is located? 

A I do not know. 

Q Could Tubud be on that main road between Pangdan 
and lfcinbaling? 

A I do not know Tubud, I have never heard of the place, 

Q What color was your truck? 

A It was brown. 

Q How many trucks did you have? 

A Two. 

. Q Did you use both trucks for the transportation of 
ammunition? 

A Yes. 

Q In driving through Minglanilla, have you or any of 
your men ever been fired upon by unknown persons? 

A Do you mean Filipinos? 

Anybody. 

A Yes. 

Q Did you report that incident to anyone? 

A Yes. 

Q To whom did you report it? 

A To staff officer Sugimoto of the 35th Army Headquarters. 
Q Do you know what action he took upon your report? 

A He did not take any measures, 
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Q You have mentioned Lieutenant Homanouyo. Was he 
an office;? in the Onishi Infantry Battalion? 

A Yor. 

Q Wha'; did he do in Minglanilla? 

A lie was collecting material in liinglanilla. 

Q Wb at kind of material? 

A Corn and coconuts, I don't know what other material. 
Q . r Jid you see him do that? 

A Yes, I have seen him. 

Q Now, where did you see him? 

A' In liinglanilla. 

Q Were you driving by truck? 













Q And how many tines did you see hin? 

A About two times* 

Q Can you remember the dates? 

A It was toward the end of January. I have seen him 
on the eveninrs of the 29th and 30th of January 1945* 

Q Where were you on January 29, 1945? 

A I was in Mambaling. 

Q What did you do on the 29th of January, 1945? 

A On the 29th of January, 1945, around 6 P.M., I left 
Mambaling and went to Pangdan* 

Q Is that when you saw this Lieutenant Hamanouye? 

A Yes. 

Q What tine did you arrive at Pangdan? 

A I arrived at Pangdan around 8 o’clock in the 

evening. 

Q What did you do after that? 

A I put Warrant Officer Onori and First Lieutenant 

Azuma, who were going to attend the defense conference 
in Cebu, on the truck, and I came bock to Mambaling 
around 10:30 in the evening. 

Q Did you say you brought Lieutenant Azuna and Warrant 
Officer Omori to Mambaling, in order that they might 
attend the security conference to be held in Cebu City 
on the 30th? 

A Yes. 

Q What time did you return to Mambaling that evening, 

the 29th of January, 1945? 

A About 10:30 P.M. 

Q Where were you on the 30th of January, 1945? 





A On the 30th of January, I put Tarrant Officer Anori 
and First Lieutenant Azuna, who were going to the defense 
conference t on the truck and had my driver drive them down 
to Cebu. 

Q What else did you do on the 30th of January, 1945? 

A At 6 P.M. in the evening, I put Warrant Officer 

Omori and First Lieutenant Azuna who finished with the 
meeting on the truck and wo left Hanbaling and wont to 
Pangdan, This was at 6 o’clock, when wo loft Mambaling. 

Q Did you drive through Minglanilla that evening? 

A Yes, we passed through there* 

Q And did you see Lieutenant Hamanouye at that time? 

A I saw him on the 29th, but I do not remember about 

the 30th. 

Q What tine did you get back to Manbaling? 

A V/o loaded ammunition ab Pangdan and came back to 
Mambnlinp about 10:30 in the evening. 

Q Did you stop at Minglanilla either going to Pangdan, 
or coning from Pangdan? 

A No, we did not stop* 

Q Y/here were you on January 3l» 1945? 

A I v/»s in Manbaling., 

Q What were you doing in Hanbaling? 

A I was repairing a truck in Mambaling. 

Q Did your truckslenvc Manbaling that day? 

A No. , 

Q Whcre were you on February 1, 1945? 

A On February 1, I was in Mambaling* 

Q Did you make any trips on that date? 
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On the first of February, around 6 o'clock in the 
evening, I left Mambaling on my truck and delivered 
ammunition to the positions back in the mountains, back in 
the 35th Army Headquarters. 

Q How long v/ere you stationed at Mamba ling? 

A From December 24 , 1944 , until March 25, 1945. 

Q Now, was some of this ammunition that you brought 
from the ammunition depot used to support the Japanese 
defensive campaign on the Island of Leyte? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you know a man named Katsuta while you were in 
Mambaling 9 (Pointing to the Accused, Katsuta.) 

A No, I do not know. 

Q Did you know Kinzo Sanuki while you were in Mambaling? 
(Pointing to Accused, Sanuki.) 

A I did not know him. 

Q Did you know a Yoshitaka Aoki, a civilian attached to 
the Japanese Army, while you were living in Mambaling? 

A I did not know him. 

Q Did you know Major Mizoguchi while you lived in Mam¬ 
baling? 

A Yes. 

Q How did. you know Major Mizoguchi? 

A He is the commanding officer of the Mizoguchi I T nit, 

Q Did you contact Major Mizoguchi officially in any way 

during the time vou lived in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q What was the nature of your relation with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Major Mizoguchi 1 s ships were used in transporting our 
ammunition to Leyte,Mindanao, Negros,arid other such islands. 
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Q In other words, you supplied ammunition which Major 
Mizoguchi placed on the transport ships at his disposal 
to support Japanese campaigns in other areas, is that 
correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you ever know the Accused, Yoshioka, when you 

lived in Marabaling? (Pointing tothe Accused, Yoshioka.) 

A I did not know him, 

Q When did you first know all of these men who have 
been accused of this crime along with you? 

A At the prisoner of war camp at Leyte, 

Q Did Yoshioka, Sanuki, or Katsuta (pointing to the 

Accused, Yoshioka, Sanuki and Katsuta) ever ride on one 
of your trucks at any time? 

A No, never. 

Q Did you ever haul livestock, carabaos, chickens, 

pigs, on your trucks? 

A No. 

/ 

Q Did you, or did any members of your command ever go 
out on a food procurement expedition? 

A No. 

Q Did you or any member of your command, your unit 
there in Mambaling, ever go out on a punitive expedition? 
A No. 

Q Did you have enough food to eat in January of 194-5? 

A Yes, we had plenty, 

Q Where did you get your supplies for your men? 

INTERPRETER: By supplies, do you mean rations? 


I 
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CAPTAIN GREER: I will rephrase the question. 

Q Where did you get rations for your men? 

A We got our supplies from the supply dump around 12 
kilometers east of Cebu. 

Q Was that a Quartermaster Depot? 

A It is an outfit which supplies various units 
rations. 

INTERPRETER OGITA: I have a comment to make on 
that. In the Japanese Army, there is no equivalent for 
quartermaster• 

CAPTAIN GREER: You just have some units that** 
supply food, is that correct? 

INTERPRETER OGITA: Yes. 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Do you know a Sergeant Yoshida of the Cebu Kempei 
Tai? 

A I do not know him. 

Q How can you be certain of those dates? I refer to 
the dates that have been mentioned in the course of this 
testimony. 

A I remember, because on the 30th there was this 
defense conference and on February 1, Captain Kinoshita 
became our commander. 
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Q Did you take First Lieutenant Azuma and one officer, 
Omori, from Pangdan on more than ono occasion? 

A On January v/e brought them from Pangdan; on the 5th 
we took them back; on the 9th of January v/o brought them 
from Pangdan, and on the 10th took them back. In other 
words, on the 5th, 10th, 15th, 20th, and so forth, wo 
used to take them back, 

Q In other words, they used your transportation to get 
from Pangdan to Cebu City in order to attend Major General 
Manjome's security conferences? 

A Yes • 

Q Y/hat kind of uniform did you wear, Sergeant Hirata? 

A When I am working I always wear khaki shirt and 

trousers, with short sleeves end short trousers, and I 
wear athletic shoes, 

Q Did you over wear a green uniform? 

A I have worn a green uniform when I go to various units 
for liaison, 

Q In other words, your green uniform was your dress 
uniform, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, have you ever worn a khaki uniform with long 
sleeves and long trouser legs? 

A No, 

Q Y/hat was your assigned weapon as a noncommissioned 
officer in the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Pistol and sword, 

Q Now did you ever go out of your headquarters in an 
improper uniform? 

A No. 
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Q Did you ever wear the uniform of a Captain in the 
Imperial Japanese Army? 

A No. 

Q Would you have dared to put on the uniform of a' Jap¬ 
anese officer during the time that you were at v/ar with 
the United States? 

A No, I would not. 

Q What would have happened to you if you had worn the 
uniform of an officer during that time? 

A I would be sent to Japan and would have to servo a 
prison sentence, term, 

Q At that period, towards the end of January, 1945, how 
many hours a day did you spend working for the Japanese 
Array? 

A I only slept about four hours a day. During the 
night time I would bo ‘transporting ammunition and during 
the day time I would be working in the office and arranging 
the ammunitions. 

Q Were you ever commended by your superior officers for 
your hard work? 

A In 1942, during the Bataan and Corregidor assaults, 

I received commendations from the unit commander. 

Q Did you do any drinking while you were stationed 
at Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

*Q Did you ever get drunk in a public place? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever raped anyone? 

A No. 
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Q Have you ever killed anyone? 

A No. 

Q Havo you ever burned down anyone's house? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever looted from anyone's person or from 

his property? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a Chinaman by the name of Yu Pit Yak? 

A I do not know him. 

Q Do you remember ever telling any civilians in Mambaling 
that you participated in the crime with which you havo been 
accused and are now being tried? 

A No. 

Q Did fuiyone over address you as Captain Shilata? 

A No. 

Q Has anyone tried to identify you before the other 

day in the courtroom 2-A by having you expose your teeth? 

A Yes. 

3 Can you explain to the Commission when that took place? 

A Sometime in January when I was brought here, an American 

officer, a First Lieutenant, brought two Chinese. One of 
the Chinese said that this is Hirata and the other Chinese 
is the one who took the witness stand the other day. The 
American prosecutor told me to open my mouth and that was 
the time I had to show my teeth'. 

Q Will you explain again, please? V/ill you go like 

this (illustrating)? 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Accused is now baring his 
teeth for the Commission and shows them that he only has 
one gold-filled tooth. That is on the right side of his 
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unpor teeth in the front. 

Q (By Captain Greer) At that time when these tv/o 
Chinamen were looking at your teeth, did one of the China¬ 
men positively identify you? 

A There were tv/o Chinese. One of them said, "This is 
Hirata." The other one ia-.the one who took the witness 
stand at the trial here and he is the one that said I cut 
his neck. 

Q Nov/, the one who said that you were the person who 
told him that you had committed this crime is Yu Pit Yak. 
Have you ever seen that man before that day or since that 
day in your entire life? 

A No, I have not. He may have seen me at Columba, 
because there were a lot of Chinese there for identifica¬ 
tion purposes. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 
COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will take a ten- 


minute recess. 


(Short recess) 
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COLONEL HAJSE: The Commission will be in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that the members 
of the Commission are present, the Accused, Counsel for the 
Accused, and Counsel for the Prosecution. 

Will you remind the witness that he is still under oath, 
(Whereupon the Interpreter reminded the witness that is 
is still under oath.) 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) What is your name? 

A Shigemasa Hirata. 

Q Do you speak Visayan? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any words in Visayan? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any words in English? 

A I do not speak English. 

Q Do you know any words in English? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any words in Spanish? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any words in Chinese? 

A • No. 

Q Do you know what the word "Lugos" means? 

A No. 

Q How many troops were stationed in Minglanilla on the 30th 

and 31st of January 1945? 

A I do not know definitely, 

Q Just how was Lieutenant Hamanouye going about collecting 

food on the 29th and 30th of January 1945? 
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A I did not see him on the 30th and 31st, 

Q A hat was the 29 th and 30 th,• 

A Just the 29th, 

Q How was he going about collecting food? 

A I do not know the exact manner, 

Q What did you see him doing? 

A I just passed through and saw soldiers on both sides of 
the asphalt road and in places piles of corn and coconuts 
were seen. 

Q Do you know how they acquired these piles of coconuts 

/ 

and corn? 

A I Just passed through in a truck and I did not 
ask so I don't know, 

Q How far is it from Mambaling to Kinglanilla? 

A Possibly twelve kilometers. 

Q Did you ever hear of any guerrilla activity around 
the last of January and the 1st of February around the Idingla 
nilla area? , 

A I have never seen the guerrillas br.t I i-ave heard of 
trucks being attacked by guerrillas as they passed through, 

Q Do you know what 7 /as done to combat the guerrilla activity 
on Cebu? 

A My duties were the transportation of ammunitionj therefore 
I do not know anything about that, I have no relation with 
that type of,work. 

Q Did you ever hear of any action taken by the Japanese 
troops to combat guorrilla activities in this aroa? 

A No, I aid not hear of any. 

0 Were the guerrilla activities that you heard of a matter 
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of general knowledge in the vicinity of Mambaling? 

A Do you mean, sir, that the residents of that city 

knew about it, or the members of our Ordnance _ 

Q Both. 

A I don't know whether the residents knew it or not. 

As for the members of our troops, I knew it but I don't know 
whether or not others knew about it, 

Q Did you ever see anyone killed? 

A No. 

Q You just testified that you received a commendation for 
valor in the campaigns of Bataan and Corregidor in 1942. Is 
that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you participate in what is known as the "Bataan Death 
March"? 

A I have never been to Bataan. I wish to clarify at this 
time that the reason that I received my commendation was that 
while I was in South San Fernando on my work in transportation 
of ammunition to Bataan, supply and ammunition to Bataan, 
my work was very good and that is why I received my commendation. 
It was not for combat. 

Q How many troops other than your Ordnance outfit were 

stationed in Mambaling the last of January and the first of 
February 1945? 

A I know of the Mizoguchi Unit but I do not know of others. 

Q Were members of the Mizoguchi outfit living in Mambaling 

on the 30th and 31st of January 1945? 

« 

A Yes. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi living there? 
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A -t did not see Major Mizoguchi, I had not seen him. 

Q Did you see him on the 29th of January 1945? 

A No, I did not see him. 

Q When is the last time that you saw him in Mambaling 
prior to March 26, 1945? 

A I have never seen Major Mizoguchi; I have never seen him 
at Mambaling. 

Q Did you ever hear of the massacre of any Chinese families 
in the Hinglanilla area? 

A No, I have not. 

Q Did you ever talk to any Chinese shopkeepers in Mambaling? 

A Yes, I have. 

Q Did you ever drink with any of them? 

A Yes, 

Q As a non-commissioned officer in charge of an independent 
detachment, was it not customary for some of the civilians 
to refer to you as an officer or captain? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever discussed at length the charges that you 
have been charged with any of the other four Defendants? 


A No. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any questions by the Defense? 

CAPTAIN GREER: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: If there are no further questions, the 


Witness is excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: At this time the Defense would like to 
call as its next Witness, Gloria Agierre. 
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GLORIA AGIERRE 


called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows: 

CAPTAIN GREER: I will have to ask this session to be a 
closed session. 

COLONEL HAUSE: For the benefit of all the spectators 
I am sorry to announce that the session at this time becomes • 
a closed session and I must ask you to withdraw from the court 
room.

COLONEL HAUSEs The Commission is in session. 

This will be a closed session at the request of the Defense . 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
members of the Commission are present, together with all 
of the Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel for 
the Prosecution# At this time v/e remind the witness that 
she is under oath. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

What is your name? 

A Gloria Agierre. 

Q How old are you? 

A 13 years old#

Q Did you notice any sentries on guard at the junction

A Yes. 

Q Could you recognize any of those guards if you saw 
thorn today? 

A No. 

, Q What did you do in Ponta that day? 

A We visited the petionts in tic hospital. 

Q Did ’<a jor Mizoguehi go to the hospital with youV 

s 

A No. 

Q What was ho doing at the time you wont to the hospital? 

A He was writing in his office. 

Q. Is that his office in Ponta? 

A I dc not know, 

Q You. say that he was writing in his office — do you 

i 

mean his office in ionto, in the little village? 

Yes. 

Do you re member what tine you ^eturu id to Cebu City? 

A It was six o'clock in the afternoon.' 

Q That same day? 

A Yes. 

Q Fmt did you travel that clay? 

A By automobile. 
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Q Did you have a driver or did Major Mizoguchi drive? 

A The driver. 

Q Did those guards salute the vehicle when you went by? 

A Yes. 

Q Now you say Major Mizoguchi did not go to the hospital 
with you; how did you get from the headquarters there in 
Ponta to the hospital? 

A There was a lieutenant, maybe, who accompanied us, 

Q He accompanied you? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you go in a vehicle or did you walk, or how? 

A Y/e walked. 

Q Now you say you returned to Cebu City around six o , clock 
in the same afternoon, is that correct?

Q While you were travelling through Mombaling, or from 
Mambaling to Cebu City, did Major Mizoguchi stop the 
vehicle and give orders to any of his troops? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a boy named Aoki? 

A Yes.

Q Who is he? 

A He is the houseboy of Major Mizoguchi, 

Q How do you know that? 

A He told us, 

Q Have you ever seen him working as a houseboy? 

A Y&s. 

Q Do you know Yoshioka, the Accused (pointing) in this 
case? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know him? 

A f He was in the Major’s house, 

Q Was that in Cebu City? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know Sanuki (pointing), the Accused? 

A No. 
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Q Do you know Katsuta (pointing), the Accused? 

A No. 

Q Do you know Hirata"(pointing), the Accused? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a Captain Kinoshita? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever heard of a crime that took place in 
Tubud around the end of January, in which several people 
were killed? 

A No. 

Q Has your family ever been investigated by the CIC? 

A I think my father, 

Q V/ere you a collaborator? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a Chinese girl by the name of Eustaquia 
Kho? 

A Yes . 

Q And she lived near Major Mizoguehi’s house in Manbaling? 
A Yes. 

Q Did she have any friends among the Japanese soldiers? 

A Yes. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi a bad man? 

A No. 

Q Do you think any harm might come to you from the 

guerrillas in Cebu City for testifying on the stand as 
a Defense witness? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you afraid? 

A Yes. 
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CAPTAIN GREER: I have no further questions, 
COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 
Prosecution? 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 
(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q Gloria, did your father approve of your friendship 
with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Dii ho let you go to the house of Mizoguchi? 

A No. 

Q But you went anyway? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Excuse me, please, Lieutenant 
Gill. Reporter, would you read those questions and answers 
.to me? (Questions and answers read.) 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Did your father like Major 
Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q He did like him? 

A Yes. 

Q Did he ever visit the house of Major Mizoguchi? 

A No. 

Q Y/hy did he not? 

A He didn't like to go. 

Q He didn't like to go? 

A Yes. 

Q Why didn't he like to go? 

A I do not know. 

Q You say that Eustaquia ICho was friendly with Japanese 
soldiers. How do you mean she was friendly with soldiers? 
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A Because some soldiers go to her house and they 
are good friends, 

Q Do you mean they went to her store? 

A Yes, 

Q And they talked to her in the store? 

A Yes, 

Q Did they go into any other part of the house, other 

than the store, that you know of? 

A I do not know, 

Q As far as you know, they were only good friends when 

they cane into the store and talked to her there, is that 

right? 

A Yes.

Q Is her family respected in your community in Mambaling? 
Do they have a good reputation? 

(No answer.) 

Q Does Eustaquia Kho and her family have a good reputa¬ 
tion in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you have a good reputation in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q You say you went to Ponta on this particular morning 
with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q Who went with you? 

A The Major only. 

Q Did your mother go with you? 

A Yes. 

Q Did your sister go with you? 

A Yes. 
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Q Did anyone else go? 

A Ho. 

Q No one else? 

A No. 

Q Just the four of you toent? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the four of you leave Cebu City together? 

A Yes • 

Q Nobody else? 

A No. 

Q V/hat time did you last see the Major at Ponta in the 
norning? 

A I don't toll the time. 

Q Did you see the Major after the early part of the * 
norning until he got ready to take you back to Cebu City? 
in the afternoon? 

A Yes. 

Q 7/hen did you see him again? 

A The next morning. 

Q I don't believe she understands the question* You 

and your mother and sister went to Ponta on that particular 
time with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q And you visited the hospitals and around while he 
was busy, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q When did you next see him before you left Ponta'to 
go back to.Cebu City? 

A After we went to the hospital, we went to the house 
where Major Mizoguchi was. 
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Q You say you left Ponta around six o'clock in the 
evening? 

A Yes. 

Q That it was dark? 

A Yes • 

Q How long had it been dark before you left? 

A I do not know. 

Q Does it get dark as early as six o'clock in January? 
A Yes. 

Q In Cebu? 

A Yes. 

Q Does it get darker than it does in Manila, sooner? 

(No answer.) 

LXEUTEHAHT GILL) No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Have you ever heard of a 
Captain Silata? 

A (By the witness) No. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any other questions? 
CAPTAIN GREER: Yes, sir. I would like one more 

question. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Gloria, how long, wore you at tbo that 

morning — how long did you spend at the hospital? 

A Half an hour*.. 

Q Just 30 minutes? 

A Yes. 

Q Then did you go right back to Major Mizoguchi's 
headquarters? 

A Yes. 
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Q Was he there? 

A Yes. 

Q Was he working? 

A Yes. 

Q And what did you do — did you just play around 
there during the day? 

A Yes. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Thank you very much, Gloria. 
COLONEL KAUSE: There being no further ques¬ 
tions, the witness is excused. 

(Witness excused) 
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CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense calls as its next witness 
Marina Padilla Agierre. 

MARINA PADILLA AGIERRE 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) What is your name? 

A Marina Padilla Agierre* 

Q How old are you? 

A Eighteen years old. 

Q Where do you live? 

A Cebu City, 

Q Where in Cebu City? 

A 169 C. Padilla Street. 

Q Is that in Cebu City or in Mambaling? 

A Mambaling. 

Q Where did you live in Cebu City? 

A De Jakosalem Street. 

Q In Mambaling, then, your address is 169 C. Padilla Street 
is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q Where did he live in Mambaling? 

A Two blocks from our house. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi move to Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q When did he move to Cebu City? 

0 

A The month of January. 
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Q Did your family also move to Cebu City? 


A Yes. 

Q When? 

A January, I think, 

Q Can you remember the date? 

A No. 

Q Was it before or after Major Mizoguchi moved? 

A Before. 

Q Have you evor visited Major Mizoguchi in Cebu? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you ever taken a trip to Ponta with Major Mizoguchi? 
A Yes, 

Q Can you remember the date? 

A No. 

Q Were you living in Cebu City or Mambaling? 

A Cebu City. 

Q Where did you go on that trip? 

A V/e went to Ponta. 

Q At what time did you leave for Ponta? 

A About six o'clock in the morning, 

Q What time did you usually get up? 

A Seven o'clock. 

Q Why did you leave so early? 

A Because it was dangerous to travel in the day because 
of planes. 

Q Can you remember that road junction near Ponta where 
three roads come together? 

A Yes, 

Q Were there any sentries on duty that morning? 
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Q Can you recognize any of those sentries if you saw 

/ 

them again? 
u No* 

CAPTAIN GREER* Will ail of the Accused stand up except 
Hirata and Major Mizoguchi. (Pointing to Sanuki, Yoshioka, 

i 

and Kotauta, who then rose from their seats.) 

Q (By Captain Greer) Can you recognize any of those 
men as the sentries on guard at the Ponta crossroad, Marina? 
A No, 

0 What did you do in Ponta that day, Marina? 

A Y. T e visited patients, 

Q Where was this hospital? 

A That was in Ponta, 

Q Was it in a building or in a field? 

A It was in a nipa hut, 

0 Did Major Mizoguchi go to the house with you? 

A No. 

Q At what time did you return to Cebu City that day? 

A Six o'clock in the evening. 

Q Was it dark? 

Yes. 

Q Wore the American planes strafing all vehicles in the 

i 

daytime? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi stop the vehicle at any time to 
< inspect or give orders to his men? 

A No. 

•?, When he returned to his Cebu headquarters, did you 
notice a number of soldiers with carabao, chickens, pigs, 
and so forth there? 
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A No, 

Q How long wore you in the hospital that day, Marina? 

A About thirty minutos, 

Q Then did you go right back to Major Mizoguchi«s head¬ 

quarters? 

A Yes, 

Q Now, could Major Mizoguchi have gone from Ponta to 

Minglanilla and back in that time that you were in the hospital? 
A I don't l.now, 

Q Do you think he could have? 

A No# 

Q You don't think so? 

A No. 

Q You can just say "yes" or "no". If you think ho could go 
to Minglanilla and got back in that time, say "yes"; if you 
think he couldn't go to Minglanilla and get back, say "no". 

A No. 

Q Do you know a boy named Aoki? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know him? 

A He was the houseboy for the major, 

Q Do you know Yoshioka (pointing to the Accused)? 

A Yes, 

Q Whet was he? 

A He was the clerk. 

Q In Major Mizoguchi's office? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know he is a clerk? 

A He was always bringing papers with him. 
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Q Do you know Sanuki (pointing to Accused)? 

A No. 

Q Do you know Katsuta (pointing to the Accused Katsuta)? 

A No. 

Q Do you know Master Sergeant Hirata? 

A No. 

Q Do you know Captain Kinoshita? 

A No. 

Q After the Americans landed did you hear about a crime 
in Tubud? 

A Yes. 

Q Was your family investigated by the C.I.C.? 

A No. 

Q Are you afraid some harm will come to you because of 
testifying for the Japanese? 

A Yes. 

Q Were you a collaborator? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a Chinese girl by the name of Eustaquia Kho? 
A Yes. 

Q Was she friendly with the Japanese soldiers? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know a Japanese by the name of Takimoto? 

A Yes. 

Q Was she friendly with him? 

A Yes. 

Q You say he was a friend of hers? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know that? 
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A I have seen them together. __ 

Q How do you know that Takimoto was a friend of Eustaquia 
Kho? 

A Because her brother told me. 

Q Her brother told you? 

A Eustaquia*s brother told me, 

Q How did Eustaquia*s brother happen to tell that? 

A He used to visit my house. 

Q Why did he visit your house? 

A Bocauso he was my friend, 

Q He was your friend? Have you over seen Eustaquia Kho and 
Takimoto on the street together in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q In Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you seen them in Cebu City? 

A No. 

Q In other words, you have not seen Eustaquia Kho in 
Mambaling or in Cebu City with Takimoto? 

A Yes, 

Q What kind of man is Major Mizoguchi? 

A He was good, 

CAPTAIN GREER* I have no other questions, 

COLONEL HAUSEs Questions by the Prosecution. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) What did Eustaquia Kho*s brother 
tell you about the relationship between Takimoto and Eustaquia? 
A Ho didn't tell me anything about the relationship; 
he said she was a good friend of Takimoto. 
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Q Is that all ho told you? 

A Yos. 

Q Did he say that Takimoto had asked his sister to marry 
him? 

A No. 

Q You say Zustaquia was friendly with many Japanese 
soldiers? 

A Yes. 

* 

Q Did you see them walking on the street with her? 

A No. 

Q How do you mean she was friendly withthem? 

A Because her brother told me, 

Q Y/as she friendly with them other than in the store? 

A I don’t know. 

Q Is her reputation good in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Is her family's reputation good? 

A Yes. 

Q As good as your family’s? 

A Yes. 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi ever give you or any other members 
of your family gifts? 

A Yes. 

Q What kind of gifts? 

A Clothes. 

Q Jewelry? 

A No. 

Q Food? 

A Food. 
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Q Did you feel indebted to him because of these gifts? 

t 

A Yes* 

Q You say that you heard of a crime or a killing of 

certain people in Tubud or Minglanilla? 

A Yes, it was after the Americans came* 

Q After the Americans came that you heard about it? 

A Yes* 

Q Did you hear who participated in that killing? 

A No* 

Q What time does it get dark in January in Cebu? 

A I don't know. 

Q Is it close to six or before six or after six o’clock? 

A It was after six o'clock. 

Q After six o'clock it becomes dark? 

A Yes. 

Q Why did you say it was six o'clock when you left Ponta? 

A Because that day it was raining very hard. 

Q Then it was not after dark? 

A I don't know because it was raining. 

Q You say it was six o'clock when you left? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know it was six o'clock? 

A Because when we left Ponta I think it was 5*30* 

Q Was it dark or not dark? 

A It was not dark, 

Q Was the sun down? 

A Yes, 

Q Was there light in the sky? It was not dark like night. 
A Yes, it was dark like night. 
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Q At 5*30? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know what time in January you moved to Cebu City? 

A No. 

Q Did your father go with you? 

A Yes, 

Q Did your father approve of your going to Major Mizoguchi's 

house? 

A No. 

Q Why didn't he approve? 

A Because he didn't like Major Mizogu^hi, 

Q He didn't like Major Mizoguchi? Why didn't he like him? 

A -I don't know, 

Q Why did you go to his house if your father didn't like 
him? 

A Because during that time you cannot refuse, 

Q Because you cannot refuse? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you have refused if it had not been during a time 
of war? 

A Yes. 

Q Were you sorry to see the Americans come to Cebu? 

A No. 

Q Wore you glad to see them come? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you sec Hirata, Shilata, or Shirata in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q Did you know there was an ordnance outfit handling 

ammunition in Mambaling? 
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A No, 

CAPTAIN GREER: No further questions, 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
Q (By Colonel Hause) Do you speak Japanese? 

A No. 

Q Does Mai<~r Mizoguchi speak English? 

A No, he speaks only a little, 

Q What language did you use to talk to one another? 

A Half English and half Japanese. 

Q You don't speak any Japanese? 

A I can speak a littlo. 

Q He speaks a little English and you speak a little 
Japanese? 

A Yes. 

Q (By Captain Hendricks) What did you mean when you said 
you could not refuse to go to his house? 

A Because we wore afraid if we try to refuse. 

Q Precisely what were you afraid of? 

A He might kill us, 

Q (By Colonel Hause) Have you any reason to think that 
they might kill you? 

A Yes. 

Q Have they killed other people that you knew, that you 
thought they had killed? 

A Yes. 

Q The same group of Japanese? 

A No. 

Q Have there been killings in that neighborhood? 

A No. 
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Q Did you trust them? 

A No. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) Marina, did Major Mizoguchi or any 
of his men kill anybody in Cebu City or Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q Did you ever hear about them killing anybody? 

A No. 

Q Did you ever hear about them hurting anyone? 

A No. 

Q So when you tell the Commission that Japanese might 
harm you if you refused, you are speaking of Japanese — 
LIEUTENANT GILLj May it please the Commission, will 
the Defense Counsel ask the Witness the question rather than 
answer it for her? 

COLONEL HAUSEj All rights change your phraseology, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Have you heard that Japanese officers 
and soldiers sometimes’did harm civilians? 

A Yes. 

0 Where does your father work now, Marina? 

A He is in the Quartermaster. 

Q Does he werk for the United States Army? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know whether or not he has been investigated by 
the C.I,C•? 

A No. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Let’s get that answer straight. She 
knows he has not been investigated, or she knows that he has 
been investigated. 
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CAPTAIN GREERi I asked her if she knew* 

THE WITNESS t I don't know. 

COLONEL HAUSEi You don’t know if he has or has not been? 
THE WITNESS* Yes, I don’t know. 

COLONEL HAUSE* Let's start ovor, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Do you know whether or not your 
father has been investigated by the C.I.C.? 

A No. 

Q You do not know? 

A Yes. 

Q When the Americans landed did your father go to the 

C.I.C. Headquarters and tell the officials there of his 
activities during the Japanese occupation? 

A No, I don't know. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Marina, you say that you could 
not refuse the invitation of the major because you were 
afraid? 

A Yes. 

Q Afraid that he might kill you? 

A Yes. 

Q But you said he is a good man. 

A Yes. 

Q Would a good man kill you; do you need to be afraid 
of a good man? 

A We cannot trust Japanese* 

Q He was good to you; you still don't think he was 
good enough to trust to say no? 

A Yes. 
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Q Did you over take more than one automobile ride with 
Major Uizoguchi? 

A Yes, 

Q During the months of January and February? 

A January. 

Q December? 

A No, it was in January, 

Q How many rides did you take with the major? 

A V/hen? 

Q How many rides did you take in the automobile? 

A One time, 

Q Novor went any other time? 

A No, 

Q How long did you usually stay at the major’s house when 
you went to visit him? 

A About one hour, 

Q That was all? 

A Yes, 

Q You went home? 

A Yes, 

Q Did he ever visit your house? 

A Yes, 

Q V/hen he visited your house did your'father converse 
with him? 

A Yes, sometimes, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions, 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION (Cont’d) 

Q (By Captain Hendricks) Have you ever been alone in the 
house with Major Mizoguchi? 

A No. • 

COLONEL HAUSEi If no further questions, the Witness 
will be excused, (Witness excused,) 
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CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to cell as 
Its next Witness, Catalina Padilla Agierre, 

CATALINA PADILLA AGIERRE 

called as n Witness on behalf of the Defense, being 
first duly sworn was examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

EY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q What is your name? 

A Catalirx Padilla Agierre. 

Q How old are you? 

A Thirty-seven years' old. 

Q Are you married? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you live with your husband? 

A Yes. 

Q How many children do you have? 

A Four• 

Q Are they all four girls? 

A Two boys and two girls. 

Q Are you wealthy? 

A No. 

Q Were you a collaborator Mrs. Agierre? 

A I an not a collaborator, but I thihk my husband has 

*eon investigated, 

Q Have you ever been investigated by the C.I.C.? 

A I have not been investigated by the C.I.C. 

<5 How long have you lived on the Island of Cebu? 

A Most of my life, 

Q What is your husband's normal business? 
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A He'was a copra merchant? 

Q What do your sons do, *!rs. Agierre? 

A One works, another is of school age. 

Q Where did you live on the first of January, 194-5? 

A In Mambaling. 

Q Y/hat was your address there? 

A 169 C. Padilla Street. 

Q Do you know Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yos. 

Q Do you know he is accused of a crime that took 
place in Tubud on or about the 31st of January, 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know whether or not Major Mizoguchi had any¬ 
thing to do with this Tubud incident? 

A I don’t know. 

Q Did you go to Ponta in January, 1945, with Major 
Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q . Did you know what date that was? 

A I could not tell what dote it was. 

Q Y/as it in the first part, the middle part or the 
latter part of January? 

A I don't remember the date. 

Q How did you travel to Ponta? 

A By car. 

Q Was it dark when you made that trip? 

A It was early in the morning. 

Q Was the sun up at that time? 

A I think it was not yet daylight. 
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Q What did you do in Pont a? 

A We visited the patients in the hospital, 

Q Did you notice any sentries on duty at the junction 

of the three roads just outside Ponta? 

A Yes, 

Q Were there some soldiers in a house near the road 
junction? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you be able to recognize any of these soldiers 
or sentries? 

A No, 

CAPTAIN GREFR: Will Yoshioka, Sanuki, and Katsuta 
please stand, 

(V/hereupon the three mentioned Accused stood.) 

Q Do you recognize any one or two, or all three of 
these Japanese soldiers? 

A I think I know this one fcere, (Pointing to Yoshioka.) 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi go to the hospital with you? 

A No. 

0 What was he doing when you left him to go to the 
hospital? 

A He was in his office. 

Q He was in his office? 

A Yes. 

Q And how long did you stay at the hospital? 

A About thirty minutes, 

Q And then did you go right back to his office? 

A Yes. 

Q Was he still in his office? 
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A Yes, 

Q Do you think that he could have gone from Ponta to 

Minglaniila and back during that time? 

A No. 

Q Did you know that Ponta and the area around Ponta 
was being fortified at that time? 

A Yes. 

Q When did you return to Cebu City? 

A About six o'clock in the evening? 

Q Was it light? 

A It was dark, 

Q Why did you travel during daylight? 

A It was dangerous because of the planes. 

Q Do you know n Dr. Macrina Leyson? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you knew her? 

A Since because die lives in Cebu City and she happens 

to be my classmate in school. 

Q Do you know a bey named Aoki? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know him? 

A I saw him in the house of Major Hizoguchi. , 

Q Can you describe him'' 

A Yes , 

0 Will you describe him? 

I 

A He is a bov of about lR years old and Dleasant dispo¬ 
sition and does nothing but just play. 

Q Is he the type \>ho would rape or kill a Chinese 
woman? 
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A I don't think so. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
there is no charge at the present time against Aoki. The 
Prosecution doesn't see the relevancy of this line of 
questioning at all, 

CAPTAIN GRFFR: When I made up these questions, I 
went over these questions when Aoki was still being tried, 
COLONEL HAUSE: I suggest that last question 

and answer be stricken from the record pertaining to 
Aoki, Will the reporter strike that part from the record, 

Q Do you know Yoshioka? (Pointing to Yoshioka.) 

A Yes, I know him, 

Q How do you know him? 

A I often saw him in the house of Major Mizoguchi. 

Q What did he do? 

A I think he is the clerk there, 

Q Did Aoki, Yoshioka, or Major Mizoguchi ever mention 
a security conference which was held by Major General 
Manjome in the latter part of January, 1945? 

A No, I do not know. 

Q Do you know Sanuki? (Pointing to the Accused Sanuki.) 

A No. 

Q Do you know Master Sergeant Hirata? (Pointing to 
the Accused Hirata.) 

. A No. 

Q Do you know Katsuta? (Pointing to the Accused Katsuta.) 

A No. 

Q Do you know Captain Kinoshita? 

A No. 
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Q Do you -know any of the people who were raped or 
killed in the Tubud incident? 

A No. 

Q Do you think it was possible for Major Mizoguchi 
to have left Ponta on the 31st efid participated in the 
Tubud incident? 

A No, I don*t think so. 

Q Why do you think it was not possible. 

A It was because I think that his character is upright 

and also it was during that time that we were with him in 
Ponta• 

Q Are you sure that it was that time? 

A I just assume that it was that time that we were in 
Ponta• 

COLONEL HAUSE: I would like to have that ques¬ 
tion and answer read. 

(Whereupon the Reporter read back the question and 
answer.) 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission 
that this last answer of the Witness was given at the 
instant of the questioning by the Defense Counsel. 

He stated a particular date fchich has never been specified 
at all by this Witness. I would like to have so much of 
that question stricken as applies to the incident v»tjl 
the Witness can herself testify as to the date she was 
in Ponta• 

CAPTAIN GREER: Will you read that last question 
and. answer? 

(Whereupon the Reporter read the last question and 
answer.) 
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COLONEL HAUSF: That is correct. Let the record 
stand; continue. 

Q Now, do you know positively that it was the 31st? 

A No, I could not tell, 

Q How long were you at the hospital that morning? 

A We stayed about half an hour in the hospital, 

Q Did you go right back to Major Mizoguchi's head¬ 
quarters? 

A Yes, we went back to his office, 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi tell you anything about this inci¬ 
dent? 

A No. 

Q Did any of his men? 

A No. 

Q Do you know a Chinese girl by the name of Eustaquia 
Kho? 

A Yes. 

Q Was she friendly with the Japanese? 

A I think so. 

Q Was she intimate with any Japanese officer or 

enlisted n#n? 

A I don't know. 

Q Do you know a man named Takimoto? 

% 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know whether her name was ever linked with 
his? 

A I heard that Takimoto was after this girl, 

Q How would you describe the girl? 

A Well, I don't know much about her Intimate life. 
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Q Could you describe her character? 

A She seems easy to me. Her character seems easy. 

COLONFL HAUSF: Ask the Witness whether she 
means easy or excellent? 

Q Do you mean easy or excellent? 

A Fasy. 

Q Can you explain the term, "easy", Mrs. Agierre? 

A I said easy because a girl who is not easy can't go 

around freely. It seems she is easy because even though 
in coming here she comes without chaperone and I think 
that explains it. 

COLONFL HAUSE: Go ahead. 

Q Is "easy" an expression of the Spanish people? 

A Yes. 

Q Does it mean that a,person is of high or low moral 
character. 

A She is of low moral character, 

.Q Do you know anything about an incident in which her 
brother or cousin was involved with the Cebu Kempei Taj? 

A ‘ Yes. 

Q Will you explain that incident for the Commission? 

A It was about the month of January that I heard her 

brother was arrested by the Cebu Kempei Tai, and naturally, 
his mother was frantic. She approached almost all the 
Japanese friends to help her. This Takimoto who was a good 
friend of the family advised her that he will ask for help 
from Major Mizoguchi. So Major Mizoguchi arranged it with 
the Kempei Tai and for a short time this brother was 
released and that is all what I know about it. 
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Q Do you mean for a short time, or in a short time? 

A In a short time. 

Q When did you first hear about the Tubud incident, 

Mrs, Agierre? 

A It was after the Americans landed in Cebu? 

Q Who told you about it? 

A I heard about it, 

Q From your neighbors? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know what month it was that you heard about 

it? 

A It was about the month of November, 1945. 

Q Have you ever been to ?linglanilla? 

A I have been there once when I was a small girl, 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi cause anybody in Cebu City any 

trouble? 

A I have not heard about it, 

Q Did he ever cause you any trouble? 

A No. 

Q Did any of his men give any of the civilians there 

any trouble? 

A No. 

Q Did you hear about any incident in Cebu City or 
Mambaling where they conducted themselves in a disorderly 
manner? 

A No, I have not heard. 

Q Have you heard any of your neighbors, or the people 
who live in Mambaling or Cebu say that Major Mizoguchi 
was a bad man?

A I have not heard any of those complaints. 

Q Or have you heard any of then complain against the 
nen under ?!ajor Mizoguchi's command? 

A No. 

Q Were you living there in January and February? 

A No, we lived there in January? 

Q Where did you go in February? 

A We were in Cebu City. 

Q Do you know any reason why Major Mizoguchi who was 
a Maritime transportation officdr would travel to Tubud 
with his nen when that area has nothing to do with ship¬ 
ping of supplies? 

A I don't know, 

Q Can - you think of any reason why a Chinese girl, 
Eustaquia Kho ? should accuse Major Mizoguchi and the rest 
of this group here of this crime? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it olease the Commission, 

I object to this line of questioning by the Defense 
Counsel, There has been no accusation against these men 
by Eustaquia Kho. She has testified as to the identifica¬ 
tion only — she is making no accusations of this crime 
whatsoever. The United States of America is making this 
accusation in bringing this Charge. She merely happened 
to be a Witness for the Prosecution. Therefore, I object 
to this questioning. 

COLONFL HAUSE: The question is out of line, 

V/ill the Defense rephrase the question if you want on 
answer to it. 
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Q Can you think of any reason why a Chinese girl, 
Eustaquia Kho would testify that Major Mizoguchi 
ordered this crime in Tubud? 

LIFUTFNAN'T’ GILL: Again, I object to the fact - 
that there has been no evidence that Major Mizoguchi 
ordered this crime. If the Defense Counsel will leave 
out reference to the crime, I am sure the question will 
be all right. 

COLONEL HAUSF: Objection sustained. 
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Q Have you ever talked with Eustaquia Kho? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you ever talked about Major Mizoguchi with Eustaquia 
• Kho? 

A Yes. 

Q Y/hat did she say about Major Mizoguchi? 

A She told me that she likes Major Mizoguchi because he 
was a kind man, and also all of his troops were. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Will you please speak up louder? 

A (Continued by the Witness) This Chinese girl told me 
she liked Major Mizoguchi because he was a good man and also 
the men who were living in his house. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did she toll you why she camo hero 
to testify? 

A No. 

Q Did she make any inference as to why she came here to 
testify? 

A She did not tell me anything. 

Q Were you subpoened in this case, Mrs. Agierre? 

A Yes. 

Q Y/hero are you staying? 

A In Manila? 

Q Yes. 

A At the OCCW. 

Q Is that the camp manggdd by Captain Williams? • 

A Yes. 

Q Did Lieutenant Gill question you and your daughters 

in his office the morning of March 6, 1946? 

A Yes. 

Q V/as that before you met me or any of the Defense 

investigators? 
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A Ygs, 

Q Now you're afraid that some harm may come to you oci 
your two daughters because they were Defense witnesses? 

A Yes. 

Q Why do you think that might happen? 

A B ecauso some people do not understand our situation. 

Q What do you mean by situation? 

A I mean that they might think we are collaborators.

Q Did I tell you on the afternoon of March 6, 1946, in 
the civilian witness office that if you wished I would send 
you back to Cebu without calling you or your daughters to 
the witness stand? 

A Yes. 

Q '.7hy did you elect to stay and testify? 

A I deciddd to stay because I think by testifying of what 
I know I could save the lives of these men. 

Q Does your husband know you are here? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know whether or not your husband ha* ever been 
investigated by the CIC? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q Do you know whether or not your husband has ever been 
investigated by the CIC? 

A My husband has been investigated by the CIC. 

Q ’Where does your husband work now? 

A He is working in the Quartermaster in Cebu. 

Q Is he then working for the United States Army? 

A Yes. 

Q 7/hen the Americans landed, did he go to the CIC officials 
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in Cobu City and explain to them his activities during the 
Japanese occupation? 

A Yes, when ho went to the CIC to be investigated. 

Q Are you Catholic, Mrs. Agierre? 

A Yes. 

Q Are the members of your family all Catholic? 

A All Catholic. > 

<«.' CAPTAIN GREER: I have no further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 
r rosec ition? 

CROSS-EXAMINATION 

(BY LIEUTENANT GILL) 

Q Mrs. Agierre, do you have a chaperon with you? 

A How is that? 

0 Why do you not have a chaperon with you? 

A I am big enough to be without a chaperon. 

V 

H How big do you have to be to be without a chaperon? 

f : How is that? 

How big do you have to be to be without a chaperon? 

\ I really don't understand the question, 

v How old do you have to be to be without a chaperon? 

A Well, I think when a woman is a married woman and has 

two big daughters, I think she does not need anymanae to have 
a chaperon, 

Q Does a daughter that is 21 years old need to have a 
chaperon if she is unmarried? 

A For my family, I think my family v/ill always have a 
chaperon for our daughters — they are not married, 

A That, however, happens to be a custom of the family? 
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A Yes. 

Q V/hat patients did you visit in the hospital when you 
wont to Ponta? 

A I beg your pardon? 

q What patients did you visit in the hospital when you 
wbD# to Ponta? 

A There were many kinds of patients -- some of them 
were wounded and some were sick. 

Q What were the nationalities? 

A They were Japanese patients, 

Q In other words, you were giving comfort and solace 
to the Japanese in the hospital, while Major Mizoguchi was 
in his office, is that correct? 

A No, not exactly. We went there because we do not have 
anything to do, so we tried to see the patients, 

Q Did you like to see the sick Japanese? 

A • Yes, 

Q Is Major Mizoguchi a good man? 

A I think he is a good man, 

Q Why did you go to his office? 

A Where? 

Q To visit him. 

A We did not go there without his invitation. 

Q Why did you go when he invited you. 

A I really cannot answer that question. 

Q Why did you go when he invited you? 

A Why should I not go? 

Q Did your husband approve of your going? 

A Of course he approved. 
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Q Ho approved of it? 

A Yes. 

Q He liked Major Mizoguchi? 

A He likes. 

Q ' Did Major Mizoguchi over give you any presents? 

A Yes, ho gave us some presents. 

Q V/hat kind of presents? 

A He gave us some rice, 

vj V/hat else? 

A I believe that is all. 

Q Did he ever give you any clothing? 

A No, he didn't give us any clothing. 

Q Did he ever give you any jewelry? 

A No. 

Q That is a very pretty bracelet you have on, Mrs. 
Agierre. Is that a Japanese bracelet? 

A No, it is not. 

Q It is not a Japanese bracelet? 

A No. 

Q Are those Japanese characters? 

A They are Chinese, 

Q. V/hat js the,difference betwocH*,-tho Chinese character 
and Japanese character? 

A I do not know anything about that. 

<4 How did you get that bracelet? 

A That has been a present from my husband's uncle, 

Q Your husband's uncle? You say Dr. Macrina Leyson 
is a classmate of yours? 

A Yes. 
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Q She lived in Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Did ynu know that she treated the wounds of one of 
the Chinese non wounded in Minglanilla or Tutud? 

A No, X don't know. 

Q Why do yea believe that your testimony will save the 
lives of all cf these men when you only know Major Mizo- 
guchi? 

A I believe they wore accused of the sane crime# 

CAPTAIN GP-DERs Colonel, I object to that. She 
ideneafieri more than Major Mizoguchij she knows Yos hi oka 
also. 

COLONEL HAUSE: She made a statement; as I recall, 
in the record that she believed her testimony would save 
the lives of the Accused. 

LIEUTENANT GILL; She did make that statement. 
CAPTAIN GREER: Did she say of the Accuse-., or 
of these men? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: These men. 

COLONEL HAUSE: That means that the question i 3 
in line. The objection is not sustained. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Do you know a Hirata, or Silata, 
or Shirata? 

A (By the witness) No. 

Q Did Major Uizoguchi move back and forth between Mambaling 
and Cebu City? 

A I do not know, 

Q You do not know? 

A No. 
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Q Do you know why Major Mizoguchi moved to Cebu City 
after you had moved to Cebu City? 

A No, 

^ You have no idea? 

A No, I don't. 

Q Did you go to Ponta on your own initiative or some¬ 
body elsc's suggestion? 

A Major Mizoguchi invited us to go. 

Q He .invited you? Who went with you? 

A We went with Major Mizoguchi. 

Q Major Mizoguchi and who else? 

A With my two daughters and myself and I think there 
were bodyguards riding in the car. 

Q Riding in the car? 

A Yes, 

Q You think they were bodyguards but you are noc sure? 

Are you not sure there were other people in the c ir besides 
you four? 

A No, 

Q As for as you can remember, there were Just four of 
you — your iro daughters, you and Major Mizoguchi in the car? 
A Yes. 

Q • If there were bodyguards in the car they would stay 
inside the car? 

A On the side. 

Q They stayed on the running board? 

A Yes. 

Q All the way? 

A Yes. 
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Q Are you sure? 

A Yes, 

Q Kou many stood on the running board? 

A I think tliat there v/ere two of then, 

Q And was it a largo running board they wore standing 

on? 

A The running board of tho car, by tho side, 

Q Was this a civilian automobile or an Army vehicle? 

A It is an Army vehicle, 

Q Well, was it like an automobile, though? 

A Yes. 

Q Was there any difference b etween that automobile and 
the automobiles you see driving around the streets now? 

A No difference, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Befdro we go any further, I would 
like to chock the Reporter to find out if we have an answer 
to that question that .vas asked and objoctod to and objection 
was overruled. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: The question about their lives, 
(Question and answer read.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: All right, go ahead, 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Do you feel indebted to Major 

Uizoguchi because of the gifts ho gave you and your family? 

A No. 

Q Did you feel indebted to him? 

A No. 

Q You say you have always accepted his invitations to 

go to his house, is that correct? 

A Yes, 
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Q And did yoir husband go with you to his house? 

A No, ho does not go with us, 

Q Y/hy did he not go with you? 

A Because he preferred to stay at hone, 

Q Why did he prefer to stay at hone? 

A I do not know. 

Q Was he invited by Mizoguchi? 

A No, 

Q He was not invited — that is the reason ho did not 
go, is that correcr.? 

A Maybe« 

Q And yet you say your husband liked Major Mizoguchi 
and that he approved of your going to his houso, As that 
correct? 

A Yes, 

Q And how long did you stay in the house of Major Mizo¬ 
guchi on the visits that you nade? 

A Y/e usually stayed about two hours, 

Q About two hours? And did you ever go out of i.he room 
alone with Major Mizoguchi? 

A How is that? 

Q Were you all together in one big roon? 

A Yes, 

Q Did you ever leave that roon with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Leave? 

Q Leave that roon? 

A No. 

Q You never did? 

A No, 
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Q Were there also other officers or soldiers tb enter¬ 
tain your daughters? 

A Yes. 

Q There were? Even Gloria? 

A Yosv 

Q Why did not Major Mizoguchi invite your husband? 

A I do not know, 

Q Is it not true that you accepted the invitation of 
Major Mizoguchi because you feared to refuse hin? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q Were you not afraid of Major Ilizoguchi -- what he night 
do if you refused his invitation to go to his house? 

A No. 

Q Arc you a Ror.an Catholic? 

A Yes. 

Q Are you telling the truth now? 

A Yes. 

Q Are your daughters raised in the Ronan Catholic Ghufcfeh? 
A Yes. 

Q Do#you believe that they would tell the truth at all 
tines on this stand? 

A Yes. 

Q Again I ask you — why do you believe the testimony 

you give here will save the lives of these men? 

A I believe that by giving this testimony it will save 
the lives of these non, because I know they are the truth. 

Q Why do you third: that your testimony, even though it 
be the truth, will save their lives? 

A I do not understand the question. 
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Q Y/hy do you think that what you will toll hero, if 
it is the truth, why that testimony will save the lives 
of these men? Have you been told by the Defense Counsel 
or by anyone that your testimony would save their livos? 

A No. 

Q Then why do you believe it will save thoir lives? 

A Because I do not believe they are guilty of these 
accusations. 

Q Why do you say that you believe they are not guilty? 
Have you any other reason to believe the rest of these men 
were not in Tubud or Manbaling at the tine they were charged 
of the crime? 

A I cannot say of the other men, but the two chat I 
know I can assure you that because of their character 
they could not have been guilty of this crime, 

Q Because of their characters? 

A Yes, 

Q Did they have an excellent character? 

Yes. 

Q Did you ever know a Japanese who did not have an 
excellent character? 

A I do not know, 

Q Were you sorry to see the Americans land in Cebu on . 
March 26th, 1945? 

A Yes, 

Q You were? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: That is all. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 

Defense? 
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Q Do you know where a Chinaman by the name of Uy Pit Yak 
lives in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q Can you explain why you said that you were sorry that 
the Americans landed in Cebu on the 26th of March 1945? 

A V/ill you repeat that question? 

Q Can you explain why you said that you were sorry the 
Americans landed in Cebu on the 26th of March 1945? 

A I never said that statement. 

Q I thought you Just made that statement. Will you read 
that last question and answer? 

(Record road.) 

A (Continued) I was sure that I did not get the right 
question. I didn't understand well the question.

CAPTAIN GREER* I have no other questions. 

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
Q (By Colonel Hause) What nationality are you? 

A Filipino, 

Q Do- you know of any cases in Cebu where the Japanese 
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(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Is it a Spanish custom, Mrs. Agierro, to havo unmarried 
v;onen chaperoned at all timos until they are married? 

A Yes. 

Q V/as there a driver in that vehicle in which you rodo 
with Major Mizoguchi that day — did you have a driver in 
the car? 
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Q Do you kruV*>feere a Chinaman bylfche name Tf Uy Pit Yak 
lives In Hambaling? 

A No* 

. Q Can you explain why^you said that you were sorry that 
the Americans landed in Cebu on the 26 th of March 1945? 

A Will you repeat that question? 

Q Can you explain.why you said that you were sorry the

A I never said that statement. 

Q I thought you Just made that statement. Will you read 
that last question and answer?

EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
Q (By Colonel Hause) What nationality are you? 

« Filipino. 

Q Bo you know of any cases in Cebu where the Japanese 
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aro suspected of murdering or raping? 

A No, I do not know, 

Q Burning buildings? 

A No, 

Q Why did you movo to Cebu? 

A We moved "o Cebu City because during that time the bombing 
was heavy and in Mimbaling wo cannot make good air-raid shelters. 
Q Did the Japanese give you food? 

A No*. 

Q What did they give you? 

A Aro you mentioning Major Mizoguchi? 

Q Yes, 

A Ho gave us some rice. 

Q Anything else? 

A I think that is all he give us. 

Q You mentioned a date; January the 31st was brought out. 

You made an answer to the question. Did you realise the date 

when you gave the answer? In other words, did you know that 
you were answering a question pertaining to a certain day —- 
a certain date in January? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you understand me? 

A No, it is not clear to me, 

COLONEL HAUSE? Will you read that answer? 

(Record read,) 

Q No, you did not — 

A I do not understand the question vexy woll. 

Q Can you say definitely where you were on the 30th or the 

31st of January 1945? 
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A * I cannot say definitely whore we were at that timo. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any further questions? 

Q (By Captain Hendricks) How many times a month did you 
and your daughters visit the major? 

I cannot say how many times wo visited him, but we 
visited him several times. 

Q Would you say probably four times, then? 

A No. 

Q Several times, it was probably five times a month, is 

that right? 

A Maybe. 

Q Was it the custom for the residents in a town, occupied 
town, like that to visit the residence of the occupational 
troops? 

A I don't know much about that, 

Q Well, were your neighbors also visiting the major? 

A Yes, I saw some neighbors being visited by the Japanese 

Q Despite the chaperone system you think it is right 
and proper that you and your daughters should go and visit 
the major? 

A I beg your pardon? 

Q Despite the chaperone system that you talk about you 
think it is right for you and your daughters, without your 
husband, to go and visit the major? 

A I didn't see any wrong with it. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I hr.ve a couple of more questions, sir, 
FURTHER REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) When Eustaquia Kho 

testified before this Commission, she said some guerrillas 








in Cebu were going to kidnap you when you came back to Cebu. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: I object to that because Eustaquia Kho 
did not say that. I am sure if you road the record she said 
she was informed by guerrillas that they were going to kidnap 
family and she talkod to then about it. She did not have 
any reference 'Jo the kidnappings aftor the interrogation 
and questioning for this trial. There was never any testimony 
to that effect.. If the Commission please, the Defense is 
trying to put the answer into the Witness' mouth, 

COLONEL ILiUSEi Does tho Defense agree and withdraw 
the question? 

CAPTAIN GREER: i said Eustaquia testified tho other day 

the guerrillas were going to kidnap them/ 

LIEUTENANT GILL: You said upon her return to Cebu. 
CAPTAIN GREER: I didn't think they would come v.p here 

and kidnap her. Strike my last question, please. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did I visit you at the O.C.C.W, 

the ether day? 

A Yes, 

Q Did I talk to you about testimony that Eustaquia Kho 
had given before this Commission? 

A Y es. 

Q What did I tell you at that time? 

A You told me that this Eustaquia Kho said that when we 
will be back in Cebu the guerrillas are going to kidnap us 
for testifying in the Defense of this case. 

Q What did you say to me when I asked you if you still 
wanted to testify? 

A I asked about your views. 













Q I told you that it was perfectly all right with me if 
you were afraid; that you did not have to testify; is that 
no so? 

A Yes. 

COLONEL HAUSEi I still want to know what that particular 
line has to do with the Charges that we are working on. 

CAPTAIN GREER* She has a theory, Colonel, She said 
the other day — 

COLONEL HAUSEi All right. Go ahead and continue. 

CAPTAIN GREER* Do you want me to explain it? 

COLONEL HAUSEi No, let it go right to the record. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you say anything about being ready 
to die at that time? 

A Yes. 

« 

Q Will you explain to the Commission what you said, please? 

\ 

A On that day when you came to see us I told you that I am 
not afraid, even of the guerrillas, if they are going to kidnap 
us, because I thought I am innocent and I am not afraid to die. 
Q You have a philosophy that you will die when God wants 
you to die, anyhow? 

A Yes. 

Q V/hen Major Mizoguchi gave you the rice, didn't he give 
that — 

LIEUTENANT GILL* I object again in the Defense Counsel 
putting words into the Witness' mouth, 

COLONEL HitUSEs I sustain that; if you want to ask 
the question, rephrase it. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did your husband ever secure ropes 

and other ship repairing material for Major Mizoguchi? 





A I don’t know about that. 

Q Did he ever ho!Lp Major Hizoguchi get any naterials at all? 
I don’t know. 

COLONEL HAUSE; Any questions by the Prosecution? 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Connission, I an 
going to ask the Connission's indulgence for the Prosecution 
to put a few things in the record at this tine. In reference 

ft 

to accusations nade by Defense Counsel in and out of the 
courtroon concerning this trial, the first question I would 
like to ask Mrs. Agierre is this. 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Do you recall statements you made 
to nyself and Lieutenant Owens in the office of War Crimes 
Investigation Detachnont on the 6th of March 194-5? 

A Yes. 

Q At that tine what did I tell you that I would like you 

t 

to do today or whenever you testified? 

V 

A I don’t get you. 

Q Did I tell you to do anything other than tell the truth? 

A Yes, you tell us that. 

Q What did I toll you? 

A You said be sure to tell the truth in court because we 
have a way of knowing if you don't. 

Q I told you to tell the truth, is that correct? For the 
peace of Hind of this Y/itness, I would like to read to her 
the statenent of Eustaquia Kho concerning what she said about 
the Filipino guerrillas on page 169 of the record, referring 
to your family, Mrs. Agierre: (reading) 

"Q Were they ever accused of being collaborationists? 

"A Yes, sir. 
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"Q How do you know that? 

"A Well, I happen to know It from the Filipino soldiers who 
were my friends. They told me that they wanted to kidnap 
that Agicrro family. 

"Q Why? 

"A Because they told me those Agierro family wore often 
invited to dine with the Major, especially at night.' 1 

It has nothing to do with your testimony here today. 

The reference to an incident, as far as wo know, was closed. 

FURTHER REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) Has anything happened to you in 
Cebu at the hands of tho guerrillas to date? 

A No. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Seeming there are no more questions, 
the Commission will adjourn until 0830 tomorrow morning. 

(Whereupon, at 1630 hours, 14 March 1946, the trial 
was adjourned until 0830 hours, 15 March 1946.) 
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The Commission convened at 0830 hours, 15 
March, 1046, at Court No. 1, High Commissioner^ 

Residence, Manila, P. I* 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT O'TENS: Let the record show,that 
all the members of the Commission with the exception of 
Colonel Boykin are present; the Accused, Counsel for the 
Defense, Counsel for the Prosecution are also present. 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call 
the Accused, Major Jiro Mizoguchi to the stand. 

MAJOR JIRO MIZOGUCHI 

tho Accused being first duly sworn was examined and testi¬ 
fied as follows in his own behalf through Interpreter 
Ogita. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q ’.7hot is your name? 

A Jiro Mizoguchi. 

Q Are you a member of the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 

Q T Vhat. 'fins your rank? 

A Major. 

Q How old are you? 

A I<c:.'v.y-cno years old. A 

Q v /hen were you promoted to the rank of Major? 

A On December 1, 1944. 









Q Are you married? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you have any children? 

A One daughter. 

Q Are you a regular army officer? 

A I a'a a reserve officer. 

Q Hov,* long have you been a member of the Imperial 

Japanese Army? 

A EJ.e\en years, 

Q Whar, was your command on the Island of Cebu? 

A I was the commanding officer of the 8th Maritime 
Shipping Battalion from the 10th of January since 
Colonel Mitsuj of the Sho Ship Repairing Unit was in 
Leyte and I was taking his place. I was also leading 
the instructions concerning the duties of the Sho enip 
Repairing Unit. I was also leading the first fuel repair* 
ing unit of the shipping engineers. These four were my 
duties. 

COLONEL HAUSE: January of what year? 

A I V'MS substituting as commanding officer for Colonel 

i 

Mitsui from January 10, 194-5, and the other duties from 
arcund the middle of January, 194-5* 

Q I hand you this diagram, "Command Channel of Mari¬ 
time Transportation" which has been marked for identifica¬ 
tion, "Defense Exhibit l C', and ask you if you can identify 
it as an accurate portrayal of the command channel of 
the Maritime Transportation Unit in the Imperial Japanese 
Army during the month of January, 194-5* 

A This is correct, there is no mistake. 









r 





CAPTAIN GREER: Major Mizoguchi did point out 
one fact on Defense Exhibit "C" in the lower left side of 
the diagram under "Second Company',' First Lieutenant Suzuki's 
name is misspelled. It should read, "S-U-Z-U-K-I". 

As corrected, I ask that the Defense Exhibit "C" be 
accepted in evidence. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any objection by the Prosecution? 
LIEUTENANT GILL: No objection. 

COLONEL HAUSE: There seems to be no objection. 

It will bo so accepted into evidence. 

(Whereupon Defense Exhibit "C" narked for identification 
was received in evidence.) 

Q After January 10, 194-?, will you explain to the mem¬ 
bers of the Commission which units portrayed in this dia¬ 
gram came under your immediate command? 

A Fifteen civilians attached to the Army of the Sho 
Maritime Transportation Corps cane under ny command after 
January 10. And all of the units down here (pointing to 
the last row on the bottom of Defense Exhibit "C", were 
under my command and after January, I was in charge of 
supervising the work of Maritime Engineer Unit at Liloan, 
Cebu, and also the shipping depot at Cebu City* 

Q How nany officers and men were there in the Maritime 
Transportation Unit at that time? 

A You mean on the 10th of January? 

Q I will rephrase the entire question. How many offi¬ 
cers and men were there" in the Maritime Transportation 
Unit after the fifteenth of January, 1945? 
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A There vere twenty officers and there were 2,000 
including n>n-coms, soldiers and civilians attached to 
the Army. * •' • 





















Q What was the primary duty of that unit? 

A The duties were mainly sea transportation of ammunitions, 
supplies and troops. 

Q What were the specific missions in the latter part of 
January, 194-5, for the Maritime Transportation Unit, referring 
specifically to the 8th Battalion? 

A In the Mitsui area Cebu was the base; in other words, 
Cebu had the 35th Army Headquarters; they also had lots of 
supplies there. The principal duty of the 8th Battalion at 
that time was to transport war materiel, ammunitions, rations 
to islands such as Negros, and also transporting troops to 
Negros, and also my duty, not with the 8th Battalion but as 
the substitute for Colonel Mitsui, was the transportation 
of task forces returning from Leyte. 

Q Did you also ship food and munitions to the island of 
Mindanao? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, I 
have no objection to the asking of these questions, providing 
they are relevant to the issues in this trial, and if the 
Defense Counsel can show the relevancy of this testimony, I 
will be glad to withdraw my objection, but Prosecution will 
object at this time to the relevancy of this line of question¬ 
ing. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission sustains your ob¬ 
jection and wishes that the testimony that you bring out 
will have a direct bearing on the charges. The line of 
questioning and the answers are apparently remote from the 
problem we are trying to solve, so please be more specific 
in questioning your witness about the Charges and Specifica¬ 
tions.

CAPTAIN GREER: First, this man who commanded 
the Maritime Unit has been accused of the commission of 
a crime on land far removed from his base of operations. 

I am trying to show you how involved his command was in 
Cebu City, how many persons he commanded, how many different 
outfits he looked after, supervised, and extent of his 
duties in Cebu City. He has nothing to do with land 
activities against guerrillas or anybody else. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The evidence has shown that he 
lived on land near the scene of the ftrime, is that right? 

Co let us begin from there. 

INTERPRETER OGITA: The witness wants to know 
what was being said. 

(Whereupon the Interpreter translated to the 

witness.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: Sir, is there any objection to 
my asking him the total number of men and officers under 
his command? 

COLONEL HAUSE: You have already asked that. - 
CAPTAIN GREER: No, I have not. I have asked ’ 
him about one unit. 

Q (Ey Captain Greer) Major, how many officers, enlisted 
men and civilians were under your command in the latter 
part of January, 194-5? 

A Do you mean direct command? 

<3 Yes. 

A This is all of Cebu? 

Q Yes. 

A Including the mobile unit, there were 40 officeis and 
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3500 soldiers — correction — including the Kido unit 

there were 40 officers and 3500 enlisted men. 

Q How many civilians? 

» 

A I do not remember too clearly, but in the Maritime 
Transportation Battalion alone there were 1400 civilians, 
and in the Kido unit I think there were about 200. 

Q Who was the commanding officer of the Island of Cebu 
at that time? 

A As far as defense is concerned, Major General Manjome 
was the commanding officer. However, our direct commander 
was Colonel Mitsui and above him was Lieutenant General Suzuki, 
Q Did Major General Manjome issue any orders pertaining 
to defense before the landing of the Americans on the Island 
of Cebu? 

A There was no order concerning defense, 

Q Did Major General Manjome issue any orders pertinent 
to your primary mission on Cebu? 

* 

A He has no right to issue orders, 

Q In case the Americans attacked Cebu, did each of the 
unit commanders have a specific zone of responsibility 
under the command of Major General Manjome? 

A Yes. This was decided upon in the 35th Army Headquar¬ 
ters on the Cebu defense plan. The plan called for various 
commanders to enter combat in certain zones under the orders 
of General Manjome in case the Americans landed. 
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Q Did Major General Hanjome ever conduct security conferences? 
A Yes, he did, 

Q Did he conduct one on the 30th of January 1945? 

A Yes, 

Q Where was that conference held? 

A The meeting was held in Cebu at the former Naniwatei 
Restaurant, That was where the meeting was held, 

Q Did you attend that conference? 

A Yes, 

Q Did the other unit commanders attend that conference? 

A All the unit commanders in Cobu Island attended, 

Q What time did that conference start? 

A It started at eight o'clock, 

Q How many hours did it last? 

A Is this the meeting on the 30 th? 

Q Yes, 

A I think it lasted about two and a half hours, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Eight a.m, or eight p.m.? 

i 

Q (By Captain Greer) Was that eight o'clock in the morning 

* 

or eight o'clock in the evening? 

A Eight o'clock in the morning, 

Q What was the gist of the information that was given out 
at that conference? 

A General Hanjome spoke of the constructions of positions 

and he said that the method of the various units in constructing 
positions were poor. Also he said such and such positions 
must be made and used. In other words, he gave instructions 
concerning positions. He strongly made statements about 
maintenance of military discipline among the troops. 
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Ho spoke of conservation of food and distribution of ammuni¬ 
tions • 

Q Did Major General Manjomc issue any ordor that you were 
to kill civilians, rape Chinese womon, steal pigs, chickens 
and so forth, at that meeting? 

A Definitely not. General Manjome always insisted that 
in coming into contact with the residents in Cebu, the troops 
must maintain courtesy and not rape and never to try to 
purchase things by strong-armed methods, Tho Filipinos are 
a people who hate intensely the practice of slapping so 
General Manjome prohibited the troops from slapping people. 

The reason for this was that the situation was such that 
we don't know when the Americans would land. If the Americans 
did land and the Japanese have been treating the people in 
the vicinity badly, then the people would oppose. They would 
confuse tho Japanese troops from the rear. So Genoral 
Manjome always stated at the meetings that the troops must 
not make enemies of the Filipino residents. Naturally, 

General Manjome did not issue such orders as to rape and 
kill poople, 

Q Can you name any of the officers who attended that 
conference and who could testify that you were present 
throughout the conference? 

A Yes, I can, 

Q Will you do so, please? 

A Tho following are the people that attended the conference 
and can testify to the effect that I was there* Captain 
Kiichi Kinoshita, who has already testified here; Captain 
Iba, and Captain Noda of the 35th Army, From the Kempei Tai, 



Li.outonr.nt Colonel Morinoto, Captain Tsuruynna, and Second 
Lieutenant Shirota; from the Supply Dopot, Captain Aoki; 
fron the Onishi Unit, Lieutenant Colonel Onishi and First 
lieutenant llatsuura and Captain Koborij fron the Shore 
Transportation Unit, Lieutenant Colonol Hattori* There 
were about thirty officors prosent at the meeting* I have 
named tho ones that I remember and the rest of theE, I don’t 
remember their names but I can remember their faces* 

Q Did you ever assign or place any of you* men on special 
duty with the Konpoi Tai on Cebu? 

A I have never loaned out my men to the Kenpei Tai. 

Q Did you ever give orders to or receive orders from the 

Kcmpoi Tai on Cebu? 

A Definitely not. 

Q Where was Lieutenant Colonel Onishi*s infantry battalion 
stationed? 

A The headquarters and three companies of the Onishi Unit 
were in Guadalupe, Cebu City, Of the three companies the 
main strength were in the mountains about two and a half 
kilometers from Cebu* One company, perhaps it may be-3rd ,..... 
Company, was stationed near Naga in the mountains at a place 
called Pangdan whore they wore detailed as security force 
there because tho army ammunition dump was there. Since 
January these ammunitions were being transported over the 
land o.i tracks from Naga to the piers in Cobuj and the route 
from Nnge to Cebu was dangerous, so some of the men were 
stationed at Hinglanilla. That is about the extent of the 
details that I know* 

COLONEL HAUSE* The Commission will take a ten-minute 
recess. • (Snort recess.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE* The Commission will be in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL* Let the record show that all members 
of the Commission are present, the Accused, Counsel for the 
Accused and Counsel for the Prosecution are also present. 

Will you remind the witness that he is still under oath? 
(Whereupon the Interpreter reminded the witness that ho 
was still under oath.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Cont'd.) 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you ever assign or place any 
of your men on special duty with the Onishi Unit on the island 
of Cebu? 

A No. 

Q Did you ever’ give ordors to or receive orders from the 

Onishi Unit on Cebu? 

A No. 

Q V/ho is Hirata (pointing to the Accused Hirata)? 

A He is a non-commissioned officer of the 35th Army 
Headquarters. 

Q Was he a member of your command? 

A No. 

Q Were Katsuta, Sanuki, and Yoshioka (pointing to the Accused) 
members of your Maritime Transportation Unit, 8th Battalion? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you know where the section known as Tubud is located? 

A On the map I know that it is in the vicinity of 

Minglanilla. 

Q Do you know where Minglanilla is located? 

A Yes, I know where Minglanilla is located. 

Q For your information, Tubud is supposed to be a sub¬ 

division of Minglanilla. It is located about three quarters 
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of a mile from the center of Minglanilla. Now, did you have 
any troops or officers under your command stationed at 
Minglanilla or at Tubud? 

A No, never, 

Q Did you order any men to go to Minglanilla or Tubud 
on the 30th or 31st of January 194-5? 

A No. 

Q Did you talk to any men who were en route to Minglanilla 

or Tubud on the 30th and 31st of 'January 194-5? 

A No, definitely not. 

Q Did you personally go to Minglanilla or Tubud on the 
30th or 31st of January 1945? 

A No, definitely not, 

Q Have you ever been to Tubud? 

A No. 

Q What units of the Japanese Army were stationed in the 
Minglanilla area? 

A Part of the Onishi Unit. I heard rumors that after the 
middle cf January part of Captain Aoki's outfit were stationed 
in Minglanilla. 

Q • Would you have any reason or authority for sending your 
men into that sector?. 

A No. 

Q In January and February 1945 were any of the units under 
your command low on food? 

A No, Our unit at that time had six months’ supply of rice 
and wheat. We had one year's supply of canned goods, salt' 
and sugar. When our battalion left Japan we loaded one year’s 
supply of rations on the ship. And this was about the time 
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when wo had consumed about one-half of that supply. As for 
for the dried foods, wo had plenty of them as I have stated. 
Although vegetables, fish and meat were scarce, since we 
had former fishermen among the troops and in the ships, 

I had those former fishermen catch fish on the Talisay and 
Mambaling coast. After eating this food wo had some left 
over so wo distributed the surplus to Major General Manjome 
and also to the hospitals in Cebu. As far as meat, it was 
our ship that transported pigs, chickens and eggs to Cebu 
from the’Dai To Trading Company, the Civilian Branch Store 
in Bohol Island at a place called Shikl Point, Since it 
was our ships that were being used in transporting these 
products we received plenty of these foods. As far as green 
vegetables we cultivated the vacant rough lots in the vicinity 
of Ponta and raised chard and radishes. We also purchased 
things from the market near our headquarters place called 
Bassak. 
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Q Your unit was not a front line unit of the Imperial 
Japanese Army, was it, Major? 

A It was a rear echelon. 

Q Like the rear echelon troops in our Army, were you 

not always taken care of, so far as food and clothing and 
other military necessities were concerned? 

A As I said just now, we had plenty. 

Q This food you gave to Major General Manjome headquarters, 
did you do that to make a good impression on him, or was it 
your duty to supply his headquarters with food? 

A It was a favor. 

Q At that time, Major, how many hours a*day were you 

devoting to work for the Japanese Army? 

A I served over 14 hours a day. 

Q v ’ill you please explain the military situation at that 
time, the end of January, 1945, on the Island of Cebu, for 
the members of the Commission? 

A Of January’ 

Q. Yes. 

A Since the Japanese were fighting an uncomfortable battle 
in Leyte, we did not know when the Americans would land on 
Cebu Island. Cebu is very close to Leyte. Therefore, all 
these sector units were busy making positions at the time. 
Regardless of such a situation, the ammunitions which were 
to be sent to Mindanao and Negros were piled like mountains 
in Pangdan. Consequently, the transportation of these ammu¬ 
nitions to the various headquarters supposedly was the big 
problem of the 35th Army Headquarters. Consequently, because 
of the decisive change of situation in Leyte, the guerrillas 
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in Cebu started to act aggressively. To the south, the 
guerrillas began appearing close to Naga. To the north, 

t 

the guerrillas started advancing to a barrio called Cotcots 
which is next to a barrio of Liloan. The above is the situa¬ 
tion on land, such as the aggressiveness of the guerrillas. 

In the air, enemy airplanes, namely the Gruman 
fighters, were making air raids every day continuously. In 
the morning, they would start out 8:00 o'clock generally 
until 12:00, and in the afternoon they would start out around 
1300, until about 4:00 or 5:00 o'clock in the afternoon. 

They raided the military installations, especially ships, 
of the 8th Battalion. 

On the sea, PT boats from the East Coast of Bohol 
Island appeared every night off the coast of Naga, and they 
were menacing the security of the sea. 

COLONEL KAUSE: At this time I would like the 
reporter to read the last question and the answer. 

(Whereupon, the question and answer were read.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: I would like the Defense Counsel 
to explain to the Commission what that question and answer 
has to do with the Charges and Specifications upon which 
this Accused is being tried. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Colonel, as military men we under¬ 
stand that in time of battle or pending battle, a military 
man is as busy as he ever will bo during the entire time 
of his life. You have heard testimony from the Prosecution's 
witness to the effect that Major Mizoguchi was not busy at 
the time, that he had plenty of time, that he did not 

» 

work hard -- I think this shows you ~ * 
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COLONEL HAUSE: There is nothing in that question 
or that answer^ that proves what Major Mizoguchi v/as doing 
at any particular time. That is just a general statement 
thut is taking up the time of the Commission and as near as 
I can seo it, it has no bearing on the case whatever, so 
please control your witness so that you get testimony that 
bears on the case, 

CAPTAIN GREER: Do you wish to have me stop the 
witness on his answer now for that question? 

COLONEL HAUSF: I think we have enough, I don't 
think it hap any bearing on the case, do you? 

CAPTAIN GREER: Sir, he is talking about the prepar¬ 
ations they were making in their respd^tiva zones. He was 
charged with the protection of Ponta, which we were talking 
about yesterday. In the fortifications built at Ponta, they 
had a certain amount of ammunitions/ If that ammunition fell 
into the hands of guerrillas or the United States Army, it 
would be a serious set-back in the military position of his 
unit. For that reason, I am entering into this line of 
questioning to show you why he sent guards to the crossroads 
at Ponta. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Continue with the questioning. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you send men to guard the 
three-pronged road function near Ponta? 

A Yes. 

Q I hand you Defense Exhibit A and ask you to point to 
the house in which you lived in the first part of January, 

1945 (handing chart to the witness.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: Let the record, show that he pointed 
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to the house on Defense Exhibit A, to the extreme left 
side of the map, in the vicinity of Vinalusan River, 
marked Mambaling C.P. 

















♦ ♦ 


Q (By Captain Greer) When did you move from that house? 

A On the loth of January, 

Q I hand you Defense Exhibit "A” and ask you to indicate 
for the Commission the house into which you moved at that time, 
A This is the office and this is my quarters (pointing to 
Exhibit »»A”), 

CAPTAIN GREERt Let the record show that the Witness 
pointed to a house marked ••Billet” and a building across the 
street from that house marked ''Command Post”, both of them 
located in the upper central section of the exhibit, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Now, while you were living in 
Mambaling was there a Chinese banana shop in the vicinity? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know the Chinese family who ran that shop* 

A Yes, 

Q Was this Chinese family pro-Japanese? 

A I believe they were pro-Japanese, 

Q In what way did you assist this family while you were 
in Mambaling? 

A I cannot call it exactly"assistance*', but first of all 
troops used to pass through the town frequently and at the 
east side of this Chinese store there was a great big tree 
and the passing troops used to rest under this shady tree. 

While resting they would go to the store and they would buy 
candies and bananas. However, among the passing troops it 
seems that there were people, soldiers, who would not buy 
or who would not pay enough. Among the spies and informers 
used by the Cebu Military Police there were some that would 
go to the store and eat bananas and drink whiskey and would 
not pay, saying they were working for the Japanese Kempei Tai, 
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Since about thirty of us were stationed there I placed a 
•sentry about thirty meters across the road from the store. 
Sinco the sentry was placed there losses duo to tho passing 
soldiers were eliminated, so the father and mother of that 
family were very happy about that matter. At that time the 
Mambaling mountain soldiors, they are not exactly guerrillas, 
but they are sort of camouflaged guerrillas, would come out 
of tho mountains into the town of Mambaling. They would tako 
food and drink liquor and steal clothes. Then they would 
go back into the mountains. There were many cases like 
this so after we would place sentries at important points 
and strict security was kept, the incidences of the camouflaged 
guerrillas were eliminated. Consequently, the residents 
of Mambaling and especially this Chinese family appreciated 
this very much, 

LIEUTENANT GILL* May it please the Commission, could 
the Prosecution have the question and the Witness’ answer 
read at this time? 

(Whereupon the record was read as requested.) 

LIEUTENANT GILL* May it please the Commission, I 
wonder if the Interpreters could request the Witness to answer 
the question more directly instead of going into a very — 
so much ramification. There is no direct answer so far to 
the question. I am sure there will be if he will go more 
directly instead of beating around the bush and I think we 
can save a great deal of time. 

COLONEL HAUSE* That appears to be a good suggestion. 

Can the Defense control their Witness in order to get a more 
direct answer and not ramble and take up a lot of time?

THE WITNESS (Through Interpreter Ogita)< I understand, 

A (Continuing) The son of this Chinese family was picked 
up by the Cebu M.P.’s, Around the latter part of November 194-4 
tho mother of this boy was worried and she told me and also 
through Takimoto, that she wanted some help. So I asked 
Captain Tsuruyama, comfiander of the Military Police Detachment 
for his release, and the following day this Chinese boy was 
released, 

Q Did you give thai family and -<!>ther families Christmas 
presents at Christmas time 1944? 

COLONEL FAUSE: Ask him to answer "yes" or "no" to try 
to shorten it up, 

CAPTAIN GREERt Answer "yes" or "no", 

A Yes, I did. I gave rice and matches, 

# 

Q (B/ Captain Greer) Were your men quite friondly with 
this Chinese family? 

A Yes, they were, 

Q Did any one of them seem to be particularly attached to 
the Chinese girl 7 
A Sergeant Takimoto. 

Q How did you know that? 

A On the day that we were moving to Cebu, that is, on 
January 10th, Takimoto come to mo and said that the girl 
wanted to move to Cebu with Takimoto and live with him, so 
Takimoto asked my permission. I refused it* 

COLONEL HAUSE» The Commission will take a ten-minute

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COLONEL HAUSE: Tho Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
the members of the Commission are present, the Accused, 
Counsel for the Defense and Counsel for the Prosecution 
are also present. 

Will you remind the Witness that ho is still under 

oath? 

(Wherupon the Interpreter reminded the Witness that 

he was still under oath.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
(C0NT»D.) 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Was this Chinese girl that Sergeant Takenoto mentioned, 
Eustaquia Kho,who testified in this case last week? 

A Yes. 

Q Would this girl have any reason to fail to tell the 
truth on this witness stand? 

A Yes, it could be felt that way, 

Q Now, why do you make that statement? 

A The people who were pro-Japanese before the American 
occupation have heard that they wotitld be charged as colla¬ 
borators and as pro-Japanese elements after the Americans 
cane and in order to camouflage their pro-Japanese activi¬ 
ties, she might have wanted to do such a thing. Since 
March of 1945 at the Leyte Prisoner of War Camp I saw her 
for the first tine and I felt a sort of a affection or 
attachment for her but she would not even look at me 
once. 

Q Do you mean that you saw her in March, 1945, or when 
did you see her? * 
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A When we wore passing by in front of her place in 
March, 1945, I saw her for the lest tine, end then I 
saw her for the first tine after that at the Loyte Pris¬ 
oner of War Car.p,

Q In what nonth was that? 

A Novenber 10, I think. 

Q Did your r.en wear arny or navy uniform? 

A Arny uniform, sir. 

Q V/hat color or colors were those uniforms? 

A Light green. 

Q Did you ever allow any of your soldiers to go out 
of uniform? 

A No, I did not allow it. 

Q Have you ever seen any of your soldiers dressed in 
khaki uniforms? 

A No. 

Q In other words, privates did not have khaki uniforms? 
A Yes, they did not. 

Q How were yo'ir men armed? 

A They had the Type 44 carbine. 

Q I now hand you TM-E 30-480 entitled, ’’Handbook on 
Japanese llilitary Forces" printed 1? September, 194-4, 
by the War Department of the United States of America, 
and referring to page 190 of that Manual, I ask you to 
point to the weapon that your nen carried. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Let the record show that the 
Witness pointed to the rifle in Figure 172, narked "Model 
44 (1911) 6.5 tlilineter Cavalry Carbine"showing bayonet 
folded and open.

Q Is tho bayonet on that rifle detachable? 

A No, it cannot bo detached. 

Q Now, diu you have any infantry rifles in your 
supply room tlv t you issued to your men? 

A No. 

Q To the best of your knowledgo, did your ren over 
carry any other weapons except tho one that you have de 
cribed? 

A They had machine guns. 

Q Wore these machine guns individual or crow served 
weapons. 

A They had then by groups. 

Q Do you know where Yoshiol^a(Bointing to the Accused, 
Yoshioka) was on the 30th of January 194?? 

A Yes, I know. 

Q Where was he? y 

A He was in the connand post in Cebu City. 

Q What was he doing? 

A He was a clerk. 

Q Whore was he on the 31st of January 194-5? 

A Ho was at the cor.na.nd post. 

Q What was ho doing on that day? 

A He was preparing the inventory on that date. 

Q When were these reports due? 

A On the last dry of the month. 

Q When did he give then to you? 

A I think it was around 6:30 in the afternoon. 

Q Tho afternoon of what date? 

A On the 31st.. 














Q By 6:30 on the morning of January 31st, did you see 
Sanuki(Rointing to the Accused, Sanuki) on guard at the 
Ponta road junction v/hen you passed by in a car with some 
Spanish women? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Hay it please the Commission, 
again I object to these loading questions on direct exam¬ 
ination. The Witness has not testified to that yet. The 
Defense ic putting answers Into his mouth. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection is sustained. Lead¬ 
ing questions are all right once in a while but you are 
having two many of them. Either rephrase your question 
or withdraw your question. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I will rephrase my question. 

Q Did you take a trip on the 31st of January? 

A Yes.

Q Did you go to Ponta? 

A Yes. 

Q Were there any passengers in your car? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Just a minute, that is the same 
thing. Put it, "Where did you go?" instead of, "Did you 
go to Ponta?" 

CAPTAIN GREER: Strike that. 

Q Where did you go? 

A I went to Ponta. 

Q Were there any passengers in your car? 

A Three members of the Aguierre family, the driver, 
one guard and myself. There were six of us and myself. 

\ • 
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Q Did you pass the three road Junction near 

Pontn that naming? 

A Yos, *1 ill. 

Q Did you nee the Accused, Sanuki (Pointing to the 
Accused, SanuKi) on guard at that tine? 

A Yes, I lid. Sanuki was in charge of tho guard and 
I saw hin just inside the house. 

Q Did you see Aoki on the 30th and 31st of January? 

A Yes, I saw hin at hone. 

Q Wha J ; was he doing? 

A He is ny housoboy. 

Q Major, will you please tell the Comission what 
you did on tho 30th of January, 1945? 

A On the 30th of January fron 0800 to ' found 1100, I 
was attending the security conference which was being 
hold in Cebu City. Fron eleven o'clock until two o'clock 
in the afternoon I had ny lunch and I also looked over 
docunents, Fron around 1400 to around 1700 I had a dis¬ 
cussion concerning transportation with staff officer 
Suginoto, staff officer Kobata, staff officer.. 

Watanabc, of the 35th Arny Headquarters. Fron around 1700 
to around 1900, I had ny evening r.ieal and I also took a bath 
and fron 1900 for about an hour I talked with a nenber of 
the Kido Unit about batteries for connunications. Fron 
around 2000 to 2400 I wqs looking over docunents at hone. 

Q What did you do on the 31st of January 1944? 

A On the 31st of January around 0600 I left Cabfl ' 
and went to Ponta. At Ponta fron 0800 until 1000 I 
transmitted information gathered at the security conference. 
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I also transmitted my notes. From 1000 to 1130, I 
offered combat Instructions in crso the Anoricans 
landed. From H30 until 1300 I had lunch and I also 
rested. From 1300 until 4*30 I visited and lookod at 
construction of positions by the first company, I an 
not sure as to the exact tine-but it seemed that I left 
around 5 o'clock and reached Cebu around 5*30. But I 
nay have left around 5*30 and reached Cebu around 6 
o'clock. I an not sure about the tine.

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Q Did you on either of these days, the 30th or 31st 
of January, 1945, give any instructions to soldiers while 
they were being loaded on trucks in Marabaling, just in front 
of your former headquarters? 

A No. 

Q ^id you give any instructions on the 30th or 31st of 
January in front of your former headquarters at Mambaling 
to any officer? 

A No. 

Q Did you speak to any officer who was on a truck or near 
a truck in front of your headquarters on either of those 
dates? 

A You mean an officer who was on a truck? 

0 On a truck or standing behind a truck or near a truck? 

A No. 

0 Did you drive anywhere to inspect a truckload or several 
truckloads of soldiers who were supposedly on a foraging 
party outside of Cebu City or Manbaling? 

A No. 

0 V'as there much travel on the roads during daylight 

at that time? 

A During the daytime, due to the enemy planes, it was 
very dangerous to^travel on the road, so consequently traffic 
was very light. 

Q* Did you or your men travel during the daytime at the 
end of January, 1945? 

A I don't think we hardly did. 

0 When did you drive during the days toward the end of 
January, 1945? 

A I drove the automobile real early in the morning or 
extremely late in the afternoon. 
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* Did your unit have any trucks? 

A No. 

Q viiat did you do for transportation? 

A, We borrowed trucks for transportation from the Maruichi 
unit. 

Q Was that on Army or a Navy unit? 

A It was a civilian outfit. 

Q Did you borrow any trucks to transport your men or for 
any other reason on the 30th or 31st of January, 1945? 

A No, we did not. 

Q When did you first hear about the Tubud incident? 

A I first heard about it from Second Lieutenant Marshall 
on November 10th. 

» 

Q Are you sure you did not hear about it before then? 

A Yes, I am sure. 

Q Did Lieutenant Marshall of the United States Army ask 
you to help him investigate this case when you were a prisoner 
of war? 

A Yes. 

Q And did you help on the investigation of this case? 

A Yes, I did. 

q Now did you uncover any information that led you to 
believe that Sanuki (pointing to the Accused, Sanuki), 

Katsuta (pointing to the Accused, Katsuta), or Yoshioka, 
(pointing to the Accused, Yoshioka) were guilty or suspicioned 
of being guilty in the Tubud incident? 

A Definitely not. 

Q Did you discover any information that would lead you 
to believe that Sergeant Hirata (pointing to the Accused, 
Hirata) was guilty or suspicioned of being guilty of this 
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Tubud incident? 

A No. 

0 Did you prepare some type of written report and give 
it to Lieutenant Marshall of the War Crimes Investigating 
Department? 

A Yes, I did, three times. 

0 In any one of those reports, did you mention that you 
had discovered Onishi units were located in Minglanilla? 

A Yes, I did. 

0 Did he ever talk to you about that fact? 

A I have not met Lieutenant Marshall after that. 

Q Were incidents of this kind, referring to the Tubud 
incident, so common that the w a r Crimes Investigating 
Department could bo confusing some of them that took place 
in the same vicinity, on or about the 30th or 31st of January 
1945 ? 

A No, I do not think so. 

0 Can you think of anything that would help the Commission 
to discover who v/as involved in and responsible for this 
crim,e? 

A I can relate information which I heard from the MP's. 

Q Will you do that please? 

CAPTAIN GREER: 'Just a moment, before you start, 
ask him to be as brief and direct as possible, please. 

. (Whereupon the Interpreter spoke to the witness.) 

A (By the witness) Once Corporal Ishizaka of the Kempei 
Tai said that at a place called Tubud, the northeastern part 
of Minglanilla, he saw 13 or 14 bodies. Ishizaka saw this 
on February 2 or 3 of 1945. Lieutenant Shirota of the Kempei 
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Tai, of the Cebu Konpei Tai detachment, said that Captain 
Tsuruyama, the head of the Military Police, brought a 
Master Sergeant of the Onishi unit to the office and made 
that investigation, and after which he handed this Master 
Sergeant over to the Onishi unit* The context of the inves¬ 
tigation is as follows* 

This Master Sergeant and others under him had 
conducted a collection of material imd committed rope in 
the vicinity of Minglanilla and they also did some other 
things. Ho also told me that since this incident is the 
only one of its kind in the MinglanJJLla area, it must have 
been the same incident which the Mizoguchi unit is being 
linked with today. He said he heard e.bout this investigation 
around the beginning of February* I do not remember the 
date clearly. That is all. 
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Q Major, did you ever set up a C.P. or stay in a house 
for any length of time in Minglanilla or in Tubud? 

A No. , 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions to ask the 
Accused, but with the Commission's indulgence, I would like 
to make a short statement. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Go ahead. 

CAPTAIN GREER: It has not been my intent to bore you 
or the members of the Prosecution with the lengthy details 
of the Major's or the other members of the Accused' explanation 
of their activities. There seems to be something in the 
Japanese psychology that demands they tell everything they 
know. In preparing for this case, I have listened to 
countless thousands of facts, very few of which were actually 
pertinent to the case. Out of that maze of material we 
finally got these witnesses and the Accused ready for trial. 

I have been reminded before during my cross examination of 
Chinese witnesses introduced by the Prosecution that I should 
be careful because they had a speech, a language barrier. 

How much more should we be patient with these people who 
do not speak English as did those Chinese people. I was 
not trying to hamper the progress of the trial or to 
introduce extraneous material, but in order to convince all 
of the Accused that they were receiving a fair trial I had 
to give them permission, so to speak, to tell their story. 

Thank you. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Pro'secution may cross examine for 
about ten minutes and then wo will recess. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) On the 30th of January 1945> were 
you or wore your commanders convinced that Japan was going 
to win tho war? 

A 'Because of the set-backs in the Leyte campaign, we 
belioved that it will bo very difficult, 

Q Were you ovor on active duty outside of Japan before 
you camo to tho Phil .ppines? 

A Yes* 

Q • Where? 

A In Manchuria, and China, Those aro the places I served, 

Q Wcro you with the Transportation Unit in those places? 

A 1 No, 

Q Y/hat kind of a unit wore you with? 

A In Manchuria I was with the Cavalry and in China I was 

with tho General Headquarters, 

Q When did you come to Cebu? 

A On tho 31st of August, 1944, 

Q Whero did you come from? 

A From Japan I camo to Manila and stayed here one month 
and then I went to Cebu, 

Q Did you havo a Lieutenant or Captain Takahashi working 
in your headquarters on Cebu? 

A There is a Second Lieutenant Takahashi, 

Q Y/hat were his duties? 

A His duty was tho planning of transportation, 

Q Where was ho living on the 30th of January 1945? 

A Ho lived in Cebu, 

Q V/hat did he do on that day? 

A I believe ho was in the office working on plans for 


transportation 
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Q Did you soe him? 

A I saw him r.t the noon meal on the 30th. 

Q Y/hcre wus he on the 31st? 

A Ho was in Cebu, 

Q Did you soe him there? 

A Yes. 

Q Y/hon? 

h /iftor I camo back from Ponta and had my ovening meal 

ho camo to my house to sco mo. 

Q Did you leave Ponta on tho 31st after it was dark? 

A It was not completely dark in Ponta but it was getting 
dark. 

Q Y/hat was tho weather like? 

A I don't remember clearly, 

Q V/hat was the weather like on the 30 th? 

A I think the YJoather was good on tho 30th. 

Q V/ill you describe in detail to the Commission what you 

did on tho second day of February 194-5? 

A On the 2nd of February I was probably in the office 
working from eight o'clock in tho morning until eleven o'clock. 

In the afternoon during that period I usod to go to the 
35th i»rny Headquarters so I was probably there, 

Q What did you do that ovening? 

A At night I looked over documents. 

Q What did you do on the 29th day of January 1945? 

A I was working at the Command Post. In the afternoon I 
think I went to the 35th Amy Headquarters for the liaison, 

Q And the evening? 

A I think I was working at hone looking over documents, 

Q 7/hat did you do on the 26th of January 1945? 
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A On the 26 th of January I wont to Ponta to subnit the 
informtions received at the security conference, 

Q What tine did you go? 

A I left at six o'clock, 

Q Who was with you? 

A I took along one socurity guard, 

Q Did you soo a guard on the road at Ponta Junction? 

44 Yes, 

Q Did you rocognizo that guard? 

A I do not remember clearly, 

Q Was it Sanuki? 

A I do not remember that also, 

Q How long did you stay at Ponta? 

A In the morning I was at Ponta and I had my meal there. 
In the afternoon I think I went towards Talisay. 

COLONEL frUSE 1 At this time the Commission will recess 
until 1330. 

('.Thereupon, at 1130 hours, a recess was taken until 
1330 hours, 15 March 194-6,) 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 

Tno Commission convened, pursuant to noon recess,

at 1330 houvs in Court No. 1, High Commissioner's Residence, 
Manila, P, I. 

COLONEL HAUSEt The Commission will be in session. 
LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
the members of the Commission are present, together with 
Counsel for the Accused, all the Accused, and Counsel for 
the Prosecution. 

Will you still remind the witness that he is still 
under oath. 

t 

(’’hereupon the Interpreter reminded the witness 
that he was still under oath.) 

Major Mizoguchi, the Accused on the stand at the 
time of noon recess, resumed the stand and was examined 
and further testified as follows: 

CROSS-EXAMINATION (CONTINUED) 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) How long a drive is it from Cebu 
*ity to Ponta? 

A I believe it is six kilometers more or less, 

Q How long would it take you to drive? 

A It takes ten minutes more or less by automobile. 

Q You stated that it was dangerous along the road from 
Cebu City to Ponta in January and February of 1945. Why 
was it dangerous? 

A In the daytime it was dangerous because of air attacks. 
Q At night time? 

A At night a bunch of guerrillas would attack. 

Q During the latter part of January and the first part 
of February, 1945, was there much guerrilla activity in the 
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area around Mambaling, Talisay, and Ponta? 

A There was some activity by the guerrillas in those 
areas. 

o Were any of your men killed, injured, or attacked in 
that vicinity during January or February, 1945? 

A Nc. 

Q Did you warn your men about guerrilla attacks? 

A Yes. 

q By the end of January, was guerrilla activity a matter 
of general concern in the area immediately around Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Why were your men stationed at Ponta? 

A To the north of Ponta there is a mountain where we were 

to build a position, and Ponta was our base. 

0 

0 V/hon did you first send troops to guard the road Junc¬ 
tion near Ponta? 

A On the 9th of January, 1945. 

Q Why was it necessary to have a guard at that road 

junction? 

A I believe it was at the beginning of January some soldiers 

coming from Pohta were attacked near that place. 

Q Who attacked them? 

A I do not know the name. 

Q Did your men know that they had been attacked — did the 
men that you sent up to Ponta knovii that there had been attacks '* 
on other Japanese troops in that vicinity? 

A Yes, they know about it. 

Q You stated this morning that Major General Manjome had 
no control over your troops or your activities until such 
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a time as the Americans landed, is that correct? He merely 
was coordinating defenses, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q And how is it he could tell you how your troops should 
act in the area and how they should conduct themselves and 
v/hat acts you were prohibited to do if he could not tell you 
or take charge of your units &t that time? 

A Do you mean as far as defense is concerned? 

Q No, I don't mean as far as defense is concerned. I 
think the question is very clear. Read the question back 
again. 

('Thereupon the Interpreter read the question again to 
the witness.) 

A I did not receive any orders. 

Q Did you not on direct testimony state that Major General 
Manjome told you that your troops should treat the natives 
in friendly fashion and he prohibited any acts of mis¬ 
conduct toward them? 

A That is a supervision of defense, 

Q That j.s a supervision of defense? 

A Thet is a supervision of defense. 

CAPTAIN GREER: May I make a statement for the 
record and for your information at this time? The units 
and the Exhibits showing chain of command in Cebu, some of 
them were directly under the command of Major General Manjome 
You see, those people were also present at this conference, 
so naturally some of the remarks that were directed would 
have pertained to some members who were present and not the 
others• 
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LIEUTENANT GILL: I hardly see hov the Defense

Counsel con explain what happened at that meeting as far ; 

as what was said by Major General Manjome. ' 

COLONEL HAUSE: Continue your questioning. 

Q You stated that you thought that the Chinese family 
in Mambaling was pro-Japanese, why did you make such a \ 

statement. I 

A Every time they met us they would greet us very warmly. j 

The soldiers would go to this family all the time. There { 

I 

was a nincteen-year-old son in the family and he did not * ] 

have any job and ho was always associating with the soldiers. 

Their daughter was very friendly with one of our soldiers. !

The fatheri-lias come over to my place many times with fruits. ,

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Q If they were pro-Japunose, why was the son picked 
up by the Kenpei Tai? 

A I do not know the exact reason,' but I heard that 
before I cane spies of the Japanese would go into this 
store and b*y drinks and leave without paying. After we 
went, we prohibited this and to avenge this I heard the 
spies brought him away. 

Q Was !!rs.Agierre pro-Japanese? 

A I believe she was. 

Q Why do you think she was pro-Japanese? 

A Once in a while I would go over to her house and 
she would speak very pleasantly towards me and nake me 
feel at home and at times she would cone over to r.iy hone 
and she was very pleasant then also. This is the only 
reason I say she was pro-Japanese. 

Q Did her husband cone to your house when she cane to 
your house? 

A On New Year's Day, the husband came also. 

Q Why did you take the Agierre woman and girls with 
you on your trip to Ponta? 

A Many of my subordinates were ill at that tine and 
I wished to comfort and offer solace to then as much as 
I could. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: (To the Interpreter) Ask the 
question again. Tell hin he did not answer the question. 

(Whereupon the Interpreter translated to the 
Witness.) 

A (By the Witness.) I wanted then to comfort the 
soldiers. 
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Q Did they comfort your soldiers? 

A Yes, they did. 

Q Did this indicate a pro-Japanese feeling as much or 
more so then their friendliness toward you? 

A Yes. It can be said as a reason for pro-Japanese. 

Q You stated that between 1300 and I 63 O on the after¬ 
noon of the 31 st you visited and looked at the construc¬ 
tion of fortifications. Where were these fortifications 
located? 

It is in the hill north of the Ponta office, approx¬ 
imately one and one-half kilometers away. 

Q Did you take the Agierre women with you to visit 
those fortifications? 

A No. 

Q Did you have lunch with the Agierre women on the 31st? 
A Yes. 

Q When was the last time that you saw then before you 
visited the fortifications? 

A It was at lunch. 

Q And you again saw them vfrien? 

A That was after I came back from the positions. 

Q And how far is Ponta from Minglanilla? 

A I believe it is around 20 kilometers -- I believe 
it is around 17 or 18 kilometers. 

Q Fron Fonta? 

A From Ponta. 

Q Is Ponta closer to Minglanilla than Mambaling? 
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A Yes. 

Q Ponta is closer to f'inglanilla? 

A Yos. 

Q How did you transport the supplios that your units 
took off the boats when landing on the Coast of Cebu to 
the various units on the Island? 

A All we do is just to load then at the piers; then we 
handed then over to the supply units. 

Q Did your troops ever use trucks to transport thenselvos 
anywhere on the Island of Cebu? 

A No. 

Q You said you helped Lieutenant liar shall to investigate 
the Tubud incident ..that you are now charged with. ' T ,7hat 
did you do exactly to help investigate that case? 

A At the Leyte P.V7. Canp, when I was asked to weed out 
the persons who were in Manbaling, this was on the 10th of 
November; that was on®. And another — I asked the various 
officers of various units in Cebu if they had heard anything 
about this case. I also asked the Kenpei Tai about this 
and I made reports fron those efforts in obtaining inforna- 
tion. 

Q ’.That is it about the things you did on the 30th of 
January which nakes it certain in your nind that it actually 
took place on the 30 th? 

A On the 30th of January, I attended a defense confer¬ 
ence. This was a regularly set c 'inference, I rer.enber 
it. And on the afternoon, at the 35th Arny Headquarters, 

I discussed ab^ut the basic transportation policy to be 
taken after February, 
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Q What was so remarkable about what you did on the 31st 
that you remember that day in detail? 

A On January 3ist I went to Ponta. That was because it 
was a regular day to go to Ponta and another it bothered 
my conscience that a Japanese officer had three women in 
his car, 

Q Why did it bother your conscience? 

A Generally, Japanese soldiers do not carry women in 
his automobile. 

Q Where does he carry them? 

A We do not go together. That means a Japanese soldier 
does not ride around together with women. 

Q Did you ever take any other women for a ride in your 
car other than the Agierres? 

A No* 

LIEUTENANT GILL* I ask the Defense to come up and 
stand over here. 

(Defense Counsel goes up to map.) 

Q (By Lieutenant Gill) Will you point out to the Commission 
on this map exactly the area that had been assigned to you 
by Major General Manjome to defend and fortify during January 
and February of 194-5? 

A This is the coast of Talisay (Witness points to coast 
of Talisay). The mountain there is called Buhisano (Witness 
points to mountain.) 

# 

Q How far south did the area extend? 

A We did not cover the area south of that road going through 
Toledo. There is a road, big road, which goes to Toledo 
and we did not cover the area south of that road. 
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Q When vvoro you assigned that aroa to fortify? 

A I think it was around the middle of October 1944. It was 

not the order of Major General Manjomo but the order from 
the 35th Army Headquarters, 

Q During tho month of January was thoro heavy guerrilla 
activity in the aroa around Mambaling and Talisay? 

A It v/as not too bad, 

Q Is it not a fact that around the end of January 194? 
troops under your command wore killed by the guorrillas 
for fortifying that area? 

A No. 

Q And is it not true that you actually reported the 

killing of those men to Major General Manjome at a meeting? 

A No. 

Q Were there any Japanese troops killed in the area around 
Mambaling or Cebu City around the end of January or the first 
of February 1945? 

A There were none in Mambaling or Cebu City. 

Q Did not Major General Manjome at one of the security 

conferences warn you and the rest of the men about the 
guerrilla activity which you had warned him about, and he 
in turn warned all the members at the mooting to remind 
their men to become guerrilla conscious? 

A When was this? 

Q During January. 

A I don't remember it, 

Q How did you go to and return from the security^ conference 
on tho 30th of January 1945? 

A I wont by automobile. 
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Q Your own c.utomobile? 

A Yes. 

Q And you returned in it? 

A Yes. 

Q How did you go to the 35th Army Headquarters in the 
afternoon of the 30th of January 1945? 

A By automobile, 

Q How did you return? 

A By automobile. 

Q During January and February of 1945 what was the attitude 
of the Japanese generally toward the Chinese people on Cebu? 

A Not much different, 

Q Were the Chinese ever suspected of being guerrillas? 

A No, they were not suspected, 

Q Do you know of any action ever taken by the Japanese 
troops in January and February 1945 against the guerrillas 
on Cebu? 

A I do not know of the other units but I know generally 
about our own unit, 

Q What did your own unit do in regard to guerrilla activities? 

A We could not tell when the guerrillas would attack us 

so made positions very strongly so that a small number of 
men could repulse a great number of guerrillas, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further cross examination, 

COLONEL HAUSE: We will take a ten-minute recess. 

(Short recess.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: r -£he Commission will come to order. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all members 
of the Commission are present, the Accused, Counsel for the 
Defense and Counsel for the Prosecution. 
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REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Captain Greer) Major, did all of the people in 
Cebu City or Mambaling greet you and your soldiers warmly? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, the fortifications that you inspected on the afternoon 
of the 31st of January 194 5> were those the fortifications of 
the 1st Company in your 8th Battalion? 

A Yes. 

Q Arid were you then preparing in your own mind the complete 

defense plan for the entire area? 

A Yes. 

Q Were Major General Manjome's headquarters at Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did it take you to drive from your headquarters 
to Major General Manjome’s headquarters in Cebu City? 

A Approximately ten minutes more or less by automobile. 

Q Then how long did it take you to drive from your head¬ 

quarters to the 35th Army Headquarters? 

A It was about twenty minutes more or less by automobile. 

Q Now, were all three of those headquarters, yours, the 

35th Army, and Major General Manjome's, all located in Cebu City? 
A Yes. 

Q Did you, in order to get from your headquarters to Major 

General Manjome's headquarters or the 35th Army Headquarters, 
have to go by any open road, or did you just travel through 
the streets of Cebu City? 

A In order to go to Major General Manjome's headquarters 

I chose a road well-lined with trees. And I also when I went 
to the 35th Army Headquarters chose a road that had lots of 
trees along the road. 
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Q Did those roads run along Cebu City? 

A Yes, 

Q And were American planes strafing the city streets of 
Cebu City at that time? 

A Yes, 

Q Were you afraid that you might be injured on any of those 
trips? 

A Yes, frequently, 

CAPTAIN GREERs I have no other questions, Colonel, 
COLONEL HAUSEj Any questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
Q (By Captain Lutz) In your investigation of the Tubud 
incident at the prisoner of war camp, did you discover what 
unit was guilty? 

A According to the testimony by the Kempei Tai I believe 
the Onishi Unit is responsible, 

Q You stated that you attended the defense conference on 
the 30 th of January 194-5. What day of the week was that? 

A I don't remember that, 

Q I believe you stated that the American planes interfered 
with the shipping of supplies from Cebu to the other islands, 
is that correct? 

A Yes, 

Q Did those same planes interfere with bringing in fresh 
supplies for the troops into Cebu? 

A There was much interference, 

Q V/hat provisions did you make to get your monthly report 
in if Yoshioka was sick or unavailable? 

A The man who would take the place of Yoshioka is Sergeant 


Fujiwara,

Q Was he available for that duty on the 30th and 31st of 
January 1945? 

A He was in Cebu. 

Q (Dy Captain Hendricks) Referring again to the same investi¬ 
gation, why did you make the investigation? 

A It was because I made a promise to Lieutenant Marshall. 

Q (By Colonel Hause) How many different color uniforms 
did the Japanese Army have in Cebu? 

A There is a khaki color and the dark navy blue trousers 
and the green uniforms. 

3 Did you change the color of your uniform frequently 
during the daytime, change from one uniform to another having 
a different color? 

A I usually wore khaki color uniform. 

Q Did you often change from one color to another during 

one day? 

A No. 

Q Did the soldiers? 

A No. 

Q Did you not state that one year's rations were brought 
on a ship from Japan and that you were on that ship? 

A No, I was not on that ship. What I meant was that one 
year's rations were brought from Japan around July or August 
of 1944 and at that time the American air activity had not 
extended too greatly. I meant that it was veiy difficult to 
bring supplies from Bohol Islands from a base called Shiki Ha}

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Q Were you the senior Japanese officer in the area around 
Tubud? 

A I was the senior officer in the area between Tubud and 
Mambaling. 

q Whore is Lieutenant Shirota? I think that name was 
brought in.

Q Who was Captain Silata? 

A I do not know. 

0 Have you ever heard of him before? 

A No. 

COLONEL HAUSEi There being no further questions, 
the witness will be excused. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I would liker,to ask the-witness 
just one more question, Colonel, 

FURTHER REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Were the men allowed to change their uniforms when 
they came off guard? 

A Yes.

COLONEL HAUSE* The Commission is in session. 

LIEUTENANT GILLs May it please the Commission, 
all the members of the Commission are present, together 
with the Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel 
for the Prosecution. 

At this time let the record show that Colonel 
Boykin, who was absent from these proceedings due to 
illness on the 13th, 14th, and 15th days of March, has 
returned. 

Sir, during that period of time the proceedings 
were conducted mainly by the Defense. Approximately fif¬ 
teen witnesses produced their testimony in open court

for the Defense. 

On the direction of the president, I would* 
like to orientate you somewhat as to the location of the 
placed identified on the various maps in Cebu by the 
witnesses; also to orientate you as to the actual testi¬ 
mony of the proceedings. 

At this time I would like to ask Colonel Boykin 
what he has done to familiarize himself with the proceed¬ 
ings on those three days. 

COLONEL BOYKIN: I have in my possession all 
the volumes of the testimony for the last two weeks and 
have read all volumes, including volumes III, IV, and V, 
at least three times, and I feel that I am familiar with 
the proceedings. 
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LIKUTEN|jNT GILL: You feol, sir, that you are 
in a position to take up with the rest of the Commission 
at this point and sit for the balance of the case? 

COLONEL BOYKIN: Yes ; * 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Is that agreeable with the 

Defense?

CAPTAIN GREER: Yes f v

LIEUTENANT GILL: Is that agreeable with the 
president of the Commission? 

COLONEL HAUSE: Yes.

LIEUTENANT GILL: At this time I would like to

identify certain places on the map. 

(Whereupon, Lieutenant Gill brought forth the map 
of Cebu and Bohol Islands before the Commission.) 

LIEUTENANT GILL: On th« map is located in the 

* * • * 

town of Cebu City, which is the headquarters of the 35th 
Army under Major General Manjome, alleged to be the head¬ 
quarters for the Maritime Unit which Major Mizoguchi was 
in command of. Approximately three kilometers to the south 
of Cebu City is the district of Mambaling, from which 
patrols to Tubud were scheduled to start. That will be 
shown by "x”. Farther off the road and to the mountains 
was Ponta, approximately straight south of the town of 
Tisa, where you see these two circlesj that was the defense 
headquarters of the Mizoguchi Unit, namely, Ponta. Approx¬ 
imately eight kilometers to the south you will find the 
town of Minglanilla, which is located on the map by "c”* 
This town was the base of operations supposedly from which 
the patrol went back to the mountains to Tubud which the 
massacres occurred for which the Defenjjants are charged 
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and the town of Tubud is located on the map by letter "b". 
From the point on the map on the eastern coast of Cebu 
is the town of Talisay. You will notice a little lino 
going completely across the island to the town of Toledo. 
That is approximately the southern line of the defense 
zone assigned to the Mizoguchi Unit, 

COLONEL HAUSE: At this time the Defense may 
proceed with the presentation of evidence. 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call 
as its next witness Hiromi Kato. 

HIROMI KATO 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows, through 
Interpreter Ogita. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q What is your name? 

A- Hiromi Kato. 

Q Wfetre you a member of the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 

Q What was yeur rank? 

A Technical Sergeant. 

Q How old are you? 

A 27 years old. 

Q Where were you stationed in January of 1945? 

A Cebu City. 

Q What branch of the service were you in during that 
month? 

A There is no special branch of service because I was 
a technician. 
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Q To which unit were you assigned at that time? 

A 35th Army Headquarters. 

Q .Wtyiqh seotion of that headquarters did you work in? 
A In the Ordnance Section. 

Q Do you know a Captain Klnoshida? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you knew a Sergeant Hirata? 

A You mean Master Sergeant Hirata? 

Q Yes. 

A Yes. 

Q Is this (pointing to the Accused) Master Sergeant 
Hirata? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you remember what you were doing in tho latter 
part of January 1945? 

A During that time I was going to the Ordnance Depot 
every day tor the repair of automobiles. 

Q Were those trucks or automobiles? 

A Trucks. 

Q Whose trucks wore you repairing? 

A The trucks belonging to Master Sergeant Hirata. 

Q And where were you repairing them? 

A Mambaling• 

Q Do you remember any specific date the latter part 

* 

of January 194-5 on which you spent repairing trucks? 

A I don’t especially remember. 

Q How would you describe Master Sergeant Hirata's 

character? 

A Master Sergeant Hirata has been in the Army for a 
long time. He is well disciplined; he has a tendency to 
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bo timid, especially during air raids and combat. He has 
a serious nature. 

Q Have you ever seen Master Sergeant Hirata Jjrunk? 

A No. 

Q Would you describe hin as a hard worker? 

A Yes. 

Q Was he working industriously toward the latter part 
of January 1945? 

A Yes. 

(At this point the Accused, Hirata, stepped before 
the witness.) 

CAPTAIN GREERi The witness is now looking at 
the Accused, Master Sergeant Hirata, who is baring his 
teeth. 

Q Have you ever seen more than one gold-filled tooth 
in this nan's mouth? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever heard anyone refer to the Accused, 
Hirata, as Captain Sile.ta? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever seen the Accused out of uniform? 

A He i*as usually wearing khaki-color short-sleeved 

shirts and short trousers. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no ether questions. 
COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Prosecution? 
LIEUTENANT.GILL: No questions, sir. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
Q (By Colonel Boykin) Is it customary in the Japanese 
Army to refer to the commanding officer of a small, 
















isolated unit as Captain? 

A No. 

Q (By Colonel Hause) How often did you see Master 
Sergoant Hirata while you were down at Cebu? 

A Just about every day* 

Q All day long every day, or just part of tev^y *d'ay? 
A I havje never seen him all day long because I was 
repairing trucks and I was not with him all day. 

COLONEL HAUSE: No further questions. Witness 

excused. 


(Witness excused) 
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CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call as 
its next witness, Seiji Yamada. 

SEIJI YAMADA 

called as a witness on behalf of the Defense, being first 
duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows through 
Interpreter Morisato: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q What is your name? 

A Seiji Yamada. 

Q How old are you? 

A Twenty-four years old. 

Q Were you a member of the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 

Q What was your rank? 

A Second Lieutenant, Technician. 

Q Whore were.yoti stationed in January of 1945? 

A The 35th Amy Headquarters. 

Q Was that in Cebu City? 

A Yes. 

Q Which branch of that headquarters did you belong? 

A The Ordnance Section. 

Q Who was your commanding officer? 

A Lieutenant General Sosaku Suzuki. 

Q Do you know a Captain Kinoshita? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know him? 

A He was a senior officer in the Ordnance Section. 

Q Do you know a Major Mizoguchi? 
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A Yes. 

Q Is this Major Mizoguchi (pointing to the Accused)? 

A Yes. 

Q Have you ever seen Major Mizoguchi out of uniform? 

A No. 

Q How do you know Major Mizoguchi? 

A I have worked together with Major Mizoguchi at one time. 

Q What did you do with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Collecting information regarding the situation around 
shipping, such as air raids, mines, and torpedo boats. 

Q Do you know the Accused, Master Sergeant Hirata (pointing 
to the Accused)? 

A Yes, I know him. 

Q * How do you know him? 

A He was the non-commissioned officer in the Ordnance Depot. 

Q Do you know where he was stationed? 

A I know that he was at Mambaling. 

Q Have you ever seen him in Mambaling? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see him in Mambaling in January of 194-5? 

A I have forgotten the date but I am sure it was in January 

that I have seen him. 

Q How many times in January did you see him? 

A I think about five or six times. 

Q Was it in the first part or the latter part of January? 

A I have forgotten that part. 

Q What was Sergeant Hirata doing when you saw him in 
Mambaling? 

A He was doing office work. 
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Q Would you describe Sergeant Hirata as being busy at that 
time? 

A Yes, he seemed very busy. 

Q How would you describe Sergeant Hirata's character? 

A He is very serious in the performance of his duties. 

Q Have you ever seen Sergeant Hirata drurk? 

A No. 

Q Have any of the other officers or non-commissioned officers 

ever told you that Sergeant Hirata was drunk? 

A Never. 

CAPTAIN GREERs Let the record show that the Accused, 
Sergeant Hirata, is now baring his teeth in front of the witness 
BY CAPTAIN GREER:

a Captain Silata as having two gold teeth. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission is aware of that and 
as far as the questioning has brought out as to whether 

Hirata has been seen drunk, Hirata himself admitted on tho 
stand that he did take a drink once in awhile. That was 
brought out by previous examination. Be specific, 

CAPTAIN GREET*; Do you object to the uniform questions 

Colonel? 

CPLONEL HAUSE: Not particularly, questioning 

' on that, 

^ CAPTAIN GREER: Would you road the last question? 

(Record read.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: That question was the one I objected 
to. 

CAPThIN GREER: Strike the question, please. 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Have you ever heard Master Sergeant. Hirata referred to 
as Captain Silata? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I hove no other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Cross examination. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No cross examination, Sir. 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL HAUSE: - 
- Q Do you know where Minganilla is? 
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I do not know. 

Q Have you ever heard of Tubud? v 

A No. 

Q Have you over heard of atrocities that were committed 
the latter part of January 194 $ in which a number of Chinoso 
were killed? 

A I have never heard about it. 

CAPTAIN GILL: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: If no further questions the witness 
will be excused. 


(Witness excused.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: The Defense would like to call as 
its next witness, Etsutaro Kato.

Q What is your name? 

A Etsutaro Kato. 
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Q Were you a member of the Japanese Imperial Army? 

A Yes, I was a Japanese soldier. I was recalled to 

duty after having gone back home once. I cannot hear from 
my left ear, 

Q How old are you? 

A Forty-five years old. 

Q What was your rank? 

A Second Lieutenant. 

Q Where were you stationed in January of 194-5? 

A I was in Ponta. 

Q What were you doing in Ponta? 

A I was supervising the construction of positions, 

Q To which unit were you assigned at that time? 

A The Eighth Maritime Transport Battalion. 

Q Why were you building fortifications in Ponta? 

A We were making positions to resist the Americans 
when they land. 

Q Y/ere you Major Mizoguchi's adjutant? 

A Yes. 

Q Was it customary in the Japanese Army to separate 

the adjutant from the commanding officer? 

A No, it is not customary, 

Q Were you in complete charge of the immediate forti¬ 
fications of Ponta then? 

Yes. 

Q Do you know the Accused, Sanulci (pointing to the 
Accused, Sanuki)? 

A Yes, I know Sanuki. 
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Q How do you know him? 

A He was an orderly for Major Mizoguchi and he was 
also a member of the guards, 

Q Do you know Katsuta, (pointing to the Accused, Katsuta). 

Yes, I know Katsuta, also, 

Q How do you know Katsuta? 

A He was also a member of the guard, 

Q Did you ever see any guards in Ponta? 

A Yes, 

Q Where were they stationed? 

A They were not stationed where we were. They were 
stationed at the entrance to the place — entrance to the 
town, 

Q How would you describe that entrance? 

A There is a road that runs across Cebu Island, and 
from that road near llambaling there is another road'that 
goes to Ponta, That was where the guards were stationed, 

Q Did you ever see Sanuki on guard there? 

A Yes, 

Q Did you ever see Katsuta on guard there? 

A Yes. 

Q V/ere they the regular guards? 

A Yes, 

Q Did they go on duty one day and off duty the next? 

A Yes, 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi ever live in Mambaling? 

A He w^s living in Mambaling* 

Q Did he move from Mambaling to Cebu City? 
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LIEUTENANT GILLi May it please the Commission) 
the Prosecution objects to the continual use of leading 
questions by the Defense Counsel on direct examination. 

The Prosecution respectfully requests the* Commission to 
instruct the Defense Counsel to ask questions which are 
not leading, putting words and answers into the mouth of 
the Witness, prior to the foundation being laid* 

COLONEL HAUSE* The Defense Counsel is cautioned 
against aaklng lead lag .quaitlons. 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi ever move from Mambaling? 

A He moved from Mambaling to the City of Cebu. 

Q Did you know when? 

A I remember it as being January 10, 1945. 

Q Did you have enough food at Ponta in the latter 
part of January, 1945? 

A Wo had plenty, Y/hen wo were attached to the transport 
service, we had plenty of food, 

Q Did you ever order any men to go on a food foraging 
party? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever hoard of Major Mizoguchi ordering 

anyone to go on a food foraging party? 

A We had plenty of food and I did not hear him. 

Q Do you know of any incident at any time when any 
of Major Mizoguchi's men, to the best of your knowledge, 
have ever gone on a food foraging party? 

A I have never heard, 

Q Have you ever seen Major Mizoguchi in Ponta? I 
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A Yos. 

Q Did you see him in Ponta in January? 

COLONEL HAUCE* The year, please, 

CAPTAIN GREERj 1945* 

BY THE WITNESSt 
A Yos, 

BY CAPTAIN GREERi 
Q VVh'.’.t was he doing? 

A Major Mizoguchi came to Ponta mainly for the trans-

mitting of information^for the inspection of the 
positions. 

Q Did anyone come to Ponta with Major Mizoguchi? 

A Yes. 

Q How do you know that? 

A Besides soldiers, he brought three Spanish women 

with him. They came to visit the hospital, 

Q How do you know these Spanish women came to visit 
the hospital? 

A I remember and I know because when I was. ih Ponta, 
that was the first and only time they came to visit the 
hospital. It was for visiting the hospital. 

Q Do you know what time they arrived that day? 

A Yes I know, 

Q What time was it? 

A I remember it as being 6*30 in the morning, 

Q How do you remember that? 

A It was earlier than usual that day. The Japanese 

custom when we have guests, we always offer tea and 
some confection. That day, since it was so early, we 
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could not have the candies in time, so I told Major 
Mizoguchi, That is how I remember. 

COLONEL HAUSE: » The Commission will take a 
ten-minute recess. 

(Short Recess.) 
COLONEL HAUSEi The Commission will be in 

session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL* Let the record show that 
all the members of the Commission are present, the 
Accused, Counsel for the Defense and Counsel for the 
Prosecution are also present. 

Will you remind the Witness that he is still under 

oath? 

(Whereupon che Interpreter reminded the Witness 
that he is still under oath.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q You have described the visit made by three Spanish 
women to Ponta. Do you remember the date of this visit? 
A When I first met these women, it was on New Year’s 
Day, 194-5. The time they came to the hospital was the 
31st of January. 

Q How do you remember that it was the 31st of Janu¬ 
ary 194-5? 

A I remember because the first time I met them was 
on the first day of January and the time I met them at 
Ponta was the last day of January, 194-5* 

Q Is there anything significant about these women 
making this visit? 
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A We had been having recreation visits to the hos¬ 
pital, but on this day when the Major came for the 
transmitting of messages and of inspection of positions, 
he told me to take these women to the hospital. I 
offered cigarettes to the patients, 

Q Have, you ever seen those women in Ponta at any 
other time? 

I 

A Yes. 

Q In Ponta? 

A Yes. 

Q When was that? 

A I think it twice; after the inspection of the 
positions, I saw them at mealtime. 

Q Have you ever seen the Spanish women at any other 
date in Ponta? 

A Yes, it was as I Just stated. 

Q Did you state then that you saw the Spanish women 
twice on the same day in January of 194-5? 

A No, that is not what I mean. 

Q What do you mean? 

A I think it was in the beginning of February these 

women were requested for service. 

Q Did they come again to Ponta? 

A Yes. 

Q The same women? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you go to the hospital with them on the 31st of 


January? 

A Yes. 
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Q How did you get from your headquarters to the 
hospital? 

A It is only about 200 meters between headquarters 
and the hospital, so we walked, 

CAPTAIN GREER i No further questions, 

COLONEL KAJGE: Examination by the Prosecution. 
CROLS-EXAMINaTJON 

BY LIEUTENANT GIu.Lt 

Q When were you stationed with the Mizoguchi Butai, 
or rather, when were you first attached to the Mizoguchi 
Butai? 

A I was conscripted on May 25» 1944, I left Japan on 
July 2 with 199 employees of the Mizoguchi unit, including 
myself. Major Mizoguchi came by plane so I did not see 
him on the day I left Japan, I met him on July 19 when 
we reached Manila, 

Q Were you with the Butai in Cebu in September, 1944? 

A Yes, When we reached Manila, I was already a member 

of the Mizoguchi Unit, 

Q Did you stay with the Butai in Cebu from September, 

1944, to the arrival of the Americans in March, 1945? 

A Yes, The commemoration of the organization of 
the Mizoguchi unit was celebrated in Manila 6n August 
the eighth, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Will you caution the Witness 
to answer the questions in a more direct language; do 
not ramble, 

(V/hereupon the Witness was instructed accordingly.) 
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Q You say that you were in Ponta in January, 194-5 
instructing or supervising the construction of the 
defense positions; Will you tell the Commission if there 
was any guerrilla activity in that area at that time? 

A In the vicinity where I was staying I didn’t 
hear much about it* 

Q Was there any guorrilla activity in this area 
during January, 1945? 

A I don’t remember exactly the date but I think it 

was around mid-January. One civilian attached to the Army was 

attacked at the entrance to Ponta*

Q Do vor. recall the Mizoguchi Butai going on a punitive 
eicpocitioi into the r.ioap*’\3ns in the rear of Ilinglani] la 
and joining up with the OrJ.shi Unit in * ><- or ’45? 

A I do not know* 

Q Do you Know of any action ever taken by the Mizoguchi 
Butai against ^he guerrillas? 

A I do not know, 

Q Did you over sec Sanuki or Katsuta on guard? 

A Yes,

>1 Did you see then on guard every day they stead 
guare? 

A I did not see then every tine they wore on guard 
because where I was staying in Pcnta and where they were 
was a part. 

Q Then of your ov/n knowledge are you sure that Sanuki 
and Katsuta stood guard every other day? 

A I did net always go over there so I cannot say 
definitely, but non who are assigned to the post there 
always go on duty every other day. 

Q Do you recall seeing either Katsuta or Sanuki on 
guard during thu latter part of January? 

A Yes • 

Q Did you see then on guard on January 29th? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you see then on guard on January 30th? 

A I do not renenbor the 30th. 

Q Did you see then on guard on the 28th? 

A As I have stated, I did not always go around to 
see then sc I don't know toe nuch about that natter. 

Q Did you see then on the 31st? 
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A On the 31st there was a meeting in Ponta, so I did 
not see then that day, 

Q Hew do you renenber seeing them on the 29th? 

A In the vicinity of the entrance to Ponta there was 

a fellow from Okinawa. He was good in operating a banca, 
which is a canoe, and.I wanted to use it so I went over 
there and at that tine I saw these men at the post, 

Q At what tine? 

A When I left my place it was after I had my meal, so 
it was probably around six or soven o'clock, 

Q You nean in the evening? 

A Yes, evening. 

Q Six or seven o'clock in the evening of January 29th, 
is that correct? 

A Yes, six or seven o'clock of the evening of January 
29th. 

Q 1945? 


A Yes. 

Q Where did you got the fresh meat that you ate during 
the latter part of January 1945? 

A Wo got ^ur neat through the intendanfca? which went 
to Tabunoc, We also ate canned neat which we had. 

Q How long did Major Mizoguchi usually spend inspecting 
fortifications? 

A On that date? 


Q Any day. 

A Since the positions are spread out, he usually took 
four or five houf# and at tines ho was through earlier. 
However, usually he took four or five hours. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No further questions. 
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COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONML BOYKIN: 

Q Did Major Mizoguchi usually stay all day in Ponta 
when he went to inspect the defenses there? 

A He came to inspect pcsitirns and also to hold the 
meeting, so ho usually stayed all day. 

Q What time did Major Mizoguchi .'cave cn January 31st? 

A Ho ?.eft before the evening meal, so I think it was 

around five o’clock. 

Q Was Major Mizoguchi at Ponta on the 3Cth rf January, 
1945? 

A No. 

,5Y COLONEL HAUSE: 

s 

Q Where is TubudV 

A I do not knew. 

Q Where is Minglanilla? 

A I have never gone there so I don't know. 

Q Have you ever seen any of the Accused digging forti¬ 
fications',’ changing fortifications to defensive positions? 

A Since the Accused are not in the unit digging posi¬ 
tions, I have never seen them, 

Q Where were you when the Chinese were murdered during 
January 1945? 

A I dr not know. 

Q Have you over heard of Chinese being murdered from 
people? 

A No. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Any further questions by the 
Defense? Seeming there are no further questions the witness 
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will bo excused. 


(Witness excused) 

CAPTAIN GREER* The Defense would like to call 
as its next witness Tasuke Takagi, 

j TASUKE TAKAGI 

called as witness on behalf of the Defonse, being first 
duly sworn- was examined and testified as follows through 
Interpreter 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN) GREER: 

Q V/hat fis.your name? 

A * Tasuke Takagfc. 

What was your occupation or trade? 

A I worked at the Mariuchi Guni Shipbuilding gorporation 
in Cebu. 

CAPTAIN GREER: This man speaks some English, 
Colonel, but I think it is better to question him in 
Japanese. 
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Q Were you a member of tho Japanese Army? 

A No. ; I v'p.s a resident. 

^ Wnere were you during the months of January and 
February 194-1?? 

'i I was working in shipbuilding. 

•J Where were you working in shipbuilding? 

A In Pasily in (teba, 

3 Were supplies being brought m + o that part of Cebu City 
from the sea in the months of January and February 194-5 9 
X Yes, not at the shipbuilding yard, but in the vicinity. 

Q Was any food being imported at that time? 

A Yes, food, ammunition, and military supplies. 

Q Do you know Major Mizoguchi (pointing to the Accused, 
Major Mizoguchi)? 

A Yes. 

Q How long have you known him? 

A I have knovm Major Mizoguchi since the beginning of 
October 194-4. 

Q Do you know where he was stationed in January of 1945? 

A At the beginning of January he v/as in Mambaling, but 

later he came to Cebu City. 

Q Do you know when he moved to Cebu City? 

A I believe it was around the 10th of January, 1945. 

Q How do you know that? 

A On the 5th of January I was called by Major Mizoguchi 

as a member of the shipyard. After the discussion concerning 

shipping, where many skippers were present, we dined together 
and at that time he told me he was transferring in the future, 
so to come on over. 
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Q Did you over lend Major Mizoguchi any trucks? 

A Yes. 

Q What color were they? 

A The five-ton trucks were red and the two-ton trucks were 
grey. 

Q Did you lend any trucks to Major Mizoguchi toward the 
end of January 1945? 

A I do not remember the exact date but I think I loaned him 
the use of some trucks for the transportation of fuel. 

Q Do you remember the approximate date? 

A I do not remember. 

Q How would you describe Major Mizoguchi's character? 

A Ho was a very religious man and ho had love in his hoart. 
He showed this love to his subordinates and led'his men; 
consequently, they trusted him and respected him very highly. 
For example, after the Americans landed, the Mizoguchi Uhit 
took to the hills. There were five or six residents who were 
ill; I was among them, I had contracted malaria, and at this 
time he gave us his personal blanket and even his food that he 
should have oaten, to us. When there was no medicine, 

Major Mizoguchi would pray and he brought us water with prayer 
to give us, with hopes that would cure us. He saved us in 
many ways. I have seen five or six instances when 
Major Mizoguchi has helped us greatly. 

Q Do you recall the first time that you talked to me? 

A Yes. 

Q After we had been introduced through the interpreter, 
what were your first words? 

A I told you that Major Mizoguchi was a good man, honest, 
and that he was not the type to do that sort of thing, 'so 
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please savo him, 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 
Prosecution? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: No cross examination. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Are there any questions by the 

Commission? It seems there are no further questions so the 

witness will be excused. , . 

(Witness oxcusec . : 

The Commission will take a ten-minute recess. 

(Short recoss.) 
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COLONEL HAUSEi Tho Commission will cone to 

LIEUTENANT GILL; Let the record chow that 

all the members of the Comission arc present, the 

» 

Accused, Counsel for tho accused and Counsel for the 
Prosecution are present. ' 

CAPT-IN GREER: The Defense would like to 
call as its next Witness, Lieutenant Chirota. 

C-IKTAItO SHIROTA • 

called as a Witness on behalf of tho Defense, being 
first duly sworn was examined and testified as follows 
through Interpreter Morisato. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CitPTAIN GREER: 

Q What is your nanc. 

i 

A Gintaro Ghirota. 

Q Were you n member of the Imperial Japanese Army? 

A Yes. 

Q V/hat was your rank? 

A Second Lieutenant. 

Q How old are you? 

A 32 years old. 

Q Where were you stationed in January and February 
of 1945? 

A Tho former normal school in Cebu City. 

Q To which unit were you attached? 

A yisayan Ker.ipoi Unit, Cebu Kempei Detachment. 

Q Do you knov. anything about the Uinglanilln Incident 

A Yes. 
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Q Will you explain to the Commission what you know 
about it? 

A It was around the 7th or 8th of February, 1945, 

and at that tine the detachment commander was Captain 

Tsuruyama. We used to go to Ponta Princessa whore 

they were building positions to the South under Master Sergeant 

Yoshida. Around the 7th or 8th of February wo used to 

go almost daily looking for the commander of the Onishi 

Unit who was stationed in Minglanilla looking for 

material. This wont on for two or three days after which 

I was working next to the'detachment headquarters which 

was ny office. Then, I heard the detachment commander 

shouting and questioning somebody in the next room, ^t 

that time I did not know who that person was. In the 

meantime, I finished ny work and I brought the documents 

into the detachment commander and I saw the Master 

Sergeant standing in front of the detachment commander 

being questioned. At that time, I left ny documents on 

the desk of the detachment commander and left the room. 

An hour or an hour and a half later I vent to the latrine. 

At that tine I met the Master Sergeant in the hallway 
coming out from the office. About an hour or hour an 
a half later after he had cone out of the office the 
Master Sergeant came back again, I don*t know exactly 
how much later it was but I believe it was around thirty 
minutes later that I went to the police office which is 
another office for business, I mot this Master Sergeant 
again coning out of this office, I heard that he had 
gone back and spoken to the adjutant of the Onishi Unit 
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r.nd had returned again, Aftor the Mss ter Sergeant left 
it was mealtime and at that tine I was eating with tho 
detachment connandor and during the course of the r.oal 
I spoke about various things and at that tine the 
Master Sergeant cane out and I asked hin who that person 
was, what was that case about. Ho would not tell no in 
minute details, but he did say that the Master Sergeant 
was a liar and ho had committed rapo and ho had forced 
Filipinos to labor, and that he had confessed to this. 

He did not seen to wish to speak about it so I did not' 
press it too much. This was bccauso the investigation 
was not completed at that time, I went back to my room 
and at that tine I heard the dotachnent comncndor speak¬ 
ing with the adjutant of the Onishi Unit through the 
telephone. There was one wall between the dotachnent 
commander and myself and I could not hear everything 
that he said but when he raised his voice I could make 
out sono things and it seems that the detachment commander 
was handing over this case to the Onishi Unit so that 
they could take care of it. On that day that was all. 

But on the following day towards tho evening, Master 
Sergeant Yoshidu came for liason, together with Corporal 
Ishisaka. At that time he had a leading private accom¬ 
panying him. Since I saw tho incident the day before, 

I spoke to Master Sergeant Yoshida about this affair, 

I asked him what happened out on the porch. Master 
Sergeant Yoshida. said, "Oh that; that is being investi¬ 
gated directly by the detachment commander. It seems 
that tho Onishi Tin-’ t w hile out collecting material, forced 
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the residents to work for then and fired their homes, 
and later killed then." And that is how the situation 
around Minglonilla bocanc apparent to no# At that tine 
I believed it, and I still believe it today that tho 
Onishi Unit is responsible for the murders, the Unit 
which was out gathering materials* 
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Lieutenant Shirota, you mentioned a Sergeant Major 

being present in the detachment of the Cebu Kempei Tai. 

This Sergeant Major was being questioned by Captain 

Tsuruyama, the detachment commander, you saw this Sergeant 

Major in the Normal School Building. Now, I point to the 

Accused ,S*VfMnt Major Hlrata (pointing to the Accused) 

* 

and ask you if this was the man being questioned by 
Captain Tsuruyama. 

A I believe there is a mistaken identity. He does not 
look like him at all* 

Q Do you know of any punitive campaigns carried on by 
the Imperial Japanese *.rmy in Cebu City or the immediate 
vicinity of Cebu City? 

A Yes, I think there was on the 25th or 26th of January, 
1945. 

Q Y/ill you explain that one for the members of the 
Commission, please. 

* 

A Here is Pangdan (pointing to map). I,have never been 
to Pangdan, but I have heard that there was an ammunition 

4/ 

depot there. I heard at that time that guerrillas had 
surrounded the Pangdan jjnmunition Depot, and in order to 
approach these guerrillas the Onishi Unit dispatched, I 
believe, it was one company for here (pointing to 
Guadalupe) near Cebu, and I believe the other guard unit 
was in Tinaan, and I be'lieve that particular punitive 
expedition lasted about one week. For tho punitive 
expedition itself, that is all I know about it but I ao 
not remember exactly now whether it w s the 10th or 15th 
of February there was q Defense Conference. '\nd at this 
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particular defense conference, Commander Onishi gave a 
report on that punitive expedition. That is all. 

CAPTAIN GREER* No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE* Questions by the Prosecution, 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS* 

Q Wore you ever stationed in Mambaling? 

A No. 

Q Have you over been called captain? 

A No. 

Q Have you ever worn a captain’s uniform? 

A No. 

Q Do you know any Chinese civilians? 

A No, I do not know any Chinese civilians. 

Q Have you ever heard of a Chinese civilian named 
Uy Pit Yak? 

/ 

A I have not heard. 

Q When you were talking with Yoshida the day after you 
heard Tsuruyama questioning the Sergeant Major, did you 

learn from Yoshida how many of Onishi's men were involved 

» 

in the matter that you described? 

A He did not say how many of Onishi's men were 
involved. He just said that there was a unit, a detach¬ 
ment unit, consisting of approximately twenty men. 

Q Did he tell you where this unit was stationed, in 
what town? 

A I heard it.was Minglanilla, but he did not say 
whore that was. 
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Q Do you know of any other punitive expeditions, aside 
from those you have already mentioned conducted by the 
Japanese? 

A At that time that was the only one. 

Q Do you recall hearing of a punitive expedition hold 

in November, 1944, in the area around Cebu City by the 
Japanese? 

A I don't believe there was any at that time. 

Q At this time I ask the Witness to stand and open 
his mouth, 

(Witness stands and faces the Commission baring hie 
teeth.) 

LIEUTENANT OWENS* The Witness is now baring 
teeth and showing the Commission he has no gold teeth, 
either upper or lower. 

No other questions. 

COLONEL HaUSE: Questions by the Commission. 
There appears to be no further questions and the Witness 
will be excused. 

(Witness excused) 
CAPTAIN GREER* At this time the Defense would 
like to ask the Commission to take judicial notice of the 
charges that have been served against Onishl and others. 

I have a copy of the Charges and Specifications, and if 
you wish I would like to read them at this time, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

I don't believe the Commission v/ill find any relevancy at

Powors, sub-paragraph 2,"The Commission shall take judic¬ 
ial notice of facts of coia.on knowledge, official govern¬ 
ment documents of any nation, and the proceedings, 
records, and findings of military or other agencies of 
any of the United Rations." 

The material pertains xn those Charges and Specifi¬

A About the beginning of 1945, twenty-nine residents

Of the twenty-nine, one was injured just slightly and he 
was able to escape. The ones that committed these

Consequently, I personally decided to go to Minglanj-lla 
for investigation of this incident, together witji Superior 
Private Muraki and an informer. I left Cebu City, I went 
to Tabunoc, and went to Talisay. In between Talisay and 
Tabunoc, there is c. railroad station. Fron there I wont 
to a barrio called Biasong, a place which has contact with 
Bohol. I went to this place to inspect the military 
discipline anong the Japanese troops. At Biasong there 
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was a market and I looked arcund. I saw one or two Jap¬ 
anese soldiers, but most of then were gone, so I left 
Biasong and I went back to the railroad station at Talisay. 
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From Talisay Railroad. Station, I went by auto towards 
Minglanilla. On the way to Minglanilla there was a sentry 
of the Onishi Unit. I stopped the automobile and asked the 
sentry the location of the senior officer of Ihe Onishi Unit 
in that area. I found out the approximate location, so I had 
Muraki lead the way and went up towards the mountains. On V o 
way T met some soldiers of the Onishi Unit and in order to 
ascertain the location of the commander of that particular 
area, I asked the direction again. In the vicinity, on the 
.ground, th^ro were many nip a huts scattered and I found that 
the commander of the Onishi Unit ;!n that area vras located 
there. So together with the 1st Lieutenant we brought a 
desk outside of the nlpa hut and I talked to him. L asked 
the following question. T told him that,'! came here today 
because I have heard that residents in the Minglanilla area 
were killed. Do you have any non in your outfit responsible 
for this?" However the 1st Lieutenant answered no Clearly 
that there was no one in his >utfit who would do such a thing. 
He told me that ho hud warned hie non of military discipline 
especially about looting and plundering. That he had warned 
them against such things. So I left the lieutenant telling 
him tnat I would contact th~ adjutant of the Onishi Unit 
regarding this matter. I also warned him to worn his men 
so that such incidents 'would not be repeated. So I loft that 
hill where the commander was and went down the small road to 
the main road running between Minglanilla and Tobonoc. When 
I came to this main road I saw six or seven soldiers of the 
Onishi Unit lead by a master sergeant going north from the 
dirootion of Minglanilla. There Muraki, my subordinate told ne' 
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tho following thing. Muraki said that that master sergeant 
seems to be the one responsible for this incident. The six 
or seven soldiers with this master sergeant all had a small 
sack containing something. I warned these soldiers against 
doing anything bad and I went back to where my automobile was. 
Tho automobile tire was punctured sc I had it fixed. Since 
it was raining slightly I had this job hurried and we went 
back to Cebu City. When I went back I talked to 
Master Sergeant Higashi, my subordinate, about the incident 
and had him contact the adjutant of the Onishi Unit. After 
this I did not receive any new information regarding this 
incident. 

(The Accused, Hirata, stepped up before the witness.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: Let the record show that the Accused 
Hirata, was brought before the witness. 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q Is this the master sergeant or sergeant major who was 
responsible for the Minglaliillaincident? 

(At this time the Accused and Witness indulged in 
conversation.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: I want this conversation recorded. 

INTERPRETER: "Witness: What unit did you belong 
to?" "Accused: Ordnance Unit, Mambaling." 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 

I will have to let this go through this time, but I don't 
believe that this is the proper way that the questions should 
be asked. In the first place he should be asked to identify, 
if he knows any of the defendants, and if any of them were 
one of the master sergeants he saw, there is no need to bring 
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out one man out of the tmit to do it. 

COLONEL MAUDE: Quite right. Question the witness 
in the customary manner. Does he know-^ha-juan that confronts 
him?

BY CAPTaIN GREER: 

Q Do you know the man who is standing in front of you 
(pointing to the Accused, Hlratu)? 

A I do not know him. 

Q Have you over seen him before? 
a I raight have seen him hut I don 1 1 remember.

COLONEL HAUSE: Any cross examination? 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY LIEtlTEN.JIT OWEN: 

Q What was the name of the informer that you mentioned

Q The master sergeant that you saw in charge of a group 

of Onishimen near the road when you left the lieutenant, 
did you have a chance to question him? 

A No, sir. 

q Do you know of any other punitive'expeditions aside 
from this one that you have already described that the

Japanese made in tho area of Cebu City in eithor 1944 or 1945? 
A Yes. 

Q Will you tell the Commission what you know of other 
punitive expeditions? 

A I romembor that the Mizoguchi Unit also went on a 
punitive expedition in the vicinity of Minglanilla. I 
remember that the Onishi Uhit wont on a punitive expedition 
in the mountains northwest of Cebu City. I remembor that tho 
unit under Lieutenant Colonel Kido in Ilowan also wont on ( 
a punitive oxpedition in tho northwest area of Ilowan. 

Q Referring to tho expedition of the Mizoguchi Butai, 
when did that take place? 

A I do not remember. 
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Q You ronenber what year it was? 

A I know it was after Major General Manjone took office* 
Major General.Manjone took his office in October of 1944. 

Q Was this expedition before or after the killing and 
burning of the twenty-nino residents that you described? 

A I do not renenber that point. 

Q Hew do you know th%t the Mizoguchi Butai went on a 
punitive expedition? 

A I renenber because Major General Manjone issued an 
order to ne to send part of the Kenpei Tai to the Mizo¬ 
guchi Unit for punitive expedition and I sent ny nen over 
there. 

Q Do you recall the names of any of your nen whon you 
sent over there? 

A Master Sergeant Yoshida, the informer, and I don't 
know any others. 

Q Do you know why this expedition was conducted? 

A I believe it was because Major General Manjone ordered 
all units to go on punitive expeditions in their respective 
areas. They were assigned areas, so I think that was the 
reason. 

Q Against whon was the expedition directed? 

A Guerrillas. 

Q Do you know why Muraki thought the Master Sergeant 
that he pointed to as you were coning out of the hills 
was responsible for the killing and the burning of the 
twenty-nine bodies? 

A I believe that Muraki had gained quite some information 
fron the informer• 

Q Do you know why the infomer then thought this Master 
Sergeant was the one responsible? 
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A I do not knew that to that extent. 

Q Was the informer present when the killing or burning 
took place? 

A I think perhaps the informer learned of the incident 
from the one survivor of that massacre, 

0 Did you confront that survivpr with the Master 
Sergeant? 

A I do not knew about that. 

Q Once again I ask you, did you yourself question the 
Master Sergeant at any length concerning this natter? 

I did not investigate him. 

Q Do you know where Tubud is? 

A I do not know the name of the place. 

Q Have you been sentenced to doath as a war criminal? 

A Yes. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS: No further questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE* Any questions by the Commission? 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION

Q Who was the survivor you mentioned? 

A I did not have a chance to talk to him so I do not 
knew his name or the person.

COLONEL HAUSEi The Commission is in session. 
LIEUTENANT OWENS: May it please the Commission, 
all the members of the Commission are present, together 
with the Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel for the 
Prosecution. 

COLONEL HAUSE: You may proceed. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: The Prosecution calls as its 
first witness in rebuttal, Colonel Seiichi Onishi. 

SEIICHI ONISHI 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution in rebuttal, 
being first duly sworn, was examined and testified as follows 
through Interpreter Ogita: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS: 

Q What is your name? 

A Seiichi Onishi. 

Q Were you ever in the Japanese Imperial Army? 

A Yes. 

Q To what unit were you attached in January 1945? 

•A I was the commanding officer of the.173rd Independent 
Infantry Battalion. 

Q Was that known as the Onishi Butai? 

A Yes. 

Q Where was that Butai located? 

A The important points of Cebu Island. 













Q Have you over heard of the village of Tubud on Cebu 
Island? 

A No, 

Q Or MensxnnillaV 

A Ye?, I knew, 

Q Tell the Commission what you know of any killing of 
civilians that occurred in the Manglanilla aroa in January 
1945 . 

A I do not know. 

Q Have you received any report of a killing of civilians 
in the Manglanilla area in January 1945? 

A No, I did not. 

Q Did you roceivo any report from any one that any member 

of the Onishi Butai was responsible for killings of civilians 
in Tubud or Manglanilla in January 1945? 

A No. 

Q In January 1945 where did you got your meat? 

A We received our meat from the Manglanilla aroa by 

exchanging such things as salt and sugar for them, and also 
we received them from markets in Cebu. 

Q Was any meat issued to you through Japanose Army Supply? 

A There may have been once in awhile but I do not 

remember, 

Q Had you ever heard of the Mizoguchi Butai? 

A Yes, 

Q Do you know if the Mizoguchi Butai relied for meat to 
come from the same source as the Onishi Butai? 

A I do not know. 

Q Was there a prescribed uniform for Japanese troops on 

















Cebu Island in January 194^? 

A What do you mean by that? 

Q Was there any particular type of uniform that the 
Japanose soldiers hod to wear in January 19^5 in Cebu? 

A Noj there was none.» ootabllfhtd* 

Q Then it was possible for a Japanese soldier to wear 

vrhateyer type of uniform ho happened to havo, is that correct? 
$ 

A Japanose soldiers are supposed to wear their prescribed 
uniform. 
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Q Can you tell the Commission what type uniforms were 
available to Japanese soldiers on Cebu Island on January 
of 1945? 

A I do not know of the other units but I will tell 
about my cwn units. 

Q Go ahead. 

A V/hen our unit left Bataan, we wore formal summer uni¬ 
forms; however, at this period which we are referring to 
right now, about a year later, we had all types of uniforms. 
Q Such as what? 

A We had short-sleeved shirts of navy blue color. 

Q Did you have ary other colored uniform? 

A I do not know each of then, 

Q Did you have any other colored uniform? 

A I do not remember each of them, 

Q Do you remember if you had any other color of uniform 
than the navy blue? 

A They are not uniforms; they are suits, clothes. 

Q And were they of a different color than navy blue? 

A They were not uniforms; they were just clothes which 
we had received, things like that. 

Q What color were they? 

A Just as I said. 

Q Navy blue? 

A There viere some that color (Witness indicating his own 

shirt), soma 0*D, colors, but I do not remember each of 
them. 

Q Would you call the color of your shirt green? 

A I do not know. 
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Q Do you know whether there was guerrilla activity on 
Cebu Island in January of 194-5? 

A I do not quite understand what you mean. Will you 
repeat that? 

Q Did any reports come to you of attacks by guerrillas 
on Japanese on Cebu in January 1945? 

A I do not remember the date, but I have received reports 
from my outpost in Minglanllla area that there were attacks. 
Q Will you tell the Commission, if, judging from those 
reports, you formed a conclusion that these attacks were 
heavy in the Minglanilla area? From these reports, did you 
conclude that guerrilla activity was heavy in the Mingla¬ 
nilla area? 

A I did not make any such conclusion. 

Q What was the size of your unit at Minglanilla that you 
described as being an outpost? 

A I do not remember the ex? ct number,but I think it was 
around six or seven. 

Q Who was the commanding officer of that unit? 
u Sergeant Kimura, 

Q Approximately, what was the size of your unit at 
Pangdan. 

m 

A Approximately two platoons, headed by a company 
commander. 

LIEUTENANT OWENS* The Prosecution has no further 
' questions, Sir. 

CAPTAIN GREER* May I ask the Reporter to read 
back the last question and answer? 

(Question and answer read.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE* Are there any questions by the 

Defense? 

CAPTAIN GREER* Yes, sir, a few. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY Cj*PTj»IN GREER* 

Q Colonel Onishi, have you ever heard of anyone being 
killed in Barili? 

(Whereupon the map of Cebu and Bohol was brought 
forward before the Witness.) 

COLONEL KAUSE* How do you spell that name? 
LIEUTENANT GILL* B-A-R-l-L-I, marked by "D” on 

the map* 

BY CAPTAIN GREER* 

Q And is this Pangdan (pointing to Pangaan on cht map)? 
A Yes, it is a point inside from Nagy. 

Q And is that about four kilometers from Minglanilla? 

Ak By boat? 

Q No, by retd* Do you know how far it is from Pangdan to 
Minglanilla by the most direct route, that is overland, net 
by boat. 

Plea so measure trie map. 

CAPTAIN GREER* Would the Commission 'like to see 

the map? 

COLONEL HAUSE: No, just what is the approximate 

distance? 

C 4 .PT AIN GREER: Three or four kilometers, 

BY CAPTAIN GREER* 

q Have you ever hoard of anyone being raped in Barili? 

A No. 
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Q Have you over been charged as a war criminal? 

(’Thereupon Captain Greer conferred with the Inter¬ 
preter.) 

COLONEL HAUSE; What goes on here? The question 
was; are you accused of being a war criminal. What was 
the answer? 

BY THE WITNESS; 

4* I received a Charge, but there were many points in it 
which were mistaken, so I returned it. 
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Q Did it concern an incident at Barili? 

A I did not look at the charge very closely, but in 

the context there was something about Barili. 

Q In the context were the crimes of — 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Hay it please the Commission, 

I object to any further questioning along this line. It 
has no relevancy. The witness has said that he was charged 
as a war criminal, I think that should be as far as it 
should go. We should stick to the issue, 

COLONEL KAUSE: Objection sustained. Please stick 
to the issue. I must warn you, stick to relevant matters. 

We are getting far afield, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you say you had some soldiers 
stationed in Ilinglanilla? 

A Yes. 

4 Was the noncommissioned officer-in-charge a Master 
Sergeant Kimura? 

A He is a Sergeant named Kimura, 

Q Is he what you call a Sergeant Major? 

A Just a Sergeant. 

Q Did you ever receive any report from the Cebu City 

Kempei Tai in regard to a rape case at Minglanilla? 

A No. 

(4 Your Adjutant's name was Matsuura, was it not? 

A Yes. 

4 If he received that information would he pass it on 
to you as your Adjutant? 

A He did not submit it so there was no such thing, 
q Mas Matsuura in the habit of keeping information 
from you? 
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A Since he is my Adjutant, important information should 
always be submitted to no. 

Q Did any of your men desert from the Island of Cebu 
in the month of January, 1945? 

A Yes. 

Q Did they go to the Island of Bohol? 

A I do not know their whereabouts. 

W Did the Cebu City Kempei Tai apprehend them? 

A I do not know. 

<4 How did you hear about their deserting? 

A I heard from their company commander and also because 
of the fact that the unit from which they deserted was 
close to where I was, almost next to each other. 

Q Now, at the same time that that incident happened 
do you deny that other men were also tried for the crime 
of rape, the crime having been committed in Hinglanilla? 

INTERPRETER OGITAs V/ill you please read that 

back? 

C'/hereupon question was read.) 

A i.Iy soldiers were never court-martialed. A soldier 
was tried for violence against a superior officer, Naga. 

Q What happened to Sergeant Ximura? 

A Sergeant Kiraura was killed during an aerial bombardment, 

Q Where? 

A He was injured during a bombardment in Ilinglanilla. 

He was hospitalized and then he died. 

Q But you never sent a personal request to Captain 
Tsuruyama of the Cebu City Military Police to have Sergeant 
Ximura and his men released to your custody for front-line 
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duty rather than to servo the prison sentence that they 
would have received for the crime of rape? 

C0L0N3L HAUSE: Please read that question back, 
(thereupon question was read.) 
a There Js no such incident. 

9 (By Captain Grec-r) Lieutenant Azuma was your com¬ 
manding officer at Pangdan, is th t not so? 

A Yes . 

£« Ho* many troops did he have under hi. command at 
Pangdan in January of 1945? 

LIEUTENANT GILL; ay it pi e.jo the Commission, 
are you saying Ponta or Pangdan, "here I'izoguchi's hecd- 
quarters wore, or Pangdan? 

CAPTAIN GREER; Pangdan, P-a-n-g-d-a-n, 
LIEUTENANT GILL. All right. 

A (Through Interpreter Ogita) Two platoons which t:.\e 
company commander headed. 

Q (By Captain Greer) How many men are there in a 
Japanese Infantry Battalion rifled platoon? 

A In a company the regular strength — the normal 
strength should he 176 men. However, at this period, due 
to deaths and injuries and men returning to Japan, we had 
only about 130 men to a company. Therefore, one. platoon 
had about 33 or 34 men, ' 

9 Did your men ever go on a punitive campaign to the 
vicinity of Pangdan around the 26th of January, 1945? 

A As I remember it, it was in the middle of February 
I led the expedition and attacked the enemy in the vicinity 
of Pangdan. 
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Q Did a Lieutenant Kamanoue lead some of your men 
in that campaign? 

A At that time I don't think Hamanoue came. 




t 
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Q How many officers were stationed in the Minglanilla- 
Pangdan area in January 194-5? 

A In Pangdan we had First Lieutenant Higashi and 

Second Lieutenant Kato,but we didn't have any in Minglanilla. 

Q And did you also have a Lieutenant Azuma in that area? 

A Lieutenant Azuma was at Pangdan. 

Q Did you make a report on the success of your punitive 
campaign during a security conference held by 
Major General Manjomo in Cebu City around the middle of 
February 1945? 

A Since there are many punitive expeditions, which one do 
you mean? 

Q I mean the one against Pangdan. 

A I do not remember. At the defense conference, we do not 
make that type of reports because the nature of the meeting 
is different. 

Q As far asenti-guerrilla activity.was concerned, did your 
unit enter into violent opposition with tho Kcmpei Tai in the 
suppressing of guerrilla activity? 

A We did not compete. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Let the record show that the witness 
is now looking at page 190 of Technical Manual. E 30-480 . 
published by the War Department, United States of America, 
handbook on Japanese military forces, dated 15 September 1944. 

I ask the witness to look at tho weapons pictured 
on page 190 and point to the ones with which his men were armed. 
A My subordinates had type 38 rifle. 

CAPTAIN GREER: Pointing to the typo 38 figure, 171 
model 38 (1905) 6.5 milimeter rifle. 
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LIEUTENANT OWENS: Kay it please the Commission, 
you have three kind*, of Model j8. 

CAPTAIN GREER: He pointed to the top one which is 
a 50^-inch with a weight of 9 6/10 pounds. 

A My men also used rifles which we captured during 
puhitive expeditions. 

Q Now, were any of your men armed with the model pictured 
under figure 172, known as Model 44, 6.5 milimetor caYtlrjr 
carbine? 

A No. 

Q Was the carbine shorter or longer than the Model 38 

rifle? 

A Shorter. 

1 

Q Colonel, did you know that at the end of January 1945 , 

Major Mizoguchi took over the duties of Colonel Mitsui, 
Lieutenant Colonel Ilattori, and Lieutenant Colonel Kido? 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
again the Prosecution objects to this question, it not being 
in the scope of direct examinationj it seems to have no 
tendency to impeach the credibility of this witness at this 
point, having no relevancy whatsoever to the present issues. 

CAPTAIN GREER: One of the Prosecution's witnesses 
said the Major was not busy in the month of January 194?. 

The Colonel happened to be on the scene. 

COLONEL HAUSE: That still is irrelevant. The 
objection is sustained. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I have no other questions. 
EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 
BY COLONEL BOYKIN: 

Q How large was the unit you had stationed at 
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Minglanilla? 

A In Minglanilla I had about six to eight mon under the 
leador. 

BY COLONEL HAUSE: 

Q Were you ever furnished- fresh carabao meat during 
January 1945? 

A I do not remember. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER: 

Q One of the Prosecution*s witnesses testified that 
infantry mon had stolen carabaos, chickens, and rice during 
the months of November and December 1944 and January 1945 
in the vicinity of Minglanilla. Were thoso your soldiers? 

A No. 

Q In order to barter for your food in Cebu City did you 

sometimes use the medium ofrico? 

A I do not know. 

Q Do you know whether any of your men aver forced Filipino 
or Chinese people to work for them in the fields in 
Minglanilla? 

A I do not know. 

BY COLONEL BOYKIN: 

/ 

Q Did any part of your unit employ Filipino civilians to 
work in the fields for you during the period of January 1945» 

In the vicinity of Minglanilla? 

A I have not heard of such thing. 

COLONEL HAUSE: There appears to be no further 
question*,the witness will be excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will take a ten-minute 


recess. 


(Short recess.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE* The Commission will be in 
session. You nay proceed, 

LIEUTENiiNT GILL* May it please the Commission 
all members of the Commission are present, together with

0 Do you know of any punitive expeditions by Japanese 

troops on Cebu? 

Yes,

LIEUTENiUT OV/ENSi Yos, sir, September or 
October, 1944; ho was not sure of it, 

OBTAIN GREER* I havo no objection to the 
relovancy, Colonel — I would just like to know whether 
or not they aro trying to establish a pattern of those 
crimes as I was for Onishi, 

COLONEL H.*USE* This is about a year before the 
alleged incident. Do you mean to explain what you are 
trying to prove? 

LIEUTENANT OYJENSi Yes, sir. Throughout the 
Defendants' testimony, it appears there has been some 
idea that they know nothing about any of those expeditions 
anyplace on Cebu, 

COLONEL HAUSE* All right, you may proceed, 

BY LIEUTEN.JIT OWENS * 

Q Do you recall whether regulation infantry rifles were 
made available to the Mizogucui men on this expedition? 

A Do you mean the long one or short one? 

Q The long one, 

A I do not know exactly, 

Q Is it possible they wore issued but you cannot 
recall? 

A I do not remember very well. 

Q Did the Mizoguchi Butai havo transportation in the 
form of trucks on this expedition? 
u On the way, or do you mean on the way back? 

Q Either way, 

A I remember — I think that we rode up to a place 
called Paruto, about six kilometers from Cebu. Since the 
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assembly points were scattered, some peoplo walked and 
others rode. Y/e rodo on small automobiles and trucks which 
was borrowed from the company. 

Q You have testified you know of a punitive expedition 
conducted by Mizoguchi toward the Minglanilla area in 
September or October 194-4, against guerrillas. Did you 
hear of any guerrilla activity in Minglanilla in January 
of 1945? 

I have heard from time to time that soldiers and 
civilians attached to the Japanese Army going back and forth 
on the road on either trucks or marching were attacked 
from guerrillas. However, I do not know of any punitive 
expeditions conducted by the Mizoguchi Butai in January 
of 1945, I did not go on any, 

Q Do you know whether or not any of the Japanese men 
who were attacked in the Minglanilla area had any 
connection with the amrunition trucks running from Pangdan 
to Cebu City? 

i. Yes, I have heard of that, 

Q Do you know a Filipino, Cucufate Adlawan? 

A The one I know is Adalano Adlawan, 
q Did he assist you in your work as a Kempei Tai? 

A He is an employee used by the Kempei Tai, 

Q Was he the only Filipino of the name Adlawan to your 
knowledge holping the Kempei Tai? 

A Yes. 

Q Wero the fortifications near Ponta ever exposed to 
attack from guorrillas? 

A Yes, they wore attacked. 
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Q What typo uniform was worn by the members of the 
Mizoguchi Butai? 


A When is this? 

Q In January of 19*5? 

A Various uniforms* 

Q Will you tell the Commission the different kinds. 

A Some of then were wearing soldiors* uniforms and 

othors wore wearing white shirts* . 

Q Those wearing soldiers' uniforms, what different 
colored uniforms did they wear? 

A Light green; khaki, ~ That was the established uniform 
worn by the Japanese, 
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Q By the Japanese soldiers in th-j :'i. oguchi Dubai? 

A All t’ljo Japanese soldiers. 

You, yourself, then, know that members of ti.c Mi^oguchi 
Butai ’/ore khaki uniforms in January of 194-5, is that true? 

A Not -ill of them '/ore wearing khaki uniforms, but I 
kno sow.- ,f them were wearing khaki uniforms, 
i Do you know whether any enlisted men were wearing 
khaki uniforms? 

A I think some of them may have, 

LIEUTENATT OV/ENS: The Prosecution has no further 

questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Cross-examination by the Defense? 
CROSS -EXAIIINATI • N 

(BY CAPTAIN GREER) 

Q Yoshida, what do you mean by th<. statement that you 
cannot exactly call the expedition in September of 1044 
a punitive expedition? 

In r. regular punitive expedition, orders com.. from 
the def ,nse headquarters to the Kempci Tai Unit, and Cap- 
Tsuruyama would order a certain number of Xcnpei T:;i 

v 

soldiers to go to certain units for punitive expedition. 
The expedition which I m- ntioned cannot be called exactly 
a punitive expedition because orders were given verbally 
and th re was no formal, v.’rittcn order* 

Q Jould you call that, using a Jejanaff 

term, sekko-kunr&n, ra mine training a scouting campaign? 
A I do not knot what th. order to the unit said, but I 
just simply went with the unit on the expedition, 
v* Did they kill any civilians on that expedition as 
far as you know? 
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A I do not know. 

V Yoshida, the answer to this next quostion will have 
a tremendous bearing on this case. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: ?!ay it please the Commission, 

I objoct to any preliminary statement to the witness* 
COLONEL HAUSE: Objection is sustain*.. 

CAPTAIN GREER: I will frame it in my question. 
COLONEL HAUSE: All right, 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you get a roporb fro* a Leading 
Private or a Corporal Ishizaka concerning th . deaths of 
sorr.) ?9 civilians in the Minglanilla area on or about the 
30tn or 31st of January, 1945? 

A 7 have never received a report from Corporal Ishizaka. 
CAPTAIN GREER: No further questions, 

COLONEL HAUSE: Questions by the Commission? 
Seeming there arc no further questions, the witness will 
be excused.

O.'itness excused) 
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LIEUTENANT GILLt Ihe Prosecution calls as Its 
next witness, Captain Nelson* 

CAPTAIN CLAYTON L* NELSON 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution In rebuttal, 
after being first duly sworn, was examined and testified as 
follows t 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY LIEUTENANT OWENS* 

Q What is your name? 

A Clayton L* Nelson* 

Q What is your rank? 

A Captain, JAGD* 

q Are you at present in the Investigation Soction of the 
War Crimes Investigation Detachment? 

A Yes* 

Q Did you investigate the Tubud massacre? 

A I did. 

Q In the course of that invostigation, did you 
interrogate the Accused, Mizoguchl? 

> 

A Yes. 

Q Will you tell the Commission what the results were of 
yodr interrogation of Mizoguchl? 

A I talked to Major Mizoguchl on a great many occasions. 

The first one was in Cebu City in the prisoner-of-war 
stockade. That was in November and the latter part of 
October 1945* Did you want the substance of the conversations? 
Q Yes. 

A On the first conversation, I asked him as to the 
disposition of units in the MambAll&g area. He, with the aid 
of certain maps which he drew, drew a line of demarcation 
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between his defense area and that of Colonel Onishi. I asked 
him specifically what units of .ths-. Jc^an-firO''Army wore 
stationed In Mambaling and he told me that Insofar as he know 
the only unit there was a small ordnance group under 
Captain Kinoshita. I asked him If he knew where 
Captain Kinoshita was at that time and he said that 
Captain Klnoshita was dead) that he had shipped oh a troop 
ship bound for Mindanao shortly beforethe American landing 
on Cebu and the ship had been torpedoed and 
Captain Klnoshita and all his men were dead* I asked 
Major Mlzoguchl specifically If he himself had over had any 
units stationed In Mambaling, and he denied that he had. He 
also denied knowledge as to any other units which were 
stationed thero during the month of January 194-5* 

At subsequent conversations at Cobu with Major Mlzoguchl, 

I told him that I had dofinlte information that certain of 
his officers wore living in Mambaling during the month of 
January 194-5* Ho denied that fact for some time but 
subsequently statod to me that he had about three or four 
lieutenants who were living in Mambaling in rented quarters 
outside of his regular garrison base which he said was then 
in Cebu City. At a still later date, I found out in the course 
of the investigation thatcertain of his enlisted men were in 
Mambaling in January and I confronted him with this information. 
Ho then stated that a certain Sergeant Takemoto and a few 
of the enlisted mon had privately ronted a house across the 
road in Mambaling from the house where the officers were 
living* That is the only admission ho ever made to me 
in the course of the Cebu conversations or those at LUPOW 
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that he ever had any troops at Mambaling at any time. 

Q Did you ask him If he knew of the Tubud incident? 

A I did. I discussed the Tubud incident with him on 
numerous occasions in great detail. 

Q And what did he toll? 

A He denied any knowledge of ever having heard of such an 
incident. 

Q Did you ask him if he might not know who might have been 
blamed for it? 

A I did. The only suggestion he made with reference to 
blame was that it might have been Captain Kinoshita*s men. 

He never contributed it to Colonel Onishi f s men, 

Q Did he retract that statement that it might have been 
Captain Kinoshita*s men? 

A He did not retract it but at the last conversation I had 
with him at LUPOW,just south of Manila, during the month of 
January 1946* he stated that he had subsequently met 
Captain Kinoshita and his men in tho Leyte Prieoner-of-V/ar 
Stockade and he questioned them about the incident and that 
they had denied knowledge of it. 

Q Have you ever seen Captain Kinoshita? 

A I have seon Captain Kinoshita on at least three occasions 
that I recall. Tho first of those was during the month of 
Docember, the first week in December 194-5 > at tho Leyte Deten¬ 
tion Center. He was then in one of the stockades. I had him 
brought before me and with the aid of an interpreter, I talked 
to Captain Kinoshita for fully one hour about the Tubud 
incident. Subsequently, on my return to Manila, when I 
landed at Nichols Field, Captain Kinoshita and Major Mlzoguchl 
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along with several other Japanese prisoners, were at 
Michols Field awaiting transportation to LUPOW. They spol:e 
to me at that tine as I was walking across the air strip. 
Subsequently I saw him twice on the same day at LUPO'*’. Thqt 
is the day when one of the identifications was madw. 

Q In the course of your investigation of the Yubud incident, 
did you interrogate Uy Pit Yak? 

A I did. . 

Q Did you .obtain a description from him of oho person when 
he called Captain Silata? 

A I did. 

Q At this tine will you please tell t.ho Ocmmissicn your , 
qualifications as an investigator? 

A I have had roughly about sever Won years of experience 
of it. V.'hlle I was going to lav; school, which was a rught 
lay; 3 chocl, I did two years of credit investigation work 
for the Armour Packing Company, investigating credit risks. 

( The last two years at lav; school I investigated casualty and 

I 

insurance claims for the Employers’ Liability Insurance 
Company in London. Fbr the next twelve years I have practiced 
law before entering the Service, and for the past eleven 
months I have been an investigator for the ’.Var Crimes Branch. 

Q On the basis of your experience, as an investigator, 
are you able to say whether descriptions such as that given by 
Uy Fit Yak are absolutely correct? 

A The description given by Uy Pit Yak v.as given rc-ughly 
ten or eleven months after the incident occurred,' I think 
it would be agreed that it would be definitely remarkable 
if it was exact in all details. I say that it should be 
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generally approximate but not exact. 

Q So that the question such as the number of gold teeth 

that the person identified had, do you think cculd be sworn 

to by Uy Pit Yak wj th any degree cf cortainty? 

A I think he could believe at the time he made the 

ytatenenc that it was a fact but I believe it would require 

confrontation by the suspect and his general appearance would 
« 

definitely be more correct than an oral description. 

Q Did you conduct the identification of the defendants 
by witnesses? 

a conducted myself one of the three identifications. 

Q Y7ill you describe to the Commission these three 
ident: ! .fir at ions? 

A During the first identification, I was not present at 
that 'ini? because at that time I had left the Island of 
Cebu and transferred to the Maud la office as the regional 
supervisor of the area which included Cebu. 

Q Who conducted that? 

A That was conducted by the officer who made the 
investigation with me, Lieutenant Henry F. Marshall. 

Q And did he tell you subsequently the results of that 
investigation? 

A He told me and I also saw the statement which was taken 
at the time of the identification; in fact, I;cixockcd it as part 
of my work in the Manila office. 

Q On that as a basis, will you tell the Commission what 
was done at that first identification? 

A The first identification was conducted in the stockade 
in the Leyte Detention Center some time in the latter part of 
1945. The only witness present was Eustaquiu. Kho who had gone 
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there with her brother as a chaperone and Lieutenant Marshall 
to conduct the Investigation. Lieutenant Marshall roquired 
all mombors of the Mizoguchi Butal present In the Leyte 
stockade to be brought before him. From the roughly one 
hundred men or so who were brought beforo him, Eustaquia Kho 
solocted five. 

Q And do you know whether or not the five Accused are 
those which she identified? 

A Four of them arej one of them is not. She did not 
identify the defendant whoso name I believe is Hirata. 

The four men from the Mizoguchi Butal she Identified. The 
fifth man she identified was Aoki against whom charges wore 
dismissed. 

Q Her identification being men whom she saw at Mambaling? 

A That is correct. 

Q On what particular date was it that she saw them? 

A On the 30th of January, 1945, truck# were being 

loaded in Mambaling to go to MinglaniUa on this expedition. 

One explanatory note with reference to that. Che never 
stated that Major Mizoguchi got on to the trucks. She never 
stated that Aoki got on to the trucks either, insofar as I 
know. 

Q If she identified only five at the Leyte Detention Center, 
why were seven men brought to LUPOW in connection with this case? 
A The other two men were sont to LUPOV i by Lieutenant Marshall 
because we had been looking for men of Captain Kinoshita*s 
Unit. Sergeant Hirata was brought because he conformed 
generally to the description of the man named in Uy Pit Yak's 
statement. Captain Kinoshita was brought only because ho 
was Sergeant Hirata*s commanding officer. 
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Q Will you describo the second identification made? 

A The second identification of thG prisoners was conducted 
by me at the Luzon Prisoner-of-War Camp No. 1, I took to the 
camp fivo witnesses who were then brought to Manila. They 
were Eustaquia Kho, Alfonso*Tea, Uy Se Eng, Khu Un Phiao, and 
'£hu .,ang Ho. I also took with mo another Jeep driver and 
a stenographer from our office who speaks Visayan which is 
the dialect spoken by the people I took with me. We went 
to LUPOY/ and just a for; days after New Year's, this year 
durirg the first week of January 1946, on our arrival there 
in the morning about 11:30, I wont to the stockade in which 
the seven men wo then suspected in this case wore held. I 
talked ce the Japaneso interpreter who was in char-se of the 
office of that particular stockade. I told him that I would 
be back about 1:30 in the afternoon with these witnosscs to 
identify or try to identify certain Japanese, I gave him a 
list of the seven suspects we then had and I told him to have 
them assembled in a tent at about 1:30, together with a 
fairly large group of other Japanese to bo picked up around 
the stockade. I told him that I had no choice as to who else 
ho picked upj he was to pick up a large group. I returned to 
the stockade whero they were held at 1:30 with the witnesses. 

I parked the two Jeeps outside of the stockade gate. There 
was an armed guard on the gate and there was a fairly wide 
road in the camp there where the jeeps were parked. I then 
wont into the stockade, found the interpreter in charge again, 
and went to the tent where he had these seven suspects, to¬ 
gether with about fifteen or twenty other Japanese assembled. 
Through the interpreter I told the Japanese assembled thero 
that when they were brought before these witnesses they should 
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show absolutely no sign of recognition and should all 
conduct thomsolvcs exactly alike* I told thorn that they would 
each be given a slip of paper by this camp interpreter* That 
as they loft that tent they should form a line and march down 
to the gate which was about half a block away. Thoy should 
halt the line at the gate and stay there, come out of the gate 
one at a time, stand across the road from where I had the two 
jeeps parked^ remove their hats, replace their hats, go back 
to the line-up inside the stockade. On their way back they 
should give me the slip of paper which thoy carried. I then 
gave to the Japanese interpreter in charge seven slips of paper 
with the names of the seven suspects written on thorn and 
enough blank slips of papor to covor the other men in the 
lino-up group. I then went back to tho jeops and told the 
wltnossos who woro in the two Jeeps that they woro absolutely 
forbidden to talk to each other while this was going on. 

They could talk only to me and only to the interpreter. 

Except that some one spoke English and spoke directly to mo. 

I also told them that they were forbidden to show any sign 
of recognition or in any way demonstrate animosity towards 
these Japanese. Then I told them that they had to be 
absolutely positive of their identification because there 
would be only seven suspects out of the-suture. group which 
was to be brought before them and if any witness made an 
erroneous identification, we would disregard it entirely. 
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The lineup was thon carried on as I mentioned. They 
came out one at a time for identity. Do you want the 
results of the identification? 

LIEUTENANT O’VENS: Pleaso. 

A (Continued by tho Witness) Captain Kinoshttn was not 
identified by any witness. The civilian, Aoki, '.'ns identi¬ 
fied only by the witness, Eustaquia Kho. The other five 
Defendants were all identified by a varying number of 
tho witnesses. I do not roraembor exactly who identified 
whom. I do remember Alfonso Tan stated he \ >s unable to 
identify anyone, I made some rough notes of who identified 
which Japanese and turned them over to Lieutenant Raczka 
in the Prosecution Section the following day. That about 
completes the identification procedure, 

Q (By Lieutenant Ovens) Was there another identifica¬ 
tion made? 

A It seems there was another one made at the High 
Commissioner's Residence here, 

Q V/ho told you that? 

A Lieutenant Raczka, who was Prosecutor in tho case, 
i) V/hcro is ho now? » 

A Ho has returned to the United States, 
ij What did ho tell you? 

A At the time I went to Lupow vith the first group of 
witnesses, Uy Pit Yak could not be located, he was some¬ 
place on the Island of Leyte; subsequently, he showed up 
in Manila and Lieutenant Raczka arranged this identifica¬ 
tion at the High Commissioner’s Residence for Uy Pit Yak. 

He told me at that time Uy Pit Yak had pointed out the 
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Defendant, Sergeant Hira.tn, a.s a Silata ho had doscribod. 

Q Did Lieutenant Raezka doscribo tho details that this 
identification had? 

A Ho did not state hoi.’ it was conducted or who was 
present; they v/ero just discussing it in tho office. 

W In the course of your investigation at Cebu, did you 
talk to a Cucufato Adla.wan? 

A I did. I took a statement from Cucufato Adlawnn. 

^ Is he the only person with tho namo Adlawan that 

you learned was connected in any way with the Kompoi Tai? 

A To my knowledge, ho is. 

»2 And did you question him concerning this Tubud inci¬ 
dent? 

A Yes. 

V.'ill you tell the Commission what ho told you? 

A I questioned him sometime during the month of November, 
1945. He was then in Jail at the collaborators' stockade 
in Cebu City, He gave me a statement to the effect that 
he had accompanied this patrol to Tubud. Ho stated that 
Yoshida, who preceded me on tho stand this morning, was 
also along on tho patrol. He stated that he and Yoshida 
and a few other Kompoi Tai men, whose namos ho could not 
remembor, had left Cebu City and joined the Hizoguchi 
troops in Mnmbaling. 

Q Did he give you the date? 

A January 30th and January 31st; it was a two-day 
affair. 

Q 1945? 

A 1945. He stated that tho patrol went to Hinglanilla 
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end then to Tubud. He said that they stayed overnight 
and all slept outside of a house in that area on the 
ground. He stated that ho know certain of the officers 
on the patrol. Ho knew they v:cro Llizoguchi officers, 
but did not know thoir names, I asked him if he linev 
whether or not Ii:.jor llizoguchi vz s on the patrol and h; 
stated that at various times he had asked T. Yoshida, 
under ’/horn ho v/orked, who was in charge of the patrol, 
and T. Yoshida had ansvored that Major llizoguchi was in 
charge. I bolievo he also mentioned that *; the time 
the p-'trol came back from C^bu City it was ordered back 
by Major llizoguchi. 

Q Did ho tell you v;hcthcr any enlisted men voio members 
of this patrol? 

A He said the patrol was made up of Llizoguchi men 
and the Kempei Tai had joined them here sonotime, through 
Ilambaling or after they left Ilambaling, I am not sure. 

It was beyond Ilambaling or else in Ilambaling. 

(j Did this Ad lav an tell you whether or not any people 
were killed during the course of this expedition? 

A In response to this question, I believe ho said he 
did not know. 

Q Do you recall making a trip to Luzon Prisoner of 'far 
Camp to tall: with the Accused, Hirata? 

A Lieutenant Rnezka made a trip there during the last 
week of December for the purpose of talking to all the 
Defendants, including Hirata, The day wo went we only 
got a chance to talk with the enlisted personnel and the 
four Defendants here and the civilian, Aoki. 
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At that time, then, you did talk with Hirata. Is 
that correct? 

A I did. 

Q Was there anything unusual that happened at that 
time? 

A At the beginning of tho questioning of Sergeant Hirata 
through tho Japanese Interpreter, ve asked him \:hat his 
name ’./as. The ansvor he gave us v/as exactly Silata, 
phonetically. We made him ropcat that at least 12 to 15 
times. There is no doubt about his pronunciation of his 
name at that time — it was phonetically Silata. 

LIEUTENANT COENS: Tho Prosecution has no farther 

questions. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Tho Commission will tako a ten- 


minute recess.

A Ho never submitted any interrogation cf Major 

Mizoguchi, to ny knowledge. 
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Q I have n statement hero that; we received before the 
case come before *his Commission. 

Tf you let me look at it, I cm **e''1 yov if that is 
his signature a id 1 will be able to toll you definitely 
whether there was such a statement. 

Q It is unsigned. Captain, you say that Mizcguchi 
told you C-.pti.in IMnoshitu vrs dead. /here v,..s Mizoguchi? 
A In Cebu, in the stockade. 

0 .'her- was Kiroshita 1 

-.ccording to Mizoguchi he was dead. Ho said that 
Kin. shi ta had left for IIindan*o.

Q Did he just hear that? 

A He told me that re pox t had boon received.

A He w.„s interned at hey to dvr in" the months of 
Hovonbor and De.nwbe.*. until the fir;t part of December 
when he was bruu»?bt tc Ley to, '“hero ho xb\* taken prisoner 
I don't know. 

Q \.as he intomc-.d in any of th; prisoner of war camps 
at Cebu? 

A Ho, he was not.

you would hardly interpret that as a vrevara cation on his 
part? 
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A I believe not, except for the fact that ho made an 
attonpt later to Mltoh responsibility for this incident. 
r : You jay Major Mizoguchi switched to fix rcspohsibllity

Yes, he did, 

Q You moan he tried to fix it on Captain Kinoshit*-? 
i* To the extent in Cebu saying he was the only onc 
that ever had troops in Mor.br.ling, I explained to Major 
Mizoguchi that both in Cebu and after in LUP0V7, exactly 
what we wero investigating; what had been said—what he 
and his non had been accused of doing. He cloniod it and 
in Cobu he Indicated that the incidents could have boor

,.t LUPO’7, ha stated he did not know whom could have caused 
it.

over to Mizoguchi and told him the evidence found against him and

very afternoon, 1 asked him if he had anything he wanted 
us to do and he had no suggestion,or anyone he wanted us 
to talk to and he had no suggestions at that tine, 
a Did you know whether Major Mizoguchi helped Lieutenant 
Marshall investigate this c^s^.? 

„ Major Mizoguchi bold o chat; N had been helping llar- 
' shall,Marshall sale, he h:.c. received a few notes or had 
conversations with the Major, 

Q V.'as any mention made of the Cnishi group in those 
notes? / 

A As to that I have no personal knowledge* 
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Q You did read them or you did talk to Lieutenant 
Marshall?

A I road one of the notes which was out here at LUPOW. 
Major Mizoguchi gave me this note to transmit to Marshall. 
That was the only one I saw. He said there had been 
others. That particular note referred only to Lieutenant 
Shirota — as a possible source of information about the 
incident, 

Q Is that the sane Lieutenant Shirota? 

A G-E-N-T-A-R-0 Shirota of the Kenpoi Tai. 

Q Did you talk to any of the Kenpoi Tai members in 
Cebu about this incident? 

A Yes, I did, I previously interviewed Shirota hin- 
self, 

Q When you talked to Yoshida, did ho toll you ho went 
to Minglanilla on the 30th or 31st of January 194-5 with 
Major Mizoguchi*s non? 

A V/hon I talked to Yoshida, in the provincial Jail 
in Cobu, he denied all knowledge, 

Q About this Adlawan, was he a collaborator? 

A Definitely was, 

Q Has he been tried as a collaborator? 

A I an not certain whethor_he has been triod. Ho 
is cither in the course of a trial, waiting for a 
trial, or has been tried, 

Q After I went over to the C.I.C. to catch .Adlawan 
I asked you whether you knew whether he had been tried or 
not, is that right? 

A That is right, 

/ 
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Q You told me you hr.d sent a telegram. Did you get an 
answer to that tolcgrrxr rogarding Adlawan? 

A I did not say we sont a telegram about Ailawan, wo 
sent a telegram but not regarding Adalnwan, 

Q V/as this person, . Adlawnn, brought up here to the 
prisoner of war stockado? 

A I believe he was, 

Q Ad2**an, • presumably, if you will pardon r.e for 
using the word, told you that ho and Yoshida vent with 
Uizoguchi’s men, is that right?, 
i* That is right, 

Q He was up here at this stockado up until a few days 
ago? 

A I have no idea when ho left. He v/as here duiing 
sometime of this trial, 

Q Do you know of any reason why wo shouldn’t speak to 
Adlawan . on this as he was the first-hand inforr.or? 

That decision was r.ado by the Prosecution, I know 
he was wanted in Cebu for the trial or that his trial was 
in progress. 

Q V/as .Adlawan a great assistant of yours in investi¬ 
gation of war crimes? 

He was insofar as information was concerned because 
ho accompanied practically every Japanese patrol that 
went anyplace on the island, 

Q Wasn’t that fortunate that he accompanied so many 
patrols. Did he also accompany some with Onishi’s troop? 
L He did, ho went on a great many Kenpei Tai patrols 
in which no garrison troops were involved. 
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Q Captain, you also talked to these Chineso Witnesses 
that car.o in hero as Prosecution Witnesses, I refer to 
Uy Se Rng — did you take e. sworn statonent fron Mr. 3n 
I did. 














Q Did Hr. Eng make sonc rofcrcncc in that statement to 
be able to describe just the officers who wore present on 
the morning of this massacre? 

A I don’t remember the details of the statement, but it 
is very likely that he did* I bolievo you and I discussed 
that so I am quite certain it is there, 

Q Weren't you quite amazed when he could positively 
identify these men? 

A No, not at all. He said in a statement that he was 
unable to describe as to height and weight, natters of that 
typo, I think it is quite definite on being confronted 
with then and having picked <h«n out of a largo group. 

He certainly convinced at least no that he know who ho 
was identifying, 

Q You were down on Leyte when gustaquia Kho identified 
theso men, is that right? 

A No, I was not, . * 

Q Where was it, in Cebu? 

A Eustaquia Kho and Lieutenant liar shall wont to Leyte, 

A f.w days b. foro that I came into the Manila office as 
Regional Supervisor, so I ’..as not present in Leyte when sho 
made the identification. Then, about two v-eoks 1-tcr, I 
•:»nt to Leyte to check our group of investigators there 
nd than I went to the stockade nd talked to Captain 
Ainoshita and sonc suspects in other eases in that aiva. 

Did Lieutenant Marshall describe that lL-a-up? 

A He lid. 1 

Did h~ tell you that Major Mizognchi asked all :>f 
his men, th: mm that h.. had sc* tiow :d in Liaabaliny, to 
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step out of the group so that Miss Kho could identify 
them? 

A He made no such statement. The impression I got v/as 
by his saying that Eustaquia picked five men out of a 
line-up of 100. 

Q All these men were present? They say that - . — 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
this is no time for the Defense Counsel to argue his case. 

If he wishes to argue with this witness, he may do it out 
<^f Court or he may make such argument in his closing argu¬ 
ment. This has no bearing on cross-examination. Therefore, 
I object. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Objection sustained. 

Q (By Captain Greer) Did you say there were 15 or 20 
people at the line-up in Lupow that day? 

A As I remember, Captain, there were 15 or 20 besides 
the suspects. There was a pretty full-sized tent. I had 
them all assembled there. 

Q The total of 22? 

A Roughly between 22 and 30» 

Q And did you make notes from the identifications of 
the Chinese people who were present? 

A Yes, I did. I made pencilled notes at* that time. 

Q You have any record of those notes? 

A I turned them over to Lieutenant Raczka the following 
morning. 

Q You didn't make any copy of them? 

A No, I made no copy.

Was your impression of that identity that these 
five Accused wore positively identified? 

A I had no doubt about it, sir, Bxoept for the witness, 
Alfonso Tanj a.11 the rest of the witnesses identified at 
least one or more of the Defendants and my recollection 
is that one of the witnesses identified all five of then. 
Now what happenod in between there I cannot tell you just 
which ono a certain witness identified. 

Did you ever see a statonent taken from the Chinaman 
Phiao, by one Prudencio V. Castillo, a 1st Lieutonant in 
the Philippine Army Infantry Branch? 

A I saw some statements taken in Manila. I don't re¬ 
member which officers took then. In the middle of the 

investigation In Cftbu we found that some of the witnesses, 

* 

Sai Yu and this small boy and one of the adult Chinese, 
were in Manila and we wrote the Manila office and asked 
statements be taken. 

Q Hove you read the statements? 

A I have read the statements which were taken in Manila. 

I don't know whether Castillo took that statement; I don't 
remember that. 

Q Do you remember what Mr. Phiao said in that statement 
about his ability to identify the Accused? 

A I don't recall what he said in that statement. 

Q Did you know that there was any relationship, either 

natural or business, between Mr. My 3c Eng and Mr. Uy Pit 
Yak? 

A I knew that they v;er. acquainted before the war and 
I believe that far a time in Cebu one of then ..Antiowed 
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to nc that they wore jointly ongagod in business* That’ 
was small talk before the statements were taken* I 'n 


giving you the best of my recollection; I am not accurato 
on that* 

Q Do you knov/ any reason why ono of those non Yrould 
deny that now? 

A I don't knov; of any reason why ho would. 

Q Would you describe those peoplo as being vindictive? 

A Definitely not* I think everything that I came in 

contact v/ith in tho caso indicates otherwise. 

Q In your seventeen years of experience as an investigator 
have you fornod opinions of sincerity in dealing with 
people? 

A Quito definitely, 

Q You would say, then, that Mr. Uy So Eng and Mr, Phiao 
wore absolutely sinccro in their ability to rononbor these 
non, although on previous sworn statements they weron't 
ablo to describe thorn? 

A I am absolutely convinced of that. 

Q Do you knov/ why the v/itnoss who proccdod you on tho 
stand, Yoshida, is not also sitting here as an Accused 
in this case? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q Why? 

A Because I have other cases in our offico against 
him. 

COLONEL HAUSE: I think that is an irrelevant 
question. These are the men we have before tho Commission. 
Please stick to relevant questions. 
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Q If you wore convinced that Hirata pronounced as 
Silata, is one and the sane person, why wore the charges 

V 

drawn up for Hirata instead of Silata? 

A Because the charges have to be drawn up according 
to the correct spelling of the nano. 

Q Do you naintain, then, that Sergeant Hirata pronounces 
the "1" as "r" and the "s" as "h"? 

A When I talked to him in Lupow ho definitely repeated 
it twelve or fifteen tines# Wo had hin saying Silata 
there for fully tori or twelve tiaet* 

Q Do you know why Aoki was originally included in the 
Accused of this case? 

COLONEL HAUS2: That doesn't have anything to 
do with this case, 

CAPTAIN GREER; Sir, this gcntlcnan investigated 
this case. It was upon his roconnendation that the War 
Crimes people forwarded pa.pors which eventually formed 
the basis for the charges in this case; 

COLONEL HAUSE: Tho Commission isn't interested 
in that part. We are interested in those five Accused 
confronting us. Keep other people out, 

CAPTAIN GREER; I have no other questions, sir. 
COLONEL HAUSE; Witness excused, 

(Witness excused)

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LIEUTENANT GILL* Sir, at this tine the Pros¬ 
ecution rests* 

COLONEL HjUSEi Is the Defense prepared at this 
tine to give their closing argument? 

C-.tPTAIN GREERi The Dofonse at this tine would 
like to call Sorgoont Yoshida who previously testified 
as a Prosecution Witness, 

COLONEL HAUSE* No objection. 

TADA6HI YOSHIDA 

was recalled to the stand as a Witness for the Defense 
and having been previously duly sworn was examined and 
testified as follows through Interpreter Oglta. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

BY CAPTAIN GREER* 

Q Sergeant Yoshida, did you ever go on a patrol to 
Mingllnllla? 

A Yes. 

« 

Q What was the date of that patrol? 

A I don’t remember the exact month but it was in 1944; 
it may have been toward the end of September or October. 

Q Did .A&Lawan go with you on that patrol? 

A The Kempei Tai was very small in number. We were 
separated into various groups. When we went out we may 
have gone out together but that does not necessarily 
mean that we always met at the destination. Sometimes, 
we would get together and sometimes we were separated. 

Q Did you go to Mingltnilla on a patrol in January, 
1945? 

A No. 
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Q Did you ever make a statement to the effect that 

/ 

soldiers of the Mizoguchi unit and soldiers of the 
Kinoshita Unit under your command massacred about thirty 
women in the vicinity of Minglinilla in 1945? 

A No. 

CAPTAIN GREER; I have no other questions, sir, 
COLONEL HAUSEs Witness excused, 

(Witness excused.) 

COLONEL HAUSEi Is the Defense at this time 
prepared to begin its closing argument. 





CAPTAIN GREER; Yes, sir. 

- By reason of the Yamashita decision* we now 
deny immutable rights of the Due Process Clause of the 
Fifth Amendment to Japanese Prisoners of War, or Alleged 
Japanese War Criminals. We say in front of the entire 


world that some of these immutable rights are reserved 


exclusively to the victorious nation, I think we fought 
the Japanese and the Na-'-iis to secure democratic rights 
and due process of law in their fullest extent for every¬ 


one. 


Fortunately, in this case we do not have to 
argue about the law gcvei’niig these Commissions, or the 
absence of the law governing these Commissions. This 


case is peculiar in that we can talk about it exclusively 


on its merits. I assume that these Commissions functioning 
under the wide latitude of General MacArthur‘s letter of 5 
December 1945, AG 000.5 General Headquarters Supreme 
Commander for the Allied Powers, must still find a man 
not guilty of a crime unless they are convinced beyond a 
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reasonable doubt that the man is guilty. If ever in 
the history of the world there was a case filled with 
doubt, it is this case. To say that the Prosecution’s 
case is weak is a masterpiece of understatement. 

Lieutenant Owens apologized for it profusely on the 
opening day of the trial. I ask you gentlemen to think 
of each one of these Accused when you retire this after¬ 
noon to deliberate* Please bear these facts in mind. 

Mr. Uy Se Eng, who lost the beloved members of 
his family at the hands of some ruthless Japanese soldiers 
told you that he could positively identify three of these 
Accused as having been present on the 31st of January, 
1945, when his relatives and friends were being murdered. 
He said that he saw Katsuta, Sanuki, and Master Sergeant 
Hirata. He had never seen any one of them before that 
time. He did not see any one of them again for approx¬ 
imately ten months. Now, he comes in before you to say 
that he positively identifies them. Is that mental feat 
within the prowess of the brainpower God gave to man? 

In a previous sworn statement, Mr. Eng said referring 
to this incident that the only ones he could describe 
who were present the morning of the 31st of January, 

1945, in Tubud were the officers. Gentlemen, none of 
these men; Katsuta, Sanuki or Hirata are officers. Nor, 
have they ever been officers nor have they ever dressed 
as officers. They are enlisted men. They are commonplace 
men, enlisted men. By the man’s own testimony he said 
that there was nothing that distinguished them from 
other soldiers; and yet out of a group of some 40 to 50 
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Japanese soldiers at 7 o'clock in the morning, while he 
was Just about to be murdered, he positively identified 
these three. 


















Another rather unfeasible element of his statement 
appears on page 97 of this record, where he denies any 
knowledge of Japanese officer^ or enlisted men's Insignia 
Mr, Eng is a human being. Most of us have had our lives 
endangered at many times. You know and I know how men 
react when they are about to die. Fear of death has a 
tremendous psychological effect. Some men cry, other men 
scream for their wives and their children. I iiave hoard some 
pray. But thoy are not thinking of the- identification of 
their assailants. They are thinking of their bodies, their 
lives, they are thinking of their almighty souls. Does 
Mr, Eng impress you as being any different from an ordinary 
man? He testified that if he looked rt any of theso Japanese,ho 
would be harmed. In fact, his neck shows an undeniable sword 
wound. Would he in that position be able to identify these 
men? Remember Mr, Eng is the same person who testified that 
he saw the Japanese soldiers arranging their clothing in the 
darkened house. I believe that Mr. Eng's testimony in its 
entirety is no more reliable than this particular phase and, 
incidentally, it is this phase which forms the basis for the 

very serious crime known as rape. I don't believe Mr. Eng 

\ 

possesses infinite powers, but I do believe that he is a very 
prejudiced human being. He testified that he could only give 
furtive glances and although he couldn't tell us how long ho 
looked at them, it was a matter of seconds or minutes. 

At this tirao I vrould like to call upon your imagination; 
picture, if you will, gentlemen, an infantry rifle platoon 
seated in this court room dressed uniformly, American or 
Japanese, armed with rifles, bayonets, helmets. The light is 
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very good. No ono of you is in danger of death, not even 
the members of the Prosecution. Take a good look at these 
imaginary people. How, imagine that these samo soldiers 
v:ho are sitting in this court room went out of this room 
into tho hills of Luzon and lived as field soldiers, in fox¬ 
holes, in mud, and filth, and disease for ton solid months 
until they wore forcunate enough to be captured by tho 
United States Army, After being captured, after eating 
meagerly on the land, they are brought to a prisonor-of-war 
camp and dressed in prisoner-of-war fatigue clothing. Could 
you identify three of those moa positively? Could you 
identify one of those men positively? 

Mr. Eng testified that tho rifle:, those men carried 
was a long rifle, nut a carbine. He also testified on page 90 
of tho record in this case that ho saw Japanese infantry men 
catch chickens and carabaos in Minglanilla in January 1945 
and in December and November of 1944. But every knowledge 
Mr. Eng has concerning tlie • *• . , . 

identification of Japanese insignia or Japanese uniforms 
seems to have conveniently disappeared before he took this 
stand. In a sworn statement taken by Captain Nelson, whom 
you have just heard, then Lieutenant Nelson of the War Crimes 
Investigation Detachment, on tho 23rd of October 1945, in 
Cebu City, Mr. Eng said and I quote - - 

LIEUTENANT GILL: I'*y it please the Commission, at 
this time I am afraid tnat the Prosecution will have to object 
to any quotation of such statement unless it is in evidence. 

I believe he can make a reference to it but I don* t see how 
he can quote if that information is not in evidence. 
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COLONEL HAUSE: Objection sustained, 

CAPTAIN GREER: To the effect that I believe 

they were infantry, at least they were ground troops. 

Can you honestly, as reasonably prudent men, 

believe anything * that Mr, Eng said. One part of his 

testimony I believe was truthful, the part in which he tells 

the number of people in his own family who were killed. 

This is a sickening crime. We have admitted that since 

the first day that the case came before this Commission, 

But these men did not commit it. Why aren't we trying the 

people who are responsible for it? 

Khu Un Phiao then came before you with another 

amazing mental feat. His power of recall far outshines 

the greatest minds the world has ever known. He testified 

• that he saw the Accused, Hirata and Yoshioka, who were two 

of the six soldiers who arrested him the first time on 

the morning of the 31st of January, 1945* 

That he saw Katsuta and Sanuki the third time he 

was arrested that same day and that Major Mizoguchi was the 

officer before whom he was taken the third time he was 

I 

arrested. This extraordinary power of recall is almost 
ridiculous when you look at the sworn statement Mr. Phiao 
made on 1 November 1945 in Santa Cruz, Manila, before 
Prudencio V. Castillo, When Lieutenant Castillo asked 
Mr. Phiao the following question, this is the answer he 
received, "Question: Can you describe these soldiers?" 
"Answer: I do not remember their physical description. 

All I remember is that they wore the uniform of the 
Japanese Army." Is this not an insult to your intelligence? 
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The balance of his testimony is very peculiar. He 
said Katcuta was dressed in khaki uniform but Mr. Eng 
said Katsuta was wearing a green uniform. Is it possible 
that they can positively identify these pooplo when they are 
unable to describe the clothing which they were woaring or 
supposedly wearing? He described their weapons also as being 
long riflos but these men were armed by the Japanese Army 
with the shorter Model 44 cavalry carbine which you have seen 
pictures of many tines during the course of tho trial. 
Yoshioka, Major Mlzoguchi's clerk, has a very noticeable 
facial characteristic. Ho has had it since he was five years 
old. I refer to tho deep indentation on his right roar Jar;, 
Although Mr. Phiao positively identified Yoshioka. as being 
present in Tubud on that date, he said that he did not notice 
this scar. How did Yoshioka becomo a defendant in this caso? 
Yoshioka told me that ho hasn*t*had a weapon of any kind in 
hi* band since he took basic training in Japan. Ho was a 
clerk in Major Mlzoguchi’s company, a T/4 in a rifle company, 
if you will. He prepared the monthly reports. The only 
person who has oven told you anything about Yoshioka in 
relation to this incident is . r. Phiao who said that ho 
saw him one time on the 31st cf January, 1945 in Tubud, but 
that he did not remember recognizing him by the very 
noticeable facial characteristic. If he had noticed him 
by the facial characteristic, I would have given some "clue 
to his testimony. Not having noticed it, it seems to me 
that it destroys whatever value his so-called identification 
night have had. 

Please read pages 125 to 126 carefully when you are 
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deliberating. There you will seo some of the planning 
behind this case, Mr. Phiao not only talkod to Mr. Eng, 
but ho also talkod to Mr. Yak. Mr. Yak and Mr. Eng were 
connected someway or other. 











* ^ 


You have heard Captain Walsh's testimony that 
Mr. Eng acted as an interpreter for Mr. Yak during the 
line-up over in the stockade. Doesn't something seem 
irregular here? There are other inconsistencies such as 
the fact that Valentina Tan was alive and seen by Mr. Phiao as 
late as 7*00 o'clock in the evening of the 31st but if we 
are to give any credence to Mr. Uy Pit Yak's sworn statement, 
the so-called trucks had returned to Mambaling at 5*00 
in the afternoon of the 31st. Who burned the houses? Who 
killed Valentina Tan? 

Poor Mr. Phiao lost his family. He is hopelessly 
vindicative. His words and actions on that witness stand 
illustrated that point. 

Khu E. Piak and Alphonso Tan were both truthfiJ.. 

Mr. Tan was with his wife on the morning of the 1st of 
February. 

On page 133 of the record, Mr. Tan made the following 
statement, "Yes, they were brought to a small house on a hill 
on .February 4 and they were executed and burned." Later, 

Mr. Tan, on honest witness, testified that the soldiers did not 
leave until February 4. Mr. Tan worked in a house pounding 
rice for the Japanese for three hours during the afternoon 
of the 31st of January, 1945. Ho would have then had the 
same opportunity that Mr. Phiao had to recognize tho Japanese 
who were present. But, Mr. Tan, who speaks the truth, in spite 
of his hatred for the Japanese, could not identify any one of 
these Accused. He seemed to me to be just as mentally 
competent as either Mr. Eng or Mr. Phiao. 

Eustaquia Kho, on direct examination, on pages 147 and 148 
of the record, testified that Major Mizoguchi and the rest 
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of his men who arc accused in this case lived in Mnmbaiing 
from October of 1944 until March of 1945. On page 149 of 
the record, lie testified that they movod from Mambnling 

i 

during that period. Which statement are we to b.lievc? 

On page 152 of the record, testified that there were 
only Major Mizoguchi's men and Kempei Tai stationed in the 
city of Cebu at the time in question. That can just be j, 
termed blunt falsehood. Cebu City was militaristically, 
•+r»t«glo&lly important. You hnv« heard countless numbers 
ol vltncsses testify that they were headquartered there and 
stationed there and lived there and so forth. 

Eustaquia Kho was not a prostitute; she was just a 
loose woman. Sho perjured herself so many times on this 
witness stand that it became monotonous. There men didn't 
dream about Sergeant Takimoto end his affair with M’ss Kho. 

Major Mizoguchi, according to Miss Kho, v/ar not n 
busy man. He just commanded around five thousand man and 
at least four separate ’inits that were previously commanded 
by higher-ranking men than he. The Commission can take 
judicial notice of the fact that the United States Army was 
quite active at that time. If a soldier or an officer is 
not busy on the eve of combat, or "hen ho is locked ih 
combat, then I have soon a nightmare. 

Miss Kho talks about two trucks 1 saving at 8:00 in the 
morning of the 30th. One 1 she said was full, the other 
empty. She was very much aware of the American air activity 
at that time. Mr. Yak, who lives just a few seconds drive 
dovm the way from Miss Kho, said in his statement that four 
trucks, all loaded with soldiers, passed at 9:0 f) o'clock that 
same morning. I wonder if there is an iota of truth in either 
one of those statements. 
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Miss Kho told you that Katsuta had told her 
that he went to Minglanilla and had a "juez de cochillo." 
This is a Spanish phraso which noons killing people without 
due process of law. Gentlemen, Katsuta has difficulty 
with his native Japanese tonguo, and such an astuto remark 
linguistically cannot be attributed to this very common¬ 
place soldier. 

That, gentlemen, is the Prosecution's offering, 

I refused to even use the word "case," 

You have listened to two people, Captain Kino- 
shita and the houseboy, Aoki, who were excused from this 
case, threo Spanish civilians from Cebu, or*' Jaw ones* 
civilian, and sovcral Japanese soldiors. These pcoplo 
have told you exactly what they know about it. All of 
the Accused took the stand to tell you what they know 
about their activities on Cebu Island, 

Major Uizoguchi atterdeda conference held by 
Major General Manjone on the 30th of January, 1945, and 
drove to Ponta with the three Agierro women the next day, 
Yoshioka, the clerk, stayed at the command post in Cebu 
City, not at Manbaling, and worked on his monthly inven¬ 
tory report. This report was due the last day of each 
month, 

Sanuki and Katsuta testified that they were 

i 

on guard from nine o'clock in the morning of the 30th 
until nine o'clock in the morning of the 31st, It was 
standard operating procedure for the non to pull guard 
one day and be off the next. On the 30th they saw a Jap¬ 
anese soldier named Harinoto cone past their guardpost

twice — v/hon I havo boon unable to locate. They sav/ 
Major Mizoguchi v/ith those throe v/onon at tho Ponto 
Road junction oarly in the morning of the 31st, 

Master Scrgoant Hirata, the only ono of all 

the Accused who rodo on a truck at any tir .10 during tho 

30th and 31st of January of 1945, told you oxactly how 

he attendod to his ordnance duties on those days. Ho 

was a technician, Hirata was not in Major Mizoguchi's 

command. He only know ono of tho Accused, and that 

was Major Mizoguchi and he knows Major Mizoguchi the 

sano viay as we know Gcnonal Styor — we know he is a 

man in a command position. For the life of no, I cannot 

see how Mndtcr Sergoant Hirata over became implicated 

in this case. He is certainly not Captain Silata, He 

could not be Lieutenant Shirota — You have soon Lieu- 

* • 

tenant Shirota -- Ho.is in the stockade now, I suppose 
ho v/as included, as v/cre tho little boy, Aoki, and Captain 
Kinoshita,because, as a well knov/n invostigator has put 
it, if we charge them v/ith the crime v/e put pressure on 
them and maybe they will admit it and give us additional 
information. As far as I know, Hirata had ono misfortune 
he lived in Manbaling. His proximity must have given 
the Chinese an idea that he should have boon included 
v/ith the Accused. 

Charging innocent men v/ith crimes they did not 
commit is a very dangerous business, Sonotinos even in 
our legal system the scales of justice arc tipped and. 
innocent men die. 
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Tho Prosecution honnerod away at all of the 
Accused on cross-examination, trying to nako an issuo 
of tho testimony of the Accused as to thoir actions on 
the 30th and 31st of January, 1945* These non have 
boon charged with sorious crimes which took placo on 
those two days. We have soarchcd their minds to rocall 
what they were doing* You night refor to this as an 
identity caso. The Accused maintained that they wore 
not in Tubud or Minglanilla and two of the Prosecution's 
witnesses said that some of then wore* 

The hingo of tho Dofenso in this ease is the 
fact of the January 30th socurity conference. I am sure 
the Commission believes that the conference took placo 
and that Major Mizoguchi attenddd it, in spite of tho 
fact that Miss Kho said that Major Mizoguchi was around his 
Manbaling command post all during the morning of the 30th 
of January, 1945* 

Some day the truth nay bo known about this ease. 
Lieutenant Colonel Onishi or one of his men nay confess. 

He and his non go on trial next week, I presume for a 
sinilar crime. Ho had sone of his men stationed in 
Minglanilla and, as he told you, ho was armed with 
infantry rifles. He had at least two platoons stationed 
three kilonotors away. They were infantry soldiers, and 
the Prosecution's witnesses have told you through their 
sworn statements, they thought they wore inffcnt»jr ' 
soldiers, at least they wore ground troops. 

Lieutenant Gill told no that these charges 
against Mizoguchi and the Accused would be dropped if 
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Colonel Onishl would confess. After rending tho 
initial sworn statements of Mr* Eng and Mr. Phiao, 

I cannot understand how or why Lioutonant Marshall 
or Captain Nelson, then Lioutonant Nelson, failod to 
chock on tho Onishi Unit or with the Cebu City Kenpoi 
Tai. 

Gentlemen, in all fairness, there is no 
evidenco in this case that proves tho guilt of any 
one of those Accused. For that reason, I ask you to 
find them all — NOT GUILTY. / 

Thank you. 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will recess 
until 1330 this afternoon. 

(Whereupon the Commission rocossod at 1130 hours, 
27 March 1946.) 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 


Pursuant to noon recess, the Commission convened 
at 1330 hours at Court No. 1, High Commissioner's 
Residence, Manila, P, I. 

COLONEL KAUSEi The Commission will be in 

session, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that 
all the members of the Commission are present together 
with the Accused, Counsel for the Accused and Counsel 
for the Prosecution, The Prosecution is ready to pro¬ 
ceed, 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Prosecution may proceed, 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it ploase the Commission, 
the Defense's attempt this morning to quote Counsol for 
the Prosecution in his closing argument reminded me 
somowhat of an over-zealous cub reporter when he is on his 
first interview, ho quotes only part of the story for the 
effect rather than the complete story for the readers of 
the paper, I did say prior to the start of the trial 
that I would dismiss charges against Mizoguchi and the 
other Defendants, if Onishi — and I added this restrictive 
clause — if he would name the perpetrators of the incident 
and confess that none of the Defendants were a party to it. 
This trial has covered a period of some throe weeks, 
two of which have been in recess for the purpose of allow¬ 
ing the Defense Counsel to further prepare his case and 
question Witnesses, Therefore, for the convenience of 
the Commission this afternoon the Prosecution has divided 
its closing argument into two phases. The first phase 













will be tho summation and evaluation of the facts and 
evidence which will be presented at this time by 
Lieutenant Owens. 

LIEUTENANT OYJENS: To summarize the facts 
presented by the Prosecution and by the Defense Counsel, 

first, let us look at* the case of tho Prosecution. 

Tho Prosecution Witnesses have testified to facts -which . 
havo established the existence of the crime as charged. 

The existence of the Japanese Raiding Patrol on the 30th 
and 31st of January 1945 going into Tubud committing tho 
murder, tho rape, the burning of the buildings and the 
looting that have been charged. To this, the Defense 
Counsel offers no objection. The Prosecution then proved 
that these crimes as charged were committed by the 
Defendant s• 

Let us analyze the Prosecution’s evidence on this 
point. First, as to the Defendant Mizoguchi. at about 
8 A.M., 30 January 19*5, Mizoguchi, was soon by Eustauuia 
Khc with his assembled troops at Mambaling, apparently 
giving direction to subordinates shortly before those 
troops left for a destination which Miss Kho later 
learned was Tubud. Next, sometime between 10 A.!'*., and 
5 P.11, of 31 January 1945, the next day, Mizoguchi was 
seen by Khu Un Phiao in Tubud at a house giving orders 
to Japanese soldiers, members of this raiding patrol. 

Next, the nccusod HI rata. He \;as seen on five different 
occasions, connected with this raiding patrol. First, 
at about 9 A. H., 30 January 1945, he was seen by Uy Pit Yak 
with other Japanese soldiers from Mambaling in trucks 
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heading for Minglanilln. Early in the morning of the 
next day, 31st January 1945, he was seen by Uy Se Eng 
with other Japanese soldiers at Tubud by the spring, 
participating in the killing of many mclo residents of 
Tubud, Then, at about nine in the morning of that same 
day, he uas scon by ivhu Un PI-iao in Tubud with five othor 
Japanese soldiers who had arrested Phiao and taken some 
of the property that he was carrying, at that time 
Hirata, holding a rifle against Phiao, Next, at about 
five o'clock in the evening that same day Hirata was 
scon by Uy Pit Yak in the same truck with the same men 
returning from the direction of Minglanilla. Finally, 
at about four in the afternoon, 1 February 1945, the 
next day after ho was seen at Tubud, Hirata told Uy Pit Yak 
that these soldiers whom I have mentioned had killed 
Filipino and Chinese guerrillas at Tubud and had raped 
women there. 

Now, regarding the next Accused, Katsuta, Ho 
was first seen at about 8 o'clock in the morning of 
the 30th of January 1945 by Miss Kho in one of two 
trucks with other Mizoguchi men and with the Kcmpei Tai 
men heading toward Minglanilla, The next morning early, 
Katsuta was seen by Uy Sc Eng at the spring participating 
in the killing of these male residents of Tubud. Later 
that morning and in the afternoon of the 31st of January, 
1945, he was seen at Tubud by Khu Un Phiao,along with 
Sanuki, loading the civilians into forced labor. Finally, 
he was seen on his return to Mambaling at Mambaling by 
Miss Kho with bloodstains on his trousers, he telling her 
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that ho had boon to Tubud and that his stains resulted 
from having thrust a bayonet into a woman at Minglanilla. 
That he had a "Juee d« Cbehillo" there — or killing 
poople without due course of law* 

The next Accused, Sonuki. At 8 o'clock in the morn¬ 
ing of 30 January 19*5, he too was seen by Miss Kho in 
one of the trucks with other Mizoguchi men heading 
towards Minglanillc, and he also was seen early in the 
morning of the next day, 31st January 194-5, by Uy Se Eng 
at this Tubud spring participating in the killing of the 
men there. Later that morning and in the afternoon of 
the same day at Tubud, he was seen by Khu Un Phiao lead¬ 
ing civilians into forced work, and finally, ho also was 
seen at Mambaling by Miss Kho returning with Katsuta and 
other Japanese soldiers with truckloads of livestock and 
clothing. *' 

Finally, the Accused Yoshioka. He was seen on the 
30th of January 1945 in the Mambaling district by Hiss 
Kho. She testified that although sho did not see him 
board any of the trucks for Hinglanilla,with the other 
soldiers, she did not see him later that day in Mambaling. 
So he can very wel- have gono to Minglanilla with the 
soldiers and she not have known of it. Yoshioka was 
seen at about nine o'clock in the morning the 31st of 
January 1945 at ^ubud by Khu Un Phiao with a group of 
Japanose soldiers who had arrested Phiao. Yoshioka 
took some of Phiao's property away from him. Finally, 
the afternoon of the 31st of January, at Tubud, again 
Phiao saw Yoshioka for a second time bringing goats and 





* . 

corn along with some civilians to this camp whore 

forced labor was being pursued. 

Now, as to these identifications. The Defense^ 

Counsel in his closing argument has objected to them. 

He says first of all that it is unlikely that such 

identifications could bo made, that it would take a 

feat of memory. After making that point, the Dofonso 

•*» »- 

Counsel turns right around to put' £ *.>1. 1 u f««•£#-'Of memory 
when he argued that tho statements of the Accusod as 

to their actions on the 30th and 31st of January should 

. • # • 

bo believed, these being two ordinary days for the 
Accusod, distinguished from other days only because of 
the existence of one of those dofense conforoncos. Now, 
thore you havo a real feat of memory, and this partic¬ 
ular feat on the part of the Accused should not be 
given too much credence. For, as the Defaise points 
out, their recollection, that is the recollection of 

t 

the Defendants is based on tho existence of a defense 
conference $ but you will recall that there wore seven 
conferences in January and several in February, Now, 
is it not entirely possible that the Defendants and 
the Defense Witnesses all have hinged their recollec¬ 
tions on tho wrong conference? About this feat of 
memory. It would not take a feat of memory to recall 
the faces of tho men who wore persecuting you or about 
to kill you. Those faces would be indellible. Confus- 

X 

ion about their clothing, yes — but no confusion about 
their-faces,about the men who were doing that to you. 

The Defense Counsel argued by implication that the 

7 
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Prosecution Wltnessos were changing their story and 

should be discredited because thoy wore not able to 

describe tc the investigators, the porpotrators, and 

> 

then thoy were able to identify tho Accused when thoy 
were confronted with tho Accusod, I ask you if you 
members of tho Commission woro asked to describo one 
of the Accusod, I daresay you would havo a little 
trouble in phrasing the description in a way to disting¬ 
uish one of tho Accused fron any of tho others. But if 
you were asked when confronted with the Accused whether 
you had seen thorn or him boforo, you would havo no 
difficulty in answering yes and saying where and whon 
it was. The reason for this is simple. In tho first 
instance, you rely only on the picture in your imagin¬ 
ation, Your recollection is unrofreshed by any outside 
aid — but in the second instance, your rocolloction has 
been refreshed by the picture of the person in front of 
you. Now, tho Defenso Counsel argues that Phiao, a Wit- 
ness for the Prosecution, is to be discredited becauso 
in his identification of Yoshiaka, he did not see the 
scar cn Yoshiaka*s neck f jrfhile this is a scar that is 
difficult to notice unless he is turned sidewise $ from 
your position from where you are you will have diffi¬ 
culty in noticing that scar. But it does not prevent 
you from forming a good idea what Yoshioka looks like, 
despite that scar. The Defense Counsel points to incon¬ 
sistencies in the identification, saying that Uy Pit Yak 
reported that four trucks returned from the expedition 
in Tubud. Thus, there wculd be no men left to burn the 
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‘houses, To answer this, merely recall that Miss Kho 

testified that the expedition out at Mambaling went on 

* 

ftor four days, that the troops were going and coming 

i 

from Tubud during that time. But the Defense Counsel 

* 

points out that Miss Kho is not to be believed because 
she perjured herself so many times that it became 
monotonous. This perjury evidently took the form of 
first her denying an affair with this Japanese* Sergeant, 
Now, so far as proof offered by the Defense Counsel of 
an existence of an affair, Mizoguchi's men must have 
dreamed of it only. There has been no proof of that 
affair. Miss Kho testified that Mizoguchi did not appear 
to be busy and because of that testimony according to 
the Defense Counsel, she perjured herself. But Mizoguchi 
testified to taking two hours for lunch and for supper. 
Certainly, not the mark of a busy man. Miss Kho said 

she aaw only two trucks; Uy Pit Yak saw four. Are wo 

✓ 

t,o say that Mias Kho is a prevaricator because she saw 
t^o trucks and another person saw four trucks? The 

Defense Counsel in his closing argument has not eliminated 

\ 

one bit of the strength of the case for the Prosecution, 

\ 

i 

\Now, in regard to the case that the Defense 
endeavored to establish through testimony. First, the 
existence of the crime was admitted. Next, it was 
denied that the Defendants had anything to do with the 
orime^denied for several reasons. The Defense would 
have us believe that the Defendants had nothing to do 
with the matter because travel was too difficult during 
that time, on account of air raids and so forth. 
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But that can be answered simply by the question, 

Travel is too difficult for what? Not too difficult 
for the commission of the crime because it wes done* 

W * 

Travel was not too difficult for Mizoguchi. He testi¬ 
fied that on the 31 st, ho himself inspected his positions. 
On the 26th ho went to Talisay in the aftdrnoon. There- 

V 

fore, we must conclude that although travel was diffi¬ 
cult it was not too difficult to prevent this massacre, 
nor was it too difficult to koop Mizoguchi from travel¬ 
ing. Another conclusion should be formed from this, 
the conclusion that there must have been some groat 
motive to cause these men to vonturo out in the day and 
risk these air raids. That raises another possible 
objection by the Defense, The Defendants were not to 
blame because they had no motive for committing these 
crimes. There was no foraging expeditions, they were 
not short of food according to the testimony of Mizo¬ 
guchi, Sanuki and Hirata, but contradictory testimony 
is ample. First, by Mizoguchi himself, ho testifying 
that fish and meat were scarce, Onishi testified that 
it was necessary for then to * their moat and bar,ter 

TotU from outside markets, Kinoshita testified it 

"was necessary for his units to buy meat on the outside, 
v 

To conclude from this theVi we must point out that if 

K ' ^ ... 

the Mizoguchi' Unit had reached a place where buying- 
meat was necessary, there certainly was a need for an 
outside supply of food. Some grounds did exist for a 
foraging expedition. But they had no. motive 5 it would--' 
be pointed, because there was no neecl for a punitive 
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fexpedition, Yoshioka said no guerrilla activity. 

This was contradicted by Mizoguchi himself when he 
said that his men were warned and they knew of 
guerrilla attacks which would make Yoshioka out to be 
who would n&t wjjwtyaf.tdll tha f truth,. Supposing there 
was guerrilla activity, Mizoguchi testified there was 
no reason or authority to send men into tho Tubud area. 
But you will recall the testimony of Tsuruyana and 
Yosfridp.* who pointed to the guerrilla expedition of 
Mizoguchi in 1944, Ho had reason and authority to 
conduct that. Certainly,-we can assume ho had reason 
and authority to do the samo thing in January when at 
Minglanilla, this place where there wns so much 
guerrilla activity, cars worofl*e4 in and men were 
killed by guerrillas and the 35th Army Headquarters 
failed to act in reprisal according to the Bifwwifttft •• 
Hirata. So, we can see there was plenty of motive. 

Moat and reprisal, sufficient to risk travel by day. 

Now, the Defense has inferred from testimony 

that the Mizoguchi Butai and men in it were not 

< 

involved in the Tubud affair because the Butai had 
no transportation of its own to carry Hfc Vb Tubud, 
Mizoguchi testified that he had no trucks of his own, 

that he had to borrow them, Hirata admitted having a 

• * **» * • 

couple of trucks, ^*»p*»vi Takazi testified that he had 
loaned Mizoguchi trucks around the end of January, 

1945. 
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£o, it is obvious that transportation was available to carry 
the unit to any place it wished to go. The Defense Counsel 
would argue that the defendants are not guilty because their 
identification as perpetrators was not good. Their uniforms 
and their equipment was described improperly. Let us 
analyze this, taking each of the Accused separately. 

First, as to Mizoguchi. Khu Un Phiao identified 
Mizoguchi as having worn khaki and boots during the critical 
time. Mizoguchi testified himself that he was wearing 
khaki. :le was correctly identified. Yoshioka, no testimony 
appeared in the record concerning the unifern worn by 
Yoshioka, His uniform is not an issue. Hirata. Khu Un Phiao 
testified that Hirata wore a green uniform and carried a • 
long rifle. • Uy So Eng testified that Hirata wore Ifaojrbo• g w e e n", 
long waped trouser*' and- otrrrlod a' longi rifle.. Tllrtn 
admits that he wore khaki for work and groan for liaison 
’jork. It is entirely possible this identification by 
Khu Un Phiao and Uy Se Eng v,as correct since Hirata udmitted 
wearing green. There v.as a discrepancy about the loiig 
trousers, Katsuta and Snnuki. Khu Un Phiao testified 
that both of these men wore khaki and carried long rifles. 

Uy Se Eng testified that those two men wore "iMtffee graan'^Ai oar* 
rled long rifles. Katsuta and Sanuki said that they wore 
light green, that they never owned khaki and they were 
carrying carbines. It would appear then that there is a 
discrepancy among the witnesses as to the typo of uniform • 
worn by these two men and this discrepancy could be explained 
by Alphonso Tan’s statement that when he saw the Japanese 
soldiers, there were all kinds of uniforms. As a matter of 
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fact, the defendants testified they wore carrying carbines 
whereas the Prosecution witnesses testified they savr them 
with long rifles It is entirely possible that infantry 
rifles were issued to these men for this period. 

- To conclude then on this point, there is a discrepancy 
between the defendants' claim and the witnesses' and between 
the witnesses themselves but this discrepancy can be 
explained •* away •* as a result of inattention duo t# excitement 
of the moment. As I have already said, a man might bo 
mistaken about the typo of clothing or the weapons carried 
by a person who is persecuting or about to kill him, but 
certainly he would not make a mistake about his face. 

The Defense has pointed out that the Onishi Unit is the 

one to blame for this thing and therefore these defendants 

% 

should be freed. As proof that the Onishi Unit is responsible, 
Shirota was called as a witness, ho saying that he 
believed the Onishi Unit was responsible. Apparently he 
based this belief on what Yoshida told him, Yoshida having 
told him according to Shirota that the Onishi Unit, while 
collecting materials, had forced residents to work for them, 
and had burned their homes and had killed thorn. Now, Just 
v/here this Yoshida information came from is not known. 

Therefore we pun into a blank wall. Wo have no evidence. 

The Defense called Tsuruyama who testified that he did not (pestfcn 
a;-sergeant najor **lthough T«uruyaaa,aocording to Shirota, told 
Sttlrota that tho‘sergeant as Jor had confessed to rape and forc¬ 
ing the Plllpinos to work* But you mil recall that Teurayama 
never investigated this sergeant major. In T‘a*rtydc:a' s 
direct testimony ho reported that he investigated the report 
of a killing and burning of 29 bodies. That ho had seen 
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Onishl's men in tho mountains above Minglanilla and that 
the superior private, Muraki, told them that a particular 
master sergeant or sergeant major that was seen there seemed 
to bo the one responsible for that incident. But you will 
also recall that Tsuruyama admitted that the Onishi lieutenant 
v'hen first questioned, denied guilt on tho part of tho 
Cnishi Unit. You will recall that Tsuruyama also testified 
that he did not know the basis of Muraki's belief that this 
sorgoant major or master sergeant was the loader of this 
unit. Finally, Onishi testified before you today that his 
unit was not responsible for this matter and that he knew 
nothing of it. So it is hard to place blame on the Onishi 
Unit since no real evidence has been presented. Only hearsay 
which when traced back for some substance ends m a blank 
wall. But evon if the Onishi Unit were involved, that is no 
alibi for these defendants. The Prosecution has shown that 
thero were about forty to fifty Japanese soldiers involved 
in this particular affair. Also in • testimony is the fact 
that the Onishi Minglanilla Garrison numbered only about ten. 
according to most -witnesses, to as high as twenty, according 
to hearsay report of Shirota. Therefore it is entirely 
possible for there to have been Joint action on this matter. 
Onishl's Minglanilla Unit,possibly his Fangdan Unit, or 
part of it, plus the Mizoguchi men. A cooperative action 
between Mizoguchi and the Onishi Eutai.' A® a final argument, 
the Defense would point out that the defendants could not 
have been Involved in this thing because they wore otherwise 
occupied at tho time of the atrocity. 
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Again I v/ish to analyze this, taking one defendant 
after another. As to Mizoguohi. The testimony was presented 
that he was seen at about 8:00 in the morning, 30 January 194-5, 
at Mr.mbaling, apparently giving instructions to his men before 
they went on an expedition. His alibi is that at that time he 
at a defense conference at Cebu City. In answer to that, 
it should be easy to see that Mizoguchi could have travelled 
the short distance from Mambaling to Cebu City between the time 
of the instructions of the men and being in Cebu City- for the 
opening of the conference. Tho next critical time for 
ilizoguchi was from 10:00 in the morning until about 4:30 in 
■tjhe afternoon of the 31st of January, 1945, vrtien witnesses 
^'estifled they saw him at Tubud. His alibi is that during that 
time ho was giving combat instructions and he was visiting 
positions. Again, that is no alibi because he could have been 
at Tubud, seen by these witnesses^,And still have gone back 
a short distance, a matter of a few minutes’ ride, to give in* 

structIona and inspected ooobot position* si Fonts, All the tes*

tlaonj^flTtn by the Aglow** is irrelevant since, it cfeftf.Aotered 

f 

' the early morning of tho 31st qf January, a titne that isn’t 
in issue* All the testimony of Sanuki, Katsuta, and 

Yoshioka is irrelevant because it covered only Mizoguchi l s 
presence with the Agierros which I have pointed out i3 
irrelevant} alse for leaving for Ponta which also is of no 
concern. Therefore Mizoguchi has failed t© answer the Charge 
except by nis bare statement that ho was not in Tubud. Look 
at Hirata. The critical time for him was 9s00 in the morning, 

30 January 1945, when he was seen at Mamb&llng. His alibi; 
he had his men take some officers to Cebu City. V/ell, 
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that does not account for his own time. When ho orders his 
men to take officers to Cebu City, he is not tolling v/hat 
hj himself did. The next critical time for him was in 
th" morning of the 31st of January, 1945» when ho was soon 
♦ t Tubud. His alibi, that he was repairing a truck. On 
this he has no corroboration. 

Irrelevant was all the testimony of Sergeant Kato and 
Lieutenant Yamada when they testified that ho was seen 
working industriously the latter part of January. They urc 
not naming the 31st of January as the time when he wr .3 seen. 
The next critical time for him was 4:00 P.M., the 1st of 
February, 1945* At that time he was supposed to have been 
talking to Uy Pit Yak describing the results of this raid 
to Tubud. Hirata doos not even offer an alibi to cov..r that 
period. He said he was in Marabaling until 6:00 P.M. on that 
particular day. Ho could very v/ell have talked to Jy Pit Yak 
as charged. 

Take the next Accused, Yoshioka. The, critical time for 
him was about 8:00 in the morning, 30 January 1945* The next 
critical time was all day of the 31st of January, 1945* Those 
dates he was either seen at Mambaling or was seen at Tubud. 

His alibi, ho v;as working on reports elsewhere. This was 
corroborated by Aoki. However, this is not an alibi bMiuse 
he could have been working on these reports and still have 
joined the raiding party on Tubud on the morning of the 30 th 
or the afternoon of the 31st and still have returned to work 
on his reports. Also, his superior sergeant, Fujiwara, was 
available to complete these reports. 
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The next Accused, Sanuki, was seen at 8*00 in the morning 
of the 30th of January and all day the 31st of January, either 
at Mambaling or Tubud. His alibi, that he was on guard on 
the 30th of January up to 9*00 in the morning of the 31st. 

Well, that is a good alibi because that would give him 
complete coverage if it were true. But you will notice that 
thorc was no corroboration for that other than the testimony 
of the fellow defendants, Katsuta and Mizoguchi, that he was 
so engaged on those particular days. On tho 31st of January, 
Sanuki claims that he was digging positions after ho came 
off guard duty and had rested briefly in the morning. :•»* 

This was contradicted by Lieutenant Kato who was in charge 
of the work digging those positions when he said that ho 
had never seen Sanuki in that detail. Tho samo applies to 
Katsuta as pertains to Sanuki throughout. Tho alibi as to 
their being on guard is good, if true, but the alibi is 
uncorroborated. Therefore, as to Mizoguchi, Hirata, and 
Yoshioka, the Defense Counsol has not oven offered an alibi, 
which, if truo, would have prevented the de*fendants £?on 
being at Tubud at the critical time. 

As to Sanuki and Katsuta, their alibis would suffice if 
true but ttaapa'M no corroboration. So you have this situation* 
the defendants have been charged with being present and 
participating in this atrocity. Proof has been offered 
of this proof in the form of identification by two and three 
and four different witnesses, admissions against their 
interest which amounts to confessions. The Defense’s 
excuses up to now do\ not suffice. The trip could have 
been made, the motive was present, it is not conclusively 
proved.they were elsewhere. The uniforms and equipment were 
in reasonable agreement. 
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It is questionable if the Onishi Unit were even 
involved in this thing and if it were, that is no alibi. 

Some of the Defendants are left only with tnis last 
chance, that their statement, made under oath, that they 
were not connected with the raiding patrol should be 
believed. But you have this, the Prosecution Witnesses 
also under oath said that the Defendants were in the 
raiding party. So whom are we to believe? There are two 
bases for decision as to whether you are to believe the 
Defendants or whether you are going to believe the Prose¬ 
cution Witnesses. First of these is, who would be the ones 
who would have the greater motive for lying? Second, 
whose reputation for truth is the better? Now, on this 
point of motive for telling falsehoods, oxamine the Prosecu¬ 
tion Witnesses, First, Eustaquia Kho, It has been suggested 
her motivo for tolling a falsehood might be to gloss 
over her pro-Japanese activities. But in the first place 
it has not been proved that she was even a pro-Japanese. 

If she were would she not have identified all the Defen¬ 
dants as being in the trucks at the critical time at 
Mambaling if she were going to lie in order to make a 
good showing for herself? Instead of that, she excludes 
Yoshioka. Regarding Witnesses, Khu Un Phiao, Uy Se Eng, 
and Uy Pit Yak, vengeance or revenge has been suggested 
as their motive for lying. But would not a vengeful or 
vindictive man have identified all the Japs he saw as 
perpetrators? Phiao picked only five; Eng picked only 
three; Pit Yak only one — and do not forget this, tp 
all these Witnesses, perjury holds a threat; they have 
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'• everything to lose,if they are caught lying thoy will bo 
punished. If they toll the truth there is no personal 
harm. Regarding the Accused’* their motive for tolling a 
falsehood is simply to save their own life and there is 
no answer'to that. You can’t explain away*tho fact that 
by their lying they might save their lives. And to them, 
cortainly.perjury holds no threat} they have everything to 
win and nothing to lose. If they are caught lying thoy can 
be punished no more severely than if they told the truth. 
Therefore, there is no compelling motive for the Witnesses' 
telling a falsehood, but there is a compelling motive for 
the Defendants’; telling a falsehood. Regarding this othor 
basis, that' is whose reputation for truth is better, first 
the Prosecution Witnesses, In the testimony presented 

before,you, no one of the Prosecution’s Witnesses were 

* 

contradicted excejit^ by the Defendants' testimony. Their 
reputations have bedn unimpoachod. Only the reputation 
of Eustaquia Kho was 1 , evon challenged unxl tlmtr by innuendo 
as to her moral character. No tangible proof was offered 
by the Defendants tjo 'support this innuendo. The testimony 
that she was a pro-Japanese was shown to be without 
foundation when, through cross-examination it was brought

out that she was considered to be pro-Japanese only because 

i 

she was friendly to-customers of her store. Now, the 
Defendants. First take Yoshioka. He testified he knew 
nothing of guerrilla; activities. Mizoguchi testified that 
ho told his men about the guerrilla activity. The signifi¬ 
cance of this is apparent. Yoshioka evidently was afraid 
that if he admitted knowledge about the guerrilla activity, 
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an inference would bo drawn that ho kn|Dw of the action 
takon against the guerrillas and that he must have partici¬ 
pated in such actioj^in order to have gained such knowledge. 
Tho Defendant Katsuta, Ho testified that ho did not know 

✓ 

what was done to combat guoryilla activity, since he never 
took part in thorn. Yoshida contradicts this when ho 
explained of the Mizoguchi expedition in Octobor, 1944, at 
a time when Katsuta was a member of that unit, Tho vory 
fact that Katsuta was stationed at Ponta as a guard 4 4ris 
action against the guerrillas — and ho says he knows 
nothing about it, Tho significant of this is also appar¬ 
ent. It goes a step beyond Yoshioka. Katsuta admits 
knowledge of guerrillas but he denies knowledge of what 
was done about them. Possibly, he was afraid that an 
inference would be drawn that for him to have known of 
action against the guerrillas would be moeri that h* wiild have 
had to participate in that action. Now, as to Hirata, 

Hirata testified that ho never sow anyone killed. But 
Yoshida testified that tho men engaged in hauling ammu¬ 
nition from Pangdan to Cebu City by way of Mambaling were 
the ones who were probably killod at tho latter part of 
January by guerrillas when an ammunition truck was fired 
upon, Those evidently must have boon Hirata's own men, yet 
he claims that he saw no one killed. He testified that ho 
heard of no action taken by tbe Japanese against the 
guerrillas. Well, it is impossible to believe that, 

Onishi’s men were stationed in Minglanilla just a short 
distance from his headquarters 'as a defense measure 
arainst the guerrillas* The significance cf this point is 
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tho same as that pertaining to tho previous Accused. That 
is that he war. simply afraid that an inference w«,uld be 
drr.vm against him. That for him to have known of guerrilla 
action would have been necessary for him to have participated 
in those measures. Regarding Mizoguchi, ho tostifioc! that 
he had no trucks of his own. The significance of this 
would be that he is trying to clear himself of means of 
transporting his men to Tubud, He testified that there 
were no infantry rifles. Again, the sr.no thing. Mizoguchi 
talkod with Captain Nelson. On many occasions Captain 
Nelson testified that on the first of thoso periods of 
interrogation Mizoguchi denied having men in Mco.ibr.ling, 
Finally, ho admitted he did have men there. First, he was 
going to have Kinoshita blamed for tho Tubud incident if 
it had occurred. When faced with Kinoshita he would 
retract that by putting tho blanc elsewhere. The last 
Accused, Sanuki, he testified that on eff days when ho was 
not on guard duty, such as on the 31st ho worked on forti¬ 
fications, yet we have Lieutenant Kato contradicting him 
saying that he never saw him working on these fortifica¬ 
tions, Well, it is clear from all this that the 
Defendants' motive for telling f:\ls oho od is strong and 
their record for tolling the truth is poor. A decision 
as to whether to believe the testimony of the Prosecution's 
Witnesses, or the testimony of the Defendants should be 
simple to make. Those then are tho cases of the Prosecu¬ 
tion and Defense. Tho Prosecution proved tho existence of 
the erla* as charged. Then proved through positive identifi¬ 
cation of the Defendants by four reliable Witnesses that 
the Defendants were participants in the Tubud massacre. 
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!fo. this procf tho Dofonso brought forth six explanations, 
all of which were shown on analysis to bo without 
foundation. Tho Prosecution's case stands. The only 
regaining contention for the Defense is that the 
Defendants did not commit tho crime simply because they 
say they did not. But their word cannot bo bulioved. 

Their motives for tolling falsehoods have been shown to 
bo tho most compelling and their record for truth-tolling 
has been shown to bo poor* If you really doubt tho credi¬ 
bility of the Accused, this doubt must have boon changed 
to the strongest conviction that the Accused cannot be 
believed when, during tho course of the Defendants' testi¬ 
mony the idea became paramount that tho Defendants didn't 
know anything about any raiding expedition. This idea was 
exploded by Tsuruyana's and Yoshida's testimony concerning 
the punitive expedition against guerrillas in 194-4- by 
the Misoguchi Butai to Minglanilla and by the statement 
of Adlawan that he, himself went to Tubud cn the 30th and 31stcf 
January 19*5 on a raiding expedition?gith tho tfieoguchl Butai* 
Aflat this,certainly op tyiMl.t,eao in J&* word of men 

Ilka the Dafondante.All* thair dd&iaXe~ftf* full t r all their alibis 
must bo lumped together and jsl A s s if i e d^u 0 tho racing pleas 
of men grasping at straws, men willing to give any 
excuse to escape their guilt* The Accused arc loft 
without an alibi. They havo"no-answer to the proof that 
they were the Tubud atsasins. 

- I, thank you* 

* COLONEL HAUSEi The Comuissidn.will take a ten- 

minute recess*

* (Sh:rt recess.) 
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COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will be'In session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Let the record show that all 
members of the Commission are present, together with all the 
Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel for.the 
Prosecution. The Prosecution is ready to proceed. 

COLONEL HAUSE: You may proceed. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: May it please the Commission, 
apparently we have been trying five Yehudis — five little 
men who weren’t there. These five little men spoke no evil, 
they heard no evil, they saw no evil, and apparently, they did 
no evil, according to their own testimony. This case is 
a fabrication of the Prosecution to condemn these innocent 
defendants. However, tho whole and true picture of the case 
has been developed and elaborated on by Lieutenant Owens. 

It is obvious that guerrilla activity was very 
heavy in Cebu in December of 1944 and January of 1945* The 
heart of the guerrilla country was apparently in the hills 
in rear of Minglanilla, a town Just south of 
Major Mizoguchi’s assigned defense area. Raids were made by 
the guerrillas on the fortifications that ho was congtwtwling 
near there and some of his troops were probably killed and 
injured. Hirata’s trucks were raided on the road near 
Minglanilla. The temper of the Japanese soldiers at this 
time was undoubtedly short and something had to be done. That 
was the true picture in and Just south of Cebu City, as 
developed by the Prosecution and Defense witnesses alike. 
Therefore, again I ask the Commission,why do Katsuta, 

Sanuki, and Yoshioka so emphatically deny knowledge of all 
guerrilla activities or efforts made to combat it? Could it be, 
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as already suggested, because they not only wore already 
aware of it but actually because they took part in some 
actions to stop that activity, and aro afraid that their 
statements admitting knowledge of the guerrillas would lead 
to a logical inference of what actually did happen, naamly, 
their participation in one or more punitive raids in conjunction 
with the troops of other units in that area who were also 
affected by this guerrilla activity? 

Knowing that fne denial of this activity was not 
enough to protect them, however, from the positive 
identification of eye-witnesses whom they had failed to 
slaughter, the Defendants have fallen back on that old and 
tried but not so true friend of all defendants,— the alibi, 

"I could not have done it, bocausc I was someplace else.' 1 

However, the evidence has shown again that old 
friend alibi left a loophole in it, oven if accepted, and 
I am sure the Commission is well aware of it, after tho 
summation of facts of Lieutenant Owens, 

The Prosecution sincerely believes that on the 
spot identification of Uy Se Eng and Khu Un Phiao, of Eustaquia 
Kho, and the damning admissions against interest, made by 
Katsuta and Hirata, these almost amounting to confessions, 
are more than sufficient to place Katsuta, Ganuki, Hirata, 
and Yoshioka present and actually participating in the 
carnage at Tubud. I am sure that the Commission has noticed 
the Japanese pronunciation of the name Hirata by the witness, 
Captain Kinoshita, and the defendant, Hirata, himself on the 
stand, which pronunciation sounds to us like ’'Shirata" or 
"Shilata"— in other words, an M sh M sound at the beginning of 
the last name. 
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Defense Counsel apparently overlooks or ignores 
the personality of his men when he says they would make none 
of these damaging admissions against their interest, I am 
sure this Commission, however, is aware of the tendency of 
men and soldiers especially to brag about their deeds and 
accomplishments, whether they be good or bad, as judged 
by the mores of civilization. The admissions of these two 
men, Katsuta and Hirata, should be enough to justify their 
conviction on the present charges and their hangings. But 
we further have a witness who was left for dead and who 
actually saw both of these defendants, along with Sanuki, 
present at and participating in the wholesale slaughter of 
some sixteen or seventeen Chinese men at Tubud. 
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And the Witness Kliu Un Phiao, was also present and he 
recognized the Defendants, Kirata, Katsuta, Yoshioka and 
Sanuki as being present and participating in small inde¬ 
pendent forays in the area, doing certain minor details. 
He further recognized Major Mizoguchi as being present in 
' Tubud on the afternoon of 31 January, seemingly in charge 
of certain details, during the time that Mizoguchi 
alleges he was inspecting his fortifications near Ponta. 
Accepting that story for the moment, nevertheless, he was 
not over four or five miles away from Tubud and he could 
easily have gone there to check the situation and have 
returned and still huvo inspected his fortifications as 
alleged. 

A motive for the acts of the Defendants hat been- 
amply shown by the evidence} also proof of participation 
in punitive expeditions by the Mizoguchi Butai. The 
credibility of the Defendants naturally is open to 
question, when they are defending themselves against 
charges of murder, rape, etc., and by their denials of 
knowledge of the obvious, all Defendants have demonstra¬ 
ted their aptitude fpr the telling of untruths. Finally, 
the Prosecution feels Its identification of tho 
Defendants at the scene of the crimes is most conclusive 
and worthy of belief by the Commission. 

No, gentlemen, in spite of the Defense Counsels 
able arguments this morning in an attempt tc becloud the 
identification of the Defendants, the evidence in this 
case points in one direction only, and that is to the 
fact that each of these Defendants — Strata, Katsuta, 
Sanuki and Yoshioka — all took part in the blooa bath

of Tubud, and that at the least, these acts were done 
with the knowledge and consent of Major Mizoguchi* 

I would like to digress for a few moments to state 
a few legal concepts for the Commission. 

As stated previously, the evidence presented before 
this Commission has cloarly shown that a patrol of 
Japanese soldiers did engago in a common plan or conspir¬ 
acy for the rape, murder and looting of tho barrio of 
Tubud on tho 30th and 31st of January 1945. Further, 
clear-cut identifications place the Defendants in Tubud 
on those dates as members of this patrol and actively 
contributing towards its success. As pointed out in the 
opening statement of tho Prosecution, it was not necos- 
scrv at any time to place Major Mizoguchi at tho scene 
of tho crime as his moro consent or approval to the 
action makes him guilty as a principal perpetrator, and 
the testimony presented pictures Mizoguchi as a strict 
disciplinarian whose troops could have undertaken no 
such punitive expedition without his consent or approval. 

Furthermore, evon assuming that tho identification cf 
tho Defendants only places them at or near the scone of 
the crime and assuming the evidence did not show thorn 
actually performing any or all of the actual crimes, 
nevertheless tho Defendants should bo held equally as 
liable as the ones who performed tho actual physical 
acts resulting in each of the several crimes charged. 

They were present and cooperating in a common plan of 
action. Each soldier prosont added to and made 
successful this patrol, from their standpoint, they 
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made successful the murders, rapes, pillage, lootings 
and burnings at TubutV At the voiyleast, they should 
be hold guilty ns principal perpetrators because of their 
aiding, abetting and oncouraging the crimos* Admittedly, 
no evidence has been presented to show that Yoshioka 
or Mizoguchi performed any of the killings in 
Specification 1, although Katsuta, Hirata and Sanuki 
have all been identified as actual participants In the 
bayonettings, or that any of the Defendants actually 
performed the rapos alleged in Specification or 
that all of the Defendants were present or participated 
in all tho mistreatments and woundings alleged in 
Specification 3, or that any of tho Defendants set 
fire to or looted the homos of tho Chineso civilians as 
alleged in Specification 4. But, Gentlemen, these acts 
did occur, and that tho Defense docs not deny,; and the 
Defendants have been identified as actively participa¬ 
ting members of tho patrol which patrol tho evidence 
definitely shows committed all the acts alleged in 
Specifications 1, 2, 3 and 4. And as participants in 
that patrol, each and every Defendant was directly 
responsible for each and every crime and further 
responsible for tho complete success, as they considered 
success, of the acti'on* To add strength to the argument 
of the Prosecution for the holding of each and every 
Defendant liable for all the crimes charged. I 
now quote fxpm Corpus Aurl« SeoungUB* thith .li t 
complete re-str.tenent of the entire body of American lew, 
mainly in the language rf the courts, based upon tho 
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authority of all reported cases fron 1658 to 1936, 
the date of publication, and this work is the guide of 
practically all members of the American Bar in their 
drafting of statements of legal concepts. In the 
Section under the title, "Criminal Law", Section 79, 

8 C.J.S., page 143, it is stated* 

"A person is a party to an offense If ho either 
actually commits the offense or does some act which 
forms a part thereof or if he assists in the actual 
commission of the offense, or of any act which forms 
part thereof or directly or indirectly counsels or 
procures any person to commit the offonse or do any 
act forming a part thoreof." 

And further, in Section 81 under the same title 
and volune page 144* 

"In felonies, (generally) the participants in the 
crino are subdivided into two general classes; namely, 
principal and accessory. A principal is one who either 
actually perpetrates the crime or who, being actually 
or constructively present, aids and abets its commis¬ 
sion." 

Under the title, "Homicide", Section 9E, 40 C.J.S., 
page 847, it is stated* 

"Where several persons join in a common, unlawful 
design, and each takes the part assigned to him, some to 
commit the act, others to watch to prevent a surprise or 
to aid an escape, they are all present at a homicide 
committed in the course of carrying out a common design. 
A conspirator need not, however, have been within sight 
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or hearing of the homicide; he is liable for a homicide 
committed by ’ is co-conspirators in furtherance of a 
common design whether he was present at the homicide 
or not. 

Further, under the same title and Section, page 848 
it is stated, and I quote* 

"All who joined in a common design to kill, whether 
in a sudden emergency, or pursuant to a conspiracy are 
liable for the acts of each of their accomplices in 
furtherance thereof," 

The patrol in which the Defendants participated had 
as the evidence shows, the common, unlawful, design of 
murder, rape, pillage and burning. Therefore, any 
action by the Defendants to further the success of the 
patrol, aided the common plan, and therefore aided in 
the massacre and rape of Tubud, And thus we find 
extremely strong precedent in the American field of 
strictly applied criminal law, for the finding of each 
of the Defendants in this case, Mizoguchi, Yoshioka, 
Hirata, Katsuta and Sanuki guilty and liable for all of 
the dastardly crimes committed by the patrol of which 
they were members of, or in the case of Mizoguchi, in 
control of or approved of. 

Now, why has the Defense so readily admitted that 
such an action took place in Tubud and then glibly 
glossed over it, hinting that the action was committed 
only by other units? Is it not because these crimes 
assumed such monstrous proportions that civilized people 
hear with incredulity of their occurrence and because 
the Defense Counsel himself wishes to shy away from any 

















connection at all between the acts of barbarity and 
the Defendants themselves who have attempted to .asspine 
angelic halos for this trial? Before the Prosecution 
concludes its closing argument I would like to discuss 
the nature of the acts committed by the Defendants at 
Tubud on the 30th and 31st of January 194-5 by the 
Defendants• They were acts of murder, rape, pillage, 
looting and burning. All of these being concomitants 
of war as waged in prehistoric ages botween tribes of 
actual barbarians, and sometimes considered synonomous 
with war Itself, and still considered an accompanying 
evil of our first Armageddon. 

Peoples of this world knew and feared war, and yet 

/ 

the perpetrators of all its concomitant crimes such as 
performed by the Defendants, were left free to roam 
throughout the world upon the resumption of peace and 
so to commit the same criminal deeds again when the 
cudgels of war wero once more picked up. Finally, 

•OlTililatioai reached the point where the people sought 
9 »« 

* 

to outlaw war or at least to civilize the waging of it. 
The theory being, to pass international rules that 
would discourage all the inhumanities and brutalities 
of war, and maybe some day the waging of war itself 
would eeate* But the criminals were left unpunished in 
the last world conflict and only now for the first time, 
aro we seeking to bring to justice and trial, the 
criminals of war such as you see here today. History 
is in the making, gentlemen, as 1* the future peace and 
security of the world. We have hore today on trial the 
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remnants of a group of men who wore engaged in war, and 
who on two successive days at Tubud on the island of 
Cebu in January 1945 committed all the crimes which 
have accompanied all wars from the beginning of tine. 

It is up to this Commission to so pass Judgment this 
day that men and soldiers, if over again engaged in 
war -- Heaven forbid ~ will be deterred from the rape 
and murder of dcfcnsoloss children, women, and old non 
and the wanton, ruthless and useless destruction of 
the hones of the little peoples of the world. 

Therefore, I urge this Commission to pass the final 
and conclusive sontenco of death upon each and every 
member of this barbarian gang - Mizoguchi; Hirata; 
Sonuki; Yoshioka and Katsuta, 

The Prosecution rests, 

COLONEL HAUSEi The Commission will recess 
until 1615 at which tine a further announcement will 
be nado, 

( Whereupon at 1445 hours a recess was taken.) 
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Pursuant to recess for deliberation, the Con 


mission convened at 1615 hours, 27 March 1946, at Court 
No. 1, High Commissioner's Residence, Manila, P. I, 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Commission will be in 

session. 

LIEUTENANT GILL: Lot the record show that all 
the members of the Commission are present, together with 
the Accused, Counsel for the Accused, and Counsel for the 
Prosecution. 

• COLONEL HAUSE: Jiro Mizoguchi, stand and face 

' / 

/v the Commission. 

(Whereupon the Accused, Jiro Mizoguchi, stood before 
the Commission with his Defense Counsel and Chief Inter¬ 
preter, Ogita.) 

•CAPTAIN GREER: May it please the Commission, 
before the Commission passes sentence, the Accused wishes 
to make a statement. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Proceed. 

JIRO MIZOGUCHI: (Through Interpreter Ogita) Wo, 
the Defendants, deeply appreciate the fact that all the 
members of the Commission below the President have given us 
a fair trial throughout the whole proceedings. I make a 
strong statement that this case has been an error from the 
very start. I swear to God that there is someone else who 
is the true culprit in the crime. If it is at all possible 
I would like to have a reinvestigation made of this case. 

If we, the Defendants, can be taken to Manbaling on Cebu 
Island, it can be proven that the testimony of Eustaquia Kho 
is false. At the present time there are soldiers in the stock¬ 
ade here that have been stationed in the Hinglanilla area. 
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If these men can be. taken to Minglanilla together with 
us, the truth will be made clear. I believe you recognize 
the fact that some of the witnesses on the stand were 
frightened. I believe'in God definitely, I believe 
faithfully that that God will not abandon righteousness. 

The reason I am requesting a reinvestigation is for the 

cause of righteousness. 

COLONEL H/.USE: 

Jlro ilizoguobi, this Commission, upon secret 
written ballot, two-thirds of the members present at the 
time the vote was taken, concurring in each finding of 
guilty, finds you 

of Specification 4, GUILTY, except for the 
words "and burn" and "Khu Un Hong"; 

of Specification 3, GUILTY; 
of Specification 2, GUILTY; 
of Specification 1, GUILTY, except for the 
words "his wife and three children" and "Eleuteria Tan": 

of the Charge, GUILTY; except for the words 
and figures " 26 ", "6", "B”» nnd "burn," and "3"» and sub¬ 
stituting therefor the words and figures "22", "5 H , "4", 
and "2" of the excepted words NOT GUILTY of the substituted 
wordh figuero GUILTY. 

Further, this Commission upon secret written 
ballot, two-thirds of the members present at the time the 
vote was taken concurring, sentences you to DEATH BY HANGING. 
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You will read that sentence and translate it 
to the Accused. 

(Whereupon, Interpreter Ogita translated the verdict 
to the Accused.) 

COLONEL HAUSE: The Military Police will remove 
the Accused from the Courtroom. 

Shigemasa Hirata will stand beforo tho Commission. 

('/hereupon, the Accused, Shigemasa Hirata, stood 
before the Commission with his Defonsc Counsel and Chi-f 
Interpreter.) 

CAPTAIN GREER: Again the Accused has a state¬ 
ment he ’wishes to make before sontencc is pronounced. 

COLONEL HAUSE: Let him make the statement. 
Explain that his statement will become a part of the 
record. 

(Whereupon, the Interpreter explained tho above to 
the Accused.) 

SHIGEMASA HIRATA: (Through Interpreter Ogita) 

Tho very fact that v/e are being triod hero today is a 
mistake. I say this with all truthfulness. I do not 
hold any animosity toward tho Prosecutor. Tho Prosecutor 
is doing his duty in bringing those charges to us. Even 
in a snail vorn there is a spirit. Although I in a 
member of a defeated nation, I stand here ana refer you. 
to history. 

In December of 1941 the Japanese **rny came to 
the Philippines. What did the Japanese Army do to tho 
thousands of Chinese that were residing hero in the Philip¬ 
pines? Did th>..y not promise to cooperate with the Chinese 
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Puppet Governnent? 

Did not the Chinese people even donate money 
to the Japanese Army? V/hat is the attitude of those 
Chinese toward the Japanese Army today? Aren’t they, 
the Chinese who are pressing those charges against us, 
the leaders of those who aro charging us with war crimes? 

In the identification of the Fujishogo case I 
was in the line-up. Did not the Chinese point at me, 
who was never in Luzon, as having boon in San Pablo and 
said that I was the one who tied him up and mistreated 
him? Tne Chinese said this in front of an Amoricon 
officer. 

Since I came to the Philippines and also to 
Cebu, I have never onco even laid my hands on the Chinese. 

I have never mistreated them. Regardless of this, today 
they charge me with a war crime and the very fact that 
they are doing such a thing is causing me misery and I 
cannot stand it. I am a true Japanese soldier. I would 
say what I did. Although if I did not do it, I will re¬ 
iterate to the end that I never did it. I cannot rest 
until I make this statement clear. It is very regrettable, 

I cannot stand it. There are many war criminal suspects in 
C^utoubwig, if they find out that we wore found guilty 
when we had nothing to do with the case, how do you think 
they would feel? 

Major Mizoguchi has received death by hanging, 
but I an definitely against this. Wo Japanese do not need 
our lives. When we were leaving the country our parents 
told us and cheered u? by tailing us not to cone back alive. 
If we are'put to death innocently, how will my father and 
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mother back In the country foel? However, the follow pris¬ 
oner* of war at ConlOupong recognize the fact that we 
had nothing to do with the crime. Their attention is 
centered upon this scene to determine whether the Chinese 
who were lying willwin the case or whether the truthful 
Japanese will win* 

I made this statement becauso if I did not 
make any statement beforo receiving sentence my soul 
would not rost. That is all.

Khu Tang Ho oaa not called aa a wlt- 
naaa ao all raoord of hia ability ta idantlfy tha aoeuaad la unavtila- 
bla* Tha 5 wltnaaaaa, interpreter, driver and Captain Mala on aat in 
too Joapa and though they were inatruetad ta talk ta no ona axe apt tha 
interpreter and Captain Naleon it oaa abriaua that all oould hear ubat 
was said and oould be Influenced by tha aeta and consent a of tha others, 
and their 1dantifleations• Baaauaa of thio it appears piebable that 
tha selection of tha aoeuaad oaa predicated upon tha idantifioatian of 
Suataquia Kho aa being preaent at Maabaling, particularly ainea the 
others nuking tha identification only saw the aeeuaed fer a brief pe¬ 
riod of tine on the oeeasien ef tha alleged atrooities, A serious deaht 
arises as to the oerreotness ef these identifications and leaves roan 
for reasonable oonjeoture aa to whether they were actually present at 
tha tines and places indicated* Aa to tha Identification ef Hirsts aa 
SilAta aada by Xak and testified to by Eng even acre serious doubt 
arises. It appears that Sag and Yak talked it over and Eng painted out 
Hirata to Yak before ha identified hia as Silata. Captain Walsh testified 
that tha 1dantiflcation was doubtful and that Yak alnost naka a positive 
identification of ona of the interpreters as Silata* It suet be re- 
asnbered that Sag and Phiao are tha only ones who claimed to have seen 
any of aooused at the scene of the crimes* There is no reason to doubt 
that Hustaquia Kho know tha aoeuaad and could identify them but it is 
doubtful that Eng and Phiao could have identified them as participants 

t 

in these oximes without her help. 
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In considering the above factors another vital slsmsnt oust 
also be oonsideredt the credibility of the witnesses. Sinos so auoh 
of this oaao depends upon the testimony of Kustaquia the lot ua first 
weigh tbs trustworthiness of bar testimony. It appears fro* tba evl- 
danoa that aba bad avary reason to try to redssju baraslf by giving 
avidanea to osnviot Japanese for tbssa of fans as. As a China aa girl, 
living in and near tbs friends, ralativss and survivors of those Chi¬ 
nese who suffered at Tubud, in a eoamunity where oollaborators have 
bean nada ta suffer for their treachery, she oould "save faoe" for her¬ 
self and her family by giving false testimony hare. There seams to be 
little doubt that she was very friendly to tbs Japanese stationed in 
Mingle villa* She knew all of them by nans* She testified that whan 
her brother was arrested as a guerilla by tbs Ke^pei Tai she wont ta 
Sergeant Tekineto and she and her mother appealed to Major Misoguohi 
who obtained her brother*s release. She denied friendly relations with 
the Sergeant, yet every other witnesses who testified about it, including 
the three Filipino women (the Affaires) stated that it was true* She 

alone denied it yet she adsdtted going, to his reoo. Tbs very facts

she testified to belie bar denial* Would Katsuta have told bar, a 
Chinese girl, that they were going to a Chinese oemaunity on a mopping 
operation unless be knew she was sympathetic to the Japanese? Would 
be have explained the blood stains on his trousers to her as a result 
of their killing Chinese families in Tubud if be oould not rely on her 
not tailing the relatives or the guerillas. The strength of her denials 
raises a doubt as to her credibility for at loast it appoars her denials 
were false. She denied she had talked with Kng and Phiae (R 165-166) 
about the case but aha eaaa twice to Manila and stayed with them in the 
oamp. There oould be no doubt that aha would talk to thou about the 
ease. In addition to olouds upon her credibility is the fact that her 
testimony varies in almost evory detail from the foots presented by the 
other witneeses. There is evsry reason to doubt the truthfulness of 
her story. 
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Nutt 1st us consider the witness ttf* He lest almost hi* •ev¬ 
il r* family, *11 hit fully property and persons 1,1 y suffered greatly 
by tho oronto at Tubud. Certainly In, •• • nereal huaan, had a strong 
desiro to see Japanese puniehed for theee atrocities. It would be eaay 
for hlii to convince himself tint theee Identified by kuetaqula Che were 
the guilty ones. It i« very peeaible that he oeuld be ale taken. Aa for 
Phiao) he alao suffered greatly and was alee undoubtedly motivated by 
a strong desire for retribution* His identifleatione eould aarry little 
weight after his obvious ad stake as to leshioka. Viewing thus the three 
key witnesses ef the prosecution, further serious doubts arise as to the 
questions raised above. Little can be gained by discussing tho credibi¬ 
lity o the defense witnesses* Naturally their alibis and test leery 
suet be searched oa re fully and cautiously. Tit viewing it as s whale 
there do not appear to be any major flaws or inoonsistsnoies. It auet 
bo said that it was either very skillfully and ears fully prepared or 
was substantially true* Altno the defense evidence does not conclusive¬ 
ly establish the alibi olaiawd yet it is of sufficient strength to raise 
another doubt as ta the participation in these events by theee aeoused* 
Another doubt is raised by the ovide ns e concerning the Oniehl 
Unit's responsibility for the events at Tubud. Proa the be g in n i n g ef 
the trial this question is raised* Apparently tbay were investigated 
in connection with these orinse. The defense were told chargee against 
these aeeused would bo dropped if Colonel Cniahi confessed. The evidence 
which indicates the Oniehl Unit's guilt is briefly as followsi seas of 
the oniehl aen were stationed at Mingle villa ons kilowster fro* Tubud) 
they were infantry troops arwed with Long rifles ee tbs perpetrators ef 
the Tubud affair were described repeatedly) they were responsible far 
other similar events nearby at about the earns time) they acquired tho 
bulk of their fbod at this tins by lasting and farced purchase) the 
Kaopei Tai who investigated this offense attributed it to tho Oniehl 
group, obtained e confession fro* a Sergeant in charge and the setter 
was turned over to the Oniahl Unit tor disciplinary actionj ne other 





offenses of this type were erer attributed to the Visofuohi Unit; there 
appears to be no not!Ye as far as they were oonoemed and no one erer 
nads ooaplaint to Uajer Miaoguohi about these events. 

The absence of many witnesses, who apparently could give vital 
testimony in this ease, causes further doubt. Why wasn't Tak brought to 
personally testify in oourtT Where were the rest of the survivors of the 
massacre at the spring? Why weren't the neighbors in Tubud called to 
testify? Where were ling's brothers and sisters? Why is it possible that 
only two of all the population of Tubud sen identify those who wronged 
then so much during the 4 day period? Why was the collaborator Adlawan, 
whose story Captain Nelson related and who allegedly accompanied this 
patrol and was of such vital help in investigating this case not persdtted 
by the prosecution to appear personally to testify since he wee in Mani¬ 
la during part of this trial? All these questions, and many others, 
persistently appear. 

Doubts as to the oorpua daleoti, doubts as to participation 
by these aocused, doubts as to identification, doubts as to credibility 
and doubts resulting from undisclosed foots because of absent witnesses. 

Are they reasonable doubts such aa should preclude a conviction? What is 
reasonable doubt? "By 'reasonable doubt' is intended not fanciful or in* 
genious doubt or oonjeeture but substantial, honest, conscientious doubt 
suggested by the smterlal evidence or lack of it, in the case. It is an 
honest, substantial misgiving, generated by insufficiency of proof ... 

The meaning of the rule is that the proof must be suoh as to exclude not 
every hypothesis or possibility of innocence but any fair and rational 
hypothesis except that of guilt; What is required being not an absolute 
or mathematical but a coral certainty** UC1, pp 6>-4. 

In reviewing the evidence in this case such doubts force them- 
selvas upon you. questions plunge through the waves of testimony unanswered. 
The re cor'd is replete with doubt. 

The easy oeurse for this reviewer would be to resolve these 
doubts by the overworked eonaluaiont that since the Commission heard the 
testimony, observed the oonduot and demeanor of the witnesses and the 
aocused, and weighed the entire evidence as presented and not from the 
eold formal reported record. It was better able to judge the adequaey of 
the identification, the credibility of witnesses and tne weight to be 
given testimony and could core accurately determine the questions arising 
in this case and therefore their decision should not be'disturbed. Good 
conscience and a devotion to truth and justice forbid this. Fundamental 
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in our system of Justice is ths principle that in questions of reasonable 
doubt tlmy should be resolved in favor of liberty and life* If these trials 
of Jar Criminals are to serve their true purpose instead of the cause of 
revenge and retribution it oust not be said that this refers only to the 
liberty and life of the conquerors*

1. Two requests of Defense Counsel for re-investigation of this 
case have been subsdtted. These are attached hereto and materially subs¬ 
tantiate the above opinion. The object of these requests will be accom¬ 
plished by the recommended action. 

2. Petition for clemency on behalf of accused Uisoguoid. by his 
wife has been considered and is attached hereto. 

3. Mo offlelal designation of military rank or serial numbers 
is contained in this record.

A 1 can't aay how many. 

Q .hen you ware examining tha bodies to Identify them 
before they ware to be cremated, could you reoognlie any of 
them as 'merioan? 

A All I said was that I had to pick out the numbers, 
and in the clerk's office later on the nomas corresponding to 
those numbers would be picked out and written down next to 
them. 1 worked in these mass transports, and there ware no 
Americans or allied personnel among them. However, 1 had some 
visitors who were Allied parachutists and soma of them talked 
about It with me—who was to be executed by shooting tha next 
few daya. 

Do you know what the death rate in the camp was 

in 1939? 

A No. I had no opportunity to determine that. 

Q If the treatment in the concentration camp was as 
bed as you relate, can you explain to the court how you 
managed to survive alx years of such brutal treatment? 

A I can. In the first plaoe, I was among this group 
of so-oalled prisoner* of honor in the beginning, v* were 
authorised to receive packages from hone containing suoh items 
as the family at home might have been able to save. During 
the time when it was no longer permitted to receive parcels 
I lost 44 pounds. Then permission was again granted to receive 
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paokages. I was almost sixty years old, and for that reason I 
was permitted to do oocparatlvely light work In the sook 
vending plaee during the orltloal time. But above all I had 
the elemental desire to go through all this--survive all this. 

1 believe that lies and vlolousness should not be permitted to 
oonquer, and for that reason I did everything that I could to 
live through that, and in that lay my moral strength* 

Q So you lived through this physiosi mlstrsstmsnt on 
your moral strength; is thet right? 

A I sustained no physical mlstrestmsnt with ths ex¬ 
ception of s few slaps and a fsw kloks, but 1 oould lllustrats 
to the oounael for ths defense what moral strength means. If I 
am permittad to give soma examples. 

Q 01vs some example as to how you survived this six 

years of brutal treatment. 

A You*want ma to rive you an example concerning myself? 

Q Yea. 

A How am I euppoaed to tell you? 

Q You Just said that you could explain to the oourt 
through an axampla how you aurvlvad aix yeara of brutal 
treatment at Camp Buchenwald. 

A A group of Danish policemen came into oao>p--strong, 
heavily built, pioked man. .Tisj had no public work at 
all. They only did comparatively light work—did almost 
nothing exoept walk around the oamp. They received ample 
rations. But if one of these had nothing but a oommon grippa 
with which other paopla would have atill kept on working, then 
he would die from that. The reason for that was becauaa they 
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were without any moral baokbone, because they didn't know what 
they were doing In oaap. tat 1 knew why I was In oaap—baoauae 

1 had been a demoorat, beoauae I had been in favor of coopera¬ 
tion among nations, and beoauae 1 oppoaed force.

A Several of my eomradea from the ao-oalled Sokol 
Athletlo Association, who were certainly men In .<ood oondltion, 
died of a common dlaeaae beoauae they were not admitted Into 
the hospital, due to the shortage of spaoe. They would oer- 
tainly have lived under other oonditlona. Among them were alee 
man who did light work In the office, for Inatanoa. 

Q The censorship of mall In the oamp—that wasn’t an 
Indignity that you were exposed to, waa it? 

A 1 cannot sea how you oan consider it anything but 
an indignity to humanity In a parson who did not commit any 
orlma and haa hie personal thoughts and expressions thereof 
censored. 

Q bon't you know that It la a oomr.on practice to 
censor the mall of prisoners? 

A tat after all I was an honor prisoner. It was sup¬ 
posed to be an honor for me, so to apeak. Might I add some¬ 
thing? Now that wa are talking about infringements on human 
dignity, I would Ilka to bring up two points concerning myself, 
it was my duty to listen to the radio all day while working 
In the pathology department. At one time about noon I heard a 
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laotura by a Qerman university profaaaor who aald that Himmler 
and Hitler were aueh lovers of animals that thay had juat 
daooratad two man who had bean aotlve working for tha soolaty 
for prevention of oruelty to animals; ana at that vary time 
I saw through tha window soma daathly weak prisoners lying on 
tha ground, being kicked by SS man, and also at that wary same 
time 1 saw a detail of Allied paraohutlsta marching out a gate, 
escorted by SS man, for the purpose of being shot within three 


minutes•

The corruption existing in this tailor shop as oonductad by one SS 
Teoh Sergeant fiensehel was quite exceptional. 1 Juat want to cite the 
foot that almost every Saturday afternoon we would load up a whole truck 
with wco'1 or material which he would take to hie hew* or to friends* 
Civilian clothes and SS unlforra were alao manufactured illegally in ths 
prison tailor shop. And If sn 8$ officer would approach there, ths 
•hole detsll would be warned promptly by an agreement with ths S3 chisf 
of t v * shon, and within a few minutes, all the illegal thlnrs thst 
were aroun- the orison tailor shop disopoeared. 

This detail, the prison tailor shop, was wuch batter than many of 
the oth-r details In eenp. Ke had primarily the two very aifniflaant 
edv*r.t*rea that e lated only tone places In camp, *e had a roof over 
our h»ada am* we had fire. A third advantage appeared later on. Ie 
did not have to participate In the gener 1 for at ion* That f oration 
we* probably one of the worst instltutionr thst existed In camp et all. 

After one hsd moved out for work early in the morning, after a 
oerteinly v*ry scant*-' breskfsat, after a one hour recess at noon — 

■ t tV.t time the noon real wa» rtlll issued in the evening -- after 
one w«a completely exhausted from work, rn! had walked back into the 
compound proper, one had to stand In for*etlon for hours.

During the tine of the Canp Commander Plater the change was then that 
the offlelal rwlshment as confirmed rroe Berlin was carried out and 
the arbitrary punish* an to were much less than before, Whenever an SS 
wan wonted to take dom the nsee of s prisoner to report hir to the 
Soil Csll Leader, he oould do this st any tine. For s prisoner it was 
absolutely Is possible to say that the aoeueatlons of the S3 sen were 
not eorreot. It happened that prisonera wade this objection but than 
they got the double punle heart bee a nee they were told that thegr triad 
to alsla that aa SS nan was lying. 

The soot dangerous thing about thaee reporta waa that just 
In aaoordanoa with the rood of the SS sen or the other SS leadere one 
oould be delivered to the Arrest House, the Hunker, and the leader of 
the Sunher, the S3 Master Sergeant Soamer, was certainly the noet 
feared person in the entire canp. Very often he tortured the prisoners 
until they died. In the moat unbelievable end barbaric wanner. There 
wes hardly an SS nan, hardly a aewfcer of the Headquarters Staff and 
of the Concentration Cmap Puchenwald who wes not well acquainted 
with the barbaric behaviour and manners of Sooner. 

The job of delivering a ran to the Hunker was the Job of the 
adjutant's office through the Roll Call Leader, normally. One oould 
be brought to the Bunker for the simple seeusatlon of an SS man that 
one had smoked during working hours or had picked up a cigarette butt 
of an SS man. 

I wanted to show through these examrled only how large and 
varied the number of runiahsente were #ilch could be dealt out for the 
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analleot infractions of rulae and that as a result of suah penisbeents 
on* could be flogged severely or aeon killed 1 a the end. 

Of oourse, each and everyone of the detail leadare during the 
working hour a with hie detail was In a peeltion to treat hla a inordinate 
prisoners In any way he wanted. The only possibility tor a prisoner 
to escape thaaa torturaa waa not to draw tha attention of an S3 nan* 

Kean be fora Z waa brought to the Concentration Caap Buohanweld, other 
ecaurades of nine, prisoners who had been in buehanweld before, had told 
mm that the noet Important principle of behaviour should bo not to draw 
tha attention of any 33 nan and net to be seen by anybody and your naae 
should be eailed only twloe «— onoe when you were delivered to the eaap 
and tha aeaond tine perhaps when your none waa o all ad for e possible 
release. There waa no right and juatiee whataoarer for any prisoner. 

Q Vae the truthfulneae of that prlaolple that waa told to you 
before you ease to Buohenwald proved by the eonduot that you observed 
in tha eaap? 

A Abasiately.

A Tha general conditions In tha Concentration Cawp were auoh 

that survival could not be expected except for very fortunate olrcve- 
•tanese and for sons good connections one night have. Two reasons 
were the naln reasons for the large amber of deed and slek non in 
oaao.

A Until 1940, at the bams place where later on the 
little caap waa areoted behind the barraeka of the noraal oeaip, 
there waa a little foreat. On these trees—or batter, on nails 
which were driven into theaa trees--prisoners were hung up ao 
on their wrists that their feet could not touoh the ground 
anymore; and for a period of time between 60 Minutes and two 
hours. And the prisoners who were hanging there In addition 
were mistreated by 33 non-oonrilsslonsd offloere who just 
passed by or who came through juet for this purpose. I was 
told when I entered the carp that this applied especially to 
Aostmer end also lergmeler. 1 ryself did never see these two 
Men dxtrlng such Mistreatments.

To 
aaoh living quarter blook lnalda tha barbed wire enoloaure 
an SS bloak loader waa assigned. *lth thaaa blook laadara 
stoat of tha prisoners wara In Immediate dlraot oontaat.

Many 
of the blook leaders, especially in tha beginning until 1941, 
terrorised their bloeks. 1 ays elf, in Blook 42 of tha concen¬ 
tration camp Buehenwald, witnessed there real soanae of hall 
with block leaders. For lnstanoe, that they osjbo running into 
the blook with olubs or pistols, espeoially when they ware 
drunk: and that all tha prisoners, when they were able to, run 
away through the windows, even through tha widows of tha 
washrooa—aoatly through tha windows of the washroom.

A On th© other eld© of the entire *•» administration 
was the prisoners' own administration. Thl* prisoner adminis¬ 
tration hed been organised through the S8. On top of tho 
prisoner*' own administration were the camp eldest. The oatr.p 
eldest, usually through the roll call leader, assigned one 
prisoner ea a camp eldest. This camp eldest waa responsible 
to the SS for everything whloh went on In the camp among the 
prisoner*. During moat of the time In camp huohenwald there 
were two or three cawp eldest, hith the strengthening of th* 
prisoners' own administration, proposals were made to the 
how to fill these Jobs. One oan aay that beginning in 1048 
the camp eldest war© men who had be©n submitted by th© 
prisoner* thewaelves and who really represented the interests 
of the orlsonars, beginning with thl© year they wore not 
tools of the 3S, but they were tools of the prisoner 
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eowunltj* It was also a Job of the oamp eldest to submit 
namas for the block eldest of tha living quarter bio oka of tha 
prisoners to tha 3S.

tha intentions to bring aa many criminal elements aa possible 
In tha leading positions of tha priaonara' own administration. 
It aaa tha ruling prlnolple of tha 3S to play one proup of tha 
priaonara against tha othsr. Therefore, It case to hard fights 
between tna groan ^roup, representing tha erlmlnsl elements, 
and tha rad »r:>up, representing the political priaonara.

Doctor Kogon, the purpose of ry questions will bs to find out 
what the authority of the Canp Coanandant was, to what extent did he 
haws authority to use his own Initiative and to what extent was he 
forced to obey the orders of others. Under whoa were the Concentration 
Cawpe in Oemaay?

Under 
the oialnlatratlon of the Cm p Commandant Koch ao many etroeltiea 
took plaoe In the Concentration C—p Buohererald that I would prefer 
to aaatxae that even those were not ordered by the S3 R etc ha Vain 
Economic Office In Berlin. Fr— that we can conclude that It waa 

poeelble for a Caap Cosmandant to ccmralt crleea with Impunity within

the regulationa of the S3 Bain Economic Office in Berlin. 

2 Doctor Kogon, did the Camp Commandant of a concentration 
oamp bawe anything to do with who waa delivered Into hla onp aa 
a prisoner? 

A Vo. 

Q Could he have exerted any Influence to the effect that 
any Smith, Jonee or John Doe from Vienna, Stuttgart or Berlin would 
be eent to hla to hla concentration camp? 

A The pereona who were delivered to the concentration camps 
ware delivered through the Gestapo Headquarters in Berlin or from 
the Gestapo Headquarters In the rain cities of Germany. 

Q Could then a camp earaoardant, and I am speaking of Camp 
Commandant Plater, oould such a caap commandant refuse to take a 
certain prisoner if that nan was assigned to be sent to Concentration 
Camp BuehenmaldT

A There would bare been no changes in taking this prisoner 
into scxne other "re tee tire Custody Caxp. 

Q Did a concentration osar oomnandent hare any influence 
on the continuing existence of such a concentration camp as 
Buoheowald, or oould he dissolve such a concentration oaep? 

A The caep oonmandant would have no influence in the con¬ 
tinuing existence of the osap. All he oould do would be to start 
through channels soae recommended ohangss to ths SS Economic Main 
Office. 

Q Suppose Commandant Ulster had refused to take thia Job 
of concentration caap oonmandant of Buehenwald at the tine he was 
appointed to it, would the conditions of the prisoners Improved any? 

A That would depend upon the conditions and upon ths persons 
holding eertaln jobs. In ths 33 Economic and Adninistratlon Office 
thsre wers various oases where certain S5 doctors refused to carry 
cut certain orders in spite of the opinion trcm. the Chief Doctor 
for Concentration Comps in the SS Eoonoalc Ualn Office. Results

In hla authority of command, he had the nawer to control every part 
of the camp and the whole eamp, inoludlng all of its personnel. 

For that raaaon he oould determine and eliminate any abuses or 
cruel ties toward prisoners as they sere carried out by others. 

Q In your dir sot examination you frequently emphasised the 
difference existing before and after the time Plater became Camp 
Commandant* Did I understand you to say that Plater attempted to 
olladnato a large earimt of afcmsaa? 

A *here oan not be any doubt that ho did that* 

Q Did I understand you oorrtfftly to say that in the first " 
plaoe he put a stop to hanging from the trees? 

A Tee. 

Q Do you know shat measures he took concerning the beatings? 

A 1 know that ha had the whippings on prisoners performed 
only when a report which had been aent to Berlin cmae back approved 
and after a physician had examined the prisoner* 

Q la that to say that he himself personally did not Issue 
order* to have any particular prisoner whipped but had It done only

concentration camp? 

A I had worked illegally in Luxembourg, but 1 was 
only charged with having given money for an illegal broad¬ 
casting station. *ay I add here that never anything could be 
proven against r.©, and I was there only under suspicion. 
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Q Doctor Biermann, during your stay In Buohenwald did you 
ever hare oooaelor to see the quarry7 

A I saw the quarry certainly, 

Q Can you relate to the court any lnoldente regarding the 
quarry which you may remember? 

A Tee* I haven* t seen this Incident myself* I assme that 
I aa testifying here not only in ay own behalf. I feel much mere 
as a representative of many hundred of Luxembourg cltiaens and 
comrades who went through Cane Buohenwald. I feel especially as 
a representative of those of my comrades who are unable today to 
talk anymore, because thay died in Buohenwald and the outcanpe of 

Buohenwald through starvation and bad treatment, or because even after

A Vary often the dog bit prisoners and vary often we had 
the opportunity, not only at the Steen Heating Plant Worse, but 
also during the tine that I was working at the internal station 
of the prisoners' dispensary, to see prisoners who had terrible 
wounds on their legs ftrow being bitten. 

Q This incident with Schobart you Just described about the 
dog, whea did that take place? 

A As long as I was working at the Steam Heating Plant 
Norse I could observe that. 

Q What various nationalities were represented by the 
people who were bitten by the dog? 

A I can* t say exactly. I can't remember exactly anymore 
what kind of nationalities were represented among these prisoners 
who were bitten by the dog, but I know that there were prisoners 
of all nationalities among than. 

Q Dootor Bieraann, do you recall any further mietreatment 
of prisoners Involving the accused Schobert? 

A Tee. That was on one of the last days before the 
liberation by the Amerloans.

A I was on guard duty from the illegal organisation of the 
prisoners which had been organised in camp and in the middle of the 
night I was in the bathhouse. I heard a terrible yell and right

It must have been the beginning of 1944, 
from the bathhouse that out of the wardroom right under the OP Wo* 2 
many oorpeee were carried out* Although one was used already to such 
things, the number was so large and the oorpeee carried out at suoh 
regular Intervals that It drew the attention of ay comrades and nyself* 
I oontacted the liaison man of the people ttm Luxembourg with whom 
1 was In correspondence as a.representative of the illegal camp 
organisation, and I heard through him, after he had thoroughly 
investigated this matter, that the aick people there hod received 
deadly Injections through Wilhelm*

Q Wall, how do you know that that took place Doctor? 

A In Blook 50 sane swell vials of potessiuw cyanide ware wade 
vary seoretly end Dletssoh would look hlnaelf up in Blook 50 every 
aoralng. 

Q Was it Dletssoh that looked hlnaelf up in Blook every 
morning or soweona else? 

A Vilhelm, not Dletesch. It is Wilhelm who looked himself 
up every morning in Blook 61. At that time nobody was allowed to 
go inside. 

Q Doctor how do you know that thesa people that died there 
In Blook 61 didn't die from disease and not from tha injections 
of potaaaliai cyanide of .Tilheln?

A Undoubtedly it wee the lack of food, the hunger, which 
oaueed people to die froas ecall slokneasee of which they could not 
has* died If they had not suffered fro* hunger. 

If anything, contributed to ^ringing about tha 
death of prisoners there, besides tho lack of food? 

A Largs epidemics which are found In crowdd or when people 
are piled up on top of one another, for Instance dysentery. Fleok 
fewer end sleo tuberculosis also caused it.

Doctor Kogon, you are rewinded that you are still under 

oath* 

If there are spy spectators In the oourt-room who expect 

to be oallad as witnesses, they will please leave. 

EOOEN KOOON, called as a witness by the prosecution, recused 
the stand and being rewindad that he was still under oath, testified 
further through an Interpreter as followst 

CAPTAIN LEVISi Cross examination on behalf of the accused, 

Schmidt* 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

QUESTIONS BY CAPTAIN LEVISt 

Q You testified on direct examination concerning the duties 
end responsibilities of the Adjutant in the Ceap* Was there also 
on Adjutant for the guard battalion In the oomp? 

A I don't know of any Adjutant being with the guard 
commander* 

Q So that the Adjutant you testified about woa the Adjutant 
to the Comp Commander me a whole? 

A Tee* 

(Kogon - cross) 
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Q Mow, you testified that It waa the duty of the Adjutant to 
carry out the order* of the Cap Commander. Do you seen by that that 
he waa peraonally reaponalble for carrying out all order* of the 
Cano Coemander? 

A If.1 rare ember correctly, I did not aay that it waa hla duty 

to carry out thoae orders, but rather hla duty to transmit them to 
the proper persona for the carrying out. 

Q And the Adjutant bad hla office in the main administrative 
building, ian't that right? 

A Tea, that la right. 

Q And did hla duties take him Into the protective o us tody a amp 
at all? 

A That might happen. It repeatedly did happen that the Adjutant 
was In the protective custody compound leader* a office. That depended 
on the orders or measures that needed carrying out. 

Q And lsn* t it a faot that all the Adjutant could do In those 
oases-was to report to the Camp Commander that the orders he had given 
were oarried out? 

A It was the duty of the Adjutant to make such reports to the 
Commandant that certain orders had been carried out. Furthermore, the 
Adjutant waa able to commit certain persons to the Bunker for Interro¬ 
gations. 

Q Veil, in ^iat manner would these certain persons be 

* 

committed to the Bunker for Interrogation? 

* A For Instance by an instruction slip. A slip whlah the 
Adjutant would send to the Bunker Warden through a runner. 

Q lsn* t it a faot that the Adjutant oould only do this after 
a notloe had cone to his hands that this nan was wanted for 
interrogation? 

(Kogon - cross) 
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A Tn, that was the normal procedure all right, but the 88 
did not always stick to normal procedure you see* 

Q Do you know of any oaae In which Sohmidt eent a nan to the 
Bunker whloh waa not In normal procedure? 

A Today I can no longer giv* any concrete individual oaae with 
names or elremns tenses* 

Q that connection did the Adjutant hare with the guard 
battalion in camp? 

A I do not know the connection between the Adjutant?e office 
and the guard commander* a office* 

Q Ian* t it a faet, Doctor Kogan, that the leader of the 
protective cue tody camp was generally of a higher rank than the 
Adjutant Scheldt? 

A The ranks in the 88 were not always up to the requirements 
of responsibility in the prison compound or in the headquarters* 

For instance it might happen that the first prison oommander might be 
an 88 Captain and the second compound commander might be a Major, 

Q Mew I asked you whether it mean* t a fact that very often 
the protective custody camp leader was of a higher rank than Adjutant 
Schmidt? 

A I remember several prison compound commanders whose rank 
was higher than that of Adjutant Schmidt* 

Q Ian't it a faet that Sohmidt oouldn* t give such officers 
orders other than orders he bad received from his superior officer? 

A It was not rank but rather petition that waa the decisive 
factor there* If a person, regardless of rank, waa in a higher position 
than the adjutant was, as for instance the Camp Commander, then the 
Adjutant would have to take hie orders* For instance, a prison compound

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comm an der who «u a Major could not lasua orders to an Adjutant who 
mi a Captain merely on account of higher rank* 

Q You testified about the adalnistratlon of the Camp being 
divided Into several departments. Ian't it a fact that the Adjutant 
was responsible for Department 1? 

A Yes that Is a fact* 

Q And there were several other departments in the camp which 
stood on the uame level of command as Department 1, Isn't that so? 

A Yes that is so* 

Q And Ian* t it a fact that the Department of Medioine was 
subordinate to the Chief of the Medical Department In OranlenburgT 

A Tee, the prisoners' hospital was not under the Adjutant's 
Office, but of oourse there was a close oersonal relationship between 
the Adjutant and several of the camp doctors* 

Q And Ian* t it e fact that the Political Deparbaent was staffed 
by Qeetapo men who were appointed and assigned by the Relohe Security 
Main Office In BerllnT 

A Yes, the Relohe Security Main Office would fill the position 
of the Chief of the Political Department through the various offices 
end channels* Then there was a whole nusber of auxiliary persons 
assigned to the Political Department by the oamp for minor Jobs and 
part of the paper work and the files of the Political Department would 
also always go through the Adjutant* For instance, the committment 
of certain persona to the bunker for energetic Interrogation, ‘ the 
Polltlcel Department could not do that on its own but rather through 
the Adjutant's Of flee* 

Q Bat In such oases the Political Department would request that 
the prisoners be put into the Bunker for Interrogation and this request 

t 

would naturally flow through the Adjutant's Of floe and from hln^own 


(KOgon - cross) 
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to the Bunker, Ian*t that correct? 

A Yea, if tha Political Dapartaant stock to tha normal ehannala 
that la tha way it was. 

Q This Political Dapartaant in tha Caap was subordinate to tha • 
Main Offlea la Berlin, isn't that ao? 

A Yaa* Tha head of the Political Dapartaant was under tha 
Raichs Security Main Office in Berlin aa far aa tha issuance and 


recaption of orders was concerned. 

q And isn't it a fact that the files and records of prisoners 
were kept in tha Political Dapartaant? 

A Yes,, the files of tha prisoners In protec tire custody were 
kept by tha Political Dapartaant and if requested by the Castp O n —a ntler 
they would be sent to hin and sent back to tha Political Departs —i t 
by hla. If tha Co—andant or tha Adjutant desired to hare a plasa of 
paper froa tha reeorde of a certain prisoner, than ha would hare to 


requisition it from tha Political Depart—nt. 

Q And in tha casa of a parson being aant to Buehenwald. 

Wouldn* t his records be sent directly from tha office in Berlin to 
Caap Buohanwald? 

A If tha papers concerned were co—ittaenta or orders for 
protective custody, than this was tha case and it would be sent to tha 
Political Dapartaant from tha Relohs Security Main Office or the Rain 
Office of tha Seoret State Polloa of the hone town of tha prisoner. 
Inquiries co ncerning tha parson of tha prisoner or his behaviour in 
oanp want through the Commander 1 a Office and tha Adi slant's Office 
both. 

(KOgon • cross) 
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Q And than referred to tha Political Dapa rtment, ion*t that 
right? 

A Tea, communications would than go on by way of tha Political 
Department to tha Reich* Security Ualn Office or tha Chief Gestapo 
Office in the area concerned*

Q Tou testified on direct examination that tha prisoners feared 
Schmidt because all files went through his hands* Can yon explain that 
for us? 

A Tea, I just did explain that everything that oonoemed the 
prisoners personally, all these files, went through the bands of the 
Adjutant and, of course, a prisoner could not be afraid of any channel 
of eosnunication about which he did not know about and therefore his 
fear stuck to the channels he did know about instead of others* 

Q But there was no action taken by the Adjutant, as such, in 
reference to the prisoner*' files was there? 

A I didn't quite understand the question* Which files are 
you talking about that the Adjutant did not take any action? 

4 Tou testified that Schmidt was feared because all prisoner 
files went through his hands* How, I want that clarified* 

A The explanation is the one whloh I hare just given on oross 
examination* From the prisoners standpoint these files were the only 

files that were Important to us and any channels other than those 

/ 

between the Adjutant's Offiee and any other headquarters, of those we 
<ftd not know* 

Q And these files about whloh you have just testified concern¬ 
ing which the prisoners had fears, were the same ones that were kept 
in the Political Department, the personal files, ian’ t that right? 

A Tea, because they always came to the knowledge of the Adjutant 
and the Commandant. The files kept changing hands from the Political 

crocs) 

(Kogon - ttmmmt 955 
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Department and the headquarters and the Adjutant** Offioa.

Q But there va* nothing the Adjutant had to do with these 
file* axe apt transmit than to the Political Department, isn't that 


A If you now consider the whole matter after the whole 
incident is over and only from the standpoint of files being mowed 
from one place to another, then that is oorreot, but It is different 
if you consider that a prisoner had his file go from the Political 
Department or back. 

Q that could the Adjutant do with these prisoners' files* 

What did he hare to do with then? 

A It isn't easy at all to describe this with all of its 
terrific dimensions in a few words and briefly* Let us say that the 
Adjutant did not like some particular orlsoner who had nothing to do 
with him* He called for the files from the Politieal Department and 
he would find a note from the Gestapo stating that the person concerned 
was particularly dangerous politically, so he would send the file 
baok to the Politieal Department again but at the same time he would 
issue certain instructions that certain definite measures would be 
taken against this prisoner by way of the camp physician or sene other ' 
offioe and the result of this might be the complete 'extent of all 
measures that I have described in direct examination. Tou would have 
to experience it in order to realise what it meant that file so and so, 
for Instance my owr, was taken to the Adjutant from the Politieal 
Department* 

Q Did you ever know any case in which the Adjutant Schmidt did 
anything to a prisoner's file such as you have just described? 


(Kogon - cross) 
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in 

A Wy a ttentioiy Camp Buehenwald waa not primarily directed to tha 
'Adjutant baeauaa I, In my dangaroua poaition with Doctor Ding-Schuler, 
had so many things to watch that I had to rely antlroly on tha rsports 
of mgr comrade, tha Dutchman, Jan Robert* My knowledge of tha algnlftaanaa 
of tha Adjutant for that reason Is only indirect and ‘not direct. I am 
aura I did find out about concrete oases while I was in camp, but with 
all the m ur dering and all tha atrocities that ware going on constantly, 

I did not remember those particularly oonoernlng him lass wall than tha 
corrupt ones* 

Q Row, I ask you again. Do you know of any ease in which 
Adjutant Schmidt treated a prisoner* s file as you hams taatiflad before?

Q You have testified on direct examination about a Detail 99* 

Ian* t it a fast that this detail conoernad Russian prisoners who were 
sentenced to execution from Berlin? 

. A Who were destined for extermination — not sentenced to death 
because no trial ever took place. 

Q And they were destined to extermination by high headquarters 
in Berlin, lan* t that right? 

A Yea. 

Q lhat duties did the Adjutant of tha Camp haws toward tha 
carrying out of this order? 

A Ha had to sec to it that the SS NCOs who were supposed to 
carry it out were psjjpent on the spot at tha rlgit time. This was

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announoed by way of 99 through the administration* Then he had to 
submit this to the commanding officer for execution and the report 
about the exeoutlon which had been carried out to Berlin* 

Q Isn*t the same thin? true of executions that took place 
by firing squads in the campT 

A Tea. 

C And were such executions by firing squads also on orders 
of higher headquarters in Berlin? 

A Tea. 

Q Now, you testified about the duties of the Adjutant as a 
legal offloer. Isn't it a fact that the legal offloor in Camp Bushenwald 
was sworn to his duties,his responsibilities, by his superior in the 
legal system? 

A I know nothing about that* 

Q Can you tell us what the duties of the legal officer were 
in BuohenwaldT 

A The treatment of disciplinary matters in the 83 and the 
prosecution of infractions of the law on the part of the 88* 


(Kogon - cross) 
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Q . Did feho legal offloar have the right to try auoh 
Infractions or was he merely an Investigating offloerf 

A An Investigating offloar who would then swko a 
report to the S3 oourt. 

<4 And the final aotlon was taken by the SS oourt* of 

whloh the legal offloar had no part; Isn't that right? 

A Yes. 

CAPTAIN LEWISt Cross examination on behalf of the 
aooused Koch. 

Q Dr. Kogon, your teatlsiony concerning the aooused 
Use Koch was not based on any personal knowledge, waa ItT 

a 

A I never had any direct oontaot with the oossnandeuse 
of Buohenwald. 

How often did you see Frau Kooh In BuohenwaldT 

A Two, up to three times. 

Q And st those times that you saw her was her oonduet 

/ < 

In the nature of anything of whloh you could oomplalnt 

A As far as I personally waa affeoted by It, not at 
all. One time she was riding through the area on a horse, 
and the other time she was standing at the barbed wire fenoo 
while the prisoners were standing on formation square undressed 
completely and being examined by the 3S--belng searched by . 
the S3 for oertaln objects whloh were allegedly or actually 
prohibited. 

Q Was Mrs. Koch, as far as you know, ever Inside the 
proteotive oustody eamp itself? 

A I never saw her Inside, and I personally do not 
know of any oase either where she was supposed to have been 
Inal do the barbed wire. 

(Kogon - Cross)

Q Dr. Kogon, you testified on direct examination that 
tha hoapltal In tha main oamp was oftan ao overorowded that it 
waa lmpoaalbla to taka patlanta In thara.

Q Do you know of tha axlatanoa of any rulaa in tha 
oamp eonoamlng whloh patlanta would ba permitted to antar tha 
hoapltal If they wara alokt 

A Ara you thara rafarring to ragulationa on tha part 
of tha SS or on tha part of tha priaonaraT 

Q Wall, waa thara any ragulatlon atatlng that a work¬ 
ing prisoner would ba given prafaranoa to being admitted to 
tha.hoapltal over one who waa not working? 

A Ihat was not a deoldlng faotor. 

C Waa thara any ragulatlon stating what was tha mini¬ 
mum temperature whloh a patient had to have before ha waa 
admitted In tha hospital? 

A 39 degrees Centigrade• 

Q And any patient who did not have that minimum tem¬ 

perature waa not admitted to the hospital; is that right? 

A Unless he had special oonneotlona—that is, if 
somebody wanted to make use of this regulations gainst him, 
then he eouldn't get in* 

Q Was it not also so, and you testified on direot 
examination, that a patient oould not ordinarily gat into 
the hoapltal unless he had a friend in the hospital who 
oould get him in? 

(Kogon - Cross) 
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A hell, as a matter of faot, anybody oould go to the 
hospital—the prisoners' hospital. At any rate, he oould at 
oertain times of day. But in order to be admitted to the 
prisoners' hospital, for that you usually would need pretty 
good connections. 

Q And those oonneetions were the people who worked 
In the hospital themselves, isn’t that so? 

A Yes, conneotlons with the persons who were working 
in the hospital or to the oamp physician.

The sanitary and 
hyglenio oondltions in the oamp and the block physiolana, as 
far as the prisoners were oonoerned in the individual blooks, 
were under Aatsen-Ellenbogen. So it depended on Katsen-

little hospital, either In the little oamp or in the main 
hospital, that is, whether he would be able to report to that 
hospital, ifcit the admission Itself, of course, again de¬ 
pended upon the prisoners, either In the hospital in the 
little enmp or in the main hospital.

I can remember in the Pall of 1940 I was buoy taking 
out fir trees tn the vicinity of the stone quarry. I was working 
at the path leading to the stone quarry when I saw that Camp Leader 
Schobert and another SS man, a Block Leader or NCO, were coming down 
this path with a dog. I saw that the NCO called over one of the 
prisoners, took hie hat away and held this hat in front of the dog's 
nose and then threw this hat Into the bushes. Then the prisoner 
received orders to recover this hat In double time. 

Q Hr. Lowerstein. will you describs to the court In clear 
and exaot words just what happened to this prisoner? 

A This prisoner was then told to recover hls hat and after 
he had reached a point approximately three meters away from hls hat, 
the deg was turned loose on him and went after the prisoner after

having been givan the command "Los", meaning "Go". This dog tore 
this prisoner apart in the sense of the word, tore him sport. 

This prisoner was an elderly man, he was a Pole, and instinctively 
he counteracted the actions of the dog and you could see that the 
dog tore off hie clothes and tore pieces of flesh from hls body, 
which lasted for about ten minutes. The dog was called baok and 
laughingly the NCO and the than protective o us tody camp leader 
Schobert want down the road while laughing and conversing. Half 
an hour later. It was shortly before noon, this nrieoner was taken 
away.

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Q Mhat waa the physical oondltion of the prisoner? 

A The prisoner was dead, he had bled to death* 

Q Where were you standing with respect to this action between 
the dog and the prisoner? 

A I was standing apTOximately four meters away from then, 
right next to the path taking out trees* 

Q you see this with your own eyes? 

A Tes. 

Q Can you roe sober any other Incident concerning Sohobert 
during your tine In Buehemrald? 

A Tea* I hold responsible the Protective Custody Camp Leader 
Sohobert, as well as the Bunker Vardans Sommer and Bergmeier, for the 
death of twenty-nine Polish, Csechs and Austrian prisoners* Among 
the rook oarrier detail Husber 2 there were two brothers by the name 
of Hanber* ‘ One of these brothers was stopped by the Detail Leader 
Abraham. His glasses were taken away and he was thrown Into a puddle 
of water* Abraham took this man 1 a glasses and threw them Into a 
puddle of water and then foreed him to pick up these glasses with his 
mouth* He foreed the prisoner to do It so often and also pushed him 
with his feet, that after awhile the prisoner had drowned In a puddle 
of water, approximately two meters wide* His brother, who h#d not 
been working In the vicinity, heard about it and complained to the 
camp management the very same day* That evening the whole detail 
was ordered to the gate* The detail was asked, "Who of you has 
seen any such thing?" All of the prisoners said "Ho, we didn't see 
anything*" nevertheless, everyone of these prisoners were oalled one 
by one to the gate and were sent to the Bunker and were not seen 
again* We received the death lists in the Bloek. There were two 
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comrades sitting at my eating table who were la the same detail, T« 
had to take these two off oar list* 

Q Mr. Lovensteln, who gars the order to haws this eosnando report 
to the gate? 

A The than Protective Custody Camp Leader, 

Q And who was thatf 

A That I can’t say exactly now. 

Q And who gave the order that this commando would be sent to 
death as you described ltT

who gave this order and I submit that the question is lnproper,

I myself eaw several ease* 
that they were taken away to the Bunker,

Towards the end of March 1940 I was still In the stone carrying 
detail* I had sustained a severe foot injury and for that reason I 
was assigned to a still empty garage by the capo of the detail in order 
to remove the rust from the furnaces. There were three of us prisoners 
who were doing this work, so-called convalescent work. It was on a very 
< beautiful day near the end of March that the door suddenly came open 
and Sgt. Roscli«r entered the garage. Well, Sgt. Roscher came up to us 
and said, "Well, here I have three more of you lasy sacks."

Cteehs who ware 
assigned to this gardening detail were sent to this nursery. The block 
leader of the Cgeohs at that tine was Staff Sergeant Rosoher. That 
first day when the C e eohs were sent drwn there Sergeant. Rosoher oame 
along with them to the tree nursery. U r on the question how I thought it 
vas my business to take charge of those Cgeohs down there I replied 
that I had been assigned this job as a gardener by 1st I*t. Dumbeok. Upon 
that Rosoher told me. "T 0 u bird, I knew you. I'll get you, too." Two 
hours later during the lunoh reoess I was down with a man frow a 
Protectorate and I was smoking a cigarette. Upon that Sergeant Rosoher 
suddenly approached me and faoed me saying, "You just snoked, didn't youf" 
"Yes," I answered, "I am permitted to smoke now, this is our time off."

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A I n the winter of 1940 in January when we got off from work 
early, the then block leader, Pielssner, cane to our block, A e Pielssner 
entered the rooa In the blook In the wing that I was in, everybody 
upon being called to attention, had to stand at attention, Ay oousln, 

Carl ®org, who was foroed tc get up suddenly, lost a notebook while doing 
so. Instinctively he wanted to bend over to pi ok it up and while he 
did so, was observed by Pielssner, Sergeant Pielssner called him out 

and beat hia aeroilessly and kioked him with h<s feet. kicked him 

while doing eo at a pillar standing in the middle of the room and from 
that ay eouain suffered an open wound in the head. This wound never 
healed and two years later that wound opened up araln and from that 
reopening of that old wound, my oousln died,

A ^es. Ijj 1942 ae 1 was working in the DAW area with plants and 
bushes and medioinal plants we suddenly, about S p,a, received® order 
to leave this area of work and move over to a oertaln other area. This 
placs of work was looated right next to the shooting range whioh w>s 
known to us to be in the DAA area, W e had to move out toward the barracks 

and were working next to the main gate or rather next to the nein road 

of the DAW area, Rhile still on our way to this new plaoe of work whioh 
was about sixty meters away froa the old one, a column of about seven 
or eight sergeants or blook leaders oarae towards us from above, eaeh of 
them araed with a rifle, a dlstanoe of some meters behind it there 
was another group of oivillans who were being guarded by 8S men armed 
with rifles. As these oivillans passed us we heard -- I heard and some, 
of ay oomrades also heard — one of these men oalling "Vive hi France",

D©wenstein, while ycu were in Buohenwald did you know a 
dootor by the saw of Bisele? 

A Yes, I did know Dr. Ejsele all rifht. D r * S isele was tha 
terror of the prisoners ef buohenwald. i myself oould oonvinoe myself 
of it as one day while setting out plants near Blook 26 whieh is 1 oated 
on a road next to the hospital, I saw Dr. B}sele walk down the road, I 
was working at the front side of the bloek* right adjaoent to the road 
from the hospital. At that time a prisoner was oemlng up that road

fron the hospital* The prisoner was trying to rush into a slda antra^ica 
into a blook beo^use there was ft general prohibition of walking on that

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A I saw the prisoner turn pale, white, and preen in the faoe, 
bein^ eery soared and walking away» *t was known throughout eamp that 
whenever Eiaele picked out a nan and took his nwiber or took him along 
right away, that was the death seutenoe for that van. 

U r . L C Kensteln, did you ever know in Buohenwald a man by the name 
of Dietssoh? 

A Y«s, I knew the prisoner, Ojettsoh, very well. On the IRth 
of January 1942 as I was among the first group of 13d prisoners to be 
selooted for sxperiwents, * was sent to his block. A^cut ten days later 
the prisoner, ^letssoh, who was known tr me then, o» e to Bjook 49 as a 
wale nurse and ohief prisoner. There, together with these 156 prisoners, ' 

1 was infected with typhus and I stayed in this bloek for four and,a half 
months. Rietssch, at that time, was in charge of this block since he was 
responsible for all sanitary and other >*easures, and be was very severe 
with us. 

Q Aj[il you describe tc the court what you mean by the words *iaT»r* 
with us*t 

A It was like this — when we were there as prisoners by ourselves 
we oould have lived there as oomradee but Rietssoh was there and he 
ocnstantly and very severely oarrled out the orders of the 58. O c oasionally 
we would not evan nctioe that Dietssoh was a fellow prisoner but his behavior war 
the very same as of the S3. , 

Q C a n you describe any speoifio instemoe of his behavior* 

A I o»n say that he had practically po^er of eommand there) that ha 
punished prisoners when they did net behave properly. He punished them 
by withholding their smokos or withholding their food. Of oourse, with¬ 
holding of food had particularly severe effects for the prisoners in that 
blook since all prisoners there w^re sick. I can only say that Rietsseh, 

(howenstein-direct) 
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If he oould have, could have treated us enti -ely differently. H* could 
hare made it possible for us to ham oontaot with prisoner* in the ether 
parts of o&rap. In accordance with the usages of tho oairp since all of us 
were in this separated tTlook, we th'ught we we’-e all o and Ida tea for death. 

Of course, wo among this group of 186 that we^w the firet ones to be 
experimented upon were somewhat luoky in receiving prcVotive inncoulatlons 
in the beginning but in xy opinion even later on when this blook was 
transferred to *look 46 i^ietssoh oould have seen to it that somehow. 

I don't know how, all prisoners received thoso lrnooulations, protective

innooulatlona. I had always oonsidered it ny duty to help my fellow 
prisoners who were all on the save level as I was and it is incomprehensible 
to me that some fellow prisoners didn't know that. 

Q -^p. Lowenstein, did you ever personally see any innooulations? 

A Yes, I was innooulated myself. 1 was lnnooulated against 
typhus. I don't know whioh serum, there wer-e three sera. Sharing B, 
he ip*i and Giidemester. 

DEKLNSE COUIiSELi The defense at this time moves to strike 
the last answer of the witness for the reason that he, is a German 
oitisen and any act committed against him is not oharged apalnst these 
aooused.

Of eourse 1 don't know whleh prisoners suffered wore than others but it 
is known in oamp that sons of them suffered vary severs physical damage 
from these exerolsea and undoubtedly some of them also died* 

, Q D 0 you rcoall any oth*r incident whleh ooeurred with the arrival 
of Commandant Pieter et Boehenwaldt 

A Tea, the double timing in camp was started again for a t’ we 

* 

at that timo. That is to say, prisoners had to mow on the double at all 
times* Further, one innovation that was terrible for all of us — 
corporal punishment that was earried out was no longer earried out with 
elothing on but with this part of the body bared. That also was the time 
when the so-called ^unday work during free time was ordered for Jews of 
all nationalities* Several J#wlsh blocks had to go down to the gardening 


( Lowenetein-d1reot) 
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detail every Sunday and do terribly Hard work there. Of oourse, thle 
work deteriorated prisoners' physical conditions considerably and they 
had to work at suoh a rate that they suffered physloally very auoh. 

I feel that tioirmndent *lster is particularly responsible for the 
incidents after the first of April 1940 until the 11th ofApril# the 
day of the liberation. On April 11# 1941 the strength of the prisoners, 
the population of the prisoners was 46.000 prisoners# approximately. 

On ths 11th of April the day of the liberation# there were only S1#000 
prisoners standing there. The other 24,000 prisoners were sent on 
*o»ealled evaouatlon transports. 

Q Mr. Loeenstsln, while you were at buohenwald did you ever ’-now 
a person by the name of liee loohf 

A Yf>s# 1 did know the Coamandenee K e eh very well# 

Q *111 you deseribe to the court any inoident you reoall eon- 
earning Ilse koeht 

A I remember in 1942 as I was finishing some detail of work in

the so-oalled.House *och, that a comrade named iosssrt was present. That 
nan, Sommer# an Austrian who had a fanily in Vienna, was an alderly 
gentleman and, of oourse, oould not work at the same olip as a younger 
person oould have. ^rs. *ooh, who was standing up at a window, eallod 
down to *ooh who was walking into tha garden, #u ave a look at this dirty 
Jewish twine o?f there, too lasy to work. I don't want to eee him anymore 
AH he does is stare at you# anyway#* There was nothing I oould do 
about this. It Is true 1 had the aupervlslon of tha prisoners and I 
tried to ehaee Sooner out of this detail promptly and send him to some 
other detail.

In this letter he 
said farewell to me, to his family and to his country baoause he knew 
that he had to die, and he asked me to transmit his regards to his wife 
and ohlldren. He knew that he would die because he was one of the 
twenty Jews who all died in the same manner. I was able to talk to him. 

I talked to him across the fenoa and there he repeated what he said in 
the letter, that S 0 hobert had sent him to the hospital. As did everything 
to save him. He was the husband of one of the best known women poets of 
Csechoslovakis, Jamilia Urbankova. It was to no avail, though. He got 
an injeotion.

hung up, he was standing there free* This Yugoslav nade signs, his 
head moved to the other prisoners who were Yugoslav also and wsre 
standing near the gate* At this moment Canp leader Sehobert came 
out of the house and saw hln* Canp Leader Sehobert saw this nan while 
he was standing there with his back turned toward hln* Prisoners at 
that tine were punished for anything in the camp whether they were 
standing with their face towards you or whether they were standing 
with their back toward you*

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Ho walked over to him and started to jell at him from behind. 

The orleoner turned around a lit la bit. Camp reader Sohobert 
grabbed him on hie collar and beat him a few times against the 
fence of the window.

But it also 
haopened that the sausage whloh had already rotted was thrown 
in a boiler and prepared for food, 

C what was the condition of the sausage with respect 
to the amount of meat that it contained? 

A There was very little meat in it.

A 1 can't say what the exact percentage was. 

Q Have you any judgment about it? 

A ^lfty percent at the very most. 

Q V.hat was the condition of the vegetables when they 
came there to the magasine? 

A In part it was very bad. 

Q Vhat do you mean by that? 


A Partly frosen; partly in a state of decomposition. 
Q How was the food allocated for the prisoners there 
at Buehenwald? 

(3ohuls - Direot) 1178 
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A The rations souId vary In aooordanoe with the time 
In which It was Issued, In aooordanos with the nationalities 
to whloh It was Issued, and the season In whloh It was issued. 

q Was distinction made between the types of food 
that were given to various nationalities? 

A The first Polea who, in the winter of 1939 and 1940, 
oame Into camp, Into the ao-oalled rose garden, would reoelve 
a half a liter of aoup a day and 150 „;rama of bread; shereaa 
the other prisoners would reoelve one liter of soup or 
potatoes and partly 500 and partly 750 grams of bread. In 
addition, margarine, some lunoheon meat or oottage oheese or 
something of that type. 

Q Were there any other distinctions made between the 
rations that various nationalities reoeived besides these 
Poles? 

A Yea • 

Q What was that distinction? 

A In the year of 1940 Jews and Poles received leas food 
than the other prisoners. That became particularly material 
In the ease of bread. As a compensation they had to work 
longer hours. In the winter of 1940 to 1941 these Russians 
reoeived 300 grama of turnips and also 160 grams of bread. 

They did reoelve those turnips for about four months, dally. 
Only at the time when there were no more turnips available 
and when those Russian orlsonera of war were put to work thaiy 
reoeived the same rations as the others.

Welbig and a 
few more blook leaders, whom I don't remember exactly, were 
pushing these orlsooers at the head into the knees, for them 
to raise up their hoads and stand up straight, and after about 
five minutes they had to do a right faoe, and in single file 
they marched off towards the l a area. ITom my window in the 
barracks I was able to trace their path all the way to the 
OAT.' gate. "^he camp ccmrrandant, camp officers, tho camp 
physicians, and the chiefs of the political department were 
standing at that gate. There the prisoners--the prisoners of 
war, that ls--had to stand still and something was told them. 
Then they were taken into the UAW area further, hut 1 could 
not see them anymore. A short time later we heard some salvos 
end shortly thereafter we saw the corpse bearers oarrying the 
dead bodies in the crematory on stretchers.

.iould you describe any incident you. may recall in 
which you came in contact with Use Koch in Buchenwald? 

A 1 had several occasions to see Use Koch and also 
to have personal business with her. 'Hie first time was in 
tho cable-laying detail, v® were working in the so-oalled 
falcon's yard, digging a line for cables, and I v,as working 
together with a Czech chaplain. This chaplain loosened the 
soil and I was throwing it up with the shovel. Suddenly 
somebody was standing on the top of the ditch and was yelling,
